A  constitational  number  of  Lodges  being  present  (10),  the 
Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by 
R/.  W.\  S.  Pabkes  Cadhan,  Grand  Chaplain. 

B.\  W/.  S.  Pabkbs  Gadman:   Let  us  unite  in  prayer. 

Almighty  God,  our  Heavenly  Father,  to  whom  aU  hearts 
are  open  and  all  desires  known,  from  whom  no  secrets  are  hid : 
Cleanse  Thou  the  thoughts  of  our  hearts  by  the  inspiration  of 
Thy  Holy  Spirit,  that  in  this  solemn  conclave  we  may  magnify 
Thy  most  Holy  Name,  and  exalt  in  Thee  above.  May  we  have 
imparted  to  us  that  light  and  guidance  in  which  all  brother 
Masons  live  and  love  and  endure  to  the  end.  We  bless  Thee ;  we 
magnify  Thy  name;  we  pay  Thee  homage  and  devotion  as  Thy 
righteous  due  because  Thou  hast  brought  us  together  in  this 
place.  Beneath  the  shadow  of  Thy  guiding  hand  we  have  come 
from  city  and  from  hamlet,  from  near  and  far,  from  the  place 
where  the  ocean  roars  to  the  lakes  beyond,  that  in  this  great 
commonwealth  which  our  fathers  estabhshed  in  righteousness 
and  freedom  we  may  raise  the  Ebenezer  of  this  our  Lodge, 
and  so  look  up  to  Thee.  By  Thy  help  we  have  come;  Thou  hast 
brought  us  through  paths  we  did  not  know  and  could  not  see, 
in  the  midst  of  darkness,  while  many  precious  to  this  Frater- 
nity were  exposed  to  the  perils  of  deadly  battle  and  in  danger 
upon  land  and  sea;  and  now  Thou  hast  established  us  in  tri- 
umph, in  the  victory  of  justice  and  of  righteousness. 

Thou  art  the  God  of  all  righteousness;  to  Thee  be  glory 
forever.  We  tiiank  Thee  not  only  that  our  banners  are  estab- 
lished thus,  and  Thou  hast  crowned  us  in  victory,  but  that 
our  cause  is  just.    In  this  we  rejoice, — yea,  and  we  will  rejoice, 
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that  we  have  been  engaged  as  we  believe  beneath  Thy  directing 
hand^  not  for  lust  of  blood  nor  greed  of  gold  nor  aggrandise- 
ment of  dynasty  nor  extension  of  territory^  but  for  Thy  sacred 
cause  which  is  ever  at  the  Altar  in  these  Lodges  of  ours,  of  the 
rights  of  man,  with  the  strength  of  Thine  advising  hand,  and 
that  the  wicked  who  delight  in  war  and  those  who  have  usurped 
Thy  reign  on  earth  may  be  flung  from  the  seats  which  they  have 
polluted.  Comfort  every  Masonic  home  where  the  beating  of 
the  Wing  of  Death  has  been  heard,  the  broken-hearted  mothers 
who  in  the  midst  of  their  solenm  and  melancholy  pride  know 
that  their  sons  will  not  come  back  to  their  aching  hearts  again. 

May  they  see  beyond  the  westering  skies  the  mdlow  eventide 
of  life  as  it  now  is  and  the  glorious  dawn  of  life  as  it  is  to  be 
when  this  wretched  and  cruel  state  shall  be  merged  into  the  full 
resurgence  of  Thine  own  being.  And  we  thank  Thee  for  our 
men  of  the  Lodge  of  the  land  and  of  the  sea  who  have  main- 
tained our  fidelity  and  honor  both  here  and  ycmder.  We  think 
of  the  unnamed  graves  of  those  buried  in  the  abysmal  depths  of 
ocean  where  the  resurrection  Angel  alone  can  find  them.  We 
think  of  those  marked  by  the  simple  insignia  of  our  faith  upon 
the  far  off  fields  of  Flanders  and  of  France;  and  as  we  tUnk 
of  them  we  upraise  our  hearts  in  praise  mingled  with  sublime 
strains  of  solemn  reflection  that  Thou  hast  counted  us  as  Masons 
worthy  to  live,  true  to  our  tenets,  and  to  pour  out  our  last  full 
measure  of  devotion  in  behalf  of  the  doctrines  we  have  espoused 
from  the  time  of  our  fathers. 

Bless  those  in  this  Thy  convocation  and  those  we  remember 
even  to  this  day,  who  for  the  last  forty  or  fifty  years  have  walked 
before  Thee  and  before  this  Fraternity  in  all  righteousness.  May 
they  have  for  themselves  a  peaceful  eventide  which  the  night  of 
Death  cannot  disturb.  May  the  men  of  strength  who  built  this 
Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand  Master,  and  all  other  officers  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  and  all  subordinate  lodges  conmiitted  to  its  juris- 
diction, send  out  Thy  light  and  Thy  salvation  that  in  a  dark 
and  critical  hour  men  may  abide  in  the  Mount  and  build  up 
the  better,  and  thus  make  grace  and  glory  which  come  alone 
from  Thee,  rest  upon  us  and  upon  our  Order  and  upon  the 
President  of  the  Nation  and  upon  all  mankind.    Amen. 
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On  motion  B.'.  W.*.  Ghablbs  I.  Hickman,  Bepresentaidve 
of  the  Orand  Lodge  of  Oklahoma.  B.'.  W/.  Jambs  B.  Busssll, 
Bepresentative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland,  B.*.  W/.  H.  A. 
Williams,  Grand  Chaplain,  B.\  W.'.  Frank  L.  Winsob,  Grand 
Sword  Bearer,  B.'.  W.\  Emil  F.  Johnson,  Bepresentative  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Sweden,  and  B.*.  W.'.  Ghables  J.  Boot, 
District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the  Ontario-Seneca- Yates 
District,  were  excused  from  attendance  at  this  session  of  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

M.*.  W.'.  William  S.  Fahmer,  Grand  Master,  delivered 
the  following  address: 

Brethren  of  the  Orand  Lodge: 

We  enter  upon  this  138th  Annual  Communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  under  auspicious  and  inspiring  circumstances. 

The  war  is  ended.  'The  din  of  battle''  has  ceased,  and  we 
are  gradually  approaching  the  pursuits  of  peace. 

One  year  ago  the  world  was  aflame  with  the  most  terrible 
war  in  ell  history. 

One  year  ago  the  United  States,  which  has  never  dreamed 
of  conquest,  and  which  has  never  raised  its  sword  except  in 
the  cause  of  freedom,  liberty  and  justice,  had  been  swept  within 
its  consuming  flames. 

One  year  ago  all  was  unrest,  excitement  and  confusion.  Now 
peace  is  in  sight  The  autocratic  countries  of  the  Hohenzollems 
and  Hapsburgs  have  been  defeated,  together  with  Turkey  for 
good  measure.  The  armistice  was  signed  November  11,  1918. 
The  Peace  iDonference  is  in  session  in  Paris.  The  compact 
creating  the  Society  or  League  of  Nations,  the  flrst  and  only 
effort  the  world  has  ever  seen  looking  toward  an  enduring 
peace,  is  far  along  the  road  of  successful  accomplishment  and 
it  wiU  be  for  the  future  to  realize  whether  there  shall  be  uni* 
versal  disarmament  and  the  end  of  war. 

To  our  Heavenly  Father,  we  are  profoundly  thankful  for 
having  safely  guided  the  forces  of  liberty  and  civilization 
through  the  breakers  of  war  and  into  the  harbor  of  peace,  and 
we  pray  for  His  'TDivine  blessing  upon  this,  our  present  Con- 
vention."    May  He  fill  our  hearts  with  the  ennobling  prin- 
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ciples  of  our  institation  and  so  direct  our  deliberations  that 
they  may  redound  to  His  glory  and  the  honor  and  prosperity 
of  the  Fraternity. 

I  am  proud  to  report  to  you,  my  brethren,  that>  **Save  those 
ripples  found  on  the  smoothest  sea/'  nothing  has  occurred  during 
the  past  year  to  disturb  the  harmony  and  well  being  of  the  Craft 
in  this  Jurisdiction. 

Many  of  our  brethren  have  made  the  supreme  sacrifice.  It 
is  but  fitting  that  we  should  pause  and  pay  tribute  to  their 
memory. 

The  Fraternal  Dead. 

B/.  W.\  William  H.  Ellis^  Fast  Grand  Marshal  died  at 
Buffalo,  June  27,  1918. 

He  was  bom  in  Buffalo  on  July  10,  1857,  and  was  a  life- 
long resident  of  that  city.  He  was  educated  in  the  Schools  of 
Buffalo,  and  from  the  age  of  sixteen  to  the  time  of  his  death 
was  connected  with  the  Publishers  of  the  '^Buffalo  Commercial.** 
Rising  from  the  position  of  collector  held  by  him  as  a  boy,  he 
became  business  manager,  which  position  he  occupied  for  thirty 
years. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  the  Buffalo  Commercial  paid  this 
tribute  to  his  memory: 

*^e  are  called  upon  to-day  to  announce  to  our  readers  the 
death  of  Williak  H.  Ellis,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the 
J.  D.  Warren's  Sons  Company  and  active  business  head  of 
the  Buffalo  Commercial.  His  demise  comes  as  a  shock  to  us  as 
well  as  to  all  his  many  personal  friends  in  this  city  and  Western 
New  York.  An  illness  regarded  generally  as  more  painful  than 
serious  suddenly  developed  into  a  condition  that  caused  general 
alarm  and  almost  before  we  realized  the  situation  he  had  passed 
away. 

We  are  too  overwhelmed  at  present  with  pain  and  sorrow 
to  speak  fully  and  justly  of  the  life  and  character  of  Mr.  Ellis. 
He  came  to  the  Commercial  when  a  boy  and  remained  with  it 
through  all  his  life.  He  was  the  soul  of  loyalty  to  this  paper 
and  its  owners.  He  kept  no  union  hours  in  his  service  to  the 
Commercial.    He  gave  the  best  that  was  in  him  to  making  this 
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paper  what  it  is  to-day  and  his  good  judgment,  his  far-sighted- 
ness, his  long  experience  in  the  business  management  of  the 
plant  were  invaluable.  As  a  man  of  business  he  was  the  quin- 
tessence of  integrity  and  honor.  He  never  compromised  as  be- 
tween right  and  wrong.  In  every  business  deal  he  took  no 
unfair  advantage.    His  word  was  as  good  as  his  bond. 

Mr.  Ellis  was  devoted  to  Masonic  work,  he  believed  thor- 
oughly in  the  principles  and  teachings  of  this  fraternity  and 
gave  his  time  freely  and  without  thought  of  reward  to  pro- 
moting its  interests.  He  was  honored  by  being  elevated  to  its 
highest  rank,  but  even  this  was  not  beyond  his  deserving  but  it 
is  of  the  man  himself  we  like  to  think.  He  was  of  a  higher 
type  than  most  of  us.  He  was  spotless  in  morals  as  he  was 
clean  in  all  his  habits.  He  lived  a  pure  life.  He  put  away 
the  small  vices  and  filthy  habits  that  enchain  too  many  of  God's 
creatures  and  was  a  living  embodiment  of  the  Latin  proverb: 
"Mens  Sana  in  corpore  sano,'*  "A  sound  mind  in  a  sound  body.'* 
The  life  of  Mr.  Ellis  was  ideal.  He  was  a  loving  husband  and 
a  kind  and  indulgent  father.  As  a  citizen  of  Buffalo  he  took 
pride  in  its  growth  and  prosperity  and  he  contributed  to  its 
welfare  wherever  the  opportunity  presented  itself.  He  was  a 
man  among  men,  one  that  a  conununity  can  ill  afford  to  lose 
especially  at  his  age — ^in  the  fullness  of  his  mental  and  physical 
vigor.  Our  friend  and  counselor  has  been  called  home  long 
before  his  time  but  we  must  bow  to  the  inscrutable  Divine  Wis- 
dom that  ordains  all  things  for  the  best. 

And  now  that  we  have  said  these  few  words  hastily  and 
incoherently  under  the  spell  of  the  shock  that  has  taken  hold 
of  us  we  know  how  inadequate  is  the  language  we  have  em- 
ployed to  give  expression  to  our  feelings  and  to  pay  a  tribute 
to  this  good  man  that  he  so  justly  deserves.  He  has  gone  from 
us  but  we  feel  his  spirit  is  not  far  away  and  that  it  will  help 
US  hereafter  as  it  did  when  he  was  in  the  flesh  to  live  better. 
The  sweetness  of  his  memory  will  be  to  all  his  friends  and 
neighbors  and  to  the  bereaved  and  grief  strickened  widow  and 
children  a  priceless  heritage  and  a  perennial  inspiration.'' 

Bbo.  Ellis  was  made  a  Mason  in  Parish  Lodge,  No.  292, 
in  1894,  and  was  its  Master  in  1903  and  1904,  served  the  Grand

Lodge  as  District  Depuly  Grand,  Master  of  the  Thirty-eightli 
Masonic  District^  as  Grand  Marshal  and  on  the  Committee  on 
Hall  and  Asylum. 

He  was  an  active  promoter  of  the  Patriotic  Masonic  Asso- 
ciation in  the  Buffalo  District  and  was  its  Treasurer  at  the 
time  of  his  death. 

Truly  no  brother  ever  had  a  more  active  and  useful  Masonic 
career. 

His  distinguishing  characteristics^  enthusiasm,  far-sighted- 
ness, industry  and  aptitude  for  detail  made  him  invaluable  in 
any  endeavor  to  which  he  chose  to  devote  himself. 

Endowed  by  nature  with  an  unusually  charming  presence 
and  possessing  personal  magnetism  to  an  unusual  degree,  he 
gathered  around  him  hosts  of  devoted  friends  and  supporters 
in  all  of  his  activities. 

His  appreciation  of  the  Ideals  of  Masonry  led  him  to  devote 
himself  unsparingly  to  the  advancement  of  the  Graft 

Bbo.  Ellis  was  pre-eminentiy  a  religious  man  and  applied 
to  his  church  life  the  same  qualities  of  character  and  manhood 
that  made  him  so  valued  in  Masonic  Circles. 

His  life  was  an  inspiration  to  all  who  came  in  contact  with 
him,  and  his  memory  is  a  constant  benediction  to  all  of  his 
brethren. 

WiLLiAK  Hoif  AN  bom  in  New  York  City,  January  26, 1860, 
departed  this  life  on  Sept.  30, 1918. 

Bbo.  Homan  had  especially  endeared  himself  to  the  members 
of  the  Craft  as  an  active  worker  in  one  of  its  conspicuous  ap- 
pendent  bodies. 

Initiated  in  E!ane  Lodge,  No.  454,  F.  &  A.  M.,  exalted  in 
Jerusalem  Chapter,  No.  8,  B.  A.  M.,  greeted  in  Adelphic  Coun- 
cil, No.  7,  B.  A.  M.,  Knighted  in  Columbian  Conmiandery,  his 
larger  service  was  in  his  association  with  the  A.  A.  S.  B.,  wherein 
he  enjoyed  the  distinction  of  being  an  active  member  of  the 
Supreme  Council,  N.  M.  J. 

Bbo.  Homan  was  the  Grand  Bepresentative  of  Peru  near  our 
own  Grand  Lodge,  an  honor  he  enjoyed  up  to  the  time  of  his 
passing  away. 
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Bbo.  Hoif  an  possessed  a  broad  yision  of  all  things  Masonic. 
An  untiring  worker,  a  persistent  and  intelligent  traveller,  we 
monm  his  loss  as  of  one  who  labored  indefatigably  for  over 
three  decades  in  all  the  departments  of  the  Temple. 

M.'.  W.\  Prank  E.  Lawbbnob,  Past  Grand  Master  died 
suddenly  at  New  York  Cily  October  26,  1918.  Bbo.  Lawbknoe 
was  bom  in  New  York  City  in  1843.  He  was  made  a  Mason 
m  Excelsior  Lodge,  No.  195  in  1874  and  at  once  displayed 
an  active  interest  in  the  Craft  becoming  Master  in  1877  in 
which  office  he  served  two  years,  was  appointed  District  Deputy 
Grand  Master  of  the  then  Pifth  District  in  1878,  Commissioner 
of  Appeals  in  1879  and  Chief  Commissioner  in  1881  which 
position  he  held  until  his  election  to  the  office  of  Depuly  Grand 
Master  in  1884.  In  1885  he  was  elected  Grand  Master,  which 
position  he  held  until  the  Annual  Communication  of  1889.  At 
his  election  to  the  office  of  Grand  Master  there  rested  a  debt 
upon  the  Masonic  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund  of  approximately 
$500,000.  He  immediately  set  about  to  devise  means  to  pay 
off  this  debt. 

Surrounding  himself  with  an  able  corps  of  officers,  the  work 
was  commenced  and  prosecuted  with  a  vigor  and  energy  then 
unknown  in  the  Grand  Lodge  with  the  result  that  on  April  12, 
1889,  the  last  bond  was  paid.  The  bonds  were  burned  in  the 
presence  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Hall  and  Asylum 
Pund,  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Secretary  and  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Union  Trust  Company  of  New  York,  which 
Company  had  held  a  mortgage  for  the  security  of  the  bond- 
holders and  had  executed  a  satisfaction  thereof.  In  this  manner 
the  debt,  which  had  been  a  source  of  dissatisfaction  and  conten- 
tion in  the  Pratemity  for  many  years,  was  extinguished.  On 
April  24,  1889,  a  jubilee  of  the  freedom  of  the  Craft  from  debt 
was  held  in  every  Lodge  in  the  jurisdiction,  it  being  the  occasion 
of  great  rejoicing  and  innumerable  addresses  of  congratula- 
tion to  the  leader  who  had  brought  the  Craft  out  of  its  bondage. 

At  the  following  Annual  Communication  the  Grand  Lodge 
directed  that  resolutions  expressing  its  appreciation  of  the  work 
performed  by  Beo.  Lawbbnob  be  prepared,  suitably  engrossed 
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and  presented  to  him.  It  also  placed  a  marble  tablet  in  the 
main  corridor  of  the  Masonic  Hall  enlogiidng  his  serrices. 

No  one  is  more  entitled  to  the  grateful  remembrance  of 
the  Fraternity  of  this  jurisdiction  than  M.'.  W/.  Fbane  B. 
Lawbbncb.  a  man  of  striking  personality,  broad  and  liberal 
views  and  great  oratorical  ability,  he  brought  to  the  task  he 
set  out  to  accomplish  a  bright  mind  and  keen  insight  into  the 
affairs  of  men  which  enabled  him  to  do  that  which  others  had 
but  dreamed. 

Early  in  life  he  took  up  the  practice  of  law  in  which  he 
made  rapid  strides,  standing,  at  his  death,  in  the  foremost  rank 
of  his  profession. 

Bbo.  Thbodorb  Boosbvblt,  former  President  of  the  United 
States  and  a  member  of  Matineoock  Lodge,  No.  806,  died  at 
Oyster  Bay,  January  6,  1919. 

The  eminent  value  of  Golonsl  Boosevelt's  character 
and  services  was  always  keenly  appreciated  by  his  coun- 
trymen, and  his  brethren  of  our  Fraternity  rejoiced  in  the 
ties  that  bound  so  distinguished  a  publicist  to  our  Order  and 
Fellowship.  But  his  translation  into  richer,  fuller  life  beyond 
has  demonstrated  several  salutary  truths.  From  it  we  learn 
what  a  knightly  and  noble  a  soul  he  was,  how  gallant,  courageous 
and  indomitable  in  his  devotion  to  domestic  purity  and  to  the 
integrity  and  honor  of  the  natibn.  His  withdrawal  by  the 
Supreme  Will  from  the  councils  and  policies  of  the  Bepublic 
drives  home  to  all  hearts  the  worth  of  his  manhood  and  the 
width  of  his  influence.  None  can  take  the  peculiar  place  he 
filled  in  our  affection  and  in  the  general  confidence  and  esteem 
of  his  fellow  men.  He  brought  to  that  place  a  mind  of  un- 
usual versatility,  a  capacity  for  concentration,  and  a  ubiquity  of 
interests  and  pursuits  beyond  those  of  any  of  his  famous  con- 
temporaries. Born  and  reared  in  this  metropolitan  city,  he 
ever  made  it  one  of  the  chief  objects  of  his  affectionate  regard. 
But  no  pent-up  XJtica  could  restrain  the  abundance  of  his 
vitality,  or  confine  him  to  any  one  locality,  however  strategic. 
He  became  in  turn  Assemblyman,  Civil  Service  Com- 
missioner   of    the    United    States,    Police    Commissioner    of 
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the  City  of  New  York,  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  lieu- 
tenant Colonel  of  the  '^Bough  Riders,'*  Governor  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  Vice-President  of  the  United  States,  President  for 
nearly  two  terms,  Peace-Maker  between  Japan  and  Russia  and 
by  universal  consent  one  of  the  world  leaders  to  whom  all  eyes 
were  turned  at  home  and  abroad  in  the  crucial  moments  of 
civilization.  In  truth  his  was  a  great  and  significant  career, 
inspirational  in  every  phase  for  the  youth  of  all  lands  and 
the  more  so  because  by  dint  of  self  perseverance,  self  knowl- 
edge, self  control,  he  led  his  life  to  sovereign  power.  This 
achievement  was  the  more  remarkable  for  the  reason  that 
Colonel  Roosevelt  did  not  profess  to  be  a  genius.  He  laid  no 
claim  to  those  supernormal  gifts  which  bestow  upon  their 
possessor  an  immortality  of  renown.  On  the  contrary,  he  said 
of  himself  with  candor  and  modesty  that  his  was  a  nature 
of  the  average  kind  and  anything  he  had  been  able  to  accom- 
plish should  be  charged  to  laborious  and  unflagging  effort. 
Nevertheless,  in  one  and  a  fundamental  respect  he  stood  out 
from  his  fellow.  His  ezhaustless  resurgence  of  body  and  soul 
literally  overflowed  into  a  thousand  channels,  and  enabled  him 
to  do  more  things  and  to  do  them  better  than  any  other  notable 
personality  of  his  day.  Diversified  as  were  his  attainments  and 
objects;  matchless  as  was  his  sway  over  men  whether  political 
supporters  or  opponents;  impressive  as  were  the  adaptations  he 
made  to  difficult  and  exacting  circumstances,  these  and  all  his 
attributes  were  bent  to  one  end;  the  good  of  his  country,  and 
the  securiiy  of  her  position  and  vantage  in  the  earth.  He  was 
an  American  who  made  the  title  more  illustrious  everywhere,  in- 
vesting it  with  new  strength  and  digniiy.  The  last  years  of  his 
strenuous  life  were  passed  in  a  partial  eclipse  of  health  and 
vigor  and  in  the  shades  of  opposition  which  were  not  particu- 
larly grateful  to  him.  But  he  was  never  so  splendid,  so  truly 
a  herald  of  God  and  of  Righteousness  as  when,  with  failing 
physical  powers,  he  consecrated  himself  to  the  supernal  task 
of  arousing  this  nation  from  its  luxuriant  ease  and  fatuous  neu- 
trality. His  words  rang  out  like  a  clarion  of  Heaven,  awaken- 
ing the  conscience  of  his  countrymen  to  the  perils  that  con- 
fronted the  brotherhood  and  virtue  of  mankind.    To  him  more

than  to  any  man  belongs  the  credit  of  the  pioneer  of  jiutice  who 
rode  ahead  ever  in  the  yan^  never  ont  of  sights  proclaiming  the 
doom  of  a  wicked  and  cruel  diabolism  and  the  dnty  of  the  nation 
to  help  in  suppressing  an  unparalleled  and  wanton  wickedness. 
Thus  he  wrought,  and  in  the  midst  of  his  exertions^  while 
stricken  by  the  death  of  a  beloved  son  upon  the  field  of  battle, 
he  also  fell  fighting  valiantly,  a  comrade  of  all  true  men,  a 
soldier  of  the  common  good,  a  son  of  the  Eternal  Father.  We 
inscribe  his  name  upon  the  rolls  Of  our  necrology  with  the 
solemn  pride  of  those  who  shared  with  him  the  Communion  of 
Masonry,  who  anticipate  the  bliss  of  reunion  with  him  and 
with  all  Masonic  heroes  who  have  made  the  last  and  complete 
sacrifice  during  the  late  war.

The  evening  before  his  Official  Visitation  to  the  Masonic 
Home  at  Utica,  the  Grand  Master  met  and  delivered  his  mes- 
sage to  the  District  Deputies  as  follows: 

Mbssaob. 

This  is  the  first  official  meeting  of  the  Grand  Master  and 
his  Deputies,  and  probably  the  only  one  to  be  held  during  the 
year.  The  meeting  was  called  that  we  might  meet  face  to  face, 
shake  hands,  get  acquainted,  exchange  ideas,  and  for  general 
mutual  improvement,  cohesion  and  co-operation. 
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You,  the  Deputies,  are  the  personal  representatives  of  the 
Grand  Master.  You  are  to  do  his  bidding,  carry  out  his 
poKcies  and  follow  his  lead.  You  should  be,  and  I  believe  you 
are,  well  skilled  in  the  standard  work  of  the  three  degrees. 

It  is  your  duty  oflScially  to  visit  every  Lodge  in  your  re- 
spective districts;  to  preside  in  each  Lodge  upon  the  occasion 
of  each  official  visit  and  to  perform  certain  other  duties,  all 
laid  out  and  prescribed  under  our  Constitution  and  as  may  be 
deputed  to  you  by  the  Grand  Master  or  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Masonry  has  survived  for  ages.    Why? 

It  does  not  appeal  to  men  because  of  its  powerful  organi- 
zations. The  fact  that  its  organic  law  is  complete,  the  fact 
that  splendid  Constitutions  guide  and  control  its  movements, 
the  fact  that  its  governmental  functions  are  exercised  in 
orderly  manner,  the  fact  that  its  history  is  replete  with 
crisis,  event  and  achievement,  the  fact  that  prosperity  and 
progress  have  been  its  fortunate  lot,  the  fact  of  the  proud 
position  Freemasonry  holds  among  all  the  peoples  of  the  earth, — 
these  do  not  especially  command  our  attention  and  interest. 

There  is  one  principle  of  the  Fraternity  more  important 
than  all  others,  and  that  is  to  serve  our  fellow  men.  The 
greatest  happiness  of  mankind  comes  from  service,  and  the 
greatest  credit  that  can  come  to  a  man  or  a  lodge  is  the  direct 
result  of  service,  service  in  any  and  every  field  wherein  there 
is  opportunity. 

Of  all  the  years  Freemasonry  has  lived  and  progressed,  there 
have  never  been  opportunities  for  service  such  as  exist  to-day. 
Freemasons  have  served  well  in  the  past,  but  the  opportunity 
of  the  day  seems  to  be  the  greatest. 

How  can  we  serve  best?  That  is  the  question. 
Let  us  look  over  the  situation  and  see!  The  first  thing 
that  comes  to  our  notice  is  the  Sinking  Fund.  At  the  com- 
munication of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1913,  all  Lodges  were  in- 
vited to  contribute  $1.40  per  capita  a  year  for  five  years,  on 
their  membership  as  of  December  31, 1912.  It  was  not  an  assess- 
ment, but  an  invitation.  It  was  made  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  a  fund  to  be  applied  to  the  liquidation  of  the  mortgages 
on  our  New  York  properties.    The  Lodges  responded  to  this 
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solicitation  nobly;  in  fact,  all  have  responded  save  the  small 
number  of  sixteen.  Sixteen  have  paid  nothing,  others  have 
paid  small  amounts,  others  more  and  still  others  more  yet, 
and  a  large  number,  all  except  162,  have  paid  up  in  full.  Out 
t>f  867  Lodges,  all  but  162  have  paid  in  full  and  all  but  16 
have  paid  in  part 

This  certainly  is  a  glorious  record,  a  record  of  which  the 
fraternity  is  justly  proud.  We  have  accumulated  by  volun- 
tary contributions  within  a  period  of  five  years  the  munificent 
sum  of  over  $1,300,000,  and  the  entire  membership,  save  the 
members  of  16  Lodges,  have  contributed  the  entire  sum  that  we 
set  out  to  raise,  except  $103,000,  which  we  already  have  intact. 
The  comparatively  small  balance  is  growing  smaller  every 
day,  for  contributions  are  coming  in  constantly,  and  it  is  the 
ardent  wish,  and  I  believe  not  entirely  the  delusive  hope,  of  the 
Grand  Master  that  all  will  have  paid  within  the  required  time, 
by  September  1,  1918. 

At  the  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  held 
in  May,  1918,  a  resolution  was  passed  assessing  all  Lodges, 
with  the  proviso  that  credits  be  made  for  all  sums  paid  by 
the  Lodges.  This  resolution  either  must  lay  over  until  the 
next  Annual  Communication,  when  it  will  come  up  to  final  vote 
if  necessary,  or  it  will  become  a  law  when  it  shall  be  adopted 
by  the  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Lodges  and  is 
promulgated  by  the  Grand  Master. 

Any  Lodge  that  can  pay  and  will  not  should  be  dealt  with 
severely;  possibly  it  should  lose  its  charter.  Any  Lodge  that 
would  like  to  pay  but  cannot  should  be  dealt  with  leniently. 
We  have  had  five  years  to  consider,  and  now  it  is  not  fair  to  let 
any  Lodge  oflf;  providing,  of  course,  it  can  pay.  In  such  cases 
strict  investigation  should  be  made  and  each  delinquent  dealt 
with  according  to  its  deserts.  You  will  be  advised  of  the  de- 
linquents in  your  respective  districts.  Try  hard  to  get  them  to 
pay  voluntarily,  and  make  frequent  reports  to  the  Grand  Master. 

Another  great  question  before  this  craft  to-day  is  the  War 
and  Belief  Fund.  At  the  reconvened  session  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  held  September  10,  1917,  a  Committee  on  Plan  and 
Scope  of  Masonic  Service  during  the  war  was  created.    Also  a 
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recommendation  was  made  that  a  fund  of  $1^000,000^  to  be 
known  as  the  War  and  Eelief  Fund,  should  be  accumulated,  to 
which  all  Masonic  organizations  should  be  invited  to  con- 
tribute. This  fund  is  for  the  purpose  of  providing  means  with 
which  to  meet  the  obligations  of  the  Fraternity  to  brethren  in 
service  and  their  dependents. 

The  brethren  have  encouragingly  addressed  themselves  to 
the  business  of  raising  this  fund.    It  now  amounts  to  $231,600. 

At  the  last  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  report 
of  this  eonmiittee  was  adopted  and  a  War  Belief  Administra- 
tion, with  power  to  incorporate,  was  created  to  administer  the 
fund. 

We  must  make  a  special  drive  to  raise  this  $1,000,000  fund 
and  as  much  more  as  may  be  necessary. 

As  stated  in  the  report  of  the  committee : 

"The  purposes  and  uses  to  which  this  money  will  be  devoted  are 
necessarily  very  much  varied.  The  reconstruction  and  re-education  of 
the  victims  of  the  war;  the  ministering  to  the  wounded  and  entertain- 
ment and  occupation  of  their  minds ;  the  assistance  to  brothers  and  their 
dependents, — wives,  widows,  children,  orphans,  fathers  and  mothers, — 
the  maintenance  of  moral  standards  of  the  men  in  the  service  and  of 
close  touch  bewteen  them  and  their  friends  at  home  by  the  employment 
for  that  purpose  of  suitable  agencies  at  home  and  abroad ;  and  then  the 
cheering  of  the  disheartened  and  lonely  men  about  to  be  sent  out  of  the 
country;  the  homesick  boys  'over  there', — these  are  some  of  the  pur- 
poses to  which  this  fund  will  necessarily  and  properly  be  devoted. 

"It  is  expected  that  other  jurisdictions  will  participate  with  us  in 
this  enterprise. 

"The  obligation  and  opportunity  to  minister  to  our  own  people  is 
present  and  apparent. 

"We  win  not  shirk;  but  we  will  seek  in  every  way  to  do  our  duty. 

"The  fraternity  must  and  wiU  keep  the  covenant." 

You  need  not  hesitate  to  say  in  your  Lodges  that  this  fund 
will  not  be  wasted,  but  conserved. 

And  you,  my  District  Deputies,  are  requested  to  urge  to 
the  utmost  that  Lodges  promptiy  accumulate  and  incrp-ase  this 
War  and  Belief  Fund.  The  situation  is  urgent.  Let  us  be  ready 
and  meet  it  as  we  should,  like  brothers,  like  men. 

I  have  called  your  attention  to  the  two  uppermost  neces- 
sities we  are  called  upon  to  meet  The  Sinking  Fund  will  be 
easy;  but  drive  hard  on  the  War  and  Belief  Fund.    Make  a 
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patriotic  appeal,  and  fire  the  Fraternity  so  that  it  will  rise  to 
the  occasion  with  enthusiasm  and  zeal. 

There  are  other  things  I  would  have  you  do, — admonish  the 
brethren  to  be  very  particular,  especially  in  these  times,  in  the 
selection  of  men  for  membership.  We  must  have  good  ma- 
terial,— ^men  of  courage,  men  of  thought,  men  of  conviction. 

We  do  not  want  and  must  not  elect  to  membership  the 
unworthy,  cowards,  grafters,  trimmers,  weaklings,  men  lacking 
back-bone,  floaters  with  the  popular  tide  no  matter  whither  that 
may  trend.  Direct  your  Lodge  members  in  passing  upon  appli- 
cations to  do  their  full  duty,  manfully,  bravely,  without  fear, 
without  favor.  Direct  them  to  scrutinize  closely  the  character 
of  those  who  seek  to  join.  Direct  them  to  make  exception  of 
no  man,  howsoever  great,  howsoever  wealthy,  howsoever  influ- 
ential. 

Direct  them  to  see  to  it  that  no  person  be  admitted  to  the 
rites  of  Freemasonry  who  does  not  measure  up  to  the  full  stan- 
dard of  a  man,  bearing  in  mind  this  axiom,  that  the  end  of 
man's  human  destiny  is  not  to  be  counted  as  the  best  Frenchman, 
the  best  Englishman,  or  the  best  American  in  any  other  sense 
than  that  he  is  the  best  man  that  his  physical,  mental  and  moral 
faculties  can  make  of  him. 

Direct  them  to  use  caution,  investigation,  deliberation,  in  the 
privileges  accorded  them,  and  to  deny  no  man  entrance  into  the 
order  Masonic,  be  he  ever  so  lowly  and  humble,  so  long  as 
his  character  is  above  reproach. 

Admonish  them  further,  that  after  they  elect  a  man  they 
teach  him  Freemasonry,  not  in  the  sense  of  mumbling  over  the 
ritual  in  a  half-hearted,  unintelligible  sort  of  a  way>  but  in  its 
broadest  and  most  significant  terms.  Teach  him  that  to  be 
accepted  as  a  Freemason  is  to  be  counted  as  a  man  possessing 
noble  aspirations  and  high  ideals. 

Teach  him  to  cultivate  friendship,  morality,  brotherly  love, 
service,  truth.  These  qualities  should  be  brought  out  in  the 
beginning.  The  best  way  to  teach  them  is  ever  to  practice  them 
yourself. 

Again,  we  as  Masons  can  do  a  great  deal  to  kill  the  German 
propaganda  which  is  rampant  and  seems  at  the  present  time 
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to  take  shape  in  spreading  false  stories,  the  purpose  being  to 
discourage.  Preach  to  the  Craft  the  necessity  of  putting  down 
these  false  stories  whenever  they  come  up,  and  always  brand  the 
instigator  of  them,  always  demand  proof  for  any  stories  that 
are  told  that  tend  to  belittle  or  unjustly  criticise  the  govem- 
menty  and  always  remember  this:  We  are  Americans,  living 
in  America,  believing  in  America,  and  if  necessary  we  are  will- 
ing to  die  for  America.  Here  above  all  other  places  we  should 
teach  Americanism, — ^Americanism  in  ideas,  customs,  art,  litera- 
ture, language.    Here  we  should  speak  the  American  language. 

It  is  my  urgent  desire  and  request  that  all  you  Deputies 
deliver  all  your  addresses  and  talks  at  all  times  in  English, 
as  it  has  become  Americanized.  Let  no  foreign  language  be 
used  by  you  at  any  time  when  making  official  visitations  in  my 
name,  place  and  stead. 

This  request  is  not  made  to  cast  any  reflection  whatever 
on  any  brother  of  a  foreign  tongue,  but  to  show  beyond  the 
shadow  of  a  doubt  that  here  and  at  this  time,  we  should  foster 
American  propaganda,  American  ideas,  American  customs, 
American  government  and  everything  that  is  American,  and  to 
show  further,  that  Masonry  in  this  great  jurisdiction  is,  as 
it  ought  to  be,  100  percent  American. 

There  were  also  present:  The  Deputy  Grand  Master,  the 
Grand  Secretary,  the  Grand  Treasurer,  the  Trustees  of  the 
Hall  and  Asylum  Fund,  Past  Grand  Masters  Savtter  and 
Smith  and  others. 

We  all  enjoyed  an  excellent  dinner  at  the  hands  of  Brothek 
Wiley,  the  genial  and  competent  Superintendent  of  the  Home, 
in  the  Gymnasium. 

New  Lodges. 

Seven  dispensations  have  been  issued  for  the  establishment 
of  New  Lodges,  viz.,  Geba  at  Elmhurst,  Salina  at  Syracuse, 
Spartan  at  Freeport,  Danforth  at  Syracuse,  Moriah  at  XTtica, 
Liberty  at  TJtica,  and  Caxton  at  New  York. 

All  have  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution 
and  only  await  the  examination  and  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Charters  for  the  Grand  Lodge  to  act  upon  the  petition  that  a 
charter  be  granted  to  each. 
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SsA  AND  Field  Lodges. 

The  Warrant  establlBhing  Sea  and  Field  Lodge  No.  1  is  still 
outstanding. 

I  have  also  issued  Warrants  establishing  Sea  and  Field 
Lodges^  Nos.  2,  3  and  4,  for  work  and  instruction  Overseas. 

Detailed  report  as  to  each  will  be  made  in  due  time  as  soon 
as  all  information  is  obtained. 

Matter  of  Guabdian  Lodge,  No.  921. 

The  charter  of  this  Lodge  was  arrested  by  Grand  Master 
Penney  and  the  situation  then  existing  was  set  forth  in  the 
Grand  Master's  address  at  the  last  Annual  Communication 
(page  91). 

By  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge^  the  reconunendation  of  the 
Committee  on  Charters  was  adopted,  ^'That  the  charter  be 
suspended  until  the  further  order  of  the  Grand  Master.''  (Page 
266.) 

The  charges  against  the  several  brethren  referred  to  in  the 
report  to  the  Committee  on  Charters  having  been  tried  and  de- 
termined, the  conduct  of  Guardian  Lodge,  against  which  there 
have  been  complaints  by  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Pennsylvania  and 
Connecticut,  was  examined  and  considered  under  my  direction. 

It  seems  that  rejected  material  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Pennsylvania,  residing  in  Philadelphia^  came  to  New  York 
and  was  admitted  to  membership  in  Guardian  Lodge  and  re- 
turning to  Philadelphia  made  use  of  this  admission  to  fraternize 
with  brethren  in  Philadelphia.  Complaint  was  then  made  to 
this  Grand  Lodge  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  demand- 
ing an  explanation  of  our  action  and  that  such  proceedings 
be  taken  as  would  result  in  correcting  this  infringement  upon 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania.  After 
inquiry,  Guardian  Lodge  was  directed  to  proceed  in  accordance 
with  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  in  order  to  eliminate  such  members  so  gaining 
admission  into  the  Fraternity  in  this  State.  Such  proceedings 
were  had  that  the  member  was  expelled  from  Guardian  Lodge. 

In  the  meantime,  complaint  having  been  made  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Connecticut  that  rejected  material  of  a  Lodge  in 
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Waterbury^  Connecticut,  had  been  elected  to  membership  in 
Guardian  Lodge  and  demanding  that  such  infringement  upon 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut  should  be 
properly  dealt  with,  upon  inquiry  being  had.  Guardian  Lodge 
was  directed  to  take  proceedings  accordingly.  A  trial  was 
had  in  Guardian  Lodge  and  the  offending  member  was  merely 
suspended  from  membership  for  a  term  of  one  year. 

Guardian  Lodge  thereafter  and  upon  open  ballot  undertook 
to  elect  one  of  the  rejected  Pennsylvania  residents  to  member- 
ship therein,  well  knowing  at  the  time  of  such  action  that  he 
still  was  a  resident  of  Philadelphia,  Pa. 

To  preserve  harmonious  and  friendly  relations  between  this 
Grand  Lodge  and  other  Grand  Lodges,  it  is  necessary  that  such 
infringement  upon  the  jurisdiction  of  a  sister  Grand  Lodge 
should  be  subject  to  discipline. 

I  have,  therefore,  caused  charges  to  be  made  against  Guardian 
Lodge,  No.  921,  and  duly  served  upon  such  Lodge  and  submit 
the  disposition  of  the. same  in  accordance  with  Section  69  of 
the  Constitution,  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Masonic  Home  at  Utica. 

I  quote,  in  part,  the  language  of  a  District  Deputy. 

A  good  Mohammedan  visits  Mecca  once  during  his  lifetime, 
or  at  least  is  expected  to.  A  Hadj  travels  to  his  shrine  once  a 
year.  So  should  a  good  Mason.  Once  a  year  or  a  minimum 
of  once  during  our  Masonic  lifetime,  all  good  brothers  should 
visit  our  Masonic  Home,  at  Utica,  N.  Y.  It  is  our  shrine. 
It  is  the  external  symbol  of  the  application  of  our  internal 
principles.  Established  twenty-flve  years  ago,  its  conception  and 
accomplishment  are  an  ever-present  reminder  that  the  Craft 
does  sometimes  act  as  well  as  always  preach. 

Since  the  Home  was  opened  in  1893,  additions  have  been 
made  until  there  is  now  the  Main  Building,  the  Memorial 
Building,  Children's  Building  and  Chapel.  From  the  time  it 
was  opened  927  men,  453  women  and  435  children  have  been 
cared  for.  At  the  present  time  there  are  154  men,  107  women* 
95  boys  and  87  girls,  or  a  total  of  443  at  the  Home.  All  splen- 
didly housed  and  maintained  by  the  Craft  of  New  York.    Some 
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80on  to  lay  aside  the  working  tools  of  life;  others  just  blossom- 
ing into  childhood  and  from  childhood  into  young  man  and 
womanhood.  A  sacred  trust  is  ours  to  educate  and  maintain 
these,  our  wards,  young  and  old. 

This  great  undertaking  in  itself  justifies  the  existence  and 
activities  of  our  Fraternity. 

It  is  a  great  pride  to  the  Grand  Lodge  that  Brothbb 
William  J.  Wiley  is  the  Superintendent  of  the  Home,  for  much 
of  its  success  is  due  to  him  and  Mrs.  and  Miss  Wiley.  To  hear 
the  children  talk  of  them  you  immediately  know  it  is  a  home, 
not  an  institution. 

The  Craft  throughout  the  State  is  interested  in  all  the 
members  of  the  Home,  and  especial  interest  is  attracted  to 
the  children.  They  range  in  ages  from  two  to  seventeen  years, 
attend  the  public  schools,  each  retains  his  own  individuality, 
the  same  as  in  a  private  home,  the  clothing  of  each  child  dif- 
fering from  that  of  others,  and  in  addition  to  and  as  a  part 
of  their  education  fhey  have  practical  training  in  domestic 
science  and  some  of  the  arts  and  crafts,  such  as  dressmaking, 
millinery,  music^  carpentry,  cooking,  farming  and  other  ac- 
tivities about  the  home  and  farm. 

Last  year  the  children,  boys  and  girls,  were  each  allotted  a 
piece  of  ground — A  War  Garden — ^they  kept  the  Home  supplied 
with  vegetables.  They  were  paid  for  their  produce  at  market 
rates,  crediting  each  child  in  War  and  Thrift  Stamps.  They 
hatched  over  800  chickens  for  home  consumption.  Besides 
school  duties,  manual  training  and  athletic  sports,  the  children 
by  means  of  their  band  entertained  the  old  folks,  they  knitted 
heavy  sweaters,  scarfs  and  wristlets  for  soldiers  in  the  service, 
without  relatives  or  friends.  Together  with  some  of  the  old 
ladies  they  furnished  assorted  surgical  bandages,  pajamas,  socks 
and  slippers,  gowns  and  bed  shirts,  to  the  Bed  Gross,  all  made 
by  their  busy  little  fingers  out  of  material  furnished  by  the 
Home.  What  is  more  to  their  everlasting  credit,  they  have 
twenty-four  stars  on  their  Service  Flag,  twenty  of  the  boys  in 
the  Army  and  three  in  the  Navy,  also  one  of  the  girls  serving 
as  a  trained  nurse  with  the  Bed  Cross  and  now  with  the  Army 
of  Occupation. 
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Owing  to  conditions  arising  from  the  war^  the  expense  of 
operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Home  for  the  past  year  ex- 
ceeded that  of  the  previous  years  by  many  thousand  dollars. 

In  the  past  some  few  bequests  and  legacies  have  been  received 
by  the  Trustees.  The  idea,  however,  is  not  general.  There 
seems  no  good  reason  why  this  suggestion  should  not  be  given 
the  widest  publicity,  why  the  practice  should  not  become  preva- 
lent, and  our  Trustees  eventually  each  year  thus  receive  legacies 
running  from  a  few  dollars  to  many  thousands. 

Make  a  Bequest  to  the  Home  in  Youb  Will. 

A  man  cannot  carry  money  beyond  the  grave.  If  he  believes 
in  the  Brotherhood  of  Man,  his  duty  is  not  fully  done  by  pro- 
viding only  for  his  own  kith  and  kin.  Therefore,  in  making 
your  Last  Will  and  Testament  insert  a  bequest  or  legacy  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Home.  If  you  have  already  made  your  Will, 
why  not  execute  a  Codicil  immediately  to  this  effect  ?  The  form 
of  bequest  should  read: 

'^  hereby  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Masonic 
Hall  and   Asylum  Fund,   State  of  New  York,  the  sum  of 

dollars,  to  be  applied  to  the 

use  of  the  Masonic  Home  at  Utica.'' 

Or,  if  it  is  intended  to  convey  Eeal-Estate : 

'1  hereby  give  and  devise  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Masonic 
Hall  and  Asylum  Fund,  State  of  New  York,  for  the  purpose 
of  its  incorporation,  the  following  described  real  property  (here 
follows  description).'' 

Tbustebs  op  the  Masonic  Hall  and  Astluk  Fund. 

The  Grand  Lodge  has  no  more  responsible  nor  eflScient 
officers  than  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees ;  all  of  them 
men  of  large  affairs,  they,  in  and  out  of  season,  graciously  and 
ungrudgingly  give  of  their  time,  ability  and  energy  to  this  great 
and  important  undertaking. 

The  Craft  does  not  realize  the  debt  it  owes  to  the  members 
of  our  Board  of  Trustees.  They  are  the  silent  workers  in  the 
Quarry  of  Freemasonry,  for  them  no  trumpets  sound  and  there 
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the  spot-light  never  reaches^  but  the  result  of  their  quiet  and 
imceasing  labor  is  the  monumental  pride  of  the  Craft  of  New 
York  State. 

Thb  Sinking  Fund. 

At  the  Annual  Session  in  1913^  Orand  Master  Smith  re- 
ported an  indebtedness  on  our  New  York  properties  amounting 
to  the  sum  of  $2,400,000^  carrying  annual  interest  charges  of 
$130,760. 

He  also  reported  that  a  Sinking  Fund  had  been  started  to 
meet  a  part  of  this  indebtedness  and  that  the  sum  of  $6,412.41 
had  been  paid  into  this  fund. 

At  the  same  session  of  the  Orand  Lodge  a  resolution  was 
adopted  whereby  each  Lodge  was  invited  to  pay  into  a  Sinking 
Fund  a  sum  equal  to  $7.00  per  member  on  the  basis  of  mem- 
bership of  December  31, 1912.  The  same  to  be  used  to  discharge 
the  indebtedness  of  the  Fraternity. 

At  the  1914  session,  this  Sinking  Fund  had  reached  the  sum 
of  $200,261.63.  It  was  then  well  under  way  under  the  masterly 
leadership  and  business  acumen  of  its  founder. 

By  the  1915  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  this  Sinking  Fund 
had  reached  the  splendid  sum  of  $451,416.00,  and  by  the  1916 
session,  it  amounted  to  $703,635.55,  thanks  to  the  untiring 
efforts  of  Grand  Master  Fbbifeld  and  his  band  of  forty-two 
noble  Deputies. 

At  the  1917  session,  the  amount  to  the  credit  of  this  fund 
was  $1,000,513.19.  At  this  stage,  it  came  easy  and  without 
much  effort.  At  the  1918  session,  the  amount  in  the  fund  was 
$1,136,380.68.  To-day  the  fund  has  reached  the  proportions  of 
$1,447,968.00.  The  balance  still  due  from  9  Lodges  is 
$3,277.70.  863  Lodges  have  paid  in  full.  Each  Lodge  in  the 
State,  872  of  them,  has  paid  something.  All  save  a  very  few 
have  signified  an  intention  to  pay.  Some,  I  am  advised,  will 
not  pay  until  compelled.    They  should  be  dealt  with  accordingly. 

It  is  barely  possible  that  in  a  small  number  of  cases  Lodges 
have  good  reasons  for  being  in  arrears.  All  such  should  be 
given  more  time,  but  generally  speaking,  no  good  or  sufficient 
reason  has  been  shown.  To  pay  $7.00  in  five  years  is  not  a 
hardship  and  for  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity  and  for 
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such  a  cause,  it  should  be  a  pleasure.  I  recommend  that  the 
matter  be  referred  to  the  appropriate  committee  and  be  reported 
back  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  this  session^  for  final  action. 

Interim  in  Conferring  Degrees. 

The  period  since  the  signing  of  the  Armistice  has  marked 
a  tremendous  revival  of  interest  in  Masonry  and  a  great  increase 
in  the  number  of  applicants  for  membership.  Many  Lodges, 
due  to  local  conditions,  are  unable  to  meet  more  than  once  or 
twice  a  month,  and  by  reason  of  Begulation  19,  a  number  of 
such  Lodges  find  themselves  embarrassed  to  accommodate  the 
increased  number  of  candidates  seeking  admission.  The  situa- 
tion confronting  the  Fraternity  is  far  different  from  that  exist- 
ing at  the  time  when  this  Begulation  was  proposed  to  be 
amended  in  1917  and  to  afford  relief  and  at  the  same  time  keep 
within  due  bounds  accessions  to  membership,  it  would  seem 
advisable  that  the  Grand  Master  should  have  power  to  issue 
dispensations,  for  the  time  being  at  least>  permitting  Lodges 
meeting  less  than  four  times  a  month  to  hold  such  Special 
Communications,  which  together  with  their  Regular  Communi- 
cations shall  not  exceed  four  communications  a  month,  for 
the  purpose  of  meeting  their  present  requirements.  It  is  there- 
fore suggested  that  Section  19,  as  it  appears  on  page  263  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  Proceedings  for  the  year  1918,  might  be  amended 
to  meet  this  situation  as  follows : 

'^A  Lodge  shall  not  confer  more  than  one  degree,  nor  shall 
said  degree  be  conferred  upon  more  than  five  candidates,  in  one 
day.  No  Lodge,  either  itself  or  through  another  Lodge  acting 
for  it,  shall  confer  more  than  one  degree  in  one  week,  so  that 
not  less  than  seven  days  shall  intervene  between  the  conferring 
of  any  two  degrees.'' 

Work  of  Lodges  During  the  War. 

Under  Sections  24  and  25  of  Begulations,  a  large  number 
of  requests  were  made  to  the  Grand  Master  for  dispensations 
to  confer  degrees  upon  more  than  five  candidates  in  one  day, 
for  waiver  of  the  two  weeks  interval  between  degrees  or  for 
passing  or  raising  without  the  usual  proof  of  proficiency,  etc., 
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men  engaged  in  fhe  service  of  the  Government,  either  Military 
or  Naval. 

I  required  strict  observance  of  these  Begulations.  I  was 
obliged  to  refuse  many  requests,  but  some  were  granted.  I 
granted  dispensations  under  the  Sections  in  1,031  different  cases, 
all  for  the  Military  or  Naval  Service,  in  the  War. 

Upon  the  signing  of  the  armistice  no  more  dispensations 
were  granted  except  in  a  very  few  eases  where  it  seemed  ex- 
pedient. 

The  condition,  to  meet  which  said  Begulations  were  made, 
no  longer  exists,  therefore  I  recommend  that  they  be  repealed. 

Masonby  Ovsbssas. 

After  the  entrance  of  the  United  States  into  the  war,  the 
Craft  in  this  and  other  Grand  Jurisdictions  were  of  the  unani- 
mous opinion  that  our  Fraternity,  rich  in  men  and  resources  and 
represented  by  thousands  of  its  members  in  the  service,  should 
participate  in  the  relief  work  overseas,  and  in  the  Camps  and 
Cantonments  in  this  country.  To  Ihat  end  the  reconvened 
session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  held  on  September  10,  1917, 
the  memories  of  which  will  long  abide  with  those  who  were  per- 
mitted to  participate  in  that  historic  meeting. 

A  conmiission,  of  which  Past  Grand  Master  Scxtdder  is 
chairman,  was  appointed  to  organize  this  work  of  overseas. 

Unexpected  obstacles  from  unexpected  sources  met  the  Com- 
mission in  its  preliminary  work  in  Washington. 

That  this  important  matter  might  be  of  a  National  rather 
than  a  local  character^  a  Conference  of  Grand  Masters,  at  the 
invitation  of  New  York,  was  held  in  this  temple.  May  9,  1918, 
in  which  participated  the  personal  representatives  of  twelve 
Jurisdictions  with  assurances  of  support  and  co-operation  from 
twenty-five  others. 

The  history  of  the  further  efforts  of  the  Commission  is  con- 
tained in  a  printed  report  which  has  been  generally  distributed 
and  which  will  be  made  a  part  of  the  Proceedings  of  this  session. 

Your  attention  is  earnestly  invited  to  that  report 

It  is  unnecessary  to  refer  at  length  to  its  contents  or  to 
emphasize  the  obstacles  and  discouragements  met  and  finally 
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overcome  by  the  energy  and  persistence  of  the  members  of  the 
Commission. 

I  am  happy  to  advise  you  that  fhe  passports  for  the  members 
of  the  Commission  were  finally  received  and  on  January  29, 
1919^  our  Overseas  Commission^  consisting  of 

M.'- W-**  TowNBEND  ScuDDEB,  Chairman, 
E.".  W.*.  William  C.  Pbime,  E.'.  W.*.  Gbobge  S,  Goodbioh, 

R.'.  W***  Thomas  Ghannhvo  Moobe,  B-'.  W*'*  Mebwin  W.  IiAT, 

left  New  York  for  France,  where  they  have  since  been,  engaged 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  the  result  of  which  will  be 
communicated  to  the  Craft  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Commission 
in  a  preliminary  verbal  report  which  will  be  completed  and 
sent  out  in  pamphlet  form  upon  the  return  of  the  Chairman  of 
the  Masonic  Overseas  Commission  from  his  second  visit  to 
the  other  side. 

The  Commission  in  its  overseas  work  represents  Freemasonry 
in  the  United  States. 

The  obstacles  with  which  the  Commission  had  to  contend 
and  overcome  will  not  be  discussed  at  this  time,  except  to  say, 
that,  thanks  to  the  courage  and  energy  of  the  Chairman  of 
the  Commission  those  obstacles  were  overcome;  that  Masonry  in 
the  United  States  through  the  initiative  of  New  York  and  with 
the  support  of  the  Cedar  Bapids  Conference,  which  is  hereafter 
explained,  emerged  triumphant  in  this  most  important  under- 
taking. 

The  Cedab  Bapids  Confebsnob. 

After  the  distribution  of  the  minutes  of  the  New  York 
Conference  of  May  9,  1918,  to  our  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions, 
so  effective  was  the  influence  of  that  consultation,  that  on 
November  1,  1918,  Grand  Master  Sohoonovbb  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Iowa,  issued  a  call  for  a  Conference  of  all  the  Grand 
Jurisdictions  to  be  held  at  Cedar  Bapids,  Iowa,  on  the  26th, 
2'7th  and  28th  of  November,  1918,  Bepresentatives  of  thirty- 
six  Grand  Lodges  participated  in  the  meeting. 

The  inspiring  influences  of  this  most  wonderful  gathering 
are  beyond  description. 

Every  participant  was  imbued  with  a  most  exalted  patriotism 
and  an  earnest  desire  to  be  of  service  to  the  country  and  its

Goyernment  and  to  the  men  in  every  branch  of  the  Federal 
Service,  wherever  they  might  be. 

The  opening  of  the  Conference  was  a  scene  that  will  long 
remain  in  the  memory  of  every  one  present.  It  was  your  Orand 
Master's  privilege  to  be  present  together  with  the  Deputy  Orand 
Master,  the  Grand  Secretary,  Past  Grand  Master  Souddse  and 
K/.  W/.  Bbothbb  William  C.  Prime. 

New  York  took  no  particular  plan  or  scheme  to  the  Con- 
ference, but  was  in  accord  with  any  plan  in  keeping  with  the 
dignity  of  the  fraternity  which  would  unite  the  several  Grand 
Jurisdictions  into  closer  fraternal  relations,  and  save  us  from 
the  humiliating  conditions  in  which  the  Fraternity  found  itself 
at  the  commencement  of  the  war. 

It  was  our  desire  that  we  should  bring  back  to  this  Grand 
Lodge  some  definite,  specific  recommendation.  A  General  Grand 
Lodge  would  not  have  gained  our  assent,  but  we  favored  exactly 
the  plan  set  forth  in  the  tentative  constitution  which  was 
adopted.  Listen  attentively  while  I  read  it.  I  am  sure  it  will 
meet  with  your  approval. 

THE  OUTLINE  OF  A  TENTATIVE  PLAN  OF  ORGANIZATION  OF  THE 


"Whereas,  The  several  Masonic  Jurisdictions  in  the  United 
States  of  America  have  been  invited  to  attend  a  conference  of 
Grand  Masters  at  Cedar  Bapids,  Iowa,  on  the  26th,  27th  and 
28th  of  November,  1918,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  and 
taking  action  in  respect  of  the  present  war  emergency  and  the 
opportunity  for  Masonic  service  in  connection  therewith;  and 

Whereas,  Twenty-two  Jurisdictions  have  responded  to  said 
call,  and  fourteen  Jurisdictions  have  expressed  their  approval, 
in  general  terms,  of  the  purposes  of  said  Conference,  and  have 
given  assurance  in  writing  of  their  support  through  their 
respective  Grand  Masters;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  made  clear  to  said  Conference  that  the 
Masonic  Fraternity  will  be  enabled  to  render  more  efficient 
service  to  mankind  and  to  fulfill  its  mission  among  men  by 
bringing  about  a  more  perfect  co-operation  among  the  several 
Masonic  Grand  Jurisdictions  of  the  United  States;  and 
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Whereas,  It  is  apparent  that  there  is  a  pressing  need  of 
Masonic  service  among  the  men  with  the  United  States  forces 
overseas  during  the  period  following  the  signing  of  the  armistice 
and  peace  and  reconstruction,  at  home  and  abroad,  the  duration 
of  which  is  wholly  problematical;  and 

Whereas,  The  assembled  representatives  of  Grand  Lodges 
have  by  their  unanimous  expression  agreed  that  the  need  for 
service  is  real;  that  the  opportunity  is  present  and  compelling 
and  that  they  unanimously  desire  to  participate  in  and  render 
a  more  satisfying  service,  and  that  to  fail  to  take  some  affirma- 
tive action  in  this  matter  at  this  time  will  lead  to  irretrievable 
injury  and  impairment  of  the  fraternity's  future  usefulness;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  sense  of  this  Conference  that  plans  be  now 
tentatively  formulated  for  eflfective  service  wherever  and  when- 
ever the  opportunity  and  need  to  render  the  same  shall  be 
present;  said  plans  to  be  submitted  to  the  several  Grand  Juris- 
dictions for  consideration  and  action  thereon;  now,  therefore 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  there  be  organized  the  Masonic  Service 
Association  of  the  United  States,  a  voluntary  association 
of  Masonic  Grand  Jurisdictions  of  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica, for  Service  to  Mankind. 

All  Masonic  Jurisdictions  of  the  United  States  of  America 
shall  be  entitled  to  membership  therein  on  equal  footing  on 
expressing  their  approval  of  this  Constitution  and  acceptance  of 
the  responsibility  and  privileges  outlined  therein.  Any  mem- 
ber shall  be  entitled  to  withdraw  at  any  time  on  ninety  days' 
notice  provided  it  shall  have  complied  with  all  of  its  assumed 
obligations.  Such  notice  shall  be  delivered  by  registered  mail 
to  the  Secretary  at  his  post-office  address. 

Object:  The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  service 
of  Mankind  through  education,  enlightenment,  financial  relief 
and  Masonic  visitation,  particularly  in  times  of  disaster  and 
distress,  whether  caused  by  war,  pestilence,  famine,  fire,  flood, 
earthquake  or  other  calamity;  and  presently  and  immediately 
ministering  to,  cherishing,  comforting  and  relieving  the  members 
of  the  fraternity,  their  dependents  and  others  engaged  in  the 
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United  States  forces,  in  the  present  great  war,  wherever  they 
may  be  stationed  and  upon  whatever  duties  engaged  in  the 
service.

Upon  the  occurrence  of  a  disaster  of  greater  magnitude  than 
a  locid  calamity^  the  Grand  Masters  of  the  several  Grand  Juris- 
dictions within  the  department^  in  which  the  said  disaster  shall 
occur,  shall  appoint  a  committee  to  survey  the  need,  appraise 
it  and  report  forthwith  its  findings  to  the  department.  The 
department  shall  thereupon  take  action  on  the  report  of  the 
committee  to  the  end  that  the  fund  necessary  shall  be  pro- 
vided and  properly  disbursed. 

The  Association  may  enter  into  correspondence  and  affilia- 
tion with  similar  agencies  in  other  lands  or  under  other  gov- 
ernments, the  better  to  teach  the  Fatherhood  of  God,  and  to 
promote  the  Brotherhood  of  Man. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  Association  may  be  enlarged 
or  curtailed  from  time  to  time;  but  no  member  Jurisdiction 
shall  be  bound  thereby  without  its  express  assent. 

Each  department  shall  meet  annually  on  a  date  and  at  a 
place  to  be  fixed  by  it;  or  oftener  if  it  shall  so  determine.  A 
meeting  may  be  called  at  any  time  on  the  request  of  three  Grand 
Jurisdictions.  A  general  meeting,  of  all  departments,  shall  be 
held  triennially  on  the  eleventh  day  of  November,  or  oftener, 
on  the  call  of  ten  Grand  Jurisdictions.  Notices  of  the  time, 
place  and  object  of  the  meetings  shall  be  issued  by  the  Secre- 
taries. 

At  each  meeting,  departmental  or  general,  a  presiding  officer 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  for  the  purposes  of  the  meeting.  Each 
department  shall  select  a  Secretary  whose  duty  shall  be  to 
keep  the  records  and  attend  to  the  correspondence  of  the  de- 
partment. 

The  sole  officer  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  Secretary, 
who  shall  be  selected  at  the  general  meeting,  and  shall  hold 
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office  until  the  next  general  meetings  or  during  the  pleasure  of 
the  Association^  and  his  functions  shall  be  purely  clericaL'' 

For  the  purpose  of  getting  the  principles  set  forth  in  the 
constitution  just  read,  before  the  several  Grand  Jurisdictions  of 
the  United  States,  the  following  resolution  was  also  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  in  order  to  carry  out  and  effectuate  the  ob- 
jects specified  in  the  Constitution  this  day  adopted,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  meeting  the  instant  need  of  service  to  the  soldiers 
and  sailors  overseas,  a  Commission  of  fifteen  be  appointed  with 
Grand  Master  Sohoonoveb  of  Iowa  as  chairman  thereof;  said 
Commission  to  be  selected  as  far  as  possible  according  to  their 
geographical  situation;  which  Commission  shall  have  in  charge 
the  entire  work  contemplated  in  said  Constitution,  in  respect  to 
the  men  engaged  in  overseas  duty. 

Resolved  further.  That  the  said  Commission  be  authorized 
to  enter  into  immediate  correspondence  with  the  several  Grand 
Jurisdictions  here  represented,  and  with  those  who  shall  here- 
after adopt  said  Constitution ;  and  in  a  general  way,  exercise  the 
functions  of  an  administrative  body,  until  such  time  as  a  set 
of  by-laws  be  adopted  by  said  Association. 

Resolved  further.  That  this  Commission  be  known  and  desig- 
nated as  ^'The  Executive  Commission  of  the  Masonic  Service 
Association  of  the  United  States.^'

Also,  Past  Grand  Master  Townsbno  Souddeb  was  named  by 
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the  Conference  as  the  Overseas  Commissioner  in  charge  of  aU 
overseas  activities. 

Brethren^  in  that  tentative  Constitution  which  I  have  just 
read  to  you^  and  which  was  unanimously  adopted  at  the  Cedar 
Bapids  Conference,  a  League  of  American  Freemasonry  was 
bom.  As  soon  as  that  tentative  constitution  is  adopted  by 
fifteen  Orand  Jurisdictions,  the  youngster  will  be  able  to  walk. 
He  is  now  well  on  the  way.  It  seems  to  be  receiving  affirmative 
action  as  fast  as  Grand  Lodges  are  meeting.  It  has  already 
been  adopted  by  14  Qrand  Lodges  and  I  confidently  expect 
and  earnestly  urge  its  adoption  by  this  assembly  before  its  close. 

The  Masonic  Belief  Association  of  the  United  States 
AND  Canada  and  the  Employment  Bubeaus. 

The  Masonic  Belief  Association  of  the  United  States  and 
Canada  was  organized  in  the  City  of  Baltimore^  Md.,  August 
31,  1885. 

Our  late  B.\  W.*.  Brother  John  B.  Pope  was  one  of  its 
organizers  and  an  early  President  and  for  many  years  its  Secre- 
tary. 

Its  object  is  to  furnish  systematic^  intelligent  Masonic  relief 
to  Masons  in  need,  their  widows  and  orphans  and  to  detect  and 
prevent  frauds  upon  the  Fraternity. 

It  is  supported  by  a  small  tax  upon  Grand  and  Subordinate 
Lodges  which  become  Members  of  the  Association. 

At  the  present  time  forty-six  Grand  Lodges  and  many  Sub- 
ordinate Lodges  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  are  such 
members. 

This  Association  is  doing  a  useful  work  and  I  believe  that 
New  York  should  be  among  the  supporting  Grand  Lodges. 

In  this  connection,  I  wish  to  acknowledge  upon  behalf  of 
the  War  Belief  Administration,  the  use  of  the  property  at  No. 
215  West  21st  Street^  unconditionally  offered  to  the  Administra- 
tion for  its  purposes  by  the  Masonic  Board  of  Belief  of  New 
York  City,  through  its  President,  B.'.  W.'.  William  J. 
Matthews. 

Since  November  last,  this  building,  conveniently  located  and 
adequately  equipped  and  furnished,  has  been  in  constant  use. 
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daily  affording  a  habitation  for  about  fifty  men  of  the  seryice 
temporarily  in  this  city. 

The  thanks  of  the  Administration  are  due  to  New  York's 
Masonic  Board  of  Belief  for  its  generous  and  timely  action  in 
the  premises. 

There  are  several  Masonic  Employment  Bureaus  throughout 
the  State^  all  necessarily  local  in  character. 

In  some  of  our  larger  cities,  there  is  a  Board  of  Belief,  also 
an  Employment  Bureau. 

Would  it  not  be  a  wise  move  in  the  interest  of  economy 
and  efficiency  that  these  two  departments  of  our  organizations 
consolidate  uuder  one  management? 

Would  not  such  an  arrangement  greatly  facilitate  the  work- 
ings and  enhance  the  sphere  of  usefulness  of  both  of  them? 

This  is  only  a  suggestion  which  the  Committee  can  take 
under  consideration  and  report  at  this  or  at  a  later  session 
of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Wab  Belief  Administration. 

Several  meetings  of  the  War  Belief  Administration  have 
been  held  during  the  year.  It  has  been  incorporated.  Its  officers 
are: 

President,  M.'.  W.'.  William  Sheehe; 
Vice-President,  M.'.  W.'.  Charles  Smith; 
Secretary,  M.*.  W.'.  Bobert  Judson  Kbnworthy; 
Treasurer,  Bro.  Walter  E.  Frew. 

The  resolution  authorizing  this  board  provided  for  a  mem- 
bership of  nineteen,  consisting  of 

(1)  The  elected  Grand  Lodge  Officers 6 

(2)  The  active  Past  Grand  Masters  who  are  members  of  the 

Committee  on  Hall  and  Asylum 6 

(3)  The  Judge  Advocate   1 

(4)  The  Chief  Commissioner  of  Appeals 1 

(5)  Two  Past  Masters  of  Up-State  Lodges 2 

(6)  Two  Past  Masters  of  Metropolitan  District  Lodges 2 

(7)  One  Brother  selected  at  large 1 

Total 19 
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For  good  and  sufficient  reasons  two  more  brothers  have  been 
added  to  the  boards  to  wit: 

B.\  W.\  Oborgb  T.  Montoomxby,  Treasurer  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  for  his  knowledge  and  foresight,  and  B.'.  W.*.  Wil- 
liam G.  Pbihb,  for  his  knowledge  of  International  Masonry. 

The  fund  has  increased  during  the  year  from  the  sum  of 
$185,315.21  to  the  sum  of  $550,863.66. 

The  Graft  has  responded  to  the  invitation  to  contribute  to 
this  fund  substantially.  While  in  some  few  instances  there  has 
been  a  degree  of  apathy  due  to  insufficient  knowledge,  or  lack 
of  interest,  on  the  whole  the  Craft  is  to  be  congratulated  on  its 
ready  response  to  the  call  for  this  fund. 

This  fund  has  enabled  the  Administration  to  create  and  carry 
on  the  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Club  in  this  building,  on  the  ground 
floor  and  basement  in  quarters  gratuitously  tendered  and  donated 
by  the  Trustees  of  the  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund  for  the  pur- 
pose. It  is  conducted  in  connection  with  the  War  Com- 
munity Service  and  is  considered  one  of  the  best  Canteens  in  the 
City  of  New  York.  It  is  provided  with  reading,  writing  and 
lounging  rooms,  billiards,  pool  and  shuffle  board;  shower  and 
tub  baths,  etc.,  and  sleeping  quarters  in  the  building  at  215 
West  21st  Street.  It  is  well  patronized  by  brothers  and  others 
in  service  and  should  be  continued  so  long  as  needed. 

By  reason  of  this  fund,  it  has  been  possible  for  the  Ad- 
ministration to  bring  cheer  and  comfort  to  the  wounded  as  they 
have  returned.  This  branch  of  our  activities  has  been  under 
the  care  of  B.'.  W.'.  Erastus  C.  Knight.  By  courtesy  of  the 
Bed  Cross,  and  through  the  placing  of  posters  and  circulation 
of  cards,  many  wounded  Masons  and  sons  of  Masons  who  have 
returned  from  overseas  have  been  located.  Such  casuals  are 
promptiy  visited  by  a  volimtary  Committee  selected  by  Bbotheb 
Knight.  The  people  of  the  patient  are  notified,  and  advised 
of  his  condition,  also  the  Lodge  from  which  he  hails.  These 
visits  are  repeated  weekly  and  sometimes  oftener  and  always 
such  ministrations  made  as  can  be  for  their  comfort  The  ele- 
ment of  this  work  is  that  the  patient  finds  that  he  has  a  friend, 
that  there  is  some  one  in  the  big  dty  interested  in  him,  and 
who  will  keep  in  touch  with  him,  and  his  own.     Similar  ac- 
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tiyities  are  being  carried  on  at  different  localities  in  the  State 
where  hospitals  for  Soldiers  and  Sailors  are  located.  A  detailed 
report  by  Bbother  Knight  will  be  incorporated  in  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  this  Session. 

Brethren^  this  part  of  the  work  of  the  Administration  has 
been  most  successful  and  gratifying,  as  many  acknowledgments 
from  relatives.  Lodges  and  Orand  Masters  who  have  been  in- 
formed of  the  whereabouts  and  conditions  of  their  loved  ones 
attest.  Moreover,  through  this  agency  by  reason  of  the  intimate 
and  particular  knowledge  gained,  in  many  cases,  definite  in- 
formation as  to  the  whereabouts  and  condition  of  men  in  the 
service  overseas,  as  well  as  in  this  country,  has  been  secured, 
and  this,  where  other  agencies  had  failed  to  secure  such  infor- 
mation.   This  work  should  continue  so  long  as  there  is  need. 

By  reason  of  this  fund  the  Fraternity  is  able  to  build,  at 
Utica,  a  ^'Masonic  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Memorial  Hospital.^' 
For  years  there  has  been  a  crying  need  for  a  hospital.  At 
present  the  Trustees  are  compelled  to  reject  many  an  applica- 
tion for  admission  to  the  Home,  for  the  reason  that  the  subject 
of  the  application  is  suffering  from  disease,  either  chronic  or 
acute  and  therefore  not  admissible.  The  result  of  this  is  that 
the  very  patient  most  in  need  of  our  benefaction  is  turned  down 
and  in  many  instances  compelled  to  spend  the  period  of  his  in- 
capacity either  in  an  Alms  House  or  become  the  subject  of  some 
private  charity. 

The  proposed  hospital  is  to  be  a  memorial  to  the  Masons 
of  the  State  of  New  York  who  laid  down  their  lives  to  make  the 
world  better  and  safer  for  the  present  and  the  future  genera- 
tions. 

Further,  every  soldier  or  sailor  in  this  State  and  a  member 
of  the  Order  should  forever  have  the  absolute  right  and  privi- 
lege of  admission  to  this  hospital,  together  with  maintenance 
and  medical  care  free  of  all  expense. 

It  should  also  be  understood  that  any  resident  member 
of  the  Graft  could  be  admitted  either  free  or  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  may  in  each  individual  case  seem  meet  to  the 
management  of  the  hospital.    Some  can  pay  more,  others  less. 
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This  one  has  a  friend  or  relative  who  can  help^  another  has  none. 
Let  each  application  be  settled  on  its  merits. 

The  War  Belief  Administration,  the  Trustees  of  the  Hall 
and  Asylum  Fund  and  the  Gonmiittee  on  Hall  and  Asylum,  each 
has  considered  this  question  of  a  hospital.  Each  of  these  favor 
the  project. 

B.\  W.\  Habby  p.  Knowlbs  has  prepared  plans  and  es- 
timates, also  an  elevation,  which  is  here  displayed.  The  build- 
ing complete  will  cost  about  the  sum  of  $370,000.  I  reconmiend 
that  the  War  Belief  Administration  be  directed  and  empowered 
to  erect  and  build  upon  our  property  at  Utica  a  Masonic 
Soldiers  and  Sailors  Memorial  Hospital  along  the  lines  herein 
contemplated. 

Endowhbnt. 

Our  New  York  properties  are  probably  worth  in 

the  neighborhood  of  $3,339,372.65 

The  incumbrance  thereon  at  present,  thanks  to 

the  Sinking  Fund,  is  the  sum  of \ . .       900,000.00 

Our  equity  is $2,439,372.66 

This  equity  in  a  way  is  an  endowment,  for  every  dollar  of 
the  net  income  from  the  New  York  properties  is  and  must  be 
used  for  the  support  of  the  Home  at  Utica. 

The  increased  cost  of  maintenance  brought  about  by  the 
present  world  conditions,  has  been  met  without  further  assess- 
ment of  the  Graft  by  using  and  drawing  on  those  amounts  here- 
tofore used  to  defray  interest  charges,  and  the  making  of  annual 
payments,  made  no  longer  necessary  by  reason  of  reductions  in 
incumbrances  by  the  Sinking  Fund.  In  other  words,  what  we 
saved  in  interest  charges  and  annual  payments  has  been  wiped 
out,  temporarily  at  least,  by  the  high  cost  of  living. 

We  accumulated  the  Sinking  Fund  to  provide  an  endow- 
ment for  the  Home.  We  have  already  been  benefited  to  the 
extent  that  it  has  saved  the  necessity  of  further  assessment  of 
the  Craft  and  as  time  goes  along  and  the  cost  of  living  goes 
down,  we  shall  receive  further  benefits  from  this  fund. 
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In  the  meantime  our  obligations  are  always  increasing. 
You  will  be  interested  in  knowing  that  to-day  the  inmates  of 
the  Ilome  are,  on  an  average,  brethren  raised  prior  to  1872. 
We  have  not  yet  begun  to  care  for  those  of  our  Craft  who  were 
admitted  during  the  last  few  years  and  we  have  never  cared 
for  the  sick  and  afflicted  within  our  gates.  And  the  expense  is 
so  insignificant. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  ten  chil- 
dren were  nominated  for  the  Home.  Combined,  if  they  live, 
they  will  stay  an  aggregate  of  seventy-six  years  and  at  a  cost 
to  the  Fratemiiy  of  about  $30,400.00.  The  fathers  of  these 
children  paid  to  the  Trustees  through  their  respective  Lodges 
the  sum  of  $16.00  each,  or  altogether,  $48.00. 

Every  member  of  the  Fraternity  in  this  State,  for  $3.50 
paid  upon  initiation  and  fifty  cents  per  year  thereafter,  is  in 
effect  insured,  as  to  himself,  wife  and  family,  forever  against 
want  After  your  initiation,  you  pay  the  Trustees  fifty  cents  a 
year  as  long  as  you  are  able,  and  yourself,  wife  and  children  are 
at  all  times  eligible  to  the  Home. 

We  cannot  conceive  of  any  better  or  cheaper  insurance,  even 
a  physical  examination  is  not  required.  All  that  is  asked  is 
that  you  be  well  and  with  the  proposed  hospital  completed,  even 
that  will  not  be  required. 

The  number  of  initiations  run  on  an  average  of  about  10,000 
a  year.  If  one  has  been  of  the  Craft  twenty-five  years  and  has 
contributed  his  $7.00  to  the  Sinking  Fund,  he  has  paid  for  this 
insurance  about  $23.00. 

In  all  fairness  and  looking  solely  to  the  future,  is  it  not 
just  that  the  initiate  should  make  his  start  in  this  great  Masonic 
benefaction,  upon  an  equitable  basis  with  the  brother  who  has 
hitherto  borne  the  heat  and  burden  of  the  day?  As  forward- 
looking  men,  we  should  have  a  due  regard  for  the  responsi- 
bilities of  the  future,  and  mere  elemental  business  sagacity  de- 
mands that  we  place  ourselves  in  this  regard  upon  a  sound 
financial  basis :  to  the  end  that  the  activities  and  usefulness  of 
this  our  most  cherished  possession  be  not  impaired.  We  are 
building  this,  our  temple,  not  for  to-day,  but  for  all  time.    We 
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should  start  now  to  accumulate  an  endowment  f  und^  the  income 
therefrom  to  be  used  both  for  the  Home  and  the  Hospital. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  that  hereafter  for  every  candidate 
initiated,  there  shall  be  paid  by  the  Lodge  initiating  him,  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund,  at  once,  the  sum  of 
$20.00,  to  be  added  to  the  initiation  fee,  and  that  for  the  rein- 
statement of  every  expelled,  unaffiliated  or  non-affiliated  Mason, 
there  shall  be  paid  by  the  Lodge  reinstating,  to  said  Trustees, 
at  once,  the  sum  of  $10.00,  to  be  paid  by  the  brother  reinstated, 
for  each  reinstatement;  that  the  money  so  paid  shall  comprise 
and  constitute  an  Endowment  Fund;  that  the  principal  thereof 
shall  be  kept  intact  and  the  income  therefrom  only  be  used  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Home  and  the  Hospital  on  an  equitable  basis. 

Edict  that  all  Lodges  Work  in  English. 

On  February  22,  1919,  the  Grand  Master  issued  an  edict 
that  on  and  after  July  1,  1919,  no  Lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction 
would  be  permitted  to  work,  record  its  minutes,  repeat  the 
ceremonies  of  the  ritual  in  any  foreign  language  and  should 
work  only  in  English. 

This  was  done,  not  because  the  Masons  of  this  Jurisdiction 
bear  any  antipathy  or  ill  will  toward  brethren  who  speak  a  lan- 
guage other  than  our  own,  not  in  the  spirit  of  denunciation 
of  foreigners  nor  foreign  languages,  not  because  we  doubt  any 
man's  loyalty  or  integrity;  but  it  was  issued  simply  and  solely 
because,  I  believe,  we,  as  Masons,  should  do  our  part  for  the 
United  States.  Nations  have  .been  disrupted  by  differences  in 
languages.  Differences  in  languages  have  caused  more  wars  than 
differences  in  religion;  more  unhappiness  than  all  other  causes 
combined. 

For  the  sake  of  the  Bepublic,  we  should  plead  for  American 
Unity.  Unity  cannot  obtain  or  be  preserved  with  foreign  col- 
onies fenced  in  and  neighborhoods  closed  to  callers  and  with 
preaching  and  teaching  in  foreign  languages. 

Brethren,  I  would  break  up  all  cliques  in  our  Government. 
It  is  a  big  undertaking  to  govern  this  people.  Even  now  the 
forces  of  dissension  and  anarchy  are  beating  upon  our  shores 
and  it  will  take  the  steadfast  patriotism  of  all  our  people  to 
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drive  them  back  and  to  assure  the  life  and  perpetuity  of  this 
nation. 

Here  and  at  this  time^  we  shoidd  all  possess  the  American 
spirit.  Indulge  in  American  Music;  American  Art;  American 
Literature;  American  Customs;  American  Ideals;  American 
Education  and  above  all,  we  ought  not  to  flatter  everything 
which  is  brought  here  from\other  coimtries,  and  whether  that 
be  humans  or  merchandise  does  not  matter.  America  cannot 
attain  its  highest  standing  among  nations,  half  foreign  and 
half  American. 

All  newspapers  printed  in  this  country  should  be  in  Eng- 
lish. All  public  speeches  on  national  questions  should  be  in 
English.  All  telephonic  and  telegraphic  conmiunications  in  this 
country  should  be  in  English. 

Tes,  every  man  should  be  required  to  transact  his  business 
at  the  bank,  the  counting-house,  at  the  grocer,  the  tailor  and 
at  all  public  places  in  the  English  language,  not  by  reason  of 
spite  or  to  annoy  or  harass  but  to  adopt  simply  a  wise  pre- 
caution. 

An  alien  language  gives  the  alien  viewpoint  and  if  this  coun- 
try is  to  endure,  we  must  have  nothing  but  the  American 
viewpoint. 

If  we  all  set  to  and  earnestly  and  faithfully  follow  these 
things,  ere  long  we  shall  be  cemented  into  one  complete  and 
undivided  people  possessing  one  country,  one  flag,  one  language, 
one  contentment,  one  God. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Edict  of  the  Orand  Master  dated  Feb- 
ruary 22,  1919,  that  each  Lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction  shall 
on  and  after  Jidy  1,  1919,  transact  all  its  business,  keep  its 
records  and  perform  all  Bitualistic  Work  in  the  English  lan- 
guage, be  and  the  same  hereby  is  in  all  things  ratified  and 
confirmed.. 

Be  it  Further  Resolved,  That  failure  to  comply  with  said 
Edict  shall  be  sufficient  cause  for  the  arrest  of  the  Charter  of 
the  offending  Lodge. 

Be  it  Further  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Master  may  in  his 
discretion  extend  the  time  set  for  the  going  into  effect  of  the 
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provisions  of  said  Edict  in  certain  cases  wherein  an  extension 
may  seem  to  him  expedient 

AOKNOWLEDQKBNTS.

Brethren : 

It  having  hitherto  been  by  common  consent  the  practice  of  certain 
lodges  existing  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  to  exemplify  the  work,  transact  their  business  and  record 
their  proceedings  in  an  alien  language,  and  such  practice,  however  long 
approved,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Grand  Master,  militates  against  the  full 
Americanusation  of  such  lodges  and  is  not  in  harmony  with  the  spirit 
of  the  times;  and  being  impressed  that  all  lodges  will  gladly  co-operate 
in  the  adoption  of  the  language  of  our  country  as  a  patriotic  duty: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  William  S.  Farmer,  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in 
the  State  of  New  York,  do  hereby  order  and  direct,  that  the  practice 
hereinbefore  referred  to,  shall  be  discontinued;  that  on  and  after  July 
1st,  1919,  all  business  of  lodges,  exemplification  of  the  work,  recording 
of  proceedings,  shall  be  done  and  kept  by  and  in  the  ENGLISH 
LANGUAGE  as  spoken  by  Americans. 

Let  this  edict  be  read  in  each  lodge  in  and  throughout  the  state  at 
the  first  Communication  after  its  receipt  and  entered  in  full  upon  the 
record.

Home. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent,  B-'.  W.*.  William  J.  Wilet,  con- 
tains much  interesting  information,  particularly  to  those  who  are  not 
familiar  with  the  details  of  affairs  at  the  Home;  your  attention  is 
especially  drawn  to  two  items: 

(1)  That  23  of  the  Home  boys  served  with  the  colors,  some  of  whom 
are  still  over  there,  and  one  girl  is  nurse  with  the  Army  of  Occupation 
in  Germany.    Three  of  the  boys  were  wounded. 

(2)  That  while  124  children  had  influenza,  all  recovered.  In 
this  connection,  your  attention  is  drawn  to  the  fact  that  while  the 
Home  has  been  open  for  26  years  and  has  cared  for  435  children, 
not  one  has  been  lost,  and  as  362  have  been  under  the  present  man- 
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agement,  covering  a  period  of  over  twelve  years,  it  is  a  great  tribute 
to  the  watchfulness  and  care  of  Superintendent  and  Mrs.  Wiley. 

The  expenses  for  the  year  show  an  increase,  but  not  out  of  propor- 
tion to  the  conditions  which  obtained  and  which  in  a  large  measure 
continue. 

The  income  available  for  the  Home  last  year  was  $245,160.51;  the 
expenses  $196,179.96,  leaving  balance  of  $48,980.56.  On  the  basis  of 
the  same  interest  charge  as  the  preceding  year,  this  would  have  meant 
a  deficit  of  $16,394.44,  emphasizing  the  wisdom  of  the  timely  reduction 
in  the  amount  of  the  incumbrance  on  our  property. 

The  Per  Capita  Tax  and  Fees  lacked  $54,597.45  of  meeting  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Home  this  past  year,  and  $20,650.80  the  previous  year; 
the  reason  for  this  is  apparent  when  consideration  is  given  to  the  fact 
that  the  tax  and  fees  remain  unchanged  while  the  cost  of  everything 
purchased  for  the  Home  has  greatly  increased. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  children,  to  which  your  attention  was 
drawn  a  year  ago,  continues,  and  although  there  were  twenty-seven  with- 
drawals during  the  year,  there  are  nineteen  more  children  in  the  Home 
now  than  a  year  ago ;  and  there  are  less  adults. 

Fabh. 

The  farm  showed  some  improvement  over  the  previous  year,  but  as 
heretofore,  its  principal  advantage  is  in  fresh  farm  products. 

New  Yobk  Pbopebties. 

The  prevailing  scarcity  of  space  has  been  favorable  to  this  property 
and  as  a  result,  that,  save  for  the  space  occupied  by  the  Sea  and  Field 
Club,  the  23rd  Street  Building  is  entirely  rented  and  there  are  but 
four  vacant  offices  in  the  24th  Street  Building.  The  gross  income  ex- 
ceeded that  of  last  year  by  $30,058.43 ;  the  operating  expenses,  however, 
increased  $23,370.74,  leaving  a  net  gain  over  the  preceding  year  of 
only  $6,687.69,  exclusive  of  the  items  of  interest  and  depreciation. 

The  net  return  for  the  year  is  $103,578.01,  the  largest  in  its  history 
by  $45,642.81  and  $61,343.33  more  than  the  highest  returns  in  any  one 
year  on  the  old  property  during  the  last  twelve  years  of  its  existence. 
This  net  return  is  3.68%  on  land  appreciation  and  the  money  the  Graft 
has  invested  in  the  property,  but  is  exclusive  of  depreciation,  and, 
on  the  basis  of  the  same  land  value,  compares  with  1.7%,  the  highest 
earning  on  the  old  property  for  the  period  of  twelve  years  just  men- 
tioned. 

When  the  old  building  was  torn  down  the  cost  of  the  land  stood 
on  the  books  at  $340,000,  and  the  building  at  $1,339,909.54:  the  land 
at  that  time  was  appraised  at  $1,278,000,  and  this  figure  was  allowed 
to  stand  as  the  land  value,  thus  absorbing  $938,000  of  the  cost  of  the 
old  building.  Your  Trustees  have  deemed  it  proper  to  correct  this  to 
more  nearly  approximate  a  value  basis. 

In  order  to  conform  to  accepted  accounting  practice  your  Trustees 
have  charged  off  depreciation  on  the  buildings  but  on  a  basis  some- 
what less  than  is  customary  on  buildings  of  this  type. 
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FiNANOBB. 

Sinking  Fund: 

Up  to  March  31,  1910,  the  second  mortgage  of  $860,000  had  been 
retired  and  the  first  mortgage  reduced  from  $1,200,000  to  $900,000. 
Since  that  date  arrangement  has  been  made  to  reduce  the  first  mortgage 
to  $860,000  on  May  16th,  which  will  leave  in  the  Fund  $89,229.70, 
largely  inyested  in  Liberty  Bonds  of  original  subscription:  these  bonds 
are  being  gradually  turned  into  other  accounts  and  the  proceeds  there- 
from applied  on  the  first  mortgage. 

Genebal  Fund  : 

Our  Treasurer's  report  shows  our  liquid  assets,  ezdusiye  of  Sinking 

Fund,  to  be  as  follows:

Ghiu>ben'b  Endowment  Fund: 

This  fund  was  turned  over  to  the  Trustees  by  the  old  Eighth  Masonic 
District  Association  upon  its  dissolution,  brought  about  by  the  re-dis- 
tricting of  last  year.  The  fund  is  permanent,  only  the  income  can  be 
used,  and  that  for  the  purpose  of  helping  children  after  they  have 
left  the  Home. 

BfEicoBiAL  Fund: 

The  collections  for  this  Fund  amounted  to  $17,214.02;  a  number  of 
bequests  are  in  process  of  collection:  several  bequests  were  reported 
during  the  year:  the  amount  of  same  is  not  as  yet  ascertainable.  This 
is  a  perpetual  fund,  its  safekeeping  is  guaranteed  by  the  Grand  Lodge: 
the  money  is  used  only  as  stated  in  the  bequests:  the  fund  should  not 
be  overlooked  by  the  brethren  in  drawing  their  wills,  and  there  are 
no  restrictions  against  acceptance  of  donations  before  the  occasion 
arises  of  giving  effect  to  wills.  This  fact  was  realized  by  a  member  of 
Cambridge  Lodge,  No.  662,  who,  within  the  past  two  weeks,  donated 
$600  on  condition  that  his  name  be  not  mentioned  and  credit  for  same 
be  given  to  the  Lodge,  an  example  worthy  of  general  emulation. 

HOSFITAI.. 

Trustees  for  many  years  have  felt  greatly  the  need  of  a  hospital 
in  which  to  care  for  the  incurables  and  helpless:  this  need  is  now 
even  more  pressing:  there  is  often  a  close  question  as  to  whether  a 
brother  or  brother's  wife,  or  widow,  or  child  is  indigent  or  has  someone 
to  support  him  or  them,  but  where  the  applicant  is  helpless  or  suf- 
fering from  an  incurable  affliction,  there  is  only  one  answer,  vis:  we 
are  not  equipped  to  care  for  such  cases:  just  how  many  of  these  cases 
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there  are  we  do  not  know  as  it  is  generally  understood  they  cannot  be 
admitted,  but  even  at  that,  from  ten  to  twenty  come  up  each  year  and 
some  of  these  were  from  members  in  almshouses. 

Bbnevouutobs. 

When  the  Graft  in  the  year  1842  accepted  the  dollar  of  Bbothkb 
Gbeenheld  Pots  as  the  first  contribution  toward  the  building  of  an 
asylum,  it  became  committed  to  organised  beneyolence  to  a  greater  degree 
than  the  brethren  at  that  time  understood,  or  has  since  been  realised 
generally  by  the  brethren,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  arraqge- 
ment  of  financing  through  each  successive  stage  of  its  development :  only 
the  marvelous  growth  of  the  Graft  since  the  opening  of  the  Home^ 
together  with  the  payment  on  the  mortgage  through  the  Sinking  Fund 
has  made  it  possible  to  reach  as  far  as  we  have,  but  neither  of  these 
conditions  can  help  permanently:  something  more  definite  and  auto- 
matic is  required:  during  all  these  years,  a  large  part  of  the  energy 
of  the  Graft  has  been  consumed  in  connection  with  its  charity,  which, 
even  though  it  be  extended  and  expanded,  should  be  only  an  incident 
in  its  activities  and  not  an  ever  dominating  feature. 

During  the  past  year  46  children  were  received  at  the  Home:  they 
came  from  17  families:  the  membership  of  the  fathers  in  the  Graft 
averaged  1^  years:  their  total  payment  to  the  Trustees  amounted  to 
$132.  Should  each  of  these  children  remain  in  the  Home  until  seven- 
teen years  of  age,  their  expense  to  the  Graft  will  be  from  $135,000  to 
$176,000 — a  return  by  more  than  one  thousand  times  greater  than  the 
investment 

The  average  time  of  an  adult  in  the  Home  is  six  years,  which  means 
an  expense  of  from  $2,100  to  $2,700,  and  even  though  the  brother  be 
a  member  of  the  Graft  for  fifty  years,  he  will  have  paid  the  Trustees 
only  $28.60. 

One  brother  was  admitted  last  year  who  was  raised  in  1867,  and 
a  widow  of  a  brother  raised  in  1866 — 61  and  62  years  ago — when  the 
SMmbership  of  the  Graft  was  19,386  and  21,438  respectively.  Three 
were  admitted  the  previous  year,  who  were  raised  in  1869  when  the 
Graft  numbered  26,977.  We  had  twelve  from  the  60'siast  year,  nineteen 
the  previous  year  and  fifteen  the  year  before  that — more  than  26%  of 
the  adults  admitted  in  the  three-year  period  came  from  the  membership 
of  the  60's— forty-nine  to  fifty-eight  years  ago,  and  39%  of  all  the 
adults  admitted  to  the  Home  were  from  the  60's,  and  based  on  the 
experience  with  the  membership  of  the  40's  and  60's,  applications  from 
the  60's  will  continue  until  1926,  and  applications  from  the  present 
membership  will  on  like  basis  continue  until  1976.  The  membership 
ranged  from  30,266  in  1860  to  74,079  in  1869 :  the  number  of  men  and 
women  received  at  the  Home  from  the  60's  and  the  60's  equals  1.1% 
of  the  average  membership  in  the  Graft  for  that  period.  The  present 
membership  is  220,777,  from  three  to  more  than  seven  times  that  for 
the  60's,  and  with  the  same  ratio  of  unfortunates,  some  idea  of  the 
problem  of  the  membership  fifty  years  hence  may  be  gleaned. 

Our  problem,  however,  is  with  the  more  immediate  future:  attention 
may  well  be  called  here  to  the  fact  that  the  supporting  membership  of 
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last  year  numbered  over  211,000,  whereas  the  membership  during  the 
period  covered  by  the  largest  expense  ranged  from  10,000  to  80,000, 
and  notwithstanding  this  large  difference  in  membership  the  tax  derived 
therefrom  was  $94,469.95  less  than  the  expense  of  the  Home. 

The  obvious  way  to  offset  the  vast  difference  between  investment 
and  return  and  between  the  income  of  to-day  and  the  liability  of  yes- 
terday is  the  establishment  of  a  fund  against  the  day  when  income 
from  our  other  resources  is  insufficient  for  our  needs:  as  the  present 
membership  has  had  some  share  in  producing  what  we  now  have,  those 
that  come  in  from  this  time  on  should  make  up  some  portion  of  the 
expense.  During  recent  years  about  one-fourth  of  the  money  turned 
over  to  the  Trustees  by  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  use  of  the  Home 
came  from  the  initiate:  this  placed  the  initiate  on  an  equal  footing 
with  the  older  membership,  save  that  he  had  not  contributed  to  either 
the  acquirement  of  our  property  or  the  establishment  of  the  Home, 
except  such  payment  as  he  may  have  made  to  the  Sinking  Fund,  and 
War  and  Relief.  The  initiate  of  the  future  will  have  done  neither : 
as  values  are  higher,  his  contribution  to  the  cause  should  be  corre- 
spondingly higher:  a  review  of  the  situation  would  indicate  that  $20 
additional  from  each  initiate  would  just  about  equalize  matters.  If 
something  along  this  line  is  not  done,  each  Lodge  will  have  to  be 
called  on  to  pay  a  portion  of  the  expense  of  each  member  they  have 
in  the  Home.  Should  there  be  an  undue  drain  by  a  portion  of  the 
Lodges,  this  may  even  be  necessary  as  far  as  such  Lodges  are  con- 
cerned. By  undue  drain  is  meant,  for  instance,  such  as  a  Lodge 
paying  to  the  Trustees  $900  and  the  Trustees  expending  for  the  Lodge 
nearly  $11,000  with  the  expense  still  going  on:  a  Lodge  paying  $6,700 
and  getting  benefit  to  the  extent  of  $21,000:  districts  paying  $30,000 
and  benefiting  to  the  extent  of  $50,000  up  to  $96,000.  Of  a  certointy 
the  strong  should  help  the  weak,  but  there  is  a  Qoint  beyond  which 
this  cannot  be  carried  without  disaster  to  both. 

The  extent  to  which  the  Home  is  used  at  present  is  shown  by  the 
fact  that  only  five  districts  were  not  represented  there  on  January 
1,  1919. 

Aside  from  the  requirements  of  War  and  Relief,  we  still  have 
$850,000  to  pay  on  the  first  mortgage:  some  of  our  buildings  at  Utica 
are  quite  old  and  will  in  time  need  extensive  alterations:  some  addi- 
tional buildings  will  be  needed  if  we  pursue  our  present  policy  of 
providing  relief  only  at  the  Home.  (Some  day  we  will  find  that  both 
adults  and  children,  or  at  least  a  large  portion  of  them,  will  be  better 
off  if  cared  for  in  the  surroundings  and  community  to  which  they  are 
accustomed.) 

The  time  is  coming  when  we  will  feel,  and  the  community  will 
have  a  right  to  expect,  that  in  the  second  largest  city  on  the  globe,  and 
in  a  state  containing  the  largest  number  of  Masons  in  this  country 
(about  one-tenth  that  of  the  world),  there  should  be  erected  here  with- 
out a  touch  of  commercialism  or  materialism,  such  a  structure  as  will 
be  symbolical  of  the  Graft  and  at  the  same  time  be  not  only  an 
expression  of  civic  pride  but  permanent  notice  to  the  community  of 
the  existence  of  a  substantial  and  virile  force  working  toward  the 
realization  of  the  brotherhood  of  man. 
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From  the  foregoing,  it  is  evident  that  the  Craft  shonld  formulate 
a  definite  plan  to  comprise  all  of  its  requirements,  facing  the  situation 
squarely  as  it  exists,  and  arrange  its  finances  in  accord  therewith,  so 
that  every  move  we  make  concerning  our  charity  will  be  along  well 
defined  lines,  for  a  definite  purpose,  and  to  a  common  end.  We  have 
an  experience  of  over  twenty-five  years  to  guide  us  and  prudence 
demands  that  we  profit  by  it.

That  a  copy  of  the  receipt  and  of  Section  8  of  Article  IV  of  the 
By-Laws  of  this  Association  as  amended  shall  be  annexed  to  the 
next  succeeding  Annual  Report  made  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
Masonic  Hall  ft  Asylum  Fund  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and  printed  In 
its  Proceedings.

REPOET  OF  THE  SUPEEINTENDENT  OF  THE  HOME 

Utioa,  New  York,   March  31,   1919. 
To  THE  Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund: 

The  Twenty-sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Masonic  Home  is  herewith 
submitted. 

As  heretofore,  the  summer  months,  during  the  past  year,  were  busy 
and  interesting  for  our  children.  They  had  their  own  vegetable  gar- 
dens to  look  after  and  supplied  considerable  for  the  Home  table.  With 
their  incubators,  they  hatched  and  raised  six  hundred  chickens.  Be- 
cause of  the  great  cost  of  feeding,  they  later  provided  the  Home  with 
fourteen  hundred  pounds  of  chicken,  enough  for  three  dinners. 
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A  head-master  is  now  in  charge  of  our  boys  instructing  them  in 
manual  training  work,  drilling  and  helping  with  their  studies;  also, 
accompanies  them  on  their  hikes. 

The  girls,  as  heretofore,  are  instructed  in  cooking,  sewing,  stenography 
and  typewriting.  A  lady  employed  for  the  purpose  instructs  them  in 
physical  training  and  accompanies  them  on  hikes. 

The  children,  as  usual,  receive  musical  instructions.  At  the  present 
time,  they  have  an  orchestra  of  fifty  pieces  and  a  band  of  forty  pieces, 
of  which  we  are  very  proud. 

Twenty-three  of  our  Home  boys,  whose  names  appear  herewith, 
served  the  colors  in  the  late  war.

Miss  Marguerite  E.  Mathews,  one  of  our  girls,  who  entered  the 
Home  from  Tompkins  Lodge,  No.  471  (notice  of  whom  was  made  in 
oar  last  report  as  being  on  the  battlefield  of  France  as  a  nurse)  is 
now  with  the  Army  of  Occupation  in  Germany. 

Prayer-meeting  conducted  by  a  Minister,  Chaplain  of  one  of  our 
Utica  Lodges,  is  held  every  Wednesday  evening  for  the  benefit  of 
oar  older  members.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  these  meetings  are 
well  attended  and  much  enjoyed. 

The  expense  connected  with  the  running  of  the  Home,  during  the 
past  year,  has  increased  tremendously,  owing  to  the  high  cost  of 
everything  pertaining  to  the  necessities  and  comfort  of  our  large  fam- 
ily.    At  this  writing,  the  quotations  for  food,  clothing  and  coal,  lead

118  to  believe  that  we  have  another  hard  and  expensive  year  before  ua. 
Every  effort  will  be  used  to  lessen  the  cost,  but  there  is  no  certainty, 
because  of  present  prices. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-four  of  our  children  attend  the  public 
school.  Twenty-two  are  in  attendance  at  the  Utica  Academy  and 
twenty-five  attend  our  Home  Junior  School.  One  girl  attends  the 
Oswego  Normal  School. 

It  might  be  interesting  to  the  Brethren  of  the  Graft  to  know  that 
since  the  opening  of  the  Home,  it  has  sheltered  and  provided  for  927 
men,  466  women,  236  boys  and  199  girls;  total,  1817. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Trustees  have  admitted  to  the  Home,  28 
men,  16  women,  23  boys  and  23  girls;  total,  90.  During  the  same 
period,  the  Home  has  lost  by  death,  27  men,  14  women;  total,  41. 
The  withdrawal  of  7  men,  4  women,  14  boys  and  13  girls,  included  in 
the  above,  mak^s  the  total  loss  in  membership  for  the  year,  79.  At  this 
date  our  membership  consists  of  162  men,  107  women,  96  boys  and 
87  girls;  total,  441. 

We  have  had  many  anxious  months,  due  to  sickness;  especially 
with  the  children.  During  the  epidemic  of  Infiuensa  we  had  124  cases, 
most  of  them  severe.  This  was  followed  by  other  contagious  diseases* 
causing  much  anxiety.  But  every  child  recovered,  for  which  we  are 
sincerely  grateful  to  Almighty  God. 

The  farm  products  for  the  past  year  were  much  better  than  last 
year,  but  we  are  not  satisfied  as  yet  with  results.  If  weather  condi- 
tions this  year  will  permit,  we  hope  to  make  a  very  satisfactory  showing. 

From  the  time  our  last  report  was  published  up  to  December,  1918, 
our  children  continued  their  Red  Gross  work,  supplying  many  neces- 
sities for  our  soldiers  and  sailors.    This  was  work  of  love  on  their  part 

Many  needed  repairs,  especially  to  the  plumbing,  have  been  made 
in  the  Administration  building,  and  at  the  present  time,  this  par- 
ticular building  is  in  very  good  shape. 

We  wish  to  tender  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  many  friends  who  have 
sent  gifts  to  the  children  throughout  the  year  and  at  the  Ghristmas 
season;  especially  to  the  Lodges  who  provided  cash  that  the  children 
and  older  members  might  be  made  happy  during  the  Ghristmas  holidays. 

To  Justice  Lodge  we  are  again  indebted  for  their  annual  gift  of 
candy  and  take  pleasure  in  expressing  the  hearty  thanks  of  our  large 
family  for  this  kindly  act. 

Also  to  Ancient  Lodge,  No.  724,  for  their  gift  of  tobacco  for  the 
old  gentlemen  and  candy  for  the  old  ladies;  and  to  Mr.  Robert  Fraser, 
merchant   of   Utica,   our  sincere   thanks   are   extended   for   his   many 
acts  of  kindness  and  his  generosity  during  the  past  year.

The  Grand  Mabteb: 

Brothers,  that  beautiful  song  that  you  have  just  heard  was  part  of 
the  inspiring  opening  ceremony  of  the  Cedar  Rapids  Ck)nvention.  The 
song  was  only  in  keeping  with  the  convention  or  the  conference  at  Cedar 
Rapids  from  beginning  to  end.  Brother  Schoonover  is  an  excellent  host. 
Why,  we,  your  Grand  Officers,  who  attended  that  convention,  fell  in  love 
with  him  to  the  extent  that  we  insisted  that  he  visit  this  Grand  Lodge 
in  annual  convention  assembled;  and,  Brethren,  I  want  every  one  of 
you  to  help  me  extend  to  him  the  welcome  and  right  hand  of  fellow- 
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ship,  in  order  that  we  may  in  part  repay  him  for  the  excellent  welcome 
he  gave  us  there. 

Brother  Schoonover  is  easily  accessiblei  because  he  is  from  the 
West  If  any  of  you  see  him  in  the  Grand  Lodge  room,  or  on  the  street, 
speak  to  him,  shake  hands  with  him,  and  call  him  "George."  But  do  not 
let  him  leave  this  building  alone,  because  I  have  promised  Mrs.  Schoon- 
over his  safe  return  to  Iowa.

He  is  the  Chairman  of  the  Masonic  Service  Association  of  the  United 
Stat^  created  at  the  Oedar  Rapids  convention,  and  completed  at  this 
session  before  we  dose,  I  take  it 

Brother  Schoonover,  we  welcome  you  to  New  York,  and  hope  that 
you  wiU  enjoy  your  stay  among  us  as  much  as  we  enjoy  having  you 
here.  Behold  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  in 
meeting  assembled.    Please  address  them. 

M.'.  W.'.  Geoboe  L.  Schoonoveb  : 

Most  Worshipful  Qrand  Master  and  my  dearly  beloved  hrethren  of 
the  Police  Force:  Some  of  you  have  a  job.  I  don't  know  which  one  it  is, 
but  I  wish  him  well.  I  knew,  brethren,  the  moment  that  organ  began  to 
play  that  beautiful  song  what  was  coming.  But  I  knew  only  in  kind, 
and  not  in  degree.  I  am  not  accustomed  to  having  such  good  friends 
tell  such  good  stories  about  me  in  advance  as  seem  to  have  been  told 
here  by  some  of  these  brethren  of  distinction  in  your  Fraternity,  but  I 
appreciate  it,  and  words  will  not  tell  the  story. 

I  take  it,  my  brethren,  that  if  there  be  any  service  which  I  can 
perform  for  you,  or  with  you,  as  the  case  may  be,  it  will  have  to  do 
not  only  in  the  first  but  in  the  last  instance  with  those  things  which  the 
Grand  Xiodge  of  Iowa  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  and  the  other 
Grand  Lodges  of  this  great  country  of  ours,  can  do  together. 

And  I  want  to  say  to  you,  Brethren,  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart, 
that  in  this  welcome  which  you  have  given  to  me  to-day  I  see  symbolized 
not  me,  the  person,  but  the  welcome  which  you  extend  to  a  sister  grand 
jurisdiction  coming  into  your  midst,  as  it  were,  in  the  person  of  its  repre- 
sentative, to  counsel  together  as  to  what  manner  of  things  we  may  be 
able  to  do  in  this  great  Fraternity  which  we  love.  And  as  such  a  wel- 
come, I  accept  it.  I  glory  in  it.  I  shall  be  proud  to  tell  my  brethren 
when  I  return  of  your  kindness  and  your  good  will  and  your  love,  and 
I  know  that  they  too  will  appreciate  it  as  I  do. 

In  Iowa  we  do  not  have  the  system  known  as  the  representative 
system.  We  revived  it  after  it  had  been  dead  for  fifteen  or  twenty  years 
— no,  wait  a  minute — ^we  revived  it  after  we  knew  it  had  been  dead  for 
fifteen  or  twenty  years,  but  not  as  relates  to  our  brethren  of  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  the  United  States  of  America.  We  revived  it  for  those  for- 
eign jurisdictions  in  the  hope  that  we  might  through  such  a  channel 
come  in  closer  touch  with  them,  and  they  with  us,  for  the  betterment 
of  the  world.  But  we  did  not  revive  it,  and  we  are  not  going  to  revive 
it,  I  may  say  frankly,  insofar  as  an  exchange  of  representatives  with  the 
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Grand  JoriadictioiM  of  the  United  States  is  concerned,  because  we  have 
utterly  lost  our  fear  of  those  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions  witliin  the  boun- 
daries of  the  United  States  of  America.  We  trust  you,  and  we  Iotc  you. 
You  are  one  with  us  in  spirit,  and  we  know  it.  And  knowing  that,  we 
are  not  going  to  make  any  more  formal  calls.  That  which  we  can  do 
and  which  we  must  needs  do  in  behalf  of  those  things  for  which  our 
Fraternity  stands,  we  are  not  going  to  do  by  means  of  an  exchange  of 
diplomatic  calls,  but  we  are  going  to  come  into  the  bosom  of  your 
councils  and  we  are  going  to  ask  you  to  come  into  the  bosom  of  our 
councils,  that  we  may  sit  down  together  as  brethren,  dwell  in  unity,  and 
perform  that  work  which  shall  be  for  the  glory  of  God. 

There  are  some  things  which  perhaps  I  might  say,  if  the  stenographer 
were  not  here;  but  it  is  not  necessary.  The  things  that  have  kept  us 
apart  in  these  United  States  from  that  common  understanding,  which 
should  make  for  the  preservation  of  Masonry — and  I  say  ''preseiration'' 
advisedly — ^those  things  are  so  ridiculous  that  it  hardly  seems  that  we 
would  ever  have  given  them  countenance. 

We  know  now,  since  the  report — that  wonderful,  wonderful  report 
which  Judge  Scudder  has  presented  to  us — ^we  know  now  something  of 
what  our  common  needs  are  in  this  country,  something  of  what  our 
common  dangers  are.  And,  my  brethren,  the  Cedar  Rapids  Conference 
and — ^let  me  say  it  once  for*  all — ^the  Cedar  Rapids  Conference  did  one 
thing  and  one  thing  well,  and  that  was  that  by  the  Grace  of  God  and 
the  will  of  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  of  the  United  States  the  Fraternity 
of  Freemasons  in  these  United  Stat^  of  America  will  never  again  have 
to  suffer  the  humiliation  through  which  it  has  gone  during  this  war. 

The  little  part  which  I  have  personally  played  in  that,  I  feel  proud  of 
— small  as  it  was.  But  I  want  to  tell  you  brethren  of  New  York  how 
truly  and  justly  proud  you  may  be  of  those  five  magnificent  men  who 
came  to  Cedar  Rapids,  who  told  us  the  story  they  had  to  tell,  who 
showed  us  their  broken  hearts,  and  then  said,  "Must  I  suffer  this 
humiliation  alone?"  And  we  answered  them,  "No!"  You  may  take 
pride  in  what  they  did  and  what  they  said,  and  you  may  take  pride  in 
the  answer,  for  they  it  was  who  brought  it  back  to  you. 

Now,  if  I  may  take  just  a  moment  or  two  of  your  time,  let  us  think 
about  this  Masonic  Service  Association,  and  think  of  what  it  is  going 
to  mean  to  us. 

Those  of  you  who  have  read  the  report  of  the  Overseas  Mission 
do  not  have  to  have  its  contents  repeated  to  you.  You  do  not  have  to 
have  it  told  you  how  wonderful — ^how  superbly  wonderful  was  the  patience 
exhibited  by  one  of  your  Past  Grand  Masters.  I  am  frank  to  say  that 
if  I  had  been  Brother  Townsend  Scudder  on  certain  occasions  either  a 
certain  individual  or  myself  would  have  gone  out  of  the  audience  room 
with  a  black  eye.  That  is  because  he  is  a  diplomat,  and  a  stayer,  too. 
I  am  only  a  stayer. 

But  the  immediate  thing  that  is  engrossing  us,  and  must  engross 
us,  as  we  consider  this  particular  situation  which  is  now  before  you 
upon  the  recommendation  of  your  Grand  Master  is  not,  "What  can  we 
disagree  about?"  It  has  nothing  to  do  with  those  things  which  we  do 
in  Iowa,  which  you  do  not  know  anything  about  and  which  you  wish  we 
wouldn't  do,  and  which  you  do  in  New  York  and  we  don't  know  any- 
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thing  about  and  we  wish  you  wouldn't  do^ — it  hasn't  anything  to  do 
with  those  things.  We  are  going  to  leave  that  to  your  own  good  sound 
judgment,  and  reserve  the  same  privilege  for  ourselves.  But,  as  these 
things  affect  our  common  welfare,  as  they  have  to  do  with  our  common 
duties  in  the  world,  and  as  they  have  to  do  with  the  elimination  of  those 
dangers  which  are  common  to  us  all,  then  we  are  going  to  say,  "We  are 
with  you  to  the  end !"    Now,  that  is  a  very  brief  statement  of  it  all. 

I  have  presented  this  matter  in  several  Grand  Lodges  of  this  coun- 
try. I  have  had  some  very  humorous  things  put  up  to  me  by  one  com- 
mittee and  another  who  did  not  at  first  understand;  but,  because  the 
reporter  is  here,  I  cannot  even  tell  all  of  those  funny  things  that  I  know 
you  would  like  to  hear.  There  have  been,  however,  one  or  two  things 
presented  Which  were  perhaps  essential.  I  remember  very  distinctly  one 
good  brother  who  sat  in  a  conference  while  we  were  discussing  the  prob- 
lem privately  before  it  was  presented  to  a  Grand  Lodge,  and  he  said, 
"Can't  you  eliminate  that  word  'constitution'?"  Well,  one  of  his  own 
brethren  immediately  turned  on  him,  and  in  language  that  I  thought 
was  most  ferocious  said,  "Why,  that  isn't  a  constitution  at  all !"  Well, 
that  Grand  Lodge  approved  it  just  the  same,  so  you  know  the  outcome 
was  all  right 

Another  thing  that  I  guess  everybody  is  afraid  of,  but  me — I  don't 
know — ^is  that  great,  awful  bugaboo  that  overshadows  the  whole  United 
States  when  we  begin  to  talk  about  trying  to  do  things  together.  Oh,  it 
is  the  biggest  thing  in  Masonry,  if  you  wish  to  consider  it  so,  and  that 
is  that  bugaboo — ^you  know  what  it  is — "a  General  Grand  Lodge." 
Oh!  How  frightened  we  are! 

Well,  now,  I  will  teU  you  what  the  Masonic  Service  Association  of 
the  United  States  was  intended  to  be,  and  what  it  will  be  if  the  Grand 
Lodges  will  just  do  one  or  two  things  that  we  have  recommended  to 
them.  We  have  learned  in  the  last  two  years  what  it  means  to  mobilise. 
And  I  don't  care  what  kind  of  an  association  you  call  this  Service  Asso- 
ciation— ^whether  you  call  it  a  Federation  or  an  Amalgamation,  or  some- 
thing else.  As  a  matter  of  fact  it  is  intended  to  be  exactly  what  it  says, 
and  nothing  else;  and  that  is  a  bond  of  union  between  us,  whereby  we 
may  perform  some  real  service  in  behalf  of  humanity. 

That  service  comes  under  two  general  heads,  and  why  can't  we  per- 
form it?  Instead  of  trying  to  get  a  General  Grand  Lodge,  brethren, 
we  have  something  so  infinitely  better  than  a  General  Grand  Lodge  can 
be,  without  any  of  its  disadvantages,  that  there  is  absolutely  no  com- 
parison, because  we  have  now  made  it  possible  to  mobilize  the  Masonic 
brethren  of  America.  And  if,  when  that  Association  assembles,  as  it 
will  most  certainly  now  on  November  11th  of  this  year,  it  will  be  a  day 
of  victory,  in  a  Masonic  sense,  as  well  as  in  a  National  sense,  for,  if  you 
please,  the  League  of  Masons  will  have  been  formed;  the  armistice  be- 
tween our  Grand  Lodges  will  have  been  signed,  and  we  shall  be  really 
ready  to  celebrate  peace. 

To  me  it  is  inconceivable  that  any  other  meeting  may  ever  occur 
than  that  one  that  we  had  Thanksgiving  week  last,  which  shall 
more  truly  exemplify  the  spirit  of  Masonry  as  it  is,  and  as  it  ought  to  be. 
And  yet,  when  the  time  comes, — when  the  time  comes  that  more  than 
forty  Grand  Lodges,  at  least,  shall  gather  together  on  that  occasion 
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(and  I  am  convinced  that  there  will  be  more  than  forty  at  that  first 
meeting) — ^when  that  time  comes  it  will  be  the  most  inspiring  sight  that 
American  Masonry  has  ever  beheld,  in  my  judgment,  provided  always 
the  Grand  Lodges  shall  do  what  it  was  intended  they  should  do,  and  that 
is  name  as  the  men  who  go  there  those  who  represent  the  best  they  have. 
Let  them  do  that  and  that  meeting  in  Cedar  Rapids  on  November  11th 
next  will  eclipse  anything  that  has  ever  occurred  since  the  birth  of  this 
nation,  so  far  as  Masonry  is  concerned. 

Now,  those  brethren  who  are  afraid  of  this  Association — ^I  do  not 
think  are  any  in  this  Grand  Lodge,  but  there  may  be  somewhere  else — 
I  am  going  to  recommend  to  them  that  they  study  the  proposed  League 
of  Nations  and  our  proposed  League  of  Masons,  side  by  side.  We  have 
preserved  the  Monroe  Doctrine  in  Masonry,  if  you  please, — ^whatever 
that  may  be,  but  we  also  have  a  League  of  Masons  which  can  do  some- 
thing, and  I  pray  God  that  the  League  of  Nations  may  be  equally  effi- 
cient. 

Granted  then  that  these  men  meet  together,  they  will  be  able  to 
bring  back  to  you  in  another  year  a  statement  of  things  Masonic  in  this 
country  of  which  we  may  all  be  proud,  because  the  two-fold  function  of 
this  organization  is  to  be  relief  on  the  one  hand  in  a  national  way  and  in 
time  of  national  disaster,  whatever  it  may  be,  and  on  the  other  hand 
it  is  to  be  an  agency  of  education  and  enlightenment. 

It  is  for  these  Grand  Lodges  joining  together  in  that  November  con- 
ference to  determine  what  form  that  education  and  enlightenment  shall 
take.  It  is  not  my  province  to  attempt  to  forecast  what  that  shall  be, 
but  I  venture  this  assertion,  that  no  such  gathering  of  Masons  can 
occur,  representing  the  Grand  Lodges  or  the  great  majority  of  them 
in  this  country,  unless  the  keynote  of  that  educational  feature,  that  idea 
of  enlightenment,  can  be  expressed  in  one  great  word,  ''Americanism." 

Anything  that  is  "Americanism"  can  be  safely  undertaken  by 
Masonry ;  and  there  is  nothing  in  Masonry  which  is  not  "Americanism." 

Does  that  program  look  so  dangerous?  Do  I  look  or  do  I  act  or  do  I 
talk  like  such  an  infernal  radical  that  you  cannot  trust  me?  Somebody 
around  here  said  yesterday  that  he  expected  to  see  me  come  in  here 
with  whiskers  this  long.  Well,  the  Lord  neither  intended  that  I  should 
have  many  whiskers,  nor  any  horns,  and  I  haven't  either.  No;  the  cir- 
cumstances which  have  surrounded  the  birth  of  this  new  alliance  be- 
tween us  make  it  absolutely  certain  that  we  can  go  through  these  meet- 
ings, vouching  for  the  sincerity  of  one  another,  and  when  de  do  that, 
nothing  can  keep  us  apart.  It  is  not  a  matter  of  a  definition  of  this 
term  or  of  that  term  so  exactly  and  so  closely  that  it  is  impossible  for 
Anybody  but  a  Philadelphia  lawyer — ^if  they  are  any  brighter  than  New 
York  lawyers — I  don't  know  whether  they  are  or  not — to  draw  the  line 
between  them.  That  is  not  the  point.  We  have  got  to  be  tall  enough 
of  soul  to  stand  up,  look  God  in  the  face  and  forget  the  things  about 
which  we  disagree  and  agree  upon  those  things  which  we  agree  upon, 
and  work  together  for  the  glory  of  this  Fraternity.  And  in  such  a 
mission,  no  matter  what  direction  it  may  take,  we  have  got  to  look  one 
another  over,  we  have  got  to  trust  one  another,  and  if  we  have  to  spank 
one  another  once  in  a  while  let's  do  it  and  have  it  over  with,  and  then 
go  back  to  our  main  business  again. 
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The  time  has  come  for  there  to  be  an  American  Masonry ;  and  if  we 
mobilize  the  brain  power  of  this  Fraternity  we  shall  have  a  Masoniry 
not  founded  upon  law,  but  founded  upon  common  sense,  so  fundamental, 
— founded  upon  common  sense, — that  whatever  the  representatives  en- 
gaged in  this  work  and  under  this  new  kind  of  leadership  shall  recom- 
mend will  appeal  to  the  good  sense  of  all  our  Grand  Lodges.  Its  good 
faith  will  not  be  questioned.  We  will  be  willing  to  state  the  problem 
squarely  in  the  face.  We  will  not  be  afraid  to  take  council  of  one 
another,  and  we  shall  become  what  we  never  have  been  before, — a  real 
Fraternity  of  Brethren. 

And  now,  my  brethren,  I  can  only  pray  that  as  the  days  go  on  and 
other  Orand  Lodges  meet  and  discuss  this  problem  and  finally,  as  I 
believe,  they  will  come  to  a  realization  of  what  its  endorsement  means  to 
them,  we  can  only  pray  that  as  it  has  been  in  the  past  so  it  may  be  in 
the  future;  the  guiding  hand  of  Him  in  whom  we  put  our  trust  may 
spare  to  us  the  brethren  who  have  this  conception  of  what  Masonry  ought 
to  be,  and  what  Masonry  can  be,  until  such  time  as  there  may  be  a 
reasonable  fulfillment  of  it  all. 

You  cannot  know,  you  cannot  sense  the  terrible  strain  under  which 
your  brother  officers  have  worked  during  the  past  two  years.  It  has 
killed  one  Grand  Master  who  was  present  at  the  conference  last  Novem- 
ber— ^Most  Worshipful  Brother  Scbooin  of  Illinois — ^and  it  has  maimed 
others  in  mind  or  in  body  to  the  point  where  they  can  hardly  finish  out 
their  terms.  The  responsibilities  have  been  awful,  but,  thank  God  for 
this,  that  in  a  time  of  stress,  after  all  has  been  said  and  done,  after  all 
the  criticism  that  has  been  hurled  against  us,  we  can  honestly  and 
proudly  say  among  ourselves — ^we  do  not  need  to  pass  It  out  in  the  world 
— but  in  these  times  of  storm  and  stress  the  men  who  have  been  the 
heads  of  the  Fraternity  in  the  various  Grand  Lodges  (and  I  leave  myself 
out  entirely  in  saying  this,  but  I  want  you  to  know  how  much  you  ought 
to  appreciate  it) — these  brethren  have  stood  by  their  guns;  "they  have 
delivered  the  goods,"  as  the  common  expression  is;  and  the  Fraternity 
emerges  to-day  from  the  war  with  mighty  less  of  criticism,  justly  de- 
served, than  the  condition  in  which  we  found  ourselves  at  the  beginning 
of  the  war  warranted.  There  is  something  to  be  said  In  favor  of  a 
leadership  which  will  accept  the  responsibilities  of  leadership,  not  in  a 
half-hearted  way  at  all — God  forbid — but  in  a  way  that  will  bring 
the  Fraternity  erect,  face  forward,  eyes  to  the  front,  meeting  the  prob- 
lems that  it  has  to  meet,  and  not  turning  its  fiank  or  standing  cross- 
ways  of  the  pathway  of  progress,  but  joining  the  eternal  manhood  that 
is  now  rising  in  this  world,  and  which  I  believe  God  Almighty  intended 
should  come  to  a  true  and  a  real  fruition,  to  merge  in  the  pathway  of 
progress  that  will  help  that  great  work  along. 

Brethren,  I  thank  you.

B.'.  W.'.  Elicer  B.  Silybr^  Grand  Librarian^  presented  the 
following  report,  which  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance:

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  my 
report  as  librarian  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  past  Masonic  year. 

The  year  just  passed  has  been  one  of  special  interest,  not  only  in 
the  maintaining  of  the  Library,  but,  also,  in  securing  many  new  volumes 
of  special  interest  and  value  to  the  collection.  In  addition  to  this  it 
has  been  my  privilege  to  welcome  and  entertain  many  of  the  Soldiers 
and  Sailors  who  enlisted  in  the  World  War,  and  who  appreciated  the 
quiet  and  restfulness  of  the  Library  with  the  various  magazines,  papers 
and  books  of  miscellaneous  character  at  their  disposaL 

Several  hundred  volumes  of  proceedings  of  the  various  Masonic 
bodies  have  been  added  to  our  collection,  and  have  been  duly  bound 
and  placed  on  the  shelves. 

The  attendance  during  the  year  has  been  the  largest  in  the  history 
of  the  Library.  Brethren  from  nearly  every  jurisdiction  in  the  world 
have  signed  our  Register  and  received  a  cordial  welcome. 

7he  great  advance  in  the  cost  of  material,  especially  books  and 
book  binding  (which  is  more  than  double  that  of  two  years  ago) 
compels  me  to  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  at  least  $1,800.00  for  the 
coming  year,  which  is  the  same  amount  as  that  appropriated  in  1017.

REPORT  OF  THE  JUDGE  ADVOCATE 

R/.  W.'.  Harold  E.  Lippincott,  Judge  Advocate,  pre- 
sented the  following  report,  which  was  received  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  : 

Apra  28,  1919.

Qrand  Master  of  Masons  in  the  State  of  Neto  York: 

Dear  Sir  and  Most  Worshipful  Brother:  The  matters  which  have  been 
Bubmitted  to  the  Judge  Advocate  have  for  the  moat  part  involved  ques- 
tions of  detaU  connected  with  the  administration  and  incorporation  of 
the  War  Relief  Administration  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of 
New  York  and  the  innumerable  inquiries  connected  with  the  activities 
of  the  Lodges  in  connection  with  material  presented  to  them  upon 
which  action  is  desired  to  be  taken.  It  would  seem  that  one  of  the 
results  of  this  war  has  been  to  turn  the  attention  of  men  to  Masonry, 
to  interest  them  in  acquiring  membership  in  the  Fraternity,  to  engage 
in  its  practice  and  to  spread  its  teachings.  Incidentally,  of  course, 
numerous  questions  of  discipline  and  procedure  have  been  presented, 
but  to  a  great  extent  these  questions  involved  the  application  only  of 
time-honored  principles. 

It  is  well  to  remind  the  Graft  of  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Masters 
in  the  period  at  and  just  after  the  Civil  War,  to  enable  them  to  decide 
with  due  regard  for  our  Landmarks,  what  constitutes  physical  quali- 
fication for  membership: 

See  Matter  of  Cole,  June  3,  1918,  which  decides  that  it  is  no 
longer  an  open  question  that  a  man  who  has  been  dismembered 
prior  to  initiation  is  not  eUgible  to  membership  in  the  Fraternity, 
citing  Constitution,  page  63,  Definition  6;  Matter  of  Living  Stone 
Lodge,  No.  2S5  (Crooks  Masonic  Digest,  page  393,  also  page  214)  ; 
Matter  of  Fortuna  Lodge  (G.  L.  Pro.  1881,  page  38;  Opinion  of 
Judge  Advocate,  G.  L.  Pro.  1910,  page  494,  &c.). 
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The  following  opinions  also  are  submitted  for  the  information  of  the 
Fraternity : 

Matter  of  Theresa  Lodge,  No.  174. 

A  by-law  attempting  to  make  honorary  members  of  members  of  the 
Lodge  is  contrary  to  Section  81  of  the  Constitution. 

Matter  of  On-da-wa  Lodge,  No.  820. 
While   a   Lodge   may   participate   in   a   civic   procession,    Masonic 
clothing  and  insignia  may  not  be  worn  and  exhibited. 

Opinions  in  the  above  matters  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and  therefore  are  in  their  nature  advisory 
at  this  time  and  not  to  be  considered  settled  law  of  the  Fraternity 
until  the  report  thereon  shall  have  been  duly  presented  and  acted  upon 
by  the  Orand  Lodge.

BEPORT  OF  THE  BROOKLYN  MASONIC  GUILD 
R.*.  W.'.  Chbistopher  C.  Mollbnhaubr,  President  of  the 

Brooklyn  Masonic  Guild,  presented  the  following  report^  which 

was  ordered  printed  in  the  Proceedings: 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Bbooklyn,  N.  Y.,  April  12,  1919. 
To  the  Brooklyn  Masonic  Ouild  and  the  Qrand  Lodge,  F.  and  A,  M. 
of  the  State  of  New  York: 

A  year  ago  when  I  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  my  duties  as  Presi- 
dent of  this  organisation,  it  was  with  a  great  deal  of  apprehension :  fear- 
ful that  the  conditions  which  then  prevailed,  would  materially  reduce  the 
income  of  our  Temple. 

Proud  am  I  to-night  to  direct  your  attention  to  our  Treasurer's  report 
which  shows  that  the  combined  income  of  our  auditorium  and  banquet 
hall,  for  this  year,  is  $637.39  more  than  the  combined  income  of  the 
same  for  the  preceding  year. 

In  addition  to  this  you  will  notice  an  increase  of  $511.33  in  the  lodge 
room  rents  over  last  year. 

And  best  of  aU,  our  annual  rent  roll  for  lodge  rooms,  which  represents 
a  permanent  or  continuous  income,  has  been  increased  to  an  extent  of 
$1,326. 

During  the  year  leases  have  been  made  with  the  following  bodies: 
DeWitt  Clinton  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons,  Seawanhaka  Lodge,  and 
Manual  Lodge. 

The  lease  held  by  Kilwinning  Lodge  has  been  changed  to  cover  the 
weekly  period,  which  change  is  equal  to  an  additional  tenant 
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Mayflower  Lodge,  which  hopes  to  secure  its  digpensatioii  next  month, 
by  securing  an  option  on  one  of  our  lodge  rooms,  has  signified  its  inten- 
tion of  becoming  one  of  our  tenants. 

During  the  year  our  auditorium  lias  been  redecorated,  making  it  the 
equal  of  any  to  be  found  in  this  borough,  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
Trustees  to  beautify  the  banquet  hall  so  that  it  can  be  rented  for  sodal 
functions.  We  earnestly  solicit  your  co-operation  in  securing  engage- 
ments for  these  important  parts  of  our  Temple. 

Our  Home  Fund,  which  amounts  to  $4,663.81,  ought  to  be  added  to 
and  I  submit  for  your  consideration  the  advisability  of  holding  another 
reception  and  ball  sometime  during  the  coming  Winter  for  the  benefit  of 
said.  fund. 

To  you  brethren,  who  have  manifested  a  deep  interest  in  the  successs . 
of  our  Temple,  the  Board  of  Trustees  are  deeply  grateful  and  we  ear- 
nestly solicit  a  continuance  of  your  support,  so  that  we  may  hasten  the 
day  when  the  original  purpose  for  which  this  Temple  was  erected  might 
be  fulfiUed.

BEPORT  OP  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  GRAND  MASTER'S 

ADDRESS 

W.'.  Ernest  W.  Love  joy,  from  the  special  Committee  on 
Grand  Master's  Address,  presented  the  following  report,  which 
was  received  and  its  recommendations  adopted: 

To  the  Grand  Lodge: 

The  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  sabmitted  the  address  of  the 
Grand  Master  for  sub-division  and  reference,  respectfully  submit  the 
following  recommendations: 

One.  That  the  section  of  the  address  relating  to  our  Fraternal  Dead 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Deceased  Brethren,  with  due  apprecia- 
tion of  the  fact  that  we  are  caUed  upon  to  mourn  the  loss  of  a  regret- 
table number  of  leaders  of  thought  and  constructive  activity,  whose  lives 
have  been  and  will  continue  to  be  an  inspiration  to  the  Craft  in  particu- 
lar and  to  the  citusenship  of  this  Commonwealth  in  general. 

Two..  That  the  section  relating  to  the  establishment  of  new  Lodges 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Charters. 

Three.  That  the  section  relating  to  the  matter  of  Quardian  Lodge 
No.  921  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Charters. 

Four.  That  the  section  relating  to  the  Sinking  Fund  be  referred  to 
the  Special  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  with  a  recommendation  for 
final  action. 

Five.  That  both  sections,  the  first  relating  to  "Interim  in  Conferring 
Degrees''  with  suggested  amendment  of  Section  19,  on  page  263  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  Proceedings  for  the  year  1918,  and  the  second  relating  to 
work  of  Lodges  during  the  War,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Consti- 
tution. 

Six.  That  the  section  relating  to  the  Cedar  Rapids  Conference  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

Seven.  That  the  section  relating  to  the  Masonic  Relief  Association 
of  the  United  States  and  Canada  and  the  Employment  Bureaus  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

Eight  That  the  section  relating  to  the  War  and  Relief  Adminis- 
tration with  its  recommendations  for  the  building  at  Utica  of  a  Masonic 
Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Memorial  Hospital,  be  referred  to  the  Special 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means. 

Nine.  That  the  section  relating  to  Endowment  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Constitution  with  announcement  from  the  latter  that  this 
Committee  wiU  hold  a  public  hearing  for  the  attendance  of  Delegates 
at  a  time  and  place  to  be  specified  before  the  close  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

With  reference  to  that  section  of  the  address  relating  to  the  edict 
that  all  Lodges  work  in  English,  your  Committee  is  unanimous  in  Its 
opinion  that  the  time  has  come  when  Masonry  should  show  a  united 
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front  in  its  stand  for  American  unity  and  the  American  spirit  We  be- 
lieve that  our  great  Fraternity  should  not  fail  at  this  juncture  in  the 
World*8  crisis  to  answer  unequivocally  to  the  challenge  to  prove  itself 
100%  American  in  its  ideals,  its  unity  of  purpose  and  its  spirit  of  aggres- 
sive constructive  activity,  and  therefore  unanimously  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

(a)  That  the  edict  of  the  Grand  Master,  dated  February  22,  1919, 
that  each  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction  shall  on  and  after  July  1,  1919. 
transact  all  its  business,  keep  its  records  and  perform  all  ritualistic  work 
in  the  English  language,  be  and  the  same  hereby  is  in  all  things  ratified 
and  confirmed. 

(b)  That  failure  to  comply  with  said  edict  would  be  sufficient  cause 
for  the  arrest  of  the  Charter  of  the  offending  Lodge,  and 

(c)  That  the  Grand  Master  may,  in  his  discretion,  extend  the 
time  set  for  the  going  into  effect  of  the  provisions  of  said  edict  in  cer- 
tain cases  wherein  an  extension  may  seem  to  him  expedient 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  feels  that  it  cannot  refrain  from  rec- 
ommending to  the  serious  consideration  of  the  Craft  in  general  the 
masterly  presentation  of  truly  masonic  principles  and  ideas  as  set  forth 
in  the  address  of  the  Grand  Master.  In  this  particular  crisis  in  the 
history  of  Nations,  the  attention  of  our  Craft  is  called  as  never  before 
to  the  necessity  and  urgent  need  of  concrete  plans  for  practical  masonry. 
It  is  your  Committee's  unanimous  feeling  that  in  the  address  of  the 
Grand  Master  he  has  brought  home  to  us  a  realization  of  the  truth  that 
the  practical  and  spiritual  inspiration  of  Masonry  must  go  hand  in  hand 
for  the  service  of  humanity  and  civilization.

REPOBT  OF  SEA  AND  FIELD  LODGE,  No.  1 

R.'.  W.'.  William  C.  Prime,  Secretary  of  Sea  and  Field 
Lodge,  No.  1,  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  ordered 
printed  in  the  Proceedings: 

New  Toek  Citt,  May  6th,  1919. 

Hon.  William  S.  Farmer,  Orand  MMter, 

Dear  Sir  and  M-''  W-'<  Brother:  At  the  137th  Annual  Communication 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  a  report  to  the  Grand  Master  by  Sea  and  Field 
Lodge  No.  1  to  and  including  April  15,  1918,  was  presented,  read,  and 
accepted,  and  appears  at  pages  275  to  277  of  the  proceedings  of  that  ses- 
sion.   Thereafter,  the  Lodge  continued  activity  until  November  9,  1918. 
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No  Bession,  save  a  formal  busineBS  session,  has  been  held  since  the  signing 
of  the  Armistice  on  November  11,  1918. 

Between  April  15,  1918,  and  November  9,  1918,  the  number  of  men 
served,  and  the  variety  of  the  service  rendered,  was  practically  similar 
to  that  covered  by  the  previous  period  reported.  With  the  exception  of 
the  first  class  of  5  on  October  10,  1917,  the  smallest  class  at  any  one 
session  consisted  of  10  men  for  all  three  Degrees  and  1  man  for  the 
Third  Degree  only.  The  largest  class,  that  of  June  11,  1918,  consisted 
of  one  man  for  the  First  Degree  only,  2  for  the  Second  and  Third  Degrees 
and  51  to  be  initiated,  passed  and  raised.  Glasses  at  the  other  Com- 
munications varied  from  12  to  38. 

The  personnel  of  the  associate  members  was  increased  by  two  by  the 
election  of  Bbob.  D.  D.  Bebolzheimeb  and  Habolo  J.  Richardson,  and 
now,  with  the  original  personnel  of  the  Lodge  named  in  the  Warrant, 
numbers  29,  all  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Two  deaths  have  occurred 
among  the  personnel  of  the  Lodge  since  its  inception.  Brother  George 
Freifeld  on  November  16,  1917,  and  Brother  George  J.  Jackson  on  April 
8,  1918. 

The  following  tabulation  covers  the  total  activities  of  Sea  and  Field 
Lodge  No.  1  from  October  10,  1917,  to  November  9,  1918,  a  period  of  13 
months,  during  only  11  of  which  Communications  were  held.  There 
were  no  meetings  during  July  and  August,  1918:

To  the  Grand  Lodge: 

Your  Committee  on  Charity  recommends  tliat  the  following  payments 
be  made: 

That  the  sum  of  |200  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Treas- 
urer, to  be  paid  over  by  him  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  he  may 
deem  best  for  the  relief  and  maintenance  of  the  Widow  of  a  Past  Junior 
Grand  Warden.  Further,  that  the  sum  of  $200  be  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  Grand  Treasurer  to  be  paid  over  by  him  at  such  time  and  in 
such  manner  as  he  may  deem  proper  for  the  relief  and  maintenance  of 
a  former  Trustee  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Your  Committee  has  investigated  the  necessity  of  a  continuance  of 
the  following  appropriations  made  by  previous  Sessions,  to  wit :  the  sum 
of  $25  a  month  to  the  Granddaughter  of  a  Past  Grand  Master.  The  sum 
of  $35  a  month  to  the  Widow  of  a  Past  Grand  Master  and  the  sum  of 
$30  a  month  to  the  Widow  of  a  deceased  Brother. 

Our  attention  has  been  called  to  the  case  of  a  Widow  of  a  Past 
Grand  Lodge  Officer  and  in  her  case  we  recommend  that  the  Grand

Samuel  Nelson  Sawtke  presented  the  follow- 
ing proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution^  which  were,  on 
motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution: 

RESOLVED,  That  Section  19  of  the  Regulations  be  amended 
80  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  19.  A  Lodge  shall  not  confer  more  than  one  degree,  nor 
shall  said  degree  be  conferred  upon  more  than  five  candidates,  in  one 
day.  No  Lodge,  either  itself  or  through  another  Lodge  acting  for  it, 
shall  confer  more  than  one  degree  in  one  week,  so  that  not  less  than 
seven  days  shall  intervene  between  the  conferring  of  any  two  degrees. 

RESOLVED,  That  subdivision  one  of  section  nine  of  the  Consti- 
tution be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

1.  The  "Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund" 
organised  in  accordance  with  Chapter  272  of  the  Laws  of  New  York, 
passed  April  21,  1864,  entiUed  ''An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Masonic  HaU  and  Asylum  Fund,"  and  the  several  acts 
amendatory  thereof  or  supplemental  thereto,  shall  consist  of  six 
persons  who  shaU  be  members  of  Lodges  under  the  authority  and 
jurisdiction  of  the  Qrand  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of 
the  State  of  New  York,  and  residents  of  said  State,  to  be  elected 
upon  nomination  of  the  Grand  Master  at  the  Annual  Communication 
of  said  Grand  Lodge  as  vacancies  may  occur,  provided,  however,  that 
no  officer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Trus- 
tee; and  that  no  such  Trustee  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  in  the 
Grand  Lodge.  If  any  such  Trustee  shall  cease  to  be  a  resident  of 
the  State  of  New  York  or  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  a  Lodge 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  as  aforesaid,  his  place 
as  Trustee  shall  be  declared  vacant  by  the  Grand  Master.  At  each 
Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  a  Trustee,  or  Trustees, 
shall  be  nominated  and  elected  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  as 
may  occur  by  expiration  of  term,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  for 
the  period  of  three  years  from  the  date  of  such  election.  The  Grand 
Master  shall  cause  his  nominations  of  Trustees  to  be  inserted  in  the 
usual  notification  of  the  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
In  the  event  of  such  nominations  not  being  ratified  by  election  at 
such  Annual  Communication,  the  Grand  Master  shaU  immediately 
present  to  the  Grand  Lodge  other  nominations  for  Trustees  Should 
a  vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  Trustee,  for  any  other  cause  than 
the  expiration  of  the  term  of  ofiice  of  said  Trustee,  such  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Grand  Master,  such  Trustee  to 
hold  office  until  the  next  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  when  a  Trustee  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  for  the  un- 
expired term. 

RESOLVED,  That  Sections  24  and  25  of  the  Regulations  be  and 
the  same  hereby  are  repealed. 

RESOLVED,  That  the  amendment  to  Section  68  of  the  Consti- 
tution (Sub.  6)  adopted  last  year,  and  to  be  submitted  for  final 
action  at  this  Annual  Communication,  be  so  amended  before  final 
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adoption  as  to  provide  for  action  within  one  month  after  notice 
and  demand  by  the  Tmstees. 

RESOLVED,  That  the  amendment  to  Section  9,  subdivision  6, 
adopted  last  year  and  to  be  submitted  for  final  action  at  this  Annual 
Ck>mmunication,  be  so  amended  before  final  adoption  as  to  provide 
for  the  institution  of  proceedings  for  the  forfeiture  of  charters  within 
one  month  after  notice  and  demand.

HEPORT  OP  THE  WAR  RELIEF  ADMINISTRATION 

R.'.  W.'.  Erastus  C.  Knight  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  received  and  ordered  printed  in  the  Proceedings: 

May  iBt,  1919. 
Honorable  William  S.  Fabmeb, 

Mo8i  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York, 

At  the  request  of  the  War  and  Relief  Administration  of  the  Qrand 
Lodge  of  New  York  and  as  its  Representative  in  conducting  relief  work 
in  the  U.  S.  Army  and  Navy  Hospitals  of  this  jurisdiction,  I  submit  the 
following  report: 

Early  in  October  the  War  and  Relief  Administration  determined 
there  was  need  for  and  an  opportunity  to  do  much  relief  work  among 
the  members  of  the  Graft  and  sons  of  Masons,  many  of  whom  were  then 
being  returned  to  this  country  from  overseas,  wounded  or  sick.  I  con- 
sider it  a  great  compliment  to  me  when  I  was  selected  by  the  Adminis- 
tration as  its  Representative  in  this  work,  directed  to  come  to  New  York 
City  and  endeavor  to  organize  and  carry  out  its  wishes. 

I  arrived  in  New  York  about  the  19th  of  October  with  some  definite 
ideas  and  great  hopes.  At  the  same  time,  I  had  grave  fears  that  we 
would  not  be  permitted  to  carry  out  our  desires,  for  I  still  had  in  mind 
the  action  of  the  Federal  Administration  in  refusing  our  great  Frater- 
nity permission  to  go  overseas  and  minister  to  the  relief  and  welfare 
of  our  brethren  who  were  in  the  service  of  their  country.  I  could  see 
that  no  success  would  follow  our  efforts  unless  we  were  permitted  free 
access  to  the  hospitals  and  some  assistance  from  those  in  authority  in 
those  institutions. 

Upon  inquiry,  I  learned  that  the  American  Red  Cross  has  undivided 
control  of  the  welfare  and  recreation  work  in  all  U.  S.  Army  and  Navy 
Hospitala  I  called  upon  Mr.  John  Magee,  Director,  Bureau  of  Military 
Relief,  American  Red  Cross  and  Mr.  (Brother)  Arnold  Wood,  Assistant 
Director  Military  Relief  in  Hospital  Service.     Each  of  these  gentlemen 
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treated  me  with  the  utmost  courtesy  and  listened  attentively  to  the  pres- 
entation of  the  ideas  and  desires  of  the  War  and  Relief  Administration. 
Without  hesitation  they  offered  the  hearty  co-operation  of  their  organiza- 
tion and  our  visitors  free  access  to  all  hospitals.  With  but  few  excep- 
tions, we  have  had  the  loyal  support  of  the  American  Red  Cross  Field 
Directors  and  their  assistants  who  are  in  charge  of  hospital  work,  and 
the  Masonic  Fraternity  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  this,  the  greatest  and 
most  efficient  of  all  the  great  organizations  that  have  been  engaged  in  war 
relief  and  recreation  work.  One  great  factor  in  the  success  we  have 
been  able  to  achieve  is  that  many  Red  Cross  Workers  are  members  of 
the  Craft  and  therefore  personally  interested  in  our  work.  We  also  found 
that  probably  fifty  to  seventy-live  percent  of  the  Medical  Officers,  from 
Lieutenants  to  Colonels,  are  members  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity.  These 
officers  have  been  of  great  assistance  to  us  in  many  ways  and  have  taken 
a  personal  interest  in  our  boys  who  were  seriously  ill  or  wounded.  It  is 
very  gratifying  to  a  father  when  he  receives  a  letter  telling  him  that  his 
boy  is  being  attended  by  a  surgeon  who  is  a  Brother  Mason. 

Having  received  authority  to  carry  out  our  desires,  we  immediately 
began  the  planning  of  our  work.  To  carry  it  on  to  any  success,  we  re- 
quired a  method  for  securing  the  names  of  patients  who  are  members  of 
the  Craft,  or  who  are  sons  of  Masons  and  we  needed  a  corps  of  Visiting 
Representatives  to  visit  the  hospitals  and  supply  the  mental  and  physical 
needs  of  the  boys  in  whom  we  were  particularly  interested.  The  Red 
Cross  Field  Directors  instructed  their  ward  workers  to  canvass  their 
wards  for  Masonic  patients,  mailing  the  lists  of  names  to  the  office  of  the 
War  and  Relief  Administration.  This  produced  very  good  results  for  a 
time  in  many  hospitals,  but  it  entailed  extra  duties  for  the  busy  ward 
workers  and  we  did  not  consider  it  good  policy  to  urge  additional  assist- 
ance from  an  organization  that  was  already  doing  so  much  for  us.  Pla- 
cards were  posted  in  the  hospitals  requesting  Masons  or  their  sons  to 
notify  this  Administration  of  their  presence  in  the  hospitals.  This 
method  brought  many  letters  to  the  office  and  is  evidence  that  the  War 
and  Relief  Administration  was  correct  in  its  opinion  that  Masons  in  the 
service  want  to  see  and  talk  with  their  brethren:  with  some  one  who 
is  interested  in  them  personally.  Also,  the  boys  pass  the  word  to  each 
other,  for  the  members  of  the  Craft  invariably  seek  each  other's  company. 
The  Visiting  Representatives  on  their  visitations  find  many  of  the  boys 
in  whom  we  are  interested.  By  these  methods  we  have  been  fairly  suc- 
cssful  in  our  efforts,  but  we  realize  that  a  large  percentage  of  the  patients 
in  whom  we  are  interested  have  passed  through  the  hospitals  without 
making  themselves  known  to  us. 

In  organizing  our  Corps  of  Visiting  Representatives  we  published  in 
the  Masonic  Standard  an  outline  of  the  proposed  work  and  that  we 
desired  the  services  of  a  number  of  brethren  to  visit  the  hospitals  and 
minister  to  the  needs  of  the  members  of  the  Craft.  We  were  practically 
flooded  with  requests  to  be  permitted  to  engage  in  the  work  and  we  were 
obliged  to  disappoint  many  good  brothers  in  their  unselfish  desire  to 
minister  to  their  unfortunate  brethren.

While  the  combined  capacity  of  these  hospitals  is  about  26,460 
patients,  the  number  of  patienta  under  our  care  will  at  all  times  average 
only  three  to  four  hundred. 

The  wonderful  success  that  has  been  achieyed  in  this  branch  of  the 
work  of  the  War  and  Relief  Administration  is  due  almost  entirely  to  the 
loyal  and  untiring  work  of  these  good  brothers.  They  are  all  Yolunteers 
and  have  given  much  of  their  time  and  money,  often  neglecting  businesi 
engagementa  to  visit  some  unfortunate '  brother  who  was  in  immediate 
need  of  their  attention.  There  are  fifty-six  brothers  doing  this  splendid 
work.    Of  that  number  thirty-two  are  Masters  or  Past  Masters  of  their 
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Lodges  and  every  brother  who  has  been  assigned  to  the  work  is  still 
active,  not  a  resignation  having  been  received. 

The  Visiting  Representatives  visit  the  hospitals  several  times  each 
week.  When  a  new  case  is  found,  it  is  reported  to  the  office  and  a  letter 
giving  all  the  facts,  together  with  a  report  of  the  condition  of  the 
patient  is  sent  to  the  father,  or  to  the  Master  of  his  lodge  if  he  holds 
membership  in  this  State,  or  to  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Jurisdiction 
from  which  he  hails,  if  outside  of  this  Jurisdiction.  Every  week  or  two 
the  Visiting  Representatives  report  the  condition  of  the  patients  and 
those  reports  are  immediately  forwarded.  No  reports  are  ever  made  on 
printed  blanks.    All  are  in  letter  form  and  typewritten. 

The  great  majority  of  our  cases  are  convalescent,  whether  they  have 
been  wounded  or  ill,  and  there  is  very  little  that  can  be  done  for  them 
as  their  needs  are  well  supplied,  but  without  exception  they  appreciate 
the  attention  that  is  given  them  and  welcome  the  calls  of  the  Visitors. 
They  are  glad  of  the  Masonic  contact  and  of  the  fact  that  they  have 
friends  near  at  hand  who  are  interested  in  their  welfare.  We  have 
however  ministered  to  a  great  number  of  sad  cases  and  our  Visitors  have 
been  helpful  to  many  of  our  boys  in  bearing  the  pain  and  suffering  of 
their  wounded  bodies.  Several  brethren  have  died  of  wounds  or  sick- 
ness and  in  every  instance  our  Visiting  Representatives  have  been  able 
to  be  of  assistance  to  the  relatives  in  their  sorrow  and  to  perfect  arrange- 
ments for  them  to  take  their  boy  home  for  burial.  These  deaths  were 
of  members  of  the  Graft  from  other  Jurisdictions,  excepting  in  one  in- 
stance, a  brother  from  Geneseo,  N.  Y. 

During  the  six  months  in  which  we  have  been  carrying  on  this  work, 
we  have  ministered  to  1,254  members  of  the  Graft  and  sons  of  Masons 
in  the  hospitals  of  this  State.  These  boys  hail  from  practically  every 
Jurisdiction  in  the  United  States  and  from  Canada,  England,  Scotland, 
Panama  and  Philippine  Islands.    They  are  tabulated  as  follows:

My  dear  Sir  and  Brother: 

Your  letter  of  March  29th,  furnishing  information  regarding  the 
arrival  of  and  present  condition  of  Brother  Orrin  B.  Barber,  one  of 
our  Brothers,  has  reached  me  and  I  can  assure  you  there  are  no  words 
that  I  can  write  that  can  express  our  thanks  to  you  for  so  doing.  We 
have  for  almost  five  months  been  trying  to  get  the  location  of  this 
brother  after  we  had  received  the  news  that  he  had  been  wounded  and 
our  last  letter  was  written  to  the  Red  Cross  for  their  aid  on  April  Ist 
So  now  that  he  has  arrived  in  the  good  old  U.  S.  A.  I  have  no  doubt 
we  will  get  better  communication  with  him  and  there  are  several  letters 
on  the  way  now  to  him.  We  have  also  notified  one  of  our  own  members 
who  is  at  present  in  New  York  and  knows  this  brother,  to  call  on  him 
at  once  and  cheer  him  up  and  assist  him  in  every  way  possible.  Now, 
Brother  Knight,  while  I  feel  very  grateful  to  you  and  your  War  Relief 
Administration,  for  what  you  have  already  done  for  our  Brothers,  I  will 
consider  it  a  still  greater  pleasure  if  you  will  attend  to  him  as  much 
as  possible  while  he  is  in  the  hospital  in  New  York,  and  if  any  expense 
is  necessary  I  can  assure  you  that  your  fund  will  be  reimbursed  by 
St  Andrew's  Lodge.  Keep  me  informed  from  time  to  time  just  how  he 
is  progressing  and  what  he  requires.  I  have  already  notified  several  of 
our  members  to  write  to  him  sending  him  picture  cards  and  letters  and 
I  have  authorized  the  Chicago  Tribune  to  send  him  a  daily  paper  so  as 
to  keep  him  interested  with  home  news.  I  have  also  written  him  a  letter 
which  I  know  he  will  receive  by  the  time  this  reaches  you.

The  Debarkation  Hospitals  No.  3,  at  18th  St  and  6th  Ave.,  and 
No.  5,  at  45th  St.  and  Park  Ave.,  are  the  hospitals  to  which  the  patients 
from  overseas  are  taken  as  soon  as  they  debark.  They  are  kept  there 
for  observation  for  a  week  or  two  and  then  transferred,  generally  to  the 
hospital  nearest  their  home.  When  transfers  of  our  boys  are  made  to 
other  Jurisdictions  we  write  the  Grand  Master  of  that  Jurisdiction 
giving  him  the  information  and  suggesting  that  he  notify  the  members 
of  the  Craft  near  the  hospital  to  which  the  boy  has  been  transferred. 
We  also  write  to  the  father,  or  to  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Jurisdiction 
from  which  the  boy  hails,  giving  the  fact  of  the  transfer.  By  this  method 
the  patient  is  quite  sure  to  have  Masonic  attention  until  he  is  dis- 
charged. 

That  there  is  appreciation  for  the  efforts  we  make  to  care  for  our 
Brethren  from  other  Jurisdictions,  I  give  you  extracts  from  a  few  of 
the  letters  received  from  the  Grand  Masters  of  other  Jurisdictions:

When  the  hospital  work  is  completed  it  is  the  intention  to  preserve 
these  records  in  the  custody  of  the  Grand  Secretary.  They  are  likely 
to  be  of  great  interest  to  Brethren  of  future  generations 

In  dosing  I  desire  to  thank  the  Grand  liaster  and  the  War  and 
Relief  Administration  for  the  courteous  treatment  accorded  me  and  for 
their  confidence  in  my  ability  to  organise  and  execute  the  work  as 
planned.

THE  OVERSEAS  MASONIC  MISSION 

Past  Grand  Master  Scudder,  Chairman  of  the  Overseas 
Masonic  Mission,  informally  addressed  the  Orand  Lodge  at  this 
point  and  covered  the  work  of  the  Mission  up  to  the  time  of 
his  sailing  from  France,  April  the  27th.  A  full  report  covering 
the  entire  subject  will  be  issued  as  soon  as  the  Mission  has  com- 
pleted its  work.  Due  to  the  demands  upon  his  time,  occasioned 
by  his  absence  from  the  country,  since  his  return  Judge  Scudder 
has  not  been  able  to  prepare  a  preliminary  report  and  has 
requested  that  he  be  excused  from  so  doing  until  the  whole 
subject  can  be  covered.  As  soon  as  the  report  is  received  it  will 
be  mailed  out  as  a  Supplement  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Proceedings. 

On  motion  of  M.'.  W.'.  Chables  Smith  the  following  reso- 
lution was  adopted: 

Brethren  of  the  Chrand  Lodge:  It  seems  to  me  that  this  address  should 
be  printed  in  pamphlet  form  for  general  distribution  to  the  Fraternity — 
and  I  move  that  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  of  this  address  be  printed 
for  general  distribution  to  ten  per  cent  of  the  membership  of  each  and 
every  lodge  in  our  Jurisdiction. 

On  motion  of  M.\  W.'.  Townsbnd  Scudder  the  following 
resolutions  were  adopted : 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  War 
Relief  Administration  and  the  incorporation  thereof  under  the  Laws 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  the  increase  of  the  personnel  from 
nineteen  to  twenty-one,  be  and  the  same  are  in  all  respects  approved, 
ratified  and  confirmed. 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Orand  Master  be  and  he  hereby  is  in- 
ylted  to  accept  any  invitation  which  may  be  extended  to  this  Orand 
Lodge  to  attend  any  Orand  Lodge  Communication  or  any  conference 
or  conferences  of  Orand  Jurisdictions  having  for  purpose  the  welfare 
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of  the  Graft  or  a  closer  relationship  between  Jurisdictions,  or  any 
other  purpose  which  in  his  judgment  will  promote  the  interests  of 
the  Fraternity,  with  power  to  appoint  such  delegates  thereto  as  in 
his  judgment  may  be  deemed  expedient,  the  actual  expense  to 
be  borne  by  the  Grand  Lodge  and  to  be  paid  by  the  Grand  Treasurer 
on  the  audit  of  the  Grand  Master ;  and  to  report  thereon  from  time 
to  time  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  OBAim  Mastbr: 

Brethren:  We  are  especially  fortunate  this  afternoon  in  that 
there  is  present  Doctor  and  Col.  Fbbdebioe  Dbabbobn^  of 
Overseas,  a  brother  of  Continental  Lodge,  No.  287,  of  this  city. 
He  has  a  message  which  I  am  sure  we  ^hall  all  be  glad  to  receive. 

Bbo.  Fbedebiok  Deabbobn  : 

Most  Worshipftil  Grand  Master  and  Brethren:  I  have  recently  landed 
in  this  country  from  France,  where  we  were  able  to  have  some  Masonic 
activities  before  your  Committee  came  over. 

We  had  the  opportunity  in  France,  in  yarious  parts  of  the  Army, — 
particularly  in  the  places  behind  the  front,  to  develop  Masonic  associa- 
tions. You  brethren  wiU  understand  that  these  associations  were  not 
lodges.  We  were  fully  appreciative  of  the  fact  that  we  had  no  license 
to  grant  degrees,  or  even  to  receive  candidates. 

It  struck  me  as  rather  remarkable,  in  an  organization  composed  as  we 
were  of  men  from  many  places,  that  there  was  never  a  question  among 
the  men  there  as  to  their  rights  to  do  certain  things  and  it  spoke  weU 
for  the  dignity  and  organization  of  the  order. 

In  this  particular  part  of  France  which  I  wiU  mention  later,  the 
largest  hospital  center  that  the  A.  E.  F.  possessed, — a  hospital  center 
supposed  to  care  for  40,000  patients, — a  veritable  American  City  in  the 
center  of  France,  and  with  a  maximum  population  of  Americans  of 
26,000, — there  came  to  that  place  in  the  course  Of  the  war  many  thou- 
sand of  wounded,  and  some  sick.  We  had  a  permanent  establishment 
there  of  eleven  base  hospitals,  and  these  base  hospitals  were  composed 
of  approximately  840  people  each,  including  a  hundred  female  nurses. 
I  give  you  all  this  merely  to  show  you  where  we  pulled  from. 

Our  Masonic  organization  pulled  almost  entirely  from  the  permanent 
personnel, — ^not  from  the  convalescent  patients  who  did  not  have  any- 
thing,— ^including  money,  and,  of  course  we  did  have  some  dues,  and 
these  men  didn't  care  to  affiliate  when  they  weren't  able  to  affiliate, — 
when  they  couldn't  pay  their  dues, — but  those  who  were  able  to  were 
members,  of  course.  We  had  245  candidates  from  233  lodges  from  33 
states  of  the  Union  and  one  Canadian  jurisdiction. 

We  improvised  a  hut  for  the  purpose  of  holding  meetings,  and  it 
wasn't  necessary  at  any  time  in  our  center  to  stop  our  work.  Every- 
thing was  by  order.  The  meetings  were  held  by  order;  and  the  com- 
manding officer  in  the  center  was  a  Mason,  and,  as  I  say,  everything 
was  done  by  order.  We  hadn't  the  least  difficulty  in  getting  anything 
we  wanted.     It  was  an   interesting  commentary   on   the  strength  of 
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Masonry  that  of  the  eleven  commanding  officers  in  that  center  nine  were 
Masons, — the  Chief  Engineer,  the  commanding  officer,  and  the  Adjutant 
of  the  entire  district, — all  Freemasons.  It  even  went  farther.  I  might 
say,  as  regards  the  influences  from  the  Romanist  standpoint  which  I  have 
heard  a  great  deal  of  in  France,  that  we  had  among  the  chaplains  there 
twelve  Protestant  chaplains  out  of  fourteen.  It  was  rather  unusual 
to  find  such  a  predominance  of  Masonic  authority  as  far  as  officers 
were  concerned. 

Now,  the  interesting  feature  of  the  formation  of  this  association  is 
that  for  six  months  before  there  was  no  Masonic  unified  work,  and  we 
tried  to  get  information  in  all  sorts  of  ways  to  do  something  more 
effective  in  the  way  of  initiating  candidates,  in  the  way  of  receiving 
candidates  and  giving  degrees,  and  we  were  unable  to  get  any  authority. 
I  had  communicated  vdth  the  Temple  here  just  before  I  left  for  France 
to  try  to  get  some  information,  and  was  unable  to  get  any  at  the  time, 
although  I  was  able  to  take  over  a  copy  of  the  Masonic  burial  service 
and  a  Code  with  me.  They  were  very  useful,  because  nobody  else  had 
them. 

We  had  a  regular  organization, — elected  officers  every  three  months. 
We  tried  from  the  start  to  make  the  organization  truly  democratic,  espe- 
cially as  regards  the  Masonic  petition.  It  was  the  one  place  in  this 
hospital  city,  in  this  hospital  city  of  26,000  Americans,  where  a  private 
was  as  good  as  a  Colonel.  I  may  have  been  a  Colonel,  but,  nevertheless, 
in  that  organization  a  private  was  just  as  good;  and  to  show  what  we 
tried  to  do,  three-quarters  of  the  officers,  or,  rather,  three-quarters  of 
the  committee  men  were  enlisted  men,  while  two-thirds  of  the  members 
were  commissioned  officers.  We  tried  in  every  way  to  get  the  enlisted 
men  interested,  and  an  effort  that  was  made  to  remit  their  dues  met 
with  the  most  cordial  calling  down  that  I  ever  saw  any  Masonic  brother 
ever  give  anywhere,  in  a  lodge  or  the  outside,  by  some  of  the  men  who 
did  not  like  the  idea  of  being  treated  that  way  by  their  officers. 

We  had  a  rather  wonderful  experience  in  that  sense  that  we  could 
see  the  way  the  degrees  were  put  on  by  the  various  jurisdictions.  I  mean 
to  say,  one  night  was  California,  the  next  was  New  Jersey,  the  next 
week  might  be  Delaware,  the  next  week  Kentucky,  the  next  week  New 
York, — and  approximately  20  per  cent  of  the  brethren  came  from  the 
jurisdiction  that  you  preside  over.  Twenty  per  cent  came  from  New  York. 
We  were  fortunate  in  having  about  eight  Past  Masters  of  Blue  Lodges 
among  the  membership,  and  unfortunate  in  having  no  one  who  did  know 
Grand  Lodge  work  or  knew  anything  about  organized  Masonry  on  a 
large  and  big  scale.  We  were  unfortunate  in  that  particular.  We  had, 
for  instance,  no  leading  Knights  Templar,  and  no  leaders  of  the  Scottish 
Bite,  or  any  officers  of  any  Grand  Lodge,  and  in  that  respect  we  were 
unfortunate.  Of  course,  you  must  understand,  brethren,  that  many  offi- 
cers of  the  United  States  Regular  service,  who  are  Masons,  have  not 
had  the  opportunity  to  enjoy  the  association  with  lodges  and  the  inter- 
course with  Masons  the  way  you  have.  They  travel  from  one  place  to 
another.  Some  of  them  told  me  they  had  been  in  a  lodge  but  once  in 
five  years;  and  at  least  five  of  these  twelve  commanding  officers  I  speak 
of  came  from  the  Regular  service.  But  the  cordial  co-operation  was 
wonderful.     When  we  wanted  a  building  to  hold  our  first  meeting, —

there  was  a  reception  ward  that  had  been  used  two  days  for  bringing 
in  800  wounded  from  Chateau  Thierry, — and  I  went  to  the  commanding 
officer  and  told  him  I  wanted  a  place  for  the  Masons  to  meet,  and  he 
asked  me  which  I  wanted  or  what  I  wanted,  and  I  told  him  the  recep- 
tion ward  suited  me  very  well;  and  he  wrote  out  an  order  turning  the 
reception  ward  over  to  me  for  any  purpose  I  saw  fit  to  use  it  for.  There 
were  two  carpenters  who  happened  to  be  Masons,  and  they  made  as  fine 
an  Altar  as  you  ever  saw  in  your  life.  It  was  mad^  of  salvaged  lumber, 
and  we  had  all  the  chairs  and  everything  made  by  hand.  The  master 
electrician  of  the  camp  happened  to  belong  to  a  California  lodge,  and  he 
took  care  of  the  candles  for  us. 

I  had  control  of  480  men,  in  my  own  camp,  and  on  Masonic  nights 
an  orderly  who  happened  to  be  one  of  the  brethren  took  the  message 
around  to  each  one,  and  invited  them — each  one  of  them — to  show  up 
at  the  meeting.  And  then  they  marched  to  the  meeting,  just  the  way 
they  were  marched  to  church;  and  they  enjoyed  it  very  much,  because 
it  was  about  the  only  time  they  had  a  chance  to  march  along  with  their 
commanding  officers, — and  they  all  enjoyed  it.  At  least  I  presume  they 
enjoyed  it  from  that  standpoint.  I  took  it  for  granted  that  must  have 
been  the  only  reason. 

We  had  some  very  enjoyable  parties  there,  because  that  is  a  most 
important  factor.  Of  course  we  did  not  invite  any  outsiders,  although 
we  did  have  some  outside  talent.  One  of  the  Second  Lieutenants  with 
the  A.  E.  F.  came  and  suggested  to  me  that  there  was  a  man  who  lived 
in  a  place  about  30  miles  away  who  was  running  a  lumber  camp,  and 
that  he  had  among  his  assistants  a  jaasz  band  of  Alabama  niggers,  and 
we  decided  that  we  would  close  matters  early  in  the  Association 
and  see  if  we  could  get  this  band  brought  over.  Finally,  with 
the  aid  of  the  ambulances  he  brought  them  the  30  miles  to  perform  at  a 
banquet  we  were  having,  and  we  were  addressed  in  very  fraternal  lan- 
guage by  the  leader  of  the  band.  His  jurisdiction  I  know  not  of,  but 
he  had  some  language. 

And  we  were  always  appealing  for  things  in  that  center.  "Appealing 
for"  is  the  proper  expression,  because  they  had  to  be  appealing  at  times. 
We  were  always  doing  things  in  that  center  nobody  else  thought  of, 
and,  of  course,  having  all  the  authority  behind  us  we  got  away  with  it. 
There  was  never  any  question  how  we  did  it. 

At  one  of  the  meetings  of  the  Association  the  Surgeon  General  of 
the  United  States  was  elected.  He  eventually  was  the  Chief  Surgeon 
of  the  A.  E.  F.  He  was  elected  an  honorary  member ;  and  they  elected 
the  present  chief  surgeon  of  the  A.  E.  F.  an  honorary  member.  So  we 
had  the  medical  department  very  thoroughly  represented. 

We  were  able  to  conduct  memorial  services.  Masonic  services,  at  the 
graves,  at  times,  when  a  man  who  came  through  there  and  who  died 
in  the  hospital  as  a  patient.  I  will  never  forget  the  first  man,  because 
I  think  it  was  the  most  solemn  ceremony  I  have  ever  seen  of  a  Masonic 
service,  and  I  have  seen  a  number.  There  was  a  parade,  and  the  audi- 
ence numbered  over  a  thousand;  and  I  had  requested  and  received  per- 
mission for  the  band.  I  had  the  entire  band  there  from  the  center,  and 
everything  possible  was  done  that  anybody  could  do  to  give  anybody  an 
appropriate  and  illustrious  funeral.     But   the  setting  of  the   place  I 
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never  will  forget  I  am  not  going  into  any  of  the  details  for  your  benefit 
at  this  time,  but  some  day  it  will  be  given  to  you.  But  we  did  all  we 
could  for  these  brethren.  We  had  doctors  at  every  unit  whose  business 
it  was  to  examine  the  effects  of  every  man  who  died  to  see  if  he  was  a 
Mason,  and  inasmuch  as  ten  out  of  the  twelve  commanders  were  Masons 
you  can  imagine  it  was  done.  And,  incidentally,  there  did  not  happen 
to  be  any  Roman  Catholics,  so,  of  course,  it  was  done  without  any 
trouble. 

I  may  say,  as  was  mentioned  here,  we  never  enjoyed  the  Y.  M.  G.  A. 
We  never  had  the  Y.  M.  G.  A.  In  hospital  centers  we  did  not  have  any 
of  the  welfare  work,  except  the  Red  Cross.  That  is  bad  enough.  But 
we  did  not  have  any  of  the  rest  The  nearer  you  get  to  the  coast  the 
more  you  found  them. 

The  only  other  words — I  want  to  be  as  brief  as  I  can — I  can  talk 
to  you  all  the  time,  but  it  is  because  I  am  very  enthusiastic  about  it — 
the  only  other  words  I  have  to  say  is,  when  I  left  the  center  the  center 
was  disintegrating  rapidly.  Many  of  the  Masons  had  gone  away,  and 
there  were  only  about  2,000  patients  left ;  and  the  Lodge  decided — or  the 
Association  decided  to  quit  on  the  31st  day  of  January,  this  year,  and  as 
a  total  surprise  to  me,  when  I  left  on  the  14th,  having  been  sent  to 
Bordeaux,  they  presented  me  with  all  the  Masonic  records, — I  mean  the 
minutes,  the  constitution,  the  original  signatures  of  the  roll  of  the  mem- 
bers, and  all  the  various  cards  we  had  printed,  membership  cards,  and 
all  sorts  of  other  things,  and  all  sorts  of  copies  of  official  correspondence, 
including — I  have  a  letter  that  I  received  from  Mr.  Scudder  "Over  There" 
— everything  that  might  possibly  pertain  to  Masonry  in  that  section  of 
France.  And  they  presented  it  to  me  without  any  string  on  it,  and, 
therefore,  it  is  my  own  personal  property. 

And  I  hadn't  had  it  in  my  possession  ten  minutes  before  I  made  up 
my  mind  I  was  going  to  offer  it  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  my  own  State. 
I  am  hardly  a  fit  custodian  for  the  archives  of  233  Masons  from  33  juris- 
dictions. I  would  not  consider  a  safe  deposit  box  was  quite  honest 
enough  to  keep  them,  or  safe  enough.  I  have  carried  that  little  bundle 
in  my  hands  for  two  months  and  a  half,  for  I  don't  dare  let  it  go  any- 
where. I  don't  know  where  to  put  it.  The  Army  is  filled  with  petty 
thieves.  It  isn't  called  that  in  the  Army,  but  it  is  so  just  the  same. 
They  wouldn't  take  it  because  it  was  Masonic;  they  would  take  it  just 
because  they  wanted  to  look  at  it,  and  then  they  would  forget  to  return 
it  But  the  point  is  that  I  don't  dare  to  let  it  get  out  of  my  hands. 
I  can't  turn  it  over  to-day  because  there  are  two  or  three  things  that  are 
missing  that  I  haven't  been  able  to  get  here,  but  when  I  turn  it  over 
I  hope  it  will  be  in  such  shape  that  it  will  be  an  ornament  to  your 
collection.  I  will  also  present  the  Grand  Lodge  with  one  of  the  memo- 
rial tokens. 

I  have  only  one  other  thing  to  say, — a  little  matter  that  will  proba- 
bly interest  you  all.  We  had  in  the  neighborhood  of  our  camp  a  Protest- 
ant Church, — ^a  little  church  of  the  Reformed  Calvinistic  faith  in  France, 
— a  French  Protestant  Church;  and  occasionally  one  of  our  chaplains 
would  go  there,  and  he  came  in  one  day  and  suggested  to  the  then  chap- 
lain of  that  section  that  it  would  be  a  very  nice  thing  if  the  Masons 
would  leave  a  memorial  of  their  occupancy  of  France.     And  it  was 
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suggested  by  this  chaplain  that  it  would  be  very  nice  if  we  would  put 
in  a  stained  glass  window  in  the  church  in  the  city  of  Devins,  in  the 
central  part  of  France,  because  that  church  stood  on  what  was  formerly 
the  stronghold  of  Masonry  in  the  middle  ages.  So  the  Masonic  organi- 
zations of  all  that  neighborhood,  of  which  ours  was  the  senior  and  largest, 
got  together  and  subscribed  5,000  francs  to  do  this,  to  buy  those  windows. 
All  of  these  windows  have  some  Masonic  significance.  And  I  was  think- 
ing when  I  came  home  of  going  to  my  own  Lodge,  which  is  Continental 
here  in  New  York  City,  and  trying  to  beg,  borrow  or  steal  some  money 
out  of  them  for  another  window  over  there,  when  I  received  a  letter  the 
other  day  from  one  of  the  two  Roman  Catholic  chaplains  of  our  hos- 
pital center,  and  it  was  addressed  to  Dr.  Harrigan.  He  says,  "You 
will  be  pleased  to  know  that  all  the  windows  are  up  in  your  establish- 
ment in  this  City" — mentioning  it  by  name — meaning  that  the  Masons 
had  gotten  the  money  all  together.  And  when  I  left  that  center  he 
came  down  to  the  train,  and  saying  goodbye  to  me  told  me  he  was  very 
glad  to  know  that  he  was  surely  getting  contaminated,  that  he  would 
like  to  be  a  Freemason. 

M/.  W.'.  TowNSBND  Souddbk:  I  think  that  the  brother 
will  be  keenly  interested  to  know  that  on  Friday  a  week  ago 
I  went  to  the  finn  of  Maegher  &  Boyer  at  52  Rue  de  Mardale 
with  the  plans  for  the  windows  for  that  little  chapel,  and  ob- 
tained from  them  the  necessary  drawings  and  estimates  for  the 
installing  of  those  windows. 

Brother  Grand  Master,  I  think  we  ought  to  extend  thanks 
to  our  brother  for  these  records  which  he  is  going  to  present 
to  our  Grand  Lodge,  which  we  will  receive,  and  which  will  be- 
come the  nucleous  of  the  historical — ^what  will  we  call  it?

M.*.  W.'.  TowNSEND  Souddhr:  The  War  Collection, — ^yes, 
of  the  War  Collection,  which  doubtless  will  gather  here  as  our 
work  on  the  other  side  closes. 


REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  HISTORIAN 

R.'.  W.*.  OssiAN  H.  Lang^  Grand  Historian,  presented  the 
following  report,  which  was  received  and  its  recommendation 
adopted : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge: 

Last  year,  the  Grand  Lodge  adopted  a  resolution  caUing  upon  the 
Grand  Historian  to  prepare  and  present,  at  this  communication,  a  sum- 
mary account  of  the  history  of  Freemasonry  in  the  State  of  New  York, 
which  was  to  be  printed  in  proper  form  for  distribution.    Enlistment  in 
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war  service,  shortly  thereafter,  placed  upon  him  duties  which  made  it 
impossible  for  him  to  complete  the  work  assigned  to  him.  He  did  the  best 
he  could  do.  The  historical  summary  is  carried  to  the  crisis  created 
by  the  Morgan  excitement  and  consists  of  fourteen  chapters.  My  desire 
is  to  complete  the  work  as  speedily  as  possible.  As  I  have  been  asked 
to  continue  in  War  Gamp  Community  Service  through  the  period  of 
demobflisation,  I  fear  that  I  shall  not  be  able  to  present  the  completed 
summary  before  the  next  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Begging 
your  indulgence,  I  submit  herewith  to  your  fraternal  consideration  the 
result  of  jny  labors,  requesting  that  this  be  printed  in  the  Proceedings, 
and  that  my  time  to  complete  this  work  be  accordingly  extended. 

HISTORY  OF  FREEMASONRY  IN  THE  STATE  OF  NEW  YORK 

OHAPTEB  I 

Masonio  Beginnings  in  the  Pbovince  of  New  Yobk 

When,  where  and  how  Masonic  Lodges  first  came  into  existence  in 
Ck>lonial  New  York,  is  one  of  the  many  unsolved  questions  in  the  history 
of  our  fraternity.  It  is  quite  possible  that  there  were  Freemasons  to  be 
found  among  the  Colonists,  who  had  been  "made"  in  England  or  Scot- 
land, even  before  the  establishment  of  the  premier  Grand  Lodge  of 
England  (1717).  Jonathan  Belcher,  Governor  of  the  Colony  of  Massa- 
chusetts Bay,  became  a  Mason  in  1704.  There  may  have  been  others. 
In  the  Province  of  Pennsylvania,  a  Masonic  lodge  was  at  work,  in  1731, 
for  there,  in  February  of  that  year,  Benjamin  Franklin  was  made  a 
Mason.  That  lodge  was  working  without  legal  warrant,  but  it  worked, 
and  presumably  the  organizers  of  it  were  regular  Masons.  Irregular 
lodges  composed  of  regular  Masons  may  have  been  held  elsewhere. 

Before  the  establishment  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  in  1717, 
Masons  met  in  occasional  lodges  "by  inherent  right."  After  that,  this 
right  could  be  claimed  no  longer.  A  regulation  was  adopted  which  vested 
all  authority  for  the  conduct  of  Masonic  affairs  in  that  Grand  Lodge. 
This  regulation  read  as  follows: 

"The  privelege  of  assembling  as  Masons,  which  has  hitherto  been 
unlimited,  shall  be  vested  in  certain  lodges  of  Masons,  convened  in  cer- 
tain places;  and  every  lodge  hereafter  convened,  shall  be  legally  author- 
ized to  act  by  warrant  from  the  Grand  Master  for  the  time  being,  granted 
to  certain  individuals  by  petition,  with  the  consent  and  approbation  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  in  communication ;  and  without  such  warrant,  no  lodge 
shall  hereafter  be  deemed  regular  or  constitutional." 

On  St.  John  Baptist  Day,  in  1721,  further  regulations  were  adopted ; 
among  these  the  following: 

"If  any  set  or  number  of  Masons  shall  take  upon  themselves  to  form 
a  Lodge  without  the  Grand  Master's  warrant,  the  regular  Lodges  are  not 
to  countenance  them,  nor  own  them  as  fair  Brethren  and  duly  formed, 
nor  approve  of  their  acts  and  deeds,  but  must  treat  them  as  rebels,  until 
they  humble  themselves,  as  the  Grand  Master  shall  in  his  prudence 
direct,  and  until  he  approve  of  them  by  his  Warrant,  which  must  be 
signified  to  the  other  Lodges,  as  the  custom  is  when  a  new  Lodge  is  to 
be  registered  in  the  list  of  Lodges." 
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The  first  lodge  in  America  to  be  established  and  registered  in  accord- 
ance with  this  regulation,  was  one  now  known  as  St.  John^s,  in  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  which  was  constituted  on  August  31,  1733.  Then  fol- 
lowed Solomon's  Lodge,  at  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  in  1735,  and 
shortly  after,  either  in  the  same  year  or  in  1736,  Solomon's  Lodge,  at 
Savannah,  Georgia. 

As  irregular  assemblies  of  Masons  do  not  enter  into  the  scope  of  our 
inquiry,  we  are  safe  in  declaring  that  no  regular  and  duly  constituted 
lodge  existed  in  the  Province  of  New  York,  prior  to  1736. 

And  yet,  New  York  was  mentioned  in  an  official  document  emanating 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  as  early  as  1730.  For  on  June  6th 
of  that  year.  Colonel  Daniel  Coxe  was  given  a  deputation  appointing 
him  Provincial  Grand  Master  for  the  Provinces  of  New  York,  New 
Jersey  and  Pennsylvania.  This  deputation,  of  which  we  shall  speak 
more  fully  in  the  succeeding  chapter,  was  the  first  one  defining  Masonic 
jurisdiction  over  American  colonies. 

Colonel  Coxe  was  the  son  of  a  wealthy  physician  who  had  acquired 
large  possessions  in  America  and  served  as  governor  of  the  province  of 
New  Jersey  from  1687  to  1690.  He  was,  at  the  time  of  his  appointment 
as  Provincial  Grand  Master,  member  of  a  London  lodge.  The  deputa- 
tion was  for  a  period  of  two  years  only  and  was  seemingly  conferred 
merely  as  a  mark  of  honor  upon  a  brother  whose  material  interests  were 
identified  with  the  American  colonies.  If  more  substantial  expectations 
had  been  fostered,  they  were  not  realized.  Brother  Coxe  remained  in 
England  during  the  entire  period  covered  by  his  deputation,  enjoying  the 
distinction  of  being  Grand  Representative  of  three  American  provinces 
near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England.  He  certainly  did  not  exercise  his 
official  prerogatives  with  any  palpable  evidences  of  achievement  so  far 
as  Freemasonry  in  America  is  concerned. 

An  appointment  of  more  tangible  importance,  though  of  only  indirect 
concern  to  New  York,  was  that  of  Henry  Price,  who  was  made  Provin- 
cial Grand  Master  of  New  England  by  virtue  of  a  deputation  issued  to 
him  under  date  of  April  2,  1733,  by  the  Duke  of  Montagu,  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England.  Brother  Price  proceeded  at  once  to 
Boston  and  there  established,  on  August  31,  of  the  same  year,  the  first 
regular  Lodge  in  America,  at  "The  Bunch  of  Grapes  Tavern,"  in  Boston. 
His  zeal  for  the  development  of  the  fraternity  bore  fruit  not  only  in 
New  England  but  also  in  other  colonies,  notably  Pennsylvania.  In  rec- 
ognition of  these  services  his  authority  was  extended,  in  1734,  over  all 
North  America,  by  deputation  from  Grand  Master  Crawford  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  England. 

Robert  Tomlinson,  Esq.,  succeeded  Henry  Price  as  Provincial  Grand 
Master,  on  December  7,  1736.  He 'arrived  in  Boston  four  and  a  half 
months  later.  On  St.  John  Baptist  Day  was  held  the  first  public  pro- 
cession of  Masons  in  America.  This  demonstration  aroused  consider- 
able comment  in  the  colonies. 

On  November  26,  1737,  the  New  York  Gazette  printed  a  "letter  to  the 
editor,"  in  which  the  writer  warned  the  colonists  that  a  "Society  called 
Freemasons"  had  appeared  in  Great  Britain  and  had  "at  last  extended 
to  these  parts  of  America."    The  letter  ran  as  follows : 
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"There  being  a  new  and  unusual  sect  or  society  of  Persons  of  late 
appeared  in  our  native  Country,  and  from  thence  spread  into  some  other 
Kingdoms  and  Commonwealths,  and  at  last  has  extended  to  these  parts 
of  America,  their  Principles,  Practices  and  designs  not  being  known,  nor 
by  them  published  to  the  world,  has  been  the  reason  that  in  Holland, 
France,  Italy  and  other  Places  they  have  been  suppressed.  All  other 
societies  that  have  appeared  in  the  World  have  published  their  Principles 
and  Practices,  and  when  they  meet  set  open  their  Meeting  house  Doors 
for  all  that  will  come  in  and  see  and  hear  them,  but  this  Society  called 
FREEMASONS  meet  with  their  Doors  shut,  and  a  Guard  at  the  outside 
to  prevent  any  to  approach  near  to  hear  or  see  what  they  are  doing. 
And  so  they  do  not  publish  their  Principles  or  Practices,  so  they  oblige 
all  their  proselytes  to  keep  them  secret,  as  may  appear  by  the  severe 
oath  they  are  obliged  to  take  at  their  first  admittance,  which  Oath  is  as 
follows,  viz.: 

"I,  A.  B.,  hereby  solemnly  Vow  and  Swear  in  the  Presence  of 
Almighty  God  and  this  Right  Worshipful  Assembly,  that  I  will  Hail 
and  Conceal  and  never  Reveal  the  Secrets  or  Secrecy  of  Masons  or 
Masonry  that  shall  be  revealed  unto  me,  unless  to  a  true  and  lawful 
Brother  after  due  examination,  or  in  a  just  and  worshipful  Lodge  of 
Brothers  and  Fellows  well  met. 

"I  furthermore  promise  and  Vow,  that  I  will  not  Write  them,  Print 
them,  Mark  them,  Carve  them  or  Engrave  them  or  cause  them  to  Be 
Written,  Printed,  Marked  or  Engravel  on  Wood  or  Stone,  so  as  the 
Visible  Character  or  impression  of  a  letter  may  appear,  whereby  it 
may  be  unlawfully  obtained. 

"All  this  under  no  less  Penalty  than  to  have  my  Throat  cut,  my 
Tongue  taken  from  the  Roof  of  my  Mouth,  my  heart  pluck'd  from  under 
my  left  Breast,  then  to  be  buried  in  the  Sands  of  the  Sea,  the  Length  of 
a  Cable  Rope  from  Shore,  where  the  Tide  ebbs  and  flows  twice  in  24 
hours,  my  body  to  be  burnt  to  Ashes,  and  be  scattered  upon  the  Face 
of  the  Earth,  so  that  there  shall  be  no  more  Remembrance  of  me  among 
Masons.     So  help  me,  God!*' 

There  is  no  evidence  that  any  Masonic  Lodge  existed  in  New  York  at 
that  time  (1737) .  Nor  does  the  writer  of  the  "letter  to  the  editor"  suggest 
that  members  of  the  fraternity  were  beginning  to  organize  in  the  city. 
Well  informed  as  he  seems  to  be,  he  would  undoubtedly  have  said  so. 
As  it  was  he  merely  viewed  "with  alarm"  the  spread  of  Freemasonry  in 
the  "mother  country"  and  other  parts  of  Europe,  and  being  solicitous  for 
the  welfare  of  "these  parts  of  America"  felt  the  responsibility  of  calling 
from  his  watch  tower,  "From  these  snares  of  the  Devil,  O  Lord,  deliver 
us!" 

Some  time  between  the  date  of  the  letter  and  1739,  a  Masonic  lodge 
did  come  into  existence.  There  appeared  in  the  Oazeiie  of  January  22, 
1739,  an  announcement  which  represents  the  earliest  record  discovered 
thus  far  of  any  authorized  assembly  of  Masons  in  the  City  of  New  York 
as  follows: 

"Brethren  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Society  of  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons  are  desired  to  take  notice  that  the  Lodge  for  the  future 
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will  be  held  at  the  Montgomerie  Arms  Tavern  on  the  first  and  third 
Wednesday  of  every  month.    By  order  of  the  Grand  Master. 

"Ohables  Wood,  Secretary,^ 

On  September  24,  1739,  there  appeared  in  the  same  paper  another 
announcement  which  read  as  follows: 

"All  members  of  the  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Biasons  are  desired 
to  meet  on  Wednesday  next,  the  twenty-ninth  Inst.,  at  the  Montgomerie 
Tavern,  in  the  City  of  New  York,  at  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  By 
order  of  the  Grand  Master. 

"Charles  Wood,  Beoretary." 

The  Grand  Master  at  that  time  was  Captain  Richard  Biggs,  whose 
deputation  was  issued  on  November  16,  1737,  and  who  had  arrived  in 
New  York  on  May  21,  1738.  While  no  records  have  been  found  thus  far 
of  his  Masonic  activity,  the  Gazette  advertisements  suggest  that  he 
authorized,  if  he  did  not  initiate,  the  first  meetings  of  Masons  in  a  lodge. 

OHAPTEB  n 

Provingial  Grand  Masters  or  New  York 

DANIEL  OOXE 

The  earliest  mention  of  New  York  in  any  official  Masonic  record  is 
contained  in  the  deputation  issued  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  in 
1730,  appointing  Colonel  Daniel  Coxe,  of  New  Jersey,  Provincial  Grand 
Master  for  New  York,  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania.  The  document, 
accredited  by  the  Duke  of  Norfolk,  Grand  Master,  at  London,  on  the 
fifth  day  of  June,  1730,  is  preserved  in  the  archives  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  England.    It  reads,  in  part,  as  follows : 

"Whereas,  application  has  been  made  unto  us  by  our  Rt.  Worshipful 
and  well-beloved  Brother,  Daniel  Coxe,  of  New  Jersey,  Esqr.,  and  by 
several  other  brethren.  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  residing  and  about 
to  reside  in  the  Provinces  of  New  York,  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania, 
that  we  should  be  pleased  to  nominate  and  appoint  a  Provincial  Grand 
Master  of  the  said  Provinces:  Now,  know  ye  that  we  have  nominated, 
ordained,  constituted  and  appointed,  and  do  by  these  Presents  nominate, 
ordain,  constitute  and  appoint  Rt.  Worshipful  Brother,  the  said  Daniel 
Coxe,  Provincial  Grand  Master  of  the  Said  Provinces  of  New  York, 
New  Jersey,  and  Pennsylvania,  with  full  Power  and  Authority  to  nomi- 
nate and  appoint  his  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Wardens  for  the 
space  of  two  years  from  the  feast  of  St  John  the  Baptist  next  ensuing, 
after  which  it  is  our  will  and  pleasure,  and  we  do  hereby  ordain  that  the 
Brothers  who  do  now  reside  in  any  of  said  Provinces,  shall  meet 
on  the  feast  of  St  John  the  Baptist  to  elect  a  Provincial  Grand  Master 
who  shall  have  the  power  of  nominations  and  appointing  his  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  Wardens,  and  we  do  hereby  empower  our  said  Provincial 
Grand  Master  and  the  Grand  Master,  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  Grand 
Wardens  for  the  time  being,  for  us  and  in  our  place  and  stead  to  con- 
stitute the  Brethren  (Free  and  Accepted  Masons)  now  residing  or  shall 
hereafter  reside  in  said  parts  into  one  or  more  regular  Lodge  or  Lodges, 
as  he  shall  think  fit  and  as  often  as  occasion  shall  require." 
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After  enumerating  various  duties,  the  warrant  doses  with  these  words : 

"Lastly,  we  will  and  require  that  our  said  Provincial  Grand  Master 
for  the  time  being  or  his  Deputy,  do  annually  cause  the  brethren  to  keep 
the  feast  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist  and  dine  together  on  that  day  or 
(in  case  any  accident  should  happen  to  prevent  their  dining  together  on 
that  day)  any  other  day  near  that  time,  as  Provincial  Grand  Master 
shall  judge  most  fit,  as  is  done  here,  and  at  that  time  more  particolarly 
and  at  all  Quarterly  Communications,  we  do  recommend  a  General 
Charity  to  be  established  for  the  relief  of  poor  brethren  of  the  said 
Province." 

If  this  first  "Provincial  Grand  Master  of  North  America"  ever  made 
any  returns  there  is  no  mention  of  them  in  the  records  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  England.  One  thing  appears  to  be  settled,  and  that  is,  so  far 
as  New  York  is  concerned,  he  did  not  exercise  his  prerogative  to  consti- 
tute lodges. 

Provincial  Gband  Masters  for  America 

The  "Constitutions"  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  approved  in 
1737-8,  contain  a  list  of  deputations  sent  to  "Lodges  beyond  Sea."  This 
list  includes  the  following,  without  indicating  the  years  for  which  the 
appointments  were  made: 

"To  Daniel  Coze,  Esq.,  to  be  Provincial  Grand  Master  of  New  Jersey 
in  America. 

"To  Randolph  Tooke,  Esq.,  to  be  Provincial  Grand  Master  of  South 
America. 

"To  Robert  Tomlinson,  Esq.,  to  be  Provincial  Grand  Master  of  New 
England  in  America. 

"To  John  Hammerton,  Esq.,  to  be  Provincial  Grand  Master  of  South 
Carolina. 

"To  Capt  Richard  Riggs,  Esq.,  to  be  Provincial  Grand  Master  of 
New  York, 

RICHARD  RIGOS  AND  FRANCIS  OOELET 

Captain  Riggs,  who  was  appointed  Grand  Master  on  November  15, 
1737,  authorized  or  founded  the  first  Provincial  Grand  Lodge,  as  we  have 
already  mentioned.  His  successor  was  Francis  Goelet,  and  that  is  about 
all  we  know  of  him  as  a  Masonic  official. 

GEORGE    HARRISON 

Next  came  a  Grand  Master  who  really  took  an  interest  in  the  promo- 
tion of  BYeemasonry  and  accomplished  results  which  have  survived  to 
this  day.  His  name  was  George  Harrison.  He  was  appointed  by  Lord 
Craysford,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  on  June  9, 
1753.  On  December  27th  he  was  duly  installed,  the  ceremony  taking 
place  in  Trinity  Church,  New  York  City. 

A  newspaper  notice  which  appeared  in  the  Mercury  of  November  19, 
1753,  suggests  that  the  new  Grand  Master  was  resolved  to  have  his  ser- 
vice to  the  craft  begin  right,  by  having  proper  preparation  made  for  a 
noteworthy  installation.    The  notice  read: 

"The  members  of  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted 
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Mjisons  in  New  York,  are  desired  to  meet  at  the  Kings  Arms  Tavern, 
on  Wednesday,  the  19th  day  of  December,  on  business  of  importance. 
By  order  of  the  Grand  Master. 

H.  Gaine,  Secretary. 

The  installation  of  the  Grand  Master  was  reported  in  the  Mercury 
of  December  31,  1753,  with  an  editorial  postscript  "query*'  seemingly 
intended  to  please  the  "antis,"  as  follows: 

"On  Thursday  last  at  a  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Ancient  and  Worshipful 
Fraternity  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  a  Commission  from  the  Hon- 
orable John  Proby,  Baron  of  Graysfort,  in  the  Kingdom  of  Ireland, 
Grand  Master  of  England,  appointed  George  Harrison,  Esquire,  to  be 
Provincial  Grand  Master,  was  solemnly  published,  we  hear,  to  the 
universal  satisfaction  of  all  the  brethren  present,  after  which,  it  being 
the  festival  of  St  John  the  Evangelist,  service  at  Trinity  Church.  The 
order  in  which  they  proceeded  was  as  follows:  First  walked  the  Sword 
Bearer,  carrying  a  drawn  sword ;  then  four  Stewards  with  White  Maces, 
followed  by  the  Treasurer  and  the  Secretary,  who  bore  each  a  crimson 
damask  cushion,  on  which  lay  a  gilt  Bible,  and  the  Book  of  Constitution ; 
after  these  came  the  Grand  Wardens  and  Wardens ;  then  came  the  Grand 
Master  himself,  bearing  a  trunchion  and  other  badges  of  his  office,  fol- 
lowed by  the  rest  of  the  Brotherhood,  according  to  their  respective  ranks 
— ^Masters,  Fellow  Crafts  and  'Prentices,  to  about  the  number  of  fifty, 
all  clothed  with  their  jewels,  aprons,  white  gloves  and  stockings.  The 
whole  ceremony  was  concluded  with  the  utmost  decorum,  under  a  dis- 
charge of  guns  from  some  vessels  in  the  harbor,  and  made  a  genteel 
appearance.  We  hear  they  afterward  conferred  a  generous  donation  of 
fifteen  pounds  from  the  public  stock  of  the  Society  to  be  expended  in 
clothing  for  the  poor  children  belonging  to  our  charity  school ;  and  made  a 
handsome  private  contribution  for  the  relief  of  indigent  prisoners.  In 
the  evening,  by  the  particular  request  of  the  brethren,  a  comedy,  called 
The  Conscious  Lovers,  was  presented  at  the  Theatre  in  Nassau  Street 
to  a  very  crowded  audience.  Several  pieces  of  vocal  music,  in  praise  of 
the  Fraternity,  were  performed  between  the  acts.  An  epilogue  suitable 
to  the  occasion,  was  pronounced  by  Mrs.  Hallam,  with  all  the  grace  of 
gesture,  and  propriety  of  execution,  and  met  with  universal  and  loud 
applause. 

"Query:  Whether  the  performance  of  public  and  private  acts  of 
beneficence,  such  as  feeding  the  hungry  and  clothing  the  naked,  be  most 
correspondent  to  the  Genius  of  Christianity,  or  to  the  Institution  of  the 
Prince  of  Darkness?" 

Soon  after  the  coming  of  Grand  Master  Harrison  the  first  notices 
of  individual  lodges  began  to  appear.  The  Mercury  of  December  23, 
1768,  mentions  a  celebration  of  "the  Festival  of  St  John,"  to  be  held 
by  Temple  Lodge,  at  Fountain  Tavern.  Nine  years  later,  on  December 
28,  1767,  the  same  paper  speaks  of  a  proposed  St.  John  Evangelist  Fes- 
tival celebration  by  "the  brethren  composing  St.  John's  Trinity,  Union 
and  King  Solomon's  Lodges."  On  January  2,  1767,  we  read  that  the 
same  festival  was  celebrated  at  Trinity  Church  by  several  other  lodges, 
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among  them  Hiram  Lodge,  which  on  that  occasion  "contributed  alone 
one  hundred  pounds"  for  poor  relief. 

Grand  Master  Harrison  labored  zealously  for  the  extension  of  Free- 
masonry in  the  Privince  of  New  York.  Several  of  the  lodges  which  he 
warranted  have  continued  to  this  day.  If  he  could  have  remained  in 
office  until  the  breaking  out  of  the  Revolution,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
State  of  New  York  might  now  be  tracing  its  origin  to  a  warrant  from  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  England. 

8IB  JOHN   JOHNSON,   LAST  PBOVINCIAL  GRAND   MASTER 

Grand  Master  Harrison's  successor  in  office  was  Sir  John  Johnson, 
son  of  Sir  William,  the  distinguished  diplomat.  The  deputation  was 
issued  in  1767,  but  Sir  John  was  not  formally  installed  as  Grand  Master 
until  1771.  The  first  lodge  warranted  by  him  was  St.  George's,  No.  1, 
at  Schenectady,  on  September  14,  1774,  after  it  had  been  working  under 
a  dispensation  from  him  since  June  2l8t  of  that  year. 

The  struggle  for  independence  being  rife,  and  Sir  John  being  a  Tory 
of  the  Tories,  he  appointed  Dr.  Peter  Middleton  Deputy  Grand  Master 
and  devoted  his  energies  to  the  Royalist  cause.  Dr.  Middleton  issued  a 
warrant  to  St  John's  Regimental,  No.  1,  composed  of  brethren  belonging 
to  the  Colonial  army.  At  the  close  of  the  war  this  warrant  turned  up 
at  Clark's  Town  in  the  possession  of  some  brethren  located  there.  The 
Deputy  Grand  Master  also  issued  a  warrant,  in  1776,  to  Military  Union 
Lodge,  No.  1,  composed  of  brethren  in  the  Colonial  army  who  had  come 
from  Boston. 

This  ends  the  activity  of  deputations  emanating  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  England,  which,  as  Peter  Ross  has  pointed  out,  "not  only  intro- 
duced the  craft  into  New  York,  but  gave  it  stability  and  regularity." 

OHAPTEB  in 

Babldbst  Lodges  in  the  Province. 

In  the  preceding  chapter  was  given  a  description  of  the  ceremonies 
attending  the  installation  of  George  Harrison  as  Provincial  Grand 
Master.  There  we  learn  that  the  "Masters,  Fellow  Craft  and  'Prentices" 
participating  in  the  procession  numbered  about  fifty.  The  total  regular 
membership  probably  did  not  exceed  one  hundred. 

ST.  JOHN'S  lodge 

The  first  lodge  instituted  in  the  Province  may  have  been  Temple 
Lodge,  whose  celebration  of  St  John  Evangelist  Day,  in  1758,  was 
announced  in  the  New  York  Mercury  for  December  23d  of  that  year. 
It  is  more  likely,  however,  that  St.  John's  was  first  in  the  field.  The 
charter  of  St  John's  Lodge  dates  from  1757.  The  fact  that  it  heads  the 
list  of  lodges  published  in  the  Mercury  of  December  28,  1767,  may  be  re- 
garded as  corroborating  evidence  to  that  effect.  The  lodges  unting  in 
the  celebration  of  St  John  Evangelist  Day,  in  1767,  were  St.  John's, 
Trinity,  Union,  King  Solomon  and  Hiram.  The  only  one  of  these  city 
lodges  surviving  to  this  day  is  St  John's,  which  is  No.  1  on  the  present 
Grand  Lodge  roster. 
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UNION  NO.  1,  NOW  MOUNT  VERNON  LODGE  NO.  3 

The  oldest  lodge,  outside  of  New  York  City,  was  organized  at  Albany, 
under  a  copy  of  the  charter  of  Lodge  No.  74,  issued  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Ireland  to  brethren  of  the  second  Battalion  1st  Royals  (now  Royal 
Scots).  After  leaving  Great  Britain  and  serving  for  a  time  in  Nova 
Scotia,  the  Battalion  had  been  sent  to  Albany  and  was  located  there 
during  the  years  of  1758  and  1769.  The  officers,  according  to  the 
"Albany  Hand  Book,"  were  ''scholars  and  gentlemen"  and  "brought  with 
them,  and  kept  up,  a  large  and  valuable  library  of  rare  books,'*  which 
they  left  to  the  city  when  the  battalion  was  ordered  away  in  1769. 
No.  74  initiated  many  prominent  citizens  of  the  town  into  its  mysteries. 
When  the  command  was  ordered  to  a  new  field  of  duty,  the  officers  of 
the  lodge,  following  a  custom  of  the  time,  left  behind  them  a  copy  of 
their  Irish  warrant  to  enable  the  local  brethren  to  continue  their  Masonic 
meetings.    The  copy  was  endorsed  as  follows: 

"We,  the  Master,  Warden,  and  Brethren  of  a  Lodge  of  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons,  No.  74,  Registry  of  Ireland,  held  in  the  second  Bat- 
talion Royal,  adorned  with  all  the  honors,  and  assembled  in  due  form, 
Do  hereby  declare,  certify  and  attest,  that  Whereas,  our  body  is  very 
numerous. by  the  addition  of  many  new  members,  merchants  and  inhabi- 
tants of  the  City  of  Albany,  they  having  earnestly  requested  and  besought 
us  to  enable  them  to  hold  a  Lodge  during  our  absence  from  them,  and  we 
knowing  them  to  be  men  of  undoubted  reputations  and  men  of  skill  and 
ability  in  Masonry,  and  desirous  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  Graft: 
We  have,  therefore,  by  unanimous  consent  and  agreement,  given  them 
an  exact  and  true  copy  of  our  Warrant  as  above,  and  have  properly 
installed  Mr.  Richard  Cartwright,  Mr.  Henry  Bostwick  and  Mr.  Wm. 
Ferguson,  as  Assistant  Master  and  Wardens  of  our  body,  allowing  them 
to  sit  and  act  during  our  absence,  or  until  they,  by  our  assistance,  can 
procure  a  separate  WARRANT  for  themselves  from  the  GRAND 
LODGE  IN  IRELAND. 

"Given  under  our  hands  and  seal  of  our  Lodge  in  the  City  of 
ALBANY,  the  eleventh  day  of  April,  in  the  year  of  MASONRY,  6769, 
and  in  the  year  of  our  LORD  GOD  1769. 

John  Steadman,  Seoretary. 
Anias  Sutherland,  Master, 
Chables  Caldeb,  Senior  Warden, 
Thomas  Pabkeb,  Junior  Warden, 

The  lodge  continued  to  work  under  the  copied  warrant  until  Febru- 
ary 21,  1766,  when  it  was  granted  a  charter  as  Union  Lodge  No.  1,  by 
Provincial  Grand  Master  Harrison.  The  charter  was  confirmed  by  Sir 
John  Johnson,  Grand  Master,  on  July  30,  1773,  and  under  it  the  lodge 
continued  to  work  until  the  close  of  the  War  for  Independence.  After  a 
period  of  struggle  to  maintain  an  isolated  existence,  it  finally  surrendered 
its  Colonial  warrant  and  received  a  warrant  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  State  of  New  York,  on  January  6,  1807.  Its  present  name,  adopted 
at  that  time,  is  Mount  Vernon  Lodge  No.  3. 
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ST.  patbiok's  lodge 
On  May  3,  1766,  Grand  Master  Harrison  issued  a  charter  to  St. 
Patrick's  Lodge,  at  Johnstown. 

"Know  ye,"  the  warrant  begins,  "that  we,  of  the  great  trust  and  con- 
fidence reposed  in  our  worthy  and  well-beloved  brother,  the  Honorable 
Sir  William  Johnson,  Baronet,  do  hereby  constitute  and  appoint  him  to 
be  our  Master ;  Guy  Johnson,  Esq.,  Senior  Warden ;  Daniel  Glaus,  Esq., 
Junior  Warden,  and  John  Butler,  secretary  of  the  Saint  Patrick's  Lodge 
No.  8,  to  be  held  in  Johnson  hall,  in  the  county  of  Albany,  in  the  Pro- 
vince of  New  York." 

Sir  William,  as  the  name  of  his  lodge  suggests,  was  an  Irishman. 
He  had  come  to  America,  about  1735,  at  the  age  of  twenty,  and  soon  won 
great  distinction,  especially  for  his  remarkable  influence  with  the 
Indians,  whose  confidence  and  friendship  he  held  to  the  end  of  his  life. 
In  1755,  he  was  made  commander  of  the  provincial  troops,  and  soon 
after  became  Superintendent  of  Indian  Affairs.  Johnson  Hall,  which 
is  named  in  the  lodge  warrant,  was  his  baronial  residence,  at  Johnstown. 
He  died  on  July  11,  1774. 

Guy  Johnson,  the  Senior  Warden,  was  Sir  William's  son-in-law,  and 
held  the  post  of  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Indian  Affairs.  Daniel 
Glaus,  the  Junior  Warden,  was  also  a  son-in-law  of  Sir  William  and, 
becoming  distinguished  for  his  bravery  as  a  soldier,  rose  to  the  rank  of 
Golonel. 

The  original  charter  and  the  old  jewels,  which  are  now  in  the  pos- 
session of  the  lodge,  were  carried  away  by  Sir  John  Johnson,  when, 
loyal  to  the  Royalist  cause,  he  fled  to  Ganada,  during  the  Revolution. 
On  June  3,  1831,  Sir  John  returned  to  the  lodge  the  old  Provincial  War- 
rant, together  with  jewels,  mostly  of  silver  and  presented  to  it  by  Sir 
William  Johnson.  The  records  of  St.  Patrick's  Lodge  are  complete  from 
its  organization  in  1766  to  the  present  time.  The  lodge  is  No.  4  in  the 
present  State  list  of  lodges. 

ICASna'S  LODGE 

In  1767  a  warrant  had  been  issued  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England 
appointing  Sir  John  Johnson  Provincial  Grand  Master.  The  installa- 
tion not  taking  place  until  1771,  Grand  Master  Harrison  continued  to 
exercise  the  prerogatives  of  the  office  in  the  interim.  This  condition 
appears  to  have  created  some  confusion  in  the  minds  of  the  brethren. 

In  1768  George  Harrison  constituted  Masters'  Lodge,  at  Albany, 
which  is  at  present  No.  6  in  the  list  of  lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State.  William  Gamble  was  the  first  Master. 
The  following  year  Dr.  Samuel  Stringer  was  elected  to  the  East.  Under 
a  misapprehension  as  to  Grand  Master  Harrison's  powers.  Dr.  Stringer 
addressed  a  petition  to  Sir  John  Johnson  asking  that  a  new  warrant  be 
issued  and  the  lodge  designated  St.  John  the  Evangelist's  Lodge,  No.  2, 
of  Albany.  No  reason  was  given  for  the  requested  change,  but  the 
letter  accompanying  the  petition  stated,  "The  reasons  for  renewing  our 
warrant  are  many  and  urgent."     Sir  John  replied  promptly,  assuring 
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the  Master  and  the  brethren  of  his  good  will,  bnt  stating  plainly  that  he 
could  not  be  regarded  as  Orand  Master  until  after  his  installation.  The 
Albany  brethren  made  no  further  request  for  a  change,  and  the  lodge 
retained  its  original  name. 

Masters'  Lodge  became  very  popular.  Its  relation  with  "Ineffable 
Lodge  of  Perfection,"  organized  on  December  20,  1767,  appear  to  have 
been  particularly  intimate.  Both  bodies  united  in  the  building  of  a 
"house"  for  their  joint  accommodation  on  the  site  occupied  by  the  pres- 
ent beautiful  Masonic  Temple  of  Albany. 

The  "Ineffable"  managed  to  be  on  the  best  of  terms  with  the  lodges 
all  around.  It  joined  with  St  Patrick's  Lodge,  in  a  public  procession, 
in  1769,  and  celebrated  St  John  Evangelist  Day  in  fraternal  union 
with  St.  Oeorge's  of  Schenectady,  and  Union  and  Masters',  of  Albany, 
on  December  27,  1774. 

KINO   SOLOMON'S   LODGE 

The  last  lodge  known  to  have  been  warranted  by  Grand  Master 
Harrison  was  Solomon's  No.  1,  at  Poughkeepsie,  on  April  18,  1771. 
Robert  R.  Livingston,  Master  of  Union  Lodge,  New  York  City,  read  the 
warrant  and  installed  the  officers.  He  continued  to  take  an  active 
interest  in  the  lodge  throughout  his  long  and  noble  life.  The  most 
notable  event  in  the  history  of  this  once  prominent  lodge  was  probably 
the  visit  with  which  George  Washington  honored  it,  on  December  27, 
1782. 

The  brethren  were  almost  to  a  man  on  the  side  of  the  patriots. 
In  the  minutes  of  May  16,  1781,  appeared  this  significant  item : 

"Ordered,  that  the  name  of  Benedict  Arnold  be  considered  as  obliter- 
ated from  the  Minutes  of  this  Lodge." 

Solomon's  continued  in  more  or  less  active  operation  until  1827,  after 
that  year  it  failed  to  be  represented  in  the  Grand  Lodge  and  was  not 
heard  from  again. 

CHAPTER  IV 

The  Provincial  "Ancient"  Grand  Lodge 

The  charter  authorizing  the  establishment  of  "a  Provincial  Grand 
Lodge  in  the  City  of  New  York  and  Province  of  New  York"  emanated 
from  the  schismatic  "Grand  Lodge  of  the  Most  Ancient  and  Honorable 
Fraternity  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  according  to  the  Old  Constitu- 
tion.s,"  in  London,  then  under  the  Grand  Mastership  of  the  Duke  of 
AthoU,  on  September  5,  1881.  The  following  is  an  exact  copy  of  the 
text  of  this  precious  document,  now  in  the  archives  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  State  of  New  York : 

"No.  219 

Atholl,  Orand  Master.  (Seal) 
Wm.  Dioket,  D,  Q,  M. 
James  Jones,  B.  O,  W. 
Jas.  Read,  J.  G.  W. 
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TO  ALL  WHOM  IT  MAY  CONCERN 
We  the  Grand  Lodge,  of  the  Most  Ancient  and  Honorable  Fraternity 
of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  (according  to  the  old  Constitutions  grant- 
ed by  his  Royal  Highness  Prince  Edwin,  at  York,  Anno  Domini,  Nine 
Hundred  Twenty  and  Six,  and  in  the  year  of  Masonry,  Four  Thousand 
Nine  Hundred  Twenty  and  idix),  in  ample  form  assembled,  viz.:  The 
Right  Worshipful  and  Most  Noble  Prince  John  the  Third,  Duke,  Mar- 
quis and  Earl  of  Atholl,  Marquis  and  Ejarl  of  Tullibardine,  Earl  of 
Strathtay  and  Strathardle,  Viscount  of  Balquider,  Glenalmond  and  Olen- 
lyon.  Lord  Murray  Belveney  and  Gask,  Heretable  Captain  and  Constable 
of  the  Castle  and  Constabulary  of  Kincleaven,  Hereditary  Keeper  of 
Palace  of  Falkland,  one  of  Sixteen  Peers  of  Scotland,  and  in  that  part 
of  Great  Britain  called  England  and  Masonical  Jurisdiction  thereunto  be- 
longing, Grand  Master  of  Masons;  the  Right  Worshipful  William 
DicKBT,  Esquire,  Deputy  Grand  Master;  the  Right  Worshipful  Jamb8 
Jones,  Esquire,  Senior  Grand  Warden;  the  Right  Worshipful  Jamss 
Read,  Esquire,  Junior  Grand  Warden;  with  the  approbation  and  con- 
sent of  the  Warranted  Lodges  held  within  the  Cities  and  Suburbs  of 
London  and  Westminster,  do,  by  these  Presents,  authorize  and  empower 
our  Trusty  and  Well-beloved  Brethren,  Free  and  Accepted  Ancient 
Masons,  who  at  the  time  of  this  present  writing,  are  or  hereafter  shall 
become  Inhabitants  of  the  Province  of  New  York,  in  North  America,  to 
congregate,  form  and  hold  a  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  in  the  City  of  New 
York  and  Province  of  New  York,  aforesaid,  independent  of  any  former 
Dispensation,  Warrant  or  Constitution,  ordered,  given  or  granted  by 
US,  or  any  of  our  Predecessors,  Grand  Masters  of  England,  to  any  Mason 
or  Masons  residing  within  the  Masonical  Jurisdiction,  aforesaid;  such 
Provincial  Grand  Lodge,  when  duly  constituted,  to  be  held  Annually, 
Half-yearly,  Quarterly,  Monthly,  or  at  any  seasonable  Time  or  Times 
as  occasion  shall  require.  And  we  do  hereby  nominate,  constitute  and 
appoint  Our  Right  Trusty  and  Well-beloved  Brother  the  Reverend  Wil- 
liam Waltbb,  Master  of  Arts,  to  be  our  Provincial  Grand  Master ;  our 
Right  Trusty  and  Well-beloved  Brother  John  Stedholme  Bbowning, 
Esquire,  to  be  our  Provincial  Senior  Grand  Warden;  and  our  Right 
Trusty  and  Well-beloved  Brother  the  Reverend  John  Beabdslct, 
Master  of  Arts,  to  be  our  Provincial  Junior  Grand  Warden,  with  the 
Masonical  Jurisdiction  aforesaid;  who  together  with  the  aforesaid  Pro- 
vincial Grand  Master  and  his  Deputy,  when  appointed  and  installed,  and 
Provincial  Grand  Wardens,  shall  be  addressed  by  the  Stile  and  Title  of 
the  Right  Worshipful  Provincial  Grand  Master,  Grand  Wardens,  etc. 
And  we  do  hereby  further  authorize  and  impower  our  said  Right  Wor- 
shipful Provincial  Grand  Master,  William  Walteb,  his  Deputy,  and 
Grand  Wardens,  John  Stedholme  Bbowning,  Esq.,  and  John  Beabdb- 
let,  with  the  Approbation  and  Advice  of  their  Grand  Lodge,  to  grant 
Dispensations,  Warrants  and  Constitutions,  for  the  congregating  and 
making  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  forming  and  holding  of  Lodges  with- 
in the  Jurisdiction  aforesaid,  according  to  the  most  Ancient  and  Honor- 
able Custom  of  the  Royal  Craft,  in  all  Ages  and  Nations  throughout  the 
known  World.     And  we  do,  by  these  Presents,  further  authorize  and 
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impower  our  said  Trusty  and  Right  Worshipful  Brethren,  the  ProTln- 
cial  Grand  Master,  Grand  Wardens  and  their  legal  Successors,  when  in 
regular  Grand  Lodge  formed,  to  hear,  adjust,  and  impartially  determine 
all  and  singular  Matters  of  Complaint,  Dispute,  Debate  or  Controversy, 
relative  to  the  Craft  within  the  Jurisdiction  aforesaid ;  strictly  requiring 
all  and  every  of  our  Worthy  and  Loving  Brethren  within  the  Jurisdic- 
tion aforesaid  to  be  conformable  to  all  and  every  of  the  Good  Rules, 
Orders,  Issues  and  Decrees,  which  shall  from  Time  to  Time  be  ordered, 
issued  or  decreed  by  the  said  Right  Worshipful  Provincial  Grand  Lodge ; 
— herein  reserving  to  ourselves  our  ancient  Prerogative  of  Hearing 
Appeals,  and  Administration  of  such  Things  as  shall  {bona  fide)  appear 
absolutely  necessary  for  the  Hbnor  and  Benefit  of  the  Craft  in  General. 
And  lastly,  we  do  hereby  authorise  and  impower  our  said  Trusty  and 
Right  Worshipful  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Wardens,  together  with 
their  lawful  Associates,  being  the  installed  Masters,  Wardens,  and  Past 
Masters  of  the  Regular  Lodges  within  the  Jurisdiction  aforesaid,  in 
Grand  Lodge  assembled,  to  nominate,  chuse  and  install,  their  Succes- 
sors to  whom  they  shall  deliver  this  Warrant,  and  invest  them  with  their 
particular  Jewels  and  Masonical  Powers  and  Dignities  as  Provincial 
Grand  Officers,  etc.,  etc.,  etc.  And  such  Successors  shall  in  like  Manner 
nominate,  chuse  and  install,  etc.,  their  Successors,  etc.,  etc.,  such  Instal- 
lation to  be  upon  or  near  every  Saint  John's  Day  the  Twenty-fourth  of 
June,  during  the  Continuance  of  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  for  ever. 
Providing  the  said  Right  Worshipful  William  Walteb,  John  Sted- 
HOLME  Bbowninq,  Esqr.,  John  Bbabdblby,  and  all  the  Successors, 
Grand  Officers  of  the  said  Provincial  Grand  Lodge,  do  continually  pay 
due  Respect  to  the  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Most  Ancient 
and  Honourable  Fraternity  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  by  whom  this 
Warrant  is  granted,  otherwise  this  Warrant  and  Constitution  to  be  of 
no  Force  nor  Virtue.  Given  under  our  Hands  and  Seal  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  in  London,  the  Fifth  day  of  September,  in  the  Tear  of  our  Lord, 
One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  Eighty  and  One,  in  the  year  of  Masonry, 
Five  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  Eighty  and  One,  and  in  the  Seventh  Year 
of  the  Grand  Mastership  of  His  Grace  the  Duke  Atholl,  etc.,  etc.,  etc. 

Chas*b  Bearblock, 
(Seal)  Grand  Beoreiary. 

The  first  meeting  under  the  authority  of  this  warrant  was  held  in 
Roubalet's  Assembly  Hall,  New  York  City,  on  December  6,  1782.  There 
were  present  the  Rev.  William  Walter,  Grand  Master,  and  the  other 
officers  mentioned  in  the  warrant,  together  with  the  representatives  of 
nine  lodges,  one  of  them  under  dispensation.  Six  of  these  lodges  were 
connected  with  British  regiments  located  in  New  York  City.  The  other 
three  were  No.  169,  Ancient  York  Masons,  afterward  named  St.  Andrew's 
Lodge,  which  was  most  active  in  the  formation  of  the  Grand  Lodge; 
Solomon's  Lodge,  No.  212,  and  No.  210,  afterward  Temple  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Master  appointed  James  McCuen,  Past  Master  of  Lodge 
No.  169,  as  Provincial  Deputy  Grand  Master.  The  following  officers 
were  chosen  by  election  and  duly  installed: 

Grand  Secretary:  William  Cock,  Master  of  No.  212. 
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Deputy  Grand  Secretary :  James  Clarke,  secretary  of  No.  109. 

Grand  Treasurer:  Joshua  Watson,  Master  of  No.  210. 

Grand  Deacons:  John  L.  Chevallier  Roome,  of  No.  160;  George 
Clark  of  No.  210,  CoUom  Homfries,  of  No.  212;  Charles  Morris,  of 
No.  213. 

Grand  Stewards:  Archibald  McNeU,  of  No.  169;  OUve  Burdet,  ot 
No.  210;  Huggeford,  of  No.  212 ;  Alexander  Melvil,  of  No.  213. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  only  one  of  the  regimental  lodges,  No.  213, 
was  represented  among  the  elected  officers.  No.  213  was  composed  of 
brethren  of  the  4th  Battalion,  Royal  Artillery.  The  Grand  Master 
was  a  member  of  No.  160 ;  the  Senior  Grand  Warden,  of  No.  441,  under 
the  registry  of  Ireland,  in  the  38th  Regiment;  the  Junior  Grand  War- 
den, of  No.  210. 

After  paying  due  homage  to  the  Grand  Officers,  the  lodges  which  were 
represented  surrendered  their  warrants  and  received  them  again  as  com- 
ing from  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York. 

The  second  meeting  was  held  on  St.  John  Evangelist  Day,  Decem- 
ber 27,  1782,  when  all  the  officers  and  brethren  repaired  in  procession 
to  St.  Paul's  Chapel  to  listen  to  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Seabnry, 
one  of  the  Brotherhood. 

Reoxtlabs  Hbajled  by  Ibbegulabs 
The  Grand  Lodge,  as  we  have  noted,  was  organized  under  a  war- 
rant from  the  schismatic  "Ancients."  The  regular  lodges  warranted  by 
the  premier  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  contemptuously  called  **Modems," 
were  excluded  from  membership.  The  first  work  done  by  the  Provin- 
cial Grand  Lodge,  in  1783,  was  to  provide  for  the  acceptance  of  the 
"Moderns."    On  January  2,  1783,  it  was  voted : 

"that  a  Modern  Master  Mason,  known  to  be  such,  may  be  healed  and 
admitted  into  the  mysteries  of  the  Ancient  Craft,  in  the  manner  deter- 
mined upon  this  evening,  and  that  the  same  be  recommended  to  the 
several  Lodges  under  this  jurisdiction,  of  which  the  several  Masters  and 
Wardens  present,  are  desired  perfectly  to  understand,  and  communicate 
the  same  to  their  respective  Lodges." 

Tbinitt  Lodge 
Of  the  lodges  which  organized  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge,  only  one 
has  continued  to  this  day.  It  is  No.  210.  Thanks  to  the  careful  re- 
searches of  Dr.  Robert  W.  Reid,  Pastmaster  of  Washington  Lodge,  there 
is  available  a  well  authenticated,  though  brief  account  of  its  early  his- 
to^.  The  charter  under  which  it  was  organzied  emanated  from  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  "Andents,"  under  date  of  February  20,  1779.  The  mem- 
bership consisted  principally  of  British  officials  and  Tory  sympathizers 
stationed  or  resident  in  New  York  City.  No.  210  became  Jerusalem 
Lodge,  No.  4,  in  1789.  Dissensions  engendered  by  the  political  upheav- 
als of  the  period  led,  in  1795,  to  a  division  into  two  Lodges:  Trinity, 
No.  10,  and  Phoenix,  No.  11.  Trinity  is  No.  12  on  the  roster  of  the 
present  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State.  Phoenix  itself  is  no  longer  in  exist- 
ence, but  an  offshoot,  warranted  in  1800,  is  very  much  alive ;  it  is  Wash- 
ington Lodge,  No.  21. 
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More  Heaung 
The  first  petition  to  be  made  ^'Ancients"  came  from  St  John's,  No.  4. 
It  was  received  and  granted  by  the  February  communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge.  The  Master  and  Wardens  were  admitted,  agreeably  to  the 
form  determined  upon.  They  then  repaired  to  their  lodge  and  "healed 
and  admitted"  the  brethren.  At  an  Emergent  Communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  held  on  February  13th,  report  was  rendered  and  a  war- 
rant issued  to  St.  John's.  This  lodge  had  been  an  irregular  offshoot  of 
St.  John's,  No.  2.  It  seems  that  the  charter  of  No.  2  had  been  carried 
away,  in  1776,  by  members  loyal  to  the  cause  of  the  United  States.  The 
military  brethren  and  others  on  the  British  side,  who  had  been  mem- 
bers of  the  Lodge,  though  left  without  a  warrant,  decided  to  continue 
their  meetings.  Their  admission  into  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  was 
actually  the  first  warrant  granted  to  them,  and  the  reference  to  "healing" 
was  a  mere  euphemism. 

Evacuation  Days 

Political  events  began  to  reveal  that  the  independence  of  the  United 
States  was  assured.  New  York  was,  at  this  time,  the  only  place  of 
importance  still  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  British.  The  shifting 
of  army  officers  and  troops  showed  its  effects  in  the  Grand  Lodge  which, 
as  already  suggested,  was  essentially  a  Royalist  organization. 

In  May,  1783,  James  McGuen  resigned  the  Deputy  Grand  Master* 
ship;  Archibald  Cunningham,  of  No.  160,  became  his  successor.  Joshua 
Watson,  the  Grand  Treasurer,  having  been  ordered  to  Halifax,  Junior 
Warden  Kerr,  of  No.  169,  was  chosen  in  his  place.  On  June  5th,  the 
Rev.  John  Beardsley  resigned,  intending  to  leave  the  city,  and  William 
Cock,  Master  of  No.  210,  was  elected  Junior  Grand  Warden.  The  new 
officers  were  installed  at  the  celebration  of  St  John  Baptist  Day. 

On  August  5th,  a  Committee  of  Charity  was  established,  to  whom  all 
petitions  of  indigent  brethren  were  to  be  referred  and  who  were  invested 
with  power  "to  grant  relief,  such  as  the  circumstances  may  appear  to 
require  and  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  permit."  This  was  the 
beginning  of  the  Grand  Stewards'  Lodge. 

November  25,  1783,  had  been  fixed  upon  by  the  victorious  American 
Army  as  the  day  when  the  British  troops  were  to  evacuate  New  York 
City.  In  anticipation  of  this  memorable  event  a  **Grand  Lodge  of  Emer- 
gency" was  held  on  September  19th,  to  discuss  the  propriety  of  "leaving 
the  Grand  Warrant  in  New  York  City."  It  was  finally  resolved  that  the 
Warrant  should  "remain  in  the  care  of  such  brethren  as  may  hereafter 
be  appointed  to  succeed  the  present  Grand  Officers,  the  most  of  whom 
are  under  the  necessity  of  leaving  New  York  upon  the  removal  of  His 
Majesty's  troops." 

Dr.  Walter,  whose  British  sympathies  had  always  been  very  pro- 
nounced and  who  was  chaplain  of  De  Lancey's  3d  Battalion,  was  com- 
pelled to  leave  New  York  for  Nova  Scotia.  He  presented  his  resignation 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  Mastership  on  September  19,  1783,  and  took  affec- 
tionate leave  of  the  lodge  and  brethren.  On  his  nomination,  Junior  Grand 
Warden  Cock  was  elected  and  installed  as  Grand  Master.  It  was  degided 
that  meetings  should  be  held  one  in  two  months,  instead  of  every  month. 
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Shortly  after,  the  Grand  Lodge  communications  were  made  quarterly. 
The  "Committee  of  Charity  of  Stewards'  Lodge"  was  appointed  to  meet  on 
the  third  Wednesday  of  each  month.  This  organization  acquired  such 
influence  and  power  in  the  course  of  time  and  as  a  sort  of  inner  circle 
assumed  direction  of  the  affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  until  becoming  un- 
popular it  was  abolished,  in  1854. 

At  the  meeting  of  February  4,  1784,  at  which  the  first  Grand  Stew- 
ards' Lodge  was  appointed.  Grand  Master  Cock  resigned  his  office  and 
nominated  as  his  successor  the  Hon.  Robert  R.  Livingston,  ChanceUor 
of  the  State  of  New  York.  The  election  of  this  distinguished  American 
closed  the  existence  of  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  and  opened  the  his- 
tory of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

OHAFTEB  y 
ChAITCELLOB  RoBEBT  R.  LiVINaSTON 

Chancellor  Livingston  had  been  Master  of  old  Union  Lodge,  which 
was  started  under  auspices  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  and  probably 
suspended  labors  during  the  stress  of  the  Revolution.  The  warranting 
of  a  ** Union  Lodge,  No.  8»"  on  November  29,  1783,  suggests  that  the 
remnant  of  the  former  organization  was  admitted  to  membership  Novem- 
ber 29,  1783,  for  the  very  purpose  of  identifying  the  Chancellor  with 
the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge,  thereby  paving  the  way  for  his  elevation 
to  the  Grand  Mastership. 

Although  only  about  thirty-six  years  old,  when  he  became  Grand 
Master,  Robert  R.  Livingston  had  won  many  honors  in  the  political 
field,  and  his  name  was  respected  throughout  the  country.  He  was  a 
delegate  to  the  first  Colonial  Congress,  in  1766,  and  was  prominent  in 
its  deliberations.  Later  he  served  in  the  Provincial  Congress.  He  was 
elected  to  the  Continental  Congress  in  1776.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
committee  with  Thomas  Jefferson,  John  Adams,  Benjamin  Franklin  and 
Roger  Sherman  to  draw  up  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  When  the 
new  government  was  constituted  he  became  Secretary  of  Foreign  Affairs 
and,  in  1783,  was  appointed  Chancellor  of  the  State  of  New  York.  His 
advocacy  of  the  adoption  of  the  Federal  Constitution  helped  to  bring 
New  York  into  line.  At  the  inauguration  of  the  first  President  of  the 
Republic  it  was  he  who  administered  the  oath  of  office  to  George  Wash- 
ington. In  1801,  he  was  appointed  United  States  Minister  to  France 
by  President  Jefferson,  and  he  negotiated  successfully  for  the  Louisiana 
purchase.  His  services  to  New  York  and  to  the  United  States  won  him 
a  high  place  in  the  affections  of  the  people,  and  his  death,  in  1813,  was 
mourned  as  a  public  calamity. 

OHAPTEB  VI 

St.  John's  WASHmoTOiT  Bible 

We  have  referred  to  the  fact  that  Grand  Master  Livingston,  by  virtue 
of  his  office  as  Chancellor  of  the  State,  administered  to  George  Wash- 
ington the  inauguration  oath,  on  April  30,  1789.  There  is  connected 
with  this  event  an  incident  of  keenest  interest  to  the  fraternity : 

The  marshal  of  the  day  was  General  Jacob  Morton,  who  was  Master 
of  St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  1,  at  that  time  and  later  became  Grand  Master 
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of  the  State.  When  Chancellor  Livingston  rose  to  perform  the  part  of 
the  program  assigned  to  him,  it  was  found  that  no  Bible  had  been  pro- 
vided. From  the  Federal  Hall,  on  Wall  Street,  where  the  inaugura- 
tion of  the  first  President  of  the  Republic  took  place,  to  the  meeting 
rooms  of  St  John's  Lodge  was  only  a-  few  steps.  General  Morton  went 
qickly  and  brought  the  altar  Bible  of  the  Lodge,  with  its  cushion  of 
crimson  velvet  Upon  this  Masonic  Bible  the  first  President  was  sworn. 
After  repeating  the  oath  of  office,  he  bowed  reverently  and  kissed  the 
page  of  the  sacred  book  on  which  his  right  hand  had  rested.  There  was 
a  moment  of  profound  silence.  Then  Chancellor  Livingston  exclaimed 
solemnly  and  with  loud  voice,  "Long  Uve  George  Washington,  President 
of  the  United  States !"  The  tension  with  which  the  assembled  multitude 
of  people  had  followed  the  simple  ceremonies  of  the  inauguration  was 
released.  A  thousand  voices  joined  in  the  acclamation  as  with  one  voice, 
''Long  live  George  Washington !"  The  President  thereupon  proceeded  to 
the  Senate  chamber  to  deliver  his  first  address  as  Chief  Magistrate  of 
the  free  and  independent  Union  of  States. 

The  Bible  used  on  this  occasion  was  returned  to  the  Lodge,  in  whose 
possession  it  has  remained  to  this  day.  The  pages  on  which  the  hand 
of  George  Washington  had  rested  and  which  received  the  imprint  of  his 
reverent  kiss  have  been  skillfully  mounted  with  transparent  silk  to  pre- 
serve them  from  defacement    The  pages  are  those  of  Genesis,  Chapter  49. 

The  Bible  bears  the  publication  date  of  1767.  It  was  presented  to 
the  Lodge  by  Jonathan  Hampton,  on  November  28,  1775,  the  night  on 
which  he  was  elected  and  installed  as  Master.  The  cover  bears  in  gold 
lettering  this  inscription,  "God  shall  establish.  St  John's  Lodge  consti- 
tuted 5757.  Burnt  down  8th  March,  5770;  rebuilt  and  opened  Novem- 
ber 28,  5770;  officers  then  presiding:  Jonathon  Hampton,  Master;  Wil- 
liam Butler,  Senior  Warden,  Isaac  Heron,  Junior  Warden." 

On  a  page  inserted  after  the  inauguration  of  the  first  President  we 
read  these  beautifully  engrossed  words: 

"On  this  sacred  volume,  on  the  30th  day  of  April,  A.  L.  5789,  in  the 
City  of  New  York,  was  administered  to  George  Washington,  the  first 
President  of  the  United  States  of  America,  the  oath  to  support  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States.  This  important  ceremony  was  performed 
by  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  of-  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of 
the  State  of  New  York,  the  Honorable  Robert  B.  Livingston,  Chan- 
cellor of  the  State." 

"Fame  stretched  her  wings  and  with  her  trumpet  blew. 

Great  Washington  is  near,  what  praise  is  due? 
What  title  shall  he  have?    She  paused  and  said: 
*Not  one — his  name  alone  strikes  every  title  dead.' " 

OHAFTES  vn 
Establishment  of  the  Sovebeign  Gband  Lodge  of  the  State 
When  Robert  R.  Livingston  assumed  the  Grand  Mastership,  in  1784, 
the  British  Army  lodges  had  disappeared.  The  only  lodges  united  in 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York,  at  the  time  of  his  election 
were  Nos.  169,  210,  212,  St.  John's,  No.  4,  Hiram,  No.  5.  and  Union, 
No.  8,  all  of  them  located  in  New  York  City. 
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St.  John's,  No.  4,  was  composed  of  a  remnant  which  had  taken  pos- 
session of  the  property  of  St.  John's,  No.  2,  when  the  warrant  of  the 
latter  lodge  had  been  removed  from  the  city,  at  the  outbreak  of  the 
Revolution,  in  1776.  How  No.  4  managed  to  secure  a  warrant  from  the 
Provincial  Grand  Lodge  and  thereby  assumed  a  legalized,  separate  exist- 
ence, we  have  already  noted.  It  continued  as  such  for  a  time,  till  the 
regular  parent  body  joined  the  Grand  Lodge,  when  a  union  was  effected 
between  the  two,  and  No.  2  took  its  place  at  the  head  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  roster. 

Hiram,  No.  5,  was  originaVy  an  Army  Lodge  which  probably  left 
its  warrant  behind,  or  else  furnished  a  copy  of  its  warrant  to  the  breth- 
ren remaining  in  New  York,  after  Evacuation  Day. 

Union,  No.  8,  had  been  "healed"  and  admitted  to  Grand  Lodge  mem- 
bership in  1783,  and  was  the  only  lodge,  so  far,  which  could  trace  its 
authority  to  a  warrant  from  the  regular  Grand  Lodge  of  England. 

Nos.  169,  210  and  212  were  "Ancient,"  as  was  the  charter  which 
created  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York. 

The  only  other  lodges  in  New  York  City,  not  yet  affiliated  with  the 
Grand  Lodge,  were  St.  John's  No.  2,  and  Royal  Arch,  No.  8.  Temple 
Lodge,  if  in  existence,  was  dormant  and  never  came  to  life  again. 

The  lodges  in  the  State,  outside  of  New  York  City,  were  all  of  them 
"Modem."  At  Johnstown  was  St.  Patrick's;  at  Poughkeepsie,  Solo- 
mon's; at  Schenectady,  St.  George's;  at  Clark's  Town,  St.  John's.  A 
warrant  had  been  issued  also  to  a  lodge  on  Long  Island,  but  it  was  never 
heard  of  as  being  active. 

The  first  problem  confronting  the  Grand  Master  was  how  to  gather 
into  the  Grand  Lodge  the  Lodges  established  under  authority  of  the 
premier  Grand  Lodge  of  England.  Fortunately,  the  dissension  between 
the  "Modems"  and  "Ancients"  in  Great  Britain  had  never  troubled  the 
American  brethren  very  pronouncedly.  Unsettled  conditions  prevailing 
everywhere,  the  question  of  authority  between  Grand  Lodges  aroused  lit- 
tle. If  any,  partisan  contentions.  Scottish  or  Irish  registry,  "Modem" 
or  "Ancient"  supremacy — ^why  bother  about  it?  Few  lodges  could  "read 
their  title  clear."    Organization  was  the  need  of  the  hour. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  old  authority  vested  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
in  England  in  Sir  John  Johnson  was  still  in  existence.  However,  the 
ardent  Royalist  was  a  fugitive  from  his  native  country  and  had  taken 
with  him  his  own  warrant  and  also  that  of  St.  Patrick's  Lodge,  of  Johns- 
town. His  Deputy,  Dr.  Middleton,  had  died,  and  no  one  had  been  ap- 
pointed to  take  his  place.  The  AthoU  charter,  therefore,  was  the  only 
warrant  giving  the  Masons  in  the  State  of  New  York  the  privilege  to 
meet  in  Grand  Lodge.  That  simplified  the  process  of  assimilation  and 
union. 

Chancellor  Livingston  having  himself  been  Master  of  a  lodge  origi- 
nally identified  with  the  "Modem,"  made  it  easier  to  minimize  any  ex- 
isting scmples.  Right  after  he  had  been  duly  installed,  inducted  in  the 
chair  and  proclaimed  Grand  Master,  St  John's,  No.  2,  and  Royal  Arch; 
No.  8,  surrendered  their  warrants  and  joined  the  State  Grand  Lodge. 
At  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Emergency,  held  on  June  23,  1784,  other  "Mod- 
eras"  appeared.    There  were  present  also  representatives  of  Union  and 
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Masters',  of  Albany;  of  Solomon's,  of  Poughkeepsie,  and  of  St.  John's, 
of  Clark's  Town,  who  "acknowledged  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  were  accorded  seats."  The  most  obstreperous  dissenter,  the  yener* 
able  Peter  W.  Yates,  for  thirty-seven  years  Master  of  Union  Lodge,  at 
Albany,  was  elected  Senior  Grand  Warden,  soon  after. 

These  were  the  Grand  Lodge  officers  in  1784: 

Robert  B.  Livingston,  Grand  Master;  James  Seidler,  Junior  Grand 
Warden ; 

Samuel  Kerr,  Deputy  Grand  Master;  Daniel  McGormick,  Grand 
Treasurer ; 

Peter  W.  Yates,  Senior  Grand  Warden;  John  Lawrence  and  James 
Giles,  Joint  Secretaries. 

The  new  Senior  Grand  Warden  was  not  present  at  the  election,  but 
we  learn  from  the  minutes  that  "a  letter  from  the  Right  Worshipful 
Peter  W.  Yates,  Esquire,  was  read,  representing  that  the  patent  of  St. 
Patrick's  Lodge,  Tyrone  County,  was  taken  off  to  Canada  or  destroyed, 
and  recommends  Brothers  Zephaniah  Batcheller  as  Master,  Robert 
Adams,  Senior,  and  Christopher  P.  Yates,  Junior  Warden,  for  a  new  one. 
In  consequence  of  the  above  recommendation  it  was  resolved  that  a 
new  warrant  be  granted,  free  of  all  expense."  This  added  to  the  roll 
of  the  home  lodge  of  Sir  John  Johnson,  organized  under  warrant  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  England.  Only  one  "Modern"  Lodge  now  remained 
unaffiliated,  and  that  was  St  George's,  of  Schenectady.  If  any  other 
existed  they  gave  no  evidence  of  any  sign  of  life.  The  supreme  authority 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  the  State  of  New  York  was  established. 

The  next  thing  undertaken  was  the  gathering  of  unattached  brethren 
into  lodges.  The  first  fruit  was  the  institution  of  a  lodge  at  Northeast, 
Dutchess  County,  which  was  given  a  warrant  and  named  Temple  Lodge. 
Then  followed  Washington  Lodge,  at  Fort  Edward.  No  fewer  than 
eighty-three  lodges  were  added  to  the  roll  under  the  Grand  Mastership 
of  Chancellor  Livingston.  Eight  of  these  were  in  New  York  City,  and 
one,  Fortitude,  in  Brooklyn.  Many  of  these  lodges  have  survived  to  the 
present  day.  Union,  the  home  lodge  of  the  Grand  Master,  disappeared 
along  with  a  few  other  lodges.  Tradition  has  it  that  the  Chancellor 
along  with  Baron  Steuben  affiliated  with  Trinity  Lodge  (now  No.  12) 
which  is  supposed  to  have  been  an  offshoot  of  the  old  regimental  No.  215, 
A.  Y.  M.,  in  the  2d  Brandenburg^Anspach. 

The  Grand  Lodge,  while  doing  its  best  to  increase  its  numerical 
strength,  showed  a  nice  sense  of  justice  in  denying  a  petition  for  a  lodge 
at  Perth  Amboy,  N.  J.,  thereby  making  dear  that  jurisdiction  was  to  be 
confined  to  the  State  of  New  York. 

Under  a  resolution  permitting  lodges  to  be  known  by  a  name  as  well 
as  by  number,  No.  210  became  St.  John's,  No.  210,  and  No.  169  adopted 
the  name  of  St  Andrew's. 

The  question  of  priority  being  raised,  a  committee  was  appointed 
"of  one  member  from  each  of  the  lodges  in  this  city,"  to  make  full  inves- 
tigation and  report.  After  No.  210  was  given  permission  to  change  its 
name  to  Temple  Lodge,  the  order  of  lodges  was  established  as  follows, 
with  dates  of  warrants: 
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1.  St.  John  (No.  2).  December  7,  1757. 

2.  Independent  Royal  Arch  (No.  8),  December  15, 1760. 

3.  St.  Andrew's  (No.  160),  July  13,  1771. 

4.  Temple   (No.  210),  February  20,  1779. 

5.  Lodge  No.  212,  November  1,  1780. 

6.  St.  John's  (No  4),  February  5,  1783. 

7.  Hiram  (No.  5),  March  10,  1783. 
a  Holland,  September  20,  1787. 

The  Lodges  outside  of  New  York  City,  known  as  "country  Lodges," 
were  somewhat  nettled  by  this  arrangement  of  "priority."  They  felt 
further  aggrieved  by  the  fact  that  all  the  Grand  Lodge  officers,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Senior  Grand  Warden,  were  city  members.  In  the 
course  of  time  this  incipient  dissatisfaction  grew  to  troublesome  propor- 
tions, as  we  shall  see  further  on. 

Meanwhile  some  irritation  arose  in  the  city  over  the  order  of  prece- 
dence in  public  processions.  On  December  21,  1784,  an  order  had  been 
issued  decreeing  that  in  the  procession  to  take  place  on  that  day  "The 
Lodges  shall  walk  according  to  the  time  they  respectively  were  adopted 
by  the  Grand  Lodge." 

Some  time  after,  when  a  similar  event  had  been  planned,  the  minutes 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  record  that  "resolutions  were  read,  mentioning  that 
they  could  not  join  the  procession  without  surrendering  their  right  of 
precedence."  A  motion  was  adopted  assuring  the  brethren  that  there 
had  been  no  intention  of  "infringing  the  vested  rights  of  any  other 
lodges." 

St.  John's  thereupon  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

Besolved,  That  next  Grand  Lodge  be  appointed  for  all  the  Lodges 
in  the  State  to  give  in  their  respective  warrants  or  constitutions  or  copies 
of  them  properly  authenticated,  that  the  Rank  and  Precedency  of  the 
whole  may  then  be  determined,  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  give  notice 
accordingly." 

This  led  to  further  complication.    According  to  the  minutes : 

"The  resolution  of  St.  John's  No.  2,  referring  for  consideration  to 
this  evening,  was  read,  and  debates  arising,  it  was  resolved  that  a  com- 
mittee be  appointed  to  consider  the  propriety  of  holding  the  Grand  Lodge 
under  its  present  warrant,  and  the  proper  measures  to  effect  a  change 
if  it  should  be  thought  constitutional  and  expedient,  and  report  their 
opinion  with  the  reasons  on  which  it  is  found  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at 
its  next  quarterly  CJommunication." 

A  committee  of  influential  members  was  appointed  to  handle  the 
delicate  subject  and  Masters  and  Past  Masters  of  all  the  lodges  in  the 
State  were  invited  to  confer  with  this  committee. 

Before  the  committee  could  report,  a  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
adopted  this  ringing  declaration :  "No  Lodge  can  exist  in  this  State  but 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge."  That  settled  the  issue. 
The  committee  took  the  cue  and  reported  on  June  6,  1787,  in  substance, 
as  follows: 
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"The  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State  is  established  accordioff  to  the 
ancient  and  universal  usages  of  Masonry»  upon  a  constitution  formed 
by  the  representatives  of  the  regular  Lodges,  convened  under  a  legal 
warrant  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  dated  the  fifth  day  of  Sep- 
tember, in  the  year  of  Masonry  5781,  the  Most  Noble  Prince  John  the 

Third  Duke  of  Atholl,  being  the  then  Grand  Master Nothing  is 

necessary  or  essential  in  the  future  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  but 
that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  a  draft  of  the  style  of  war- 
rants to  be  hereafter  granted  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  conformable  to  said 
constitution." 

The  report  was  confirmed  and  its  recommendation  adopted.  The 
lodges  were  ordered  to  deliver  up  their  old  warrants  and  to  take  out 
new  ones  as  soon  as  the  question  of  precedence  of  rank  was  determined 
and  a  form  of  new  warrant  printed.  The  only  lodge  remaining  obdu- 
rate was  No.  210,  which  wrote,  under  date  of  December  5,  1787,  "en- 
treating indulgence  until  they  received  answers  to  letters  that  had  been 
written  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  respecting  the  authority  of 
constitution,  we  having  laid  aside  the  Provincial  Grand  Warrant" 
The  answer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  prompt  and  emphatic : 

"That  the  dues  of  Lodge  No.  210  be  paid  up  in  twenty  days  and  they 
acknowledge  the  supremacy  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  otherwise  have  their 
names  erased  from  the  books  and  be  reported  to  the  different  lodges 
in  the  State.** 

No.  210  speedily  submitted.  The  independence  and  supremacy  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  was  settled.  To  emphasisse  the  fact  still  further,  the  seal 
was  ordered  changed,  on  September  3,  1788,  to  bear  the  legend,  "Grand 
Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York." 

OHAPTEB  ym 
Grand  Mastership  of  General  Jaoob  Morton 

On  June  3,  1801,  Major  General  Morton  was  elected  to  succeed 
Ohancellor  Robert  R.  Livingston  as  Grand  Master.  He  was  the  son  of 
the  great  patriot  John  Morton,  known  in  Tory  circles  as  the  "rebel 
banker,"  whose  generous  loans  of  large  sums  of  money  to  the  cause 
of  indepedence  were  of  substantial  importance  to  the  establishment  of 
the  new  republic.  Jacob  Morton  himself  took  a  prominent  part  in  public- 
spirited  endeavors  for  the  development  of  his  native  state.  He  was  a 
member  and,  in  1789,  Master  of  St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  1.  He  was  Grand 
Secretary,  from  1788  to  1792 ;  Senior  Grand  Warden,  in  1792  and  1793 ; 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  from  1794  until  his  election  as  Grand  Master, 
in  1801. 

The  new  board  of  officers  was  one  of  the  most  notable  in  the  whole 
history  of  the  Grand  Lodge.    It  was  composed  of  the  following  brethren : 

Edward  Livingston   (Mayor  of  New  York),  Deputy  Grand  Master, 

Gadwallader  D.  Golden  (District  Attorney  of  New  York),  Senior 
Grand  Warden ; 

Daniel  D.  Tompkins  (later  Vice-President  of  the  United  States), 
Grand  Secretary; 

Robert  Cocks  (Merchant),  Grand  Treasurer. 
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One  of  the  first  labors  uudertaken  by  the  new  board  was  to  prepare 
and  advance  plans  for  the  building  of  a  Masonic  Hall  for  the  meetings 
of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Hitherto  these  meetings  had  been  held  in  all  sorts 
of  places.  The  hall  was  completed  and  "consecrated  according  to  the 
ancient  usages  and  customs  of  the  order,"  on  June  8,  1803.  It  was 
known  as  St.  John*8  Hall  and  stood  in  Frankfort  Street,  in  the  rear  of 
the  present  World  Building. 

.Tacob  Morton^s  Grand  Mastership  extended  over  five  years.  There 
were,  during  that  time,  only  two  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  officers.  Mayor  Livingston  resigned,  in  1804,  and  Martin  Hoif- 
raan,  who  had  been  Grand  Treasurer  from  1705  to  1797,  and  served  in 
succession  as  Junior  and  Senior  Grand  Warden,  became  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  holding  this  office  continuously  for  sixteen  years.  Daniel  D. 
Tompkins,  who  had  been  made  one  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  State,  was  succeeded  in  the  Grand  Secretaryship,  on  June  13, 
1805,  by  John  Wells  who  continued  in  office  until  1816. 

The  Lodges  outside  of  New  York  City,  particularly  at  Albany,  appear 
to  have  been  much  disgruntled  because  it  looked  then  as  if  the  New  York 
City  lodges  were  monopolizing  the  direction  of  Grand  Lodge  aifairs. 
With  the  exception  of  the  Junior  Grand  Warden  all  the  Grand  officers 
were  city  members.  Moreover,  the  holding  of  meetings  in  New  York 
imposed  some  hardship  on  the  attendance  from  other  localities  in  the 
State.  An  open  revolt  was  threatened  for  a  time,  but  caused  no  serious 
results,  except  that  the  country  lodges  became  more  and  more  indiffer- 
ent to  Grand  Lodge  rules  and  regulations. 

In  order  to  end  disputes  and  establish  greater  harmony,  a  resolution 
was  adopted,  on  December  5,  1804,  authorizing  the  Grand  Master  to 
appoint  Inspectors  throughout  the  State  to  act  as  representatives  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  in  their  respective  districts,  collecting  dues  and  helping  to 
bring  about  some  degree  of  uniformity  in  the  methods  of  work.  The 
resolution  failed  to  pass,  but  indicated  that  at  least  a  portion  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  had  begun  to  take  cognizance  of  conditions  in  the  State, 
which,  a  few  years  later,  resulted  in  a  deplorable  rupture. 

CHAPTEB  IX 

De  Witt  Clinton,  Grand  Master 

The  next  Grand  Master  was  a  resourceful  and  energetic  leader  and 
an  en thnsiastfc  Mason.  De  Witt  Clinton,  who  succeeded  General  Morton 
in  the  Grand  Mastership,  on  June  4,  1806,  and  had  been  Master  of 
Holland  Lodge,  in  1794 ;  Junior  Grand  Warden,  in  1795,  1796  and  1797 ; 
and  Senior  Grand  Warden,  in  1798.  Son  of  James  Clinton,  Brigadier 
General  in  the  patriot  army,  he  had  entered  upon  public  service  soon  after 
his  graduation  from  Columbia  College.  After  having  held  legislative 
offices  in  the  State  and  serving  as  United  States  Senator,  he  was  Mayor 
of  New  York  City,  and,  later.  Governor  of  the  State.  He  was  active  in 
all  branches  of  Masonry  and,  besides  occupying  the  Grand  Mastership, 
became  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Encampment  of  New  York,  Grand  Master  Knights  Templar  of 
the  United  States,  and  held  the  highest  office  in  the  Cerneau  Scottish 
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Rite  body.  A  further  testimony  to  his  zeal  for  the  fraternity  is  that  he 
served  the  Grand  Lodge  for  fourteen  successive  terms  as  its  Grand 
Master. 

The  last  annual  meeting  presided  over  by  DeWitt  Clinton  was  that 
of  1820.  He  declined  re-election.  Deputy  Grand  Master  Martin  Hoff- 
man and  Senior  Grand  Warden  Cadwallader  Golden,  Mayor  of  New 
York,  also  begged  to  be  relieved  from  further  service.  The  retirement 
of  these  distinguished  craftsmen  was  felt  as  a  distinct  loss.  Difficulties 
had  arisen  threatening  to  disrupt  the  integrity  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
Resolutions  were  adopted  thanking  the  retiring  Grand  Officers  "for  the 
long  and  useful  services  rendered  by  them  to  the  Fraternity  at  large  in 
exercising  the  functions  of  their  respective  offices."  Daniel  D.  Tomp- 
kins was  then  elected  and  installed  as  Grand  Master. 

De  Witt  Clinton  was  essentially  a  constructive  statesmen,  the  best 
the  State  of  New  York  had  produced  up  to  that  time.  He  laid  the  foun- 
dation of  the  great  education  system  of  the  State,  carried  through  the 
opening  of  the  Erie  Canal  almost  single-handed,  and  made  the  Masonic 
fraternity  a  power  for  good  civil  life.  He  died  in  1828.  His  life  was 
one  of  service.  Honorable  in  all  his  dealings,  wholly  devoted  to  the 
advancement  of  the  welfare  of  his  fellowmen,  he  will  be  remembered  as 
a  true  exemplar  of  Freemasonry  by  the  Fraternity  over  whose  affairs  he 
presided  as  Grand  Master  for  fourteen  years. 

chafteb  x 
Common  School  Beoinninos  and  the  Grand  Lodge 

There  is  one  interesting  chapter  in  the  history  of  the  Masonic  fra- 
ternity in  the  State  of  New  York  which  is  deserving  of  special  considera- 
tion. It  relates  how,  in  the  first  decade  of  the  nineteenth  century,  the 
brethren  resolved  to  provide  for  the  free  education  of  children  of  Masons 
in  non-sectarian  schools.  The  original  intention  appears  to  have  been 
to  maintain  in  the  city  of  New  York  an  independent  school  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  While  this  object  was  not  realized, 
a  result  was  achieved  which  was  of  far  greater  value  to  mankind.  The  en- 
deavors put  under  way  strengthened  in  no  unmistakable  manner  the 
beginnings  of  the  common  school  system  of  the  city. 

We  may  well  look  back  to  those  endeavors  with  a  sense  of  pro- 
found satisfaction.  We  of  today  know,  as  the  brethren  6t  1810  could 
not  know,  that  the  idea  on  which  the  common  school  is  founded  is 
essentially  a  Masonic  one.  In  fact,  we  may  regard  the  common  school, 
as  it  is  constituted  at  present,  as  the  purest  exemplification  of  Free- 
masonry.   The  basic  principles  of  both  institutions  are  identical. 

The  schools  of  New  York  City,  in  the  early  years  of  the  nineteenth 
century,  were  either  "pay"  schools  or  purely  sectarian  in  character.  This 
condition  was  viewed  with  serious  concern  by  public  spirited  citizens  who 
saw  lurking  in  this  a  menace  to  democracy.  Accordingly,  "The  Society 
for  Establishing  a  Free  School  in  The  City  of  New  York"  was  organized 
and  the  legislature  of  the  State  memorialized  to  pass  an  act  incorporating 
the  Society.  The  memorial  was  dated  February  26th,  1805,  and  set  forth 
the  necessity  for  such  an  organization  and  petitioned  such  pecuniary  aid 
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or  endowment  as  might  be  "deemed  proper  for  the '  promotion  of  th« 
benevolent  object." 

April  0th,  1805,  the  Legislature  passed  *'An  Act  to  incorporate 
the  Society  instituted  in  the  City  of  New  York,  for  the  establishment  of 
a  free  school,  for  the  education  of  poor  children,  who  do  not  belong  to, 
or  are  not  provided  for  by  any  religious  society/'  But  no  financial  aid 
was  given. 

On  May  6,  1806,  trustees  were  elected,  and  the  board  organized  with 
DeWitt  Clinton  as  chairman.  Subscriptions  were  solicited.  The  first 
school  opened  on  May  10th,  1806,  in  a  small  apartment  in  Bancker 
(now  Madison)  street,  near  Pearl,  New  York,  under  the  charge  of 
William  Smith. 

The  Original  intention  seems  to  have  been  to  include  religious  in- 
struction in  the  course.  The  plan  finally  adopted  was  to  set  apart  a 
period  when  representatives  of  different  denominations  might  gather 
adherents  of  their  faith  in  separate  classes  for  instruction. 

In  1800,  the  first  school  building  (at  Chatham  Street  and  Tryon 
Row)  was  opened  with  impressive  exercises,  DeWitt  CJlinton  deliv- 
ering an  eloquent  address  on  that  occasion. 

At  a  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  on  December  7,  1808, 
a  committee  had  been  appointed  **to  devise  and  report  to  this  Grand 
Lodge  a  plan  for  the  education  of  children  of  poor  Masons."  This 
committee  reported,  in  1800,  recommending  that  a  fund  be  raised  "suf- 
ficient to  defray  the  expense  of  an  establishment  to  consist  of  fifty 
children."  In  order  to  ascertain  the  probable  expense  of  tuition,  in- 
cluding all  articles  necessary  for  the  purpose,  the  committee  had  had 
several  conferences  with  the  trustees  of  the  free  school,  who  "agreed  to 
educate  in  their  seminary  fifty  children  constantly  for  three  hundred 
dollars  annually,  which  is  more  than  one-half  less  than  would  be  re- 
quired for  their  education  in  a  separate  school." 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  asked  to  contribute  annually  eighty  dollars, 
to  make  up  the  three  hundred  dollars  required  to  carry  to  plan  into 
effect. 

Each  Lodge  contributing  to  the  fund  was  to  have  the  right  of 
"naming  two  children  to  receive  the  benefit  of  this  charity."  Six  places 
were  assigned  to  the  Grand  Lodge  School  Committee,  which  was  also 
given  authority  to  fill  "all  vacancies  that  may  occur  from  the  indi- 
vidual Lodges  declining  or  neglecting  to  recommend  as  aforesaid." 

On  March  7,  1810,  the  Grand  Lodge  School  Committee  reported 
that  on  "St.  John's  Day  last"  (December  27,  1800),  they  had  "deliv- 
ered over  to  the  trustees  of  the  New  York  Free  School,  the  said  num- 
ber of  children;  that  the  individual  Lodges  have  each  furnished  the 
number  contemplated  in  the  said  resolution,  except  in  one  instance,  which 
vacancy  was  particularly  filled  by  your  committee,  but  for  a  short  space 
of  time  only."  The  committee  further  reported  that  "from  the  declara- 
tion of  the  teacher  of  the  said  school,  from  information  obtained  from 
the  parents  and  guardians  of  the  children  and  from  an  actual  knowl- 
edge by  visiting  the  said  school,  they  are  confident  that  great  justice  is 
done  them  and  that  they  are  making  rapid  improvement." 
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A  recommendation  was  added  that  ten  dollars  be  allowed  for  each 
one  of  the  children  "under  the  particular  care  of  the  Grand  Lodge,** 
to  be  expended  in  supplying  them  with  proper  clothing. 

The  working  arrangement  between  the  New  York  Free  School  and 
the  Grand  Lodge  received  the  endorsement  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Society,  on  June  4,  1810. 

Suggestions  submitted  by  the  Committee  for  raising  a  special  school 
fund  were  by  vote  of  the  Grand  Lodge  referred  to  "the  Worshipful 
Masters  of  the  different  Lodges  in  this  city,  with  full  power  to  revise  and 
alter  the  plan  proposed  or  offer  any  other  in  lieu  thereof  to  this  Grand 
Lodge,  and  whenever  they  shall  be  ready  to  report,  they  inform  the 
Most  Worshipful,  the  Grand  Master  thereof,  that  a  special  Jjodge  may 
be  called  for  the  purpose  of  considering  of  the  said  report,  and  deter- 
mining thereon.** 

On  September  6,  1809,  this  committee  composed  of  Masters  reported 
endorsing  the  plan  for  educating  fifty  poor  children  whose  fathers  were 
or  had  been  Free  Masons.  Each  of  the  twentytwo  Lodges  then  active 
in  the  city  were  to  pay  ten  dollars  per  annum. 

In  a  report  under  date  of  June  Bd,  1812,  the  Masonic  School  Com- 
mittee "suggested  to  the  consideration  of  this  Grand  Lodge  the  pro- 
priety of  establishing  a  school  on  the  Lancaster  plan  to  be  under  the 
entire  management  of  this  Grand  Lodge.**  This  suggestion  was  appar- 
ently never  adopted. 

On  December  1,  1813,  W.'.  Bro.  Vandebbilt,  from  the  School  Com- 
mittee, reported  that  "the  number  of  scholars  of  the  different  Lodges, 
and  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  were  entirely  filled  up,  amounting  in  the 
whole  to  fifty,  and  that  the  children  were  making  suitable  improvement 
in  their  learning,  and  recommended  the  different  Lodges  to  provide  the 
children  they  sent  to  the  school  with  comfortable  clothing."  The  Grand 
Lodge  approved  the  recommendation  and  authorized  the  School  Com- 
mittee to  raise  money  by  individual  contributions  "for  the  clothing  of 
the  Masonic  Charity  Scholars.** 

In  the  winter  of  1815,  the  School  Committee  suggested  that,  "as 
the  inclement  season  of  the  year  is  approaching,  if  every  Lodge  could 
spare  the  sum  of  sixteen  dollars,  for  purchasing  a  pair  of  shoes,  one 
pair  of  stockings,  an  overcoat  and  hat  for  each  scholar,  it  would  not  only 
add  credit  to  the  fraternity,  but  give  considerable  relief  to  those  dis- 
tressed children.** 

At  the  start,  the  Free  School  had  been  supported  entirely  by  volun- 
tary subscriptions  and  donations.  As  the  Legislature  began  to  recognise 
the  value  of  the  institution,  it  granted  sums  of  money,  and  allotted  a 
part  to  the  State  School  Fund.  Yearly  the  amount  subscribed  dimin- 
ished and  the  amount  received  from  the  state  and  city  increased. 

The  support  of  the  School  by  the  Masonic  Fraternity  ceased.  The 
reason  given  was  that  the  Free  School  was  now  firmly  established  and 
under  the  patronage  and  supervision  of  the  State. 

About  the  end  of  the  year  1817  the  support  of  the  school  by  the 
Masonic  Fraternity  ceased.  The  reason  given  was  that  the  Free  School 
was  now  firmly  established  and  under  the  patronage  and  supervision 
of  the  State. 
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The  co-operation  of  the  Fraternity  with  the  School  Society  was  an 
important  factor,  morally  aa  well  as  financially,  in  shaping  the  character 
of  the  undertaking.  It  did  much  to  develop  the  spirit  of  democracy 
which  gave  New  York  City  its  great  Common  school  system. 

OHAPTEB  ZI 

GRAin>  Masteb  Tompkins  and  Beoinning  of  thb  Fibst  Sohism 

The  retirement  of  De  Witt  Clinton  from  the  Grand  Mastership 
appears  to  have  been  brought  about  by  the  machinations  of  opponents 
envious  of  his  success  in  the  political  field.  These  had  encouraged 
strife,  which  was  beginning  to  assume  a  serious  character.  Once  under 
way,  the  dissensions  got  beyond  the  control  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and 
opened  the  gates  to  schisms  and  persecutions  which  continued  for  many 
years. 

Daniel  Tompkins  was  Vice-President  of  the  United  States  when  he 
was  elected  Grand  Master  in  1820.  He  had  served  in  Congress,  was  a 
Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  held  the  office  of  €k)vernor  of  the 
State  from  1807  to  1817.  He  had  been  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  for  five  years. 

Troubles  soon  began  to  multiply.  The  beginning  dated  from  the 
very  meeting  at  which  Grand  Master  Tompkins  had  been  elected.  There 
a  resolution  had  been  adopted  abolishing  the  Grand  Visitors  who  had 
been  appointed  under  the  regime  of  DeWitt  Clinton  for  the  express 
purpose  of  allaying  envious  feelings  among  the  up-State  Lodges  and  to 
promote  harmony  between  all  the  component  parts  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  appointment  of  the  Grand  Visitors  dated  from  June,  1814,  when 
the  State  was  divided  into  three  Grand  Masonic  Districts  "for  visita- 
tion.**  W.'.  Bbothsb  Thomas  Lowndes,  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
had  thereupon  been  appointed  R-'-  W.'.  Grand  Visitor  of  the  First 
District,  consisting  of  the  Southern  part  of  the  State  except  New  York 
City,  and  the  counties  of  Putnam,  Orange,  Ulster,  and  Sullivan; 
W.'.  Bbotheb  Bbenezeb  Wadswobth,  of  Lebanon,  of  the  Second 
District,  comprising  the  Middle  and  Eastern  section  except  the  coun- 
ties of  Clinton  and  Franklin;  W.'.  Bbotheb  Enos,  of  Eaton,  of  the 
Third  District,  including  the  Western  part  and  the  counties  of  Clinton 
and  Franklin.  In  addition  to  expenses  of  official  visitations,  the  Grand 
Visitors  were  to  be  allowed  other  suitable  compensation. 

One  principal  duty  of  the  Grand  Visitors  was  to  collect  outstanding 
Grand  Lodge  dues.  Incidentally  it  was  hoped,  as  has  been  suggested, 
that  they  would  bring  about  closer  and  more  harmonious  relations  be- 
tween the  country  and  city  Lodges. 

The  plan  appears  to  have  been  quite  satisfactory  to  the  Lodges  up- 
State,  but  the  city  Lodges  regarded  it  as  altogether  too  expensive, 
especially  after  the  Grand  Visitors  submitted  their  reports,  on  June  8, 
1820,  Bbotheb  Hicks  turned  in  $37 ;  Bbothbb  Wadswobth  $1,291.87 ; 
Bbotbeb  Bnos,  $1,800.  Bbotheb  Wadswobth  received  $1,130  as 
recompense  tar  his  labors,  and  Bbothbb  Enos  was  allowed  $1,300. 
The  fees  paid  for  collection  appearing  exorbitant  to  the  majority  of 
the  representatives  convened  in  Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand  Visitors  were 
abolished.  The  results  of  this  action  were  more  disastrous  than  was 
aBtidpatsd. 
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Grand  Visitors  Wadsworth  and  Bnos  had  a  large  following.  While 
their  fees  for  cc^ections  were  large,  they  covered  only  expenses  and 
$2.60  per  diem  for  the  days  devoted  wholly  to  oflteial  labors  for  the 
Grand  Lodge.  The  country  brethren  concluded  that  the  removal  of  these 
officers  was  merely  another  move  on  the  part  of,  the  city  brethren  to 
have  sole  and  absolute  control  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Grand  Master  Tompkins,  realising  the  seriousness  of  the  situation, 
called  a  Lodge  of  Bmergency,  on  September  20,  1820,  to  consider  the 
question  of  Grand  Visitations.  After  much  discussion,  a  serious  of 
resolutions  were  adopted  aiming  at  an  adjustment  of  existing  dlfSculties. 
While  complaining  of  ''unreasonable  deductions  from  the  dues  of  Lodges" 
by  the  compensations  allowed  to  the  Grand  Visitors  of  the  Second  and 
Third  District^  for  "services  and  expenses,"  the  Grand  Lodge  admitted 
*'the  system  of  visitation  by  Grand  Visitors"  to  be  "essential  to  the 
preservation  of  that  intimate  connection  and  intercourse  between  the 
Grand  Lodge  and  all  the  Lodges  under  its  Jurisdiction."  A  Ck>mmittee 
was  appointed  to  report  upon  an  acceptable  plan,  at  the  quarterly  com- 
munication, in  December.  By  this  diplomatic  surrender  to  the  wishes 
of  malcontent  Lodges,  it  was  hoped  that  harmony  would  be  re-established. 

December  having  passed  without  report  from  the  Committee,  a  meet- 
ing of  representatives  of  Lodges  in  the  western  part  of  the  state  was  held 
at  Canandaigua,  at  which  a  memorial  was  drawn  up  for  presentation  to 
the  Grand  Lodge,  complaining  of  "certain  measures  and  regulations" 
and  proposing  a  number  of  recommendations.  It  was  proposed  that 
the  State  be  divided  into  eighteen  districts,  with  a  Grand  Visitor  in  each, 
the  Grand  Visitor  to  be  elected  by  the  votes  of  the  Lodges  in  the 
respective  districts.  These  officials  were  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the 
Grand  Lodges  in  their  charge,  unless  a  Lodge  should  "specifically  elect 
or  name  a  proxy  or  make  its  views  on  any  point  known  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  through  a  communication  to  the  Grand  Secretary." 

Grand  Master  Tompkins,  aware  of  the  danger  he  was  running  politi- 
cally by  being  involved  in  the  strife  that  was  increasing  from  month  to 
month,  declined  re-election  to  the  Grand  Mastership,  in  1822.  For  some 
unaccountable  reason  the  brethren  elected  Past  Grand  Visitor  Joseph 
EnoB  to  succeed  him. 

OHAPTKR  ^Tf 

The  Fibst  Schisk 

Trouble  began  soon  after  Enos  was  first  installed.  A  committee  of 
nine  was  elected  to  revise  the  Constitutions  and  all  the  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations. Only  two  of  the  members  were  from  New  York  City.  The  pre- 
valing  temper  was  expressed  in  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions 
presented  by  the  Master  of  Benevolent  Lodge,  No.  142,  Just  before  the 
close  of  the  annual  meeting; 

"WHEREAS,  Serious  dissensions  have  arisen  in  this  Grand 
Lodge  calculated  to  impair  the  dignity  and  respectability  of  our 
Order;  and,  whereas,  these  dissensions  are  wide-spreading  in  their 
dire  consequences  and  are  fraught  with  mischief,  the  termination  of 
which  cannot  be  foreseen;  therefore, 

"RESOLVED,  That  it  is  expedient  to  form  in  the  State  of  New 
York  two  Grand  Lodges,  one  to  be  located  in  the  dty  of  New  York 
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and  the  other  in  such  town  or  place  as  a  majority  of  the  Lodges 
out  of  the  city  may  designate. 

"RESOLVED,  That  the  Lodges  out  of  the  city  be  permitted 
to  select  the  Grand  Lodge  under  whose  jurisdiction  they  will  hail. 

"RESOLVED,  That  the  mode  and  manner  of  dividing  the  funds 
be  submitted  to  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of " 

According  to  the  Constitution,  the  resolutions  had  to  be  laid  over 
for  a  year.  Endeavors  were  set  on  foot  by  the  city  brethren  to  avert 
a  breaking  up  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  country  Lodges  remained  in- 
different to  all  overtures. 

On  the  day  before  the  annual  session  of  1823,  the  country  dele- 
gates met  in  caucus  and  decided  not  to  support  any  man  for  a  Grand 
Lodge  office  who  was  connected  with  a  city  Lodge.  A  concerted  effort 
was  to  be  made  to  elect  a  complete  board  of  officers  from  the  country 
Members. 

The  difficulties  began  immediately  after  the  opening  exercises.  Feel- 
ings were  strained.  Grand  Master  Enos,  realizing  that  the  situation 
was  getting  beyond  his  control,  adjourned  the  meeting  until  the  follow- 
ing morning. 

Considering  this  sudden  adjournment  arbitrary,  unconstitutional 
and  a  dangerous  precedent,  the  representatives  of  thirty-one  Lodges, 
most  of  them  from  New  York  City,  proceeded  to  St  John's  Hall  and 
re-organized  with  Senior  Grand  Warden  Richard  Hatfield  in  the  chair 
as  acting  Grand  Master.  The  following  were  then  elected  as  officials  for 
the  ensuing  year: 

John  Wells,  Grand  Master. 

Mabtin  Hoffhan,  Deputy  Grand  Master. 

RiOHABD  Hatfield,  Senior  Grand  Warden. 

Matson  Smith,  M.D.,  Junior  Grand  Warden. 

Eliab  Hick,  Grand  Secretary. 

CoBNELius  BOOEBT,  Grand  Treasurer. 

Grand  Master  Enos  ignored  the  action  of  the  rebellious  Lodges. 
He  called  a  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  on  the  next  morning,  contrary 
to  all  precedent.  Grand  Secretary  Hicks  and  Grand  Treasurer  Bogert 
were  summoned  with  all  '"books,  papers,  funds  and  vouchers''  in  their 
possession,  but  paid  no  attention  to  the  summons.  A  new  set  of  offi- 
cers were  then  elected,  all  of  them  from  outside  New  York  City,  with 
Joseph  Enos  as  Grand  Master.  There  were  now  two  Grand  Lodges, 
each  claiming  the  title  of  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

CHAPTER  xm 

Two  Gband  Lodges  in  the  Staib 

"the  oitt  grand  lodge" 

John  Wells,  who  had  been  elected  Grand  Master  by  the  thirty-one  dis- 
senting Lodges,  all  but  four  of  them  in  or  near  New  York  City, 
declined  the  office.  He  was  an  eminent  jurist.  He  had  been  raised  in 
Holland  Lodge,  but  in  1704  joined  Howard  Lodge  and  became  its  Mas- 
ter. In  1895  he  had  been  appointed  Grand  Secretary  by  Grand  Master 
Morton  on  the  retirement  of  Daniel  D.  Tompkins  from  that  office,  and 
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continued  to  serve  until  1816.  He  pleaded  the  prewnre  of  professional 
duties  as  his  reason  for  declining  to  accept  the  Grand  Mastership.  Three 
months  later  he  died.  A  heautiful  memorial  was  erected  to  his  honor  in 
Grace  Church  *'by  the  members  of  the  Bar  of  New  York  City,  as  a 
testimony  of  their  respect  for  the  memory  of  John  Wells,  who  devated 
and  adorned  their  profession  by  his  intefrity,  doquence  and  learning." 

On  receiving  the  news  that  John  Wells  could  not  be  persuaded  upon 
to  preside  over  the  destinies  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Martin  Hoifman  was 
elected  Grand  Master  by  unanimous  vote.  No  better  choice  could  have 
been  made  under  the  circumstances.  Hoifman  had  been  identified  with 
Grand  Lodge  affairs  for  many  years.  He  had  served  as  Treasurer  and 
Junior  and  Senior  Grand  Warden,  in  succession,  from  1785  until  1800,  as 
Deputy  Grand  Master  for  sixteen  consecutive  terms.  He  knew  every 
detail  of  the  business  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  from  active  and  intimate 
association  with  it.  His  integrity  and  wise  leadership  had  won  him  the 
good  will  of  all  the  brethren. 

Such  were  some  of  the  leaders  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  crisis. 
Their  names  commanded  universal  respect.  All  through  the  continu- 
ance of  the  schism  the  Grand  Lodges  of  other  jurisdictions,  being 
informed  of  the  cause  of  the  division  in  New  York,  continued  their 
recognition  of  this  Grand  Lodge  as  the  rightful  one,  and  ignored  the 
Country  Grand  Lodge  altogether. 

A  brilliant  event  of  the  administration  of  Grand  Master  Hoffman  was 
the  reception  tendered  to  the  Marquis  and  Bbothbe  db  Lafatettb,  on 
his  revisiting  the  United  States,  in  1824.  The  event  added  greatly  to  the 
prestige  of  the  Grand  Lodge  throughout  the  country. 

Martin  Hoffman  continued  in  office  until  June  7,  1826,  when  he 
declined  re-election,  and  Elisha  W.  King  was  chosen  Grand  Master. 

''the  oountbt  grand  lodge*' 

The  installation  of  Grand  Master  Enos  was  attended  by  Past  Grand 
Master  Tompkins  and  Lieut-Governor  Erastus  Root.  About  one 
hundred  Lodges  cast  in  their  lote  with  the  Country  Grand  Lodge. 
Thus,  in  point  of  numbers  it  had  an  advantege  over  the  City  Grand 
Lodge,  which  numbered  only  thirty-one,  all  told,  but  the  latter  was  in 
possession  of  the  records,  archives  and  funds. 

Proper  leadership  was  wanted.  Enos  was  not  equal  to  the  situation. 
About  one  hundred  thirty  up-State  Lodges  would  not  enroll  on  his  side 
and  remain  neutral.  In  spite  of  the  renewed  agitation  to  have  the  head- 
quarters of  the  Grand  Lodge  located  in  Albany  and  all  communications 
held  there,  the  Country  Grand  Lodge  met  regularly  in  New  York  City. 

In  1824  Enos  was  again  elected  Grand  Master  but  the  choice  was  not 
unanimous.  He  received  two  hundred  and  twelve  votes;  seventy-one  for 
Stephen  Van  Rensselaer,  and  twenty  for  Joseph  Brush. 

After  that  Enos  never  presided  again  over  a  meeting  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  His  probity  was  questioned.  It  was  discovered  that  funds  were 
misappropriated.  He  remained  Grand  Master  to  the  end  of  his  term 
«nly  because  no  communication  took  place  at  which  he  could  be  deposed. 

Meanwhile  informal  meetings  had  been  held,  attended  by  represen- 
totives  of  Lodges  of  both  Grand  Bodies  to  find  ways  and  means  for 
restoring  harmony. 
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The  third  annual  meeting,  in  1825,  was  attended  by  representativea  of 
116  Lodges.  A  motion  to  select  Albany  as  the  future  regular  meeting 
place  of  the  Grand  Lodge  elicited  only  one  single  favorable  vote. 
The  election  resulted  in  the  choice  of  the  following  officers: 

Stephen  Van  Kensselaeb,  of  Albany,  Grand  Master. 

John  Brush,  of  Poughkeepsie,  Deputy  Grand  Master. 

Ezra  S.  Grozier,  of  Utica,  Senior  Grand  Warden. 

Eliel  T.  Foots,  of  Jamestown,  Junior  Grand  Warden. 

Ebenezer  Wadsworth,  of  Brainard*s  Bridge,  Grand  Secretary. 

Welcome  Esleek,  of  Albany,  Grand  Treasurer. 

The  choice  of  these  men  indicated  the  prevalence  of  a  sincere  desire 
for  a  union  of  the  Grand  Lodges.  Stephen  Van  Rensselaer  not  being 
present,  Past  Grand  Master  DeWitt  Clinton  was  authorized  and 
requested  to  install  him  at  Albany.  The  installation  took  place  on 
September  29,- 1825,  and  was  a  brilliant  event 

Stephen  Van  Rensselaer  was  one  of  the  foremost  citizens  of  the 
State.  He  served  in  the  Assembly  and  Senate,  was  Lieutenant- 
Governor  of  the  State,  Canal  Commissioner,  member  of  the  United 
States  Congress,  Chancellor  of  the  State  University,  President  of  the 
State  Agricultural  Society,  and  founder  of  the  famous  Rensselaer  Poly- 
technic Institute  at  Troy.  He  worked  hand  in  hand  with  De  Witt  Clin- 
ton for  the  opening  of  the  Erie  Canal  and  the  establishment  and  organi- 
zation of  the  education  system  of  the  State. 

On  June  12,  1826,  a  resolution  had  been  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
requesting  "the  M.'.  W.'.  Grand  Master  Stephen  Van  Rensselaer  and 
the  M.'.  W.*.  Past  Grand  Master  DeWitt  Clinton  to  receive  aqy 
communication  offered  by  the  Lodges  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  con- 
sult with  them  on  all  dif  erences  on  Masonic  subjects,  and  report  at  the 
next  annual  communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge."  That  paved  the  way 
for  the  healing  of  the  schism.  After  many  consultations  an  under- 
standing was  reached,  and  propositions  were  prepared  which  were  to  re- 
unite the  contending  factions. 

chapter  ziv 

The  Union 

On  June  6,  1827,  a  committee  of  five  from  each  of  the  rival  Grand 
Lodges  met  and  agreed  upon  terms  of  settlement.  The  "compact,"  as 
it  was  called  officially,  read  as  follows : 

''That  there  ought  to  be  but  one  Grand  Lodge  in  the  State  of 
New  Tork,  and  that  it  ought  to  be  held  in  the  city  of  New  York  and 
be  considered  as  a  continuation  of  the  old  Grand  Lodge.  That  all 
allusion  to  former  differences  shall  be  avoided  as  far  as  possible. 

"That  the  proceedings  of  the  bodies  known  by  the  name  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  shall  be  confirmed,  and  the  warrants  granted  to  subor- 
dinate Lodges  of  the  two  bodies  and  the  proceedings  of  the  said 
bodies  shall  be  deemed  regular. 

"That  the  records  and  archives  of  the  Grand  Lodge  being  in  the 
city  of  New  York,  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  from  the 
city. 
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"That  the  Grand  Master  or  Deputy  Grand  Master  shall  be 
chosen  from  the  city  of  New  York,  and  the  other  from  the  coun- 
try, the  two  Wardens  from  the  country,  the  Grand  Secretary  and 
Grand  Treasurer  from  the  city. 

"That  the  permanent  fund  be  managed  by  five  Trustees,  viz.: 
The  Grand  Master,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  the  two  Wardens  and 
the  Grand  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  invest  all  funds  over 
$3,000  agreeably  to  the  resolutions  presented  to  this  committee. 

"That  for  the  present  session  the  representatives  of  Lodges  shall 
be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  to  which  they  are  at 
present,  but  that  it  be  recommended  for  the  future  that  the  num- 
ber of  Lodges  which  one  Master  or  Past  Master  may  represent  shall 
not  exceed  three,  and  that  Past  Masters  shall  not  be  represented 
by  proxy,  and  that  representatives  be  paid  as  heretofore. 

"That  a  committee  ought  to  be  appointed  to  revise  the  Consti- 
tution." 
This  compact  was  promptly  ratified  by  the  City  Grand  Lodge.    The 
report  of  this  action  was  presented  to  the  Country  Grand  Lodge  the 
next  morning,  which  thereupon  accepted  the  compact,  and  the  schism 
was  ended. 

On  the  evening  of  June  7,  1827,  the  two  bodies  met  as  one  Grand 
Lodge,  in  Tammany  Hall.  Great  enthusiasm  prevailed.  Representatives 
of  22  Lodges  responded  to  roll  call.  Elisha  W.  King  presided  as  Grand 
Master.  Declining  the  proffered  re-nomination,  Brother  King  named 
Stephen  Van  Rensselaer,  who  was  at  once  elected  Grand  Master  by 
acclamation. 

The  official  title  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  declared  to  be  "The  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  Most  Ancient  and  Honorable  Fraternity  of  Free  Masons 
of  the  State  of  New  York."  It  was  to  consist  of  the  Grand  Officers 
and  all  the  Past  Grand  Masters,  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  Wardens, 
Secretaries,  Treasurers,  the  Grand  Stewards  of  Charity  for  the  time 
being,  and  the  Past  Masters,  Masters  and  Wardens  of  all  Lodges  and 
appointed  representatives. 

The  Grand  Lodge  closed  in  peace  and  harmony.  But  the  sky  was 
dark  with  clouds  threatening.  We  refer  to  the  Morgan  crisis,  which  is 
fully  described  in  the  body  of  this  work.  It  wrought  infinite  harm,  and 
subjected  the  fortitude  of  every  Free  Mason  in  the  State  to  the 
severest  test

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FOREIGN 
CORRESPONDENCE 

M.'.  W.'.  S.  Nelson  Sawyer,  from  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence,  presented  the  following  report,  which 
was  received  and  its  recommendation  adopted : 
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To  the  Grand  Lodge: 

Xonr  Committee  on  Foreign  Ck>rrespondence  deaires  to  report  that 
it  haa  carefully  conaidered  the  matter  of  the  Maaonic  Service  Aaaodation 
of  the  United  Statea,  referred  to  it  from  the  Grand  Maater'a  addreaa. 

Nothing  to  be  aaid  by  ua  can  add  to  the  very  complete  a^d  detailed 
statement  of  the  aima  and  object  of  thia  Aaaodation  contained  in  ita 
Gonatitution  preaented  by  the  Grand  Maater. 

Our  examination  of  the  anbject  leada  ua  to  full  belief  in  ita  helpful 
poasibilitiea,  and  that  New  Xorlc  ahould  join  with  the  other  aignatory 
Grand  Jnriadictiona  in  the  contemplated  union  for  aerviceable  effort 
To  that  end  we  aubmit  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following : 

WHEREAS,  At  a  conference  of  Grand  Maatera,  and  their  duly 
approved  Bepreaentativea,  held  at  Cedar  Rapida  in  the  State  of 
Iowa,  on  November  2S6,  27  and  28,  1918,  upon  the  invitation  of 
Grand  Maater  George  L.  Schoonover  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  a  tenta- 
tive Conatitution  waa  adopted  for  the  organisation  of  an  Aaaoda- 
tion to  be  known  and  deaignated  aa  the  '*Maaonic  Service  Aaaoda- 
tion of  the  United  Statea,"  and 

WHEREAS,  A  reaolution  waa  adopted  by  aaid  conference  of 
Grand  Maatera  ordering  aaid  Conatitution  to  be  aent  to  the  aeveral 
Grand  Lodgea  of  the  United  Statea  of  America,  inviting  aaid  Lodgea 
to  ratify  aame,  and 

WHEREAS,  Said  Conatitution  haa  been  preaented  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  York,  and  the  aame  haa  been  duly  conaidered;  and 
it  ia  the  aenae  of  thia  Grand  Body  that  aaid  Conatitution  ^ould 
be  adopted,  and  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  ahould  become 
a  member  of  aaid  Aaaodation;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  Firat,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  doea 
hereby  ratify,  accept  and  adopt  aaid  Conatitution,  and  doea  hereby 
become  a  member  of  aaid  Maaonic  Service  Asaociation;  and  doea 
her^y  take  upon  itself  the  duties  and  obligations  incident  to  mem- 
berahip  therein. 

RESOLVED,  Second,  that  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  York,  and  hia  aucceaaora  in  office,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  deaignated  and  appointed  the  Repreaentativea  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  York  in  and  to  aaid  Maaonic  Service  Aaaodation  of 
the  United  Statea;  and,  aa  auch,  they  are  hereby  dothed  with  full 
power  in  the  premiaes  to  act  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  York,  in  each  and  every  particular. 

RESOLVED,  Third,  that  in  case  the  Grand  Master  shall  be 
unable  to  attend  the  conferences  of  the  aaid  Maaonic  Service  Aaao- 
dation, then  ahall  he  be  fully  authorized  to  appoint  a  peraonal 
repreaentative  under  hia  hand  and  under  the  aeal  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  York,  duly  atteated  by  the  Grand  Secretary;  auch 
Repreaentative  to  be  clothed  with  the  aame  power  aa  the  Grand 
Maater,  were  he  peraonally  preaent 

RESOLVED,  Fourth,  that  the  Grand  Maater  ahall  alao  be  fully 
empowered  to  deaignate  and  appoint  auch  Aaaodate  Repreaenta- 
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tives  to  act  with  himself  or  with  his  Personal  Representatiyes  as  he 
may  from  time  to  time  deem  expedient.

The  minutes  of  yesterday  afternoon's  session  were  read 
and  approved. 

REPORT  OP  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  DECEASED 

BRETHREN 
R.\  W.*.  William  Klingenstein,  from  the  Committee  on 
Deceased  Brethren,  presented  the  following  report,  which  was 
received  and  its  recommendation  adopted: 

To  the  Chrand  Lodge: 

"Let  us  now  praise  famous  men.  The 
Lord  hath  wrought  glory  by  them  through  His 
great  power  from  the  beginning.  Leaders  of 
people  by  their  counsels,  and  by  their  knowl- 
edge of  learning,  wise  and  eloquent  in  their 
instructions.  All  these  were  honored  in  their 
generation  and  were  the  glory  of  their  times. 
Their  bodies  are  buried  in  peace,  but  their 
name  liveth  forevermore." 

That  portion  of  the  Grandmaster's  Address  relating  to  the  "Frater- 
nal Dead''  has  been  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Deceased 
Brethren  and  with  bowed  heads  and  sad  hearts  do  we  interrupt  the 
Proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  important  though  they  are,  to  pay  a 
slight  tribute  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  those  brethren  who  since 
we  last  here  met  have  passed  into  the  Unseen  World,  to  paint  a  Word 
Picture  of  the  record  they  have  left  behind,  to  frame  a  Memory  Portrait 
of  their  lives  in  such  a  way  as  to  keep  them  ever  present.  What  is 
recorded  by  their  acts  remains  for  all  posterity  to  scan,  and  is  a  lasting 
tribute  to  those  illustrious  Craftsmen  who  served  so  lovingly  and  so 
faithfully  in  life.  There  are  some  who  were  known  only  to  their  small 
coterie  of  friends  and  others  whose  presence  can  never  quite  fade  so 
long  as  any  who  knew  them  cast  their  shadows  in  the  sunshine.    We  do 
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not  hear  their  voices  resounding  through  these  halls,  their  handshake 
of  friendship  no  longer  thrills  us,  we  cannot  look  into  their  eyes,  what 
is  mortal  of  them  is  mouldering  in  the  parent  dust,  and  yet  they  have 
not  died.  They  live  in  the  memories  of  those  they  have  left  behind. 
Every  kind  word  that  they  uttered,  every  kindly  act  they  performed  is 
cherished  by  those  who  remember,  and,  above  all,  with  our  Masonic 
Faith  in  the  Immortality  of  the  Soul,  they  will  live  even  unto  Eternity. 
Love  is  not  alone  the  symbol  of  Life ;  it  is  the  symbol  of  death  as  well. 

"Until  we  meet  again !  That  is  the  meaning 
Of  the  familiar  words  that  men  repeat 

At  parting  in  the  street. 
Ah,  yes,  till  then !    But  when  death  intervening 
Rends  us  asunder,  with  what  ceaseless  pain 

We  wait  for  the  Again ! 
The  friends  who  leave  us  do  not  feel  the  sorrow 
Of  parting  as  we  feel  it  who  must  stay 

Lamenting  day  by  day. 
And  knowing,  when  we  wake  upon  the  morrow. 
We  shall  not  find  in  its  accustomed  place 

The  one  beloved  face." 

Life  is  not  all  pleasure.  He  who  sips  of  the  cup  of  joy  must  be 
prepared  to  drink  from  the  cup  of  sorrow. 

In  this  life  of  joy  and  sorrow,  trials  and  pleasures,  tears  and  laugh- 
ter, man  walks  the  most  dependent  of  God*s  creatures.  An  infancy 
absolutely  helpless,  youth  and  manhood  ever  struggling,  an  old  age  well 
nigh  as  helpless  as  childhood's  beginning,  our  whole  life  is  spent  endeav- 
oring to  escape  the  weakness  of  our  nature  and  to  stand  alone.  Masonry 
teaching  the  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  Brotherhood  of  Man  gives  man 
something  for  which  he  can  live,  can  labor  and  for  which  he  can 
verily  die. 

It  is  true  there  are  times  of  seeming  uncertain  stagnation.  Retro- 
grade movements  also  come  at  greater  or  less  periods,  but  the  general 
tendency  with  our  beliefs  is  ever  upwards.  Slow  the  movements  must 
necessarily  be,  but  measured  by  the  eye  of  Him  to  whom  a  thousand  years 
are  but  as  yesterday  it  can  not  be  called  tardy.  The  Intellect  who  took 
centuries  to  form  the  pebble  and  rock-ribbed  hills  alone  knows  the 
cycles  necessary  to  perfect  the  Everlasting  Soul  of  man  and  works  out 
man's  destiny  in  His  own  mysterious  way. 

We  who  still  walk  in  the  paths  in  this  vale  of  tears  and  who  in  pious 
gratitude  keep  sufficient  blood  to  give  our  filmy  and  vaporous  shades 
some  little  semblance  of  solidity  must  be  prepared  at  any  time  to  take 
our  Odysseyan  journey. 

The  hand  of  death  no  longer  has  its  terrors  to  the  man  who  lives 
an  upright  life. 

"The  name  of  death  was  never  terrible 
To  him  that  knew  to  live." 

Emerson  says: — "A  man  of  thought  is  willing  to  die,  willing  to  live; 
I  suppose,  because  he  has  seen  the  threads  on  which  the  beads  are 
strung,  and  perceived  that  it  reaches  up  and  down,  existing  quite  inde- 
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pendently  of  the  present  allusions,"  and  another  great  scholar  forcibly 
wrote,  "What  is  so  universal  as  death  must  be  a  benefit." 

"If  life  be  a  pleasure,  yet  since  death  also  is  sent  by  the  hand  of 
the  same  Master,  neither  should  that  displease  us." 

As  we  do  not  fear  death  nor  think  of  it  in  a  gruesome  manner, 
we  have  a  happy  thought  for  such  of  our  Brethren  who  gave  their 
lives  in  the  great  conflict  which  has  now  come  to  an  end  and  in  the 
performance  of  deeds  of  heroism  and  courage.  All  the  acts  of  valor  ana 
chivalry  of  the  past  ages  have  been  equalled,  yea  surpassed.  Masonry 
had  a  conspicuous  part  in  the  conflict  and  has  unstintedly  furnished  her 
sons.  Their  record  has  been  made  and  shines  before  us  so  brilliantly  as 
to  make  our  ordinary  labor  seem  insignificant  indeed. 

The  realm  of  value  is  not  the  realm  of  pleasure,  but  the  realm  of 
activities  and  usefulness.  No  one  has  demonstrated  the  effectivness  of 
this  Philosophy  more  than  those  who  gave  their  lives  in  order  that  the 
purity  of  womanhood,  the  freedom  of  children  and  the  principles  of  true 
religion  and  thought  might  be  deeply  imbedded  in  a  new  civilization. 

The  sacrifice  which  has  been  made  will  not  have  been  in  vain,  if  the 
cause  for  which  they  fought  will  be  thereby  more  deeply  impressed  in 
the  hearts  of  those  who  follow.  The  spirit  of  the  past  appears  before 
us  like  a  milestone  on  the  road  to  guide  those  who  travel  the  path  with 
faltering  step. 

The  purity  and  excellence  of  the  lives  of  those  who  have  gone  to  the 
Far  Beyond,  stripped  of  all  vain  and  worldly  aspects,  is  recorded  here 
to  serve  as  an  influence  toward  a  more  useful  manner  of  living. 

We  should  profit  by  the  example  of  those  gone  before,  and  our 
prayer  should  be  like  Elisha*s  on  whom  fell  the  mantle  of  Elijah,  that 
looking  upon  the  good  deeds  of  our  predecessors,  we  should  ask  that  a 
double  portion  of  the  spirit  fall  upon  us — as  Elijah  was  transported 
and  carried  away  from  mortal  gaze  and  his  brother  prophet  looked  on  in 
wonder  and  admiration,  so  when  a  Brother  Mason  passes  away  from 
the  things  of  earth  to  that  House  which  is  not  made  with  hands  Eternal 
in  the  Heavens,  as  his  disenthralled  spirit  catches  its  first  glimpse  of 
the  temple  of  heaven  and  the  glories  of  the  world  to  come,  then  may 
we  utter  that  heartfelt  cry  as  did  the  prophet 

"My   Father,   My   Father!     the   Chariots  of 
Israel  and  the  horsemen  thereof." 

Tour  Committee  recommends  that  a  place  be  set  apart  in  the  pub- 
lished Proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the  names  mentioned  in  the 
Grand  Secretary's  "Roll  Call  of  the  Dead,"  and  that  a  page  in  such 
Proceedings  be  set  apart  for  "those  who  died  in  the  Great  World  War  in 
upholding  the  cause  of  right  and  justice."

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CHARTERS 

R.\  W.\  Frank  T.  Millkr^  from  the  Committee  on 
Charters^  presented  the  following  report^  which  was  received  and 
its  recommendations  adopted: 

To  the  Ortmd  Lodge: 

The  committee  on  Charters  submit  the  following  report: 
Petitions  for  Charters  from  seven  Lodges  under  dispensation  were 
referred  to  the  Committee.    The  names  of  the  petitioners  are  as  follows : 

Salina  Lodge,  City  of  Syracuse,  County  of  Onondaga. 

Danforth  Lodge,  City  of  Syracuse,  County  of  Onondaga. 

Geba  Lodge,  Elmhurst,  County  of  Queens. 

Liberty  Lodge,  City  of  Utica,  County  of  Oneida. 

Moriah  Lodge,  City  of  Utica,  County  of  Oneida. 

Spartan  Lodge,  Freeport,  County  of  Nassau. 

Cazton  Lodge,  City  of  New  York,  County  of  New  York. 

The  Committee  find  that  the  petitioners  have  complied  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Constitution  and  that  the  Officers  of  the  Lodge  have 
been  duly  certified  as  competent,  and,  after  having  examined  into  the 
general  membership,  report,  record  and  various  documents  submitted 
with  each  petition  do  recommend  that  a  charter  be  granted  to  each 
Lodge; 

That  the  By-Laws  of  the  Petitioners  exhibit  variations  from  the 
Constitutional  requirements  and  they  are  severally  recommended  to 
amend  their  By-Laws  in  conformity  therewith. 

The  Committee  do  further  recommend  that  no  by-law  be  adopted  by 
a  Lodge  under  dispensation  which  shaU  ^  any  other  than  a  uniform 
initiation  fee;  and  that  no  by-law  be  adopted  by  such  a  Lodge  as  shall 
require  the  payment  of  other  than  a  uniform  sum  for  annual  dues. 

A  Petition  was  submitted  by  Herkimer  Lodge  No.  428,  asking  that 
a  duplicate  charter  be  granted  to  replace  original  charter  totally 
destroyed  by  fire. 
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The  Oommittee  do  hereby  recommend  that  such  petition  be  granted. 

Morning  Sun  Lodge  No.  142  applied  for  the  isenance  of  a  duplicate 
of  its  charter  by  reason  of  the  dilapidated  condition  of  the  original 
charter. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  granting  of  the  application. 

A  petition  was  submitted  by  Italia  Lodge  No.  786,  asking  that  a 
duplicate  charter  be  granted  to  replace  original  charter  lost  by  the  Mas- 
ter of  the  Lodge. 

The  Committee  recommend  that,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Grand  Master,  the  request  be  granted  with  the  proviso  that,  if  the  original 
charter  is  found,  duplicate  charter  will  be  returned  to  the  Grand 
Secretary  at  once. 

The  Grand  Lodge  having  referred  to  this  Committee  such  portion 
of  the  Grand  Masters  address  as  referred  to  Guardian  Lodge  and  the 
charges  against  said  Lodge,  and  a  petition  having  been  presented  promis- 
ing on  behalf  of  the  Lodge  and  its  membership  to  do  all  that  may  be 
required  and  necessary  to  restore  harmony,  and  offering  to  pledge  the 
membership  that  if  the  charter  shall  be  restored,  no  further  willful 
violation  or  disregard  of  the  Constitution  or  disobedience  of  lawful 
Masonic  authority  shall  be  committed  or  countenanced,  and  that  all 
steps  to  that  end  will  be  taken  by  the  members,  it  seems  to  the  Com- 
mittee for  the  best  interests  of  the  Craft  that  this  matter  be  referred  to 
the  Grand  Master  to  the  end  that  a  proper  pledge  may  be  required,  both 
by  those  who  were  officers  at  the  time  of  the  suspension  of  the  charter 
and  by  the  members  who  hitherto  have  not  shown  sufficient  active  inter- 
est in  the  affairs  of  their  Lodge  to  safeguard  the  workings  thereof,  which 
will  guarantee  the  fulfillment  of  the  promises  of  this  petition* 

It  is,  therefore,  recommended  that  the  whole  matter  of  Guardian 
Lodge  be  submitted  to  the  Grand  Master  with  power  to  take  such  action 
in  the  premises  as  may  be  advisable  and  that  the  hearing  on  the  charges 
filed  against  Guardian  Lodge  await  the  further  action  of  the  Grand 
Master,  and  the  Grand  Master  be  and  is  hereby  invited  in  the  mean- 
time in  his  discretion  to  issue  a  dispensation  to  the  Lodge  to  elect  and 
install  officers. 

All  of  which  is  fraternally  submitted.

C.  Wallace  Petty,  District  Deputy  Grand  Mas- 
ter of  the  First  District  of  Manhattan,  addressed  the  Grand 
Lodge  as  follows : 

Mo9i  Wor$hipful  Orand  Matter  and  Brethren  of  the  (Shrand  Lodge: 
When  we  assembled  in  this  our  Annual  Convention,  the  first  since 
the  coming  of  a  long  prayed  for  peace,  which  has  brought  with  it  the 
opportunities  for  service  and  work  in  an  atmosphere  that  is  not  sur- 
charged with  the  stress  and  strain  of  struggle,  it  was  natural  for  us 
to  expect  that  it  woul^  be  our  rare  privilege  to  participate  in  the 
happenings  of  an  epoch-making  meeting  in  the  history  of  the  Graft 
We  have  not  been  disappointed.  When,  on  the  first  day  of  our  con- 
vention, our  Grand  Master  presented  to  us  his  plans  for  these  days  of 
reconstruction  in  his  magnificent,  statesmanlike,  forward-looking  message^ 
we  realised  that  our  anticipations  were  to  be  realised.  He  told  us  that 
many  opportunities  presented  themselves  to  the  Graft  in  these  days  of

readjustment,  and  with  a  broad  charity  and  a  farsighted  vision  he 
marked  out  for  us  a  program  worthy  of  our  faithful  effort.  To  each 
suggestion  our  hearts  and  minds  made  quick  and  ready  response. 

I  question,  however,  whether  there  was  any  recommendation  in  that 
splendid  message  that  was  accorded  by  all  of  us  a  more  cordial  and 
hospitable  welcome  than  that  we  should  proceed  as  a  Fraternity  to 
erect  at  Utica  a  Memorial  to  our  soldier  and  sailor  brethren  who  had 
made  the  supreme  sacrifice  for  our  liberties  in  France,  which  should 
take  the  form  of  a  hospital  that  would  minister  to  the  bruised  and 
broken  manhood  of  our  Brotherhood. 

This  suggestion  at  once  challenged  both  our  gratitude  and  our  sin- 
cerity. During  these  last  days  we  have  watched  the  boys  in  olive  drab 
march  down  our  streets,  returning  from  the  adventure  with  Death  across 
the  sea.  Many  conflicting  emotions  have  torn  at  our  heartstrings.  We 
were  glad  that  they  were  back!  We  were  glad  to  see  them  coming 
home  with  their  guns  silenced  and  their  flags  furled  and  with  the 
glow  of  victory  on  their  faces.  With  great  Joy  we  declared  a  holiday 
and  as  they  marched  down  our  decorated  streets  we  shouted  them  our 
loving  welcome. 

But  all  the  while  as  they  passed  by,  behind  the  Joy  in  our  hearts 
was  the  lingering,  wistful,  haunting  memories  of  faces  that  were  miss- 
ing* the  faces  of  the  men  who  will  never  come  marching  home.  As 
we  greeted  our  magnificent  army  coming  back  to  us  from  the  fields 
of  honor  and  victory,  we  could  not  keep  out  of  our  minds  the  thought 
of  that  "army  in  France"  that  will  never  be  demobilised,  that  Army 
that  in  the  spirit  will  keep  its  silent  and  eternal  watch  along  the 
Western  Front,  where  in  the  defense  of  the  world's  liberty  and  the 
discharge  of  duty  the  men  of  that  Army  had  sacrificed  their  all  forever. 

We  are  all  clear-minded  men  enough  to  realize  that  we  cannot  do 
anything  that  will  add  to  the  lustre  of  their  glory.  They  do  not  need 
our  memorials.  They  have  crowned  themselves  with  eternal  honor, 
and  won  for  themselves  the  gratitude  of  our  generation  and  the  grati- 
tude of  generations  yet  unborn. 

Nature  itself  is  happy  to  keep  the  world  reminded  of  what  those 
martyrs  have  done.  Every  winter  when  the  crystal  snow  blankets 
those  graves,  its  alabaster  whiteness  will  testify  to  humanity  of  the 
purity  of  the  motives  that  sent  our  boys  to  France.  Just  now  the 
spring  sun  is  calling  to  life  the  crimson  poppies,  and  in  a  little  while 
our  heroes'  tombs  will  be  garnished  with  their  scarlet  beauty,  reminding 
men  again  of  the  blood  that  was  shed  for  their  liberties.  And  all 
down  the  ages,  the  little  crosses  that  mark  the  last  resting  places  of 
our  dead  will  keep  the  world  from  forgetting  what  it  cost  to  redeem 
mankind  to  Freedom  and  Democracy. 

We  cannot,  by  building  a  Memorial  at  Utica,  add  anything  to  the 
glory  that  these  men  have  won  for  themselves  by  what  they  were  willing 
to  do  and  to  give.  But  by  the  Eternal  Ood,  we  can  and  we  ought  to 
build  a  Memorial  at  Utica  so  that  in  a  humble  way  we  may  testify 
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to  the  world  our  gratitude  for  these  men  who  gave  all  forever  that 
the  world  may  forever  be  free. 

And  in  another  very  marked  way,  the  building  of  this  Memorial 
Hospital  is  a  challenge  both  to  our  gratitude  and  to  our  sincerity.  We 
can  do  nothing  for  the  men  who  constitute  that  undemobilisable  army 
in  France,  except  proclaim  to  the  world  our  gratitude  for  them.  But 
there  are  among  the  Brotherhood  men  whom  we  meet  every  day 
who  did  not  give  their  lives  for  the  defense  of  our  freedom,  but  who 
came  back  from  the  struggle  maimed  and  broken.  They  are  worthy  of 
our  care.  Their  needs  are  our  responsibilities.  In  ministering  to  them 
we  have  a  rare  opportunity  to  make  concrete  our  gratitude  and  vindicate 
the  sincerity  of  our  professions. 

It  is  a  strange  sensation  that  creeps  into  your  heart,  when,  in 
saluting  a  pal  of  yesterday  who  has  been  in  France,  you  stretch  forth 
your  hand  to  have  him  place  in  your  palm  a  stump.  It  is  a  queer 
emotion  that  catches  at  your  throat  when  a  friend  in  olive  drab  does 
not  recognize  you  until  you  speak,  and  then  to  your  greeting  replies, 
"I  did  not  know  you  at  first;  you  know,  I  do  not  see  very  well  since 
I  got  back  from  the  front,"  and  then  he  coughs  that  racking  cough  that 
was  burned  into  his  lungs  by  a  gas  called  mustard.  How  odd  it  is 
to  walk  along  with  an  old  acquaintance  who  has  a  service  stripe  on 
his  arm  and  try  to  catch  step  with  his  crutch! 

Yes!  These  men  are  with  us;  they  have  done  their  share;  they 
have  a  right  to  expect  that  we  wiU  keep  faith  with  them.  Our  Govern- 
ment will  do  all  that  it  can  to  rehabilitate  and  reconstruct  these  broken 
men  and  put  them  back  into  society  and  in  such  a  condition  that  they 
may  have  a  chance  in  the  game  of  life.  But  I  want  you  to  remember 
that  it  is  not  to-day,  but  to-morrow  when  all  these  wounds  and  shocks 
will  demand  the  greatest  toll.  When  the  Government  has  done  its  all ; 
when  the  years  have  passed  by  and  the  twilight  creeps  on,  then  it  is 
that  the  physical  reactions  of  the  war  will  count  the  most  against  the 
men  who  were  maimed  in  the  struggle.  The  physical  reaction  that 
comes  from  long  watches  under  severe  nervous  strain,  from  vigils  kept 
in  the  damp  and  through  the  blinding  rain,  from  the  healed  jab  of  a 
bayonet,  the  shock  of  a  shell,  or  the  breathing  of  mustard  gas, — that 
full  physical  reaction  will  not  be  upon  these  men  until  the  dawn  of 
that  to-morn^w  when  •  they  have  been  dismissed  as  cured  from  our 
Government  hospitals.  At  the  end  of  this  generation,  when  these  men 
have  grown  old  we  may  expect  that  they  will  either  become  the  charges 
of  charity,  or  we  must  now  prepare  to  make  them  the  honored  guests 
of  the  Fraternity.  It  is  up  to  us  now  to  decide  whether  these,  our 
broken  brethren,  shall  some  day  die  as  public  wards  in  a  Soldiers' 
Home,  or  whether  we  will  make  good  our  boasts  of  a  Brotherhood  and 
push  an  easy  chair  out  for  each  of  them  on  the  western  piazza  of 
Memorial  Hall,  and  allow  them  there  to  await  the  sunset  in  comfort 
and  happiness.  It  is  a  challenge  both  to  our  gratitude  and  to  our 
sincerity. 
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And  in  conclusion  let  me  remind  you,  brethren,  that  in  this  pro- 
posed hospital  we  are  confronted  by  another  challenge  to  our  sincerity, 
a  challenge  that  has  confronted  us  for  years  and  which  we  have  some- 
how never  had  the  courage  and  consecration  to  honestly  face.  It  is 
the  challenge  that  presents  itsdf  in  the  sick  and  diseased  members 
of  the  Brotherhood  who  have  fallen  sorely  wounded  upon  the  battle- 
field of  life;  who  never  wore  the  olive  drab  or  the  Navy  blue,  but 
who,  nevertheless,  have  fought  a  good  fight  and  kept  the  faith.  Bvery 
man  who  deserves  a  Croix  de  Guerre  will  not  receive  it  at  the  termina- 
tion of  thia  war;  every  man  who  has  won  by  fortitude  and  courage 
the  right  to  a  Distinguished  Service  Gross  will  not  have  it  bestowed 
upon  him  when  peace  is  finally  declared.  For  many  who  are  worthy 
of  all  honor  were  not  a  part  of  the  fighting  force  of  Liberty  on  the 
Fields  of  France.  They  have  been  the  men  who  have  struggled  along 
courageously,  carrying  the  burden  of  fatal  disease;  they  have  been  the 
men  who  kept  on  flying  when  *  sickness  broke  one  wing  of  the  soul; 
who  did  not  quit  when  a  chronic  ailment  left  them  to  battle  with  one 
hand  in  a  two-fisted  fight.  You  know  and  I  know  men  in  the  Fraternity 
who  in  the  days  of  good  health  were  provident,  thrifty  and  industrious. 
They  saved  in  those  times  a  little  for  a  rainy  day.  Then  just  when 
life  was  at  its  meridian  and  the  best  was  yet  to  be,  suddenly  and  unex- 
pectedly the  fangs  of  an  incurable  disease  bit  into  their  lives.  They 
spent  the  little  nest  egg  in  the  search  of  health.  They  mortgaged  their 
futures  in  the  hope  of  gaining  a  cure.  And  then,  with  money  gone, 
health  broken  and  death  staring  them  in  the  face,  we  have  been  unable 
to  help  them  because  we  have  no  home  for  the  care  of  these  wounded 
soldiers  on  the  battlefield  of  life.  Just  when  they  need  us  most  we 
can  help  them  least 

Now,  in  the  Memorial  Hospital  at  Utica  we  will  be  able  to  meet 
this  challenge  to  our  sincerity.  We  will  be  able  to  minister  to  the 
brethren  we  are  obligated  to  serve.  We  will  lay  aside  some  of  our 
hypocrisy  and  make  good  some  of  our  boasts.    It  is  our  big  chance. 

Two  Canadian  brothers,  members  of  the  same  company,^ne  of 
them  a  captain  and  the  other  a  private  in  the  ranks, — went  together 
into  the  weltering  hell  that  history  will  record  as  the  Battle  of  the 
Somme.  The  machine  guns  of  the  Hun  were  playing  awful  havoc  with  the 
Canadians  that  day,  and  before  they  had  advanced  far,  the  private  saw 
his  captain  brother  fall  horribly  wounded  into  a  shell  crater.  His 
first  impulse  was  to  break  rank  and  go  to  him,  but  the  habit  of  a 
soldier  to  continue  until  you  were  dead  or  at  your  objective  overcame 
his  impulse  and  he  charged  on  with  the  company.  When  the  trench 
was  taken  he  hurried  up  to  the  lieutenant  in  command  and  asked  per- 
mission to  return  for  his  brother.  The  lieutenant  replied:  "I  saw  your 
brother  fall;  he  was  mortally  wounded;  there  is  no  use  going  back, 
for  you  simply  exi>ose  yourself  to  shell  fire  and  you  cannot  help  your 
brother."  But  the  young  lad  implored  and  beseeched  until  finally,  with 
great  reluctance,  the  lieutenant  consented  to  let  him  go.      When  he 
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arrived  at  the  shell-hole  his  brother  was  not  dead.  He  caught  him 
np  in  his  arms  and  started  for  his  trench.  Bat  jnst  as  he  arrived  at 
safety  the  captain,  brother  dosed  his  eyes  upon  the  battlefields  of  the 
world  to  open  them  in  the  Hoase  of  Many  Mansions.  The  lieutenant 
came  np  just  at  that  moment  and  saw  the  lad  heading  in  his  arms 
the  body  of  the  dead  captain.  "I  told  yon  there  was  no  use,'*  said  the 
lieutenant;  "yon  see,  yon  have  risked  yonr  life  to  bring  back  a  corpse." 
"Oh,  no,**  said  the  boy,  "yon  see,  lieutenant,  when  I  got  there  my 
brother  wasn't  dead.  He  was  alive.  And  he  opened  his  eyes  and 
when  he  saw  me  he  said,  'I  knew  toit'd  ooiob  !  I  kiiew  tott1>  oome  !' 
And,  lieutenant,  I  had  rather  have  been  shot  dead  on  the  edge  of 
that  shell  crater  than  to  have  fafled  my  wounded  brother  when  he  ex- 
pected me  to  come." 

Brethren,  the  men  of  the  last  generation  of  Masons  who  were  shot 
down  in  the  battle  of  life  and  who  died  of  their  wounds  without  help, 
looked  for  us,  expected  us,  and  we  did  not  come.  Our  wounded  brethren 
to-day  are  looking  for  us ;  they  expect  us,  and  have  a  right  to  expect  us. 
So,  before  God,  and  under  the  leadership  of  our  Grand  Master,  let 
us  go! 

It  is  my  privilege,  therefore,  to  present  this  resolution: 

"That  the  War  and  Rdief  Administration  be  and  it  is  hereby 
authorised,  directed  and  empowered  to  build  at  Utica  a  hospital, 
in  accordance  with  the  plan  and  scope  outlined  by  the  Grand  Master 
in  his  address." 

And,  Most  Worshipful  Sir,  I  move  the  adoption  of  the  resolution. 

E/.  W.'.  Chables  H.  Johnsok: 

Most  WarthipfiU  Grand  Matter  and  Brethren:  There  appeared 
some  weeks  ago  a  letter  in  a  religioas  weekly.  It  was  a  very  pathetic 
letter,  and  had  I  known  of  this  discussion  this  morning,  I  would  have 
brought  the  letter  with  me  to  read  to  you.  It  was  written  by  a  member 
of  a  very  large  religious  denomination  in  this  country.  It  described 
the  very  pitiful,  helpless  condition  of  some  members  of  that  church 
who  were  absolutely  unable  to  find  a  place  of  refuge  or  care  in  their 
days  of  helplessness  and  disease.  The  writer  said  in  the  letter,  "What 
is  the  church  good  for?  The  church  can't  help  these  brethren  when 
they  are  in  the  most  pitiful  condition  that  a  human  being  can  come  to ;" 
and  he  closed  the  letter  by  saying  that  "the  church  can't  help  me  but 
my  Masonic  fraternity  can  help  me."  I  looked  up  the  letter,  to  find 
from  what  jurisdiction  that  letter  had  come,  and  I  found,,  of  course, 
it  wasn't  from  the  jurisdiction  of  New  York  State,  because  no  Mason 
in  this  State  can  rise  in  his  place  and  say,  "When  I  become  hdpless, 
if  the  State  can't  help  me,  if  the  county  can't  help  me,  if  the  church 
can't  help  me,  my  Masonic  Fraternity  will  help  me!"  No  man  can 
rise  in  his  place  and  make  that  statement,  truthfully,  to-day. 
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In  this  State  there  are  oyer  900  inBtitiitioiis  carinip  for  yarious 
kinds  of  people,  suffering  from  yarious  kinds  of  ailments,  but  there 
are  only  about  six  institutions  in  the  State  thAt  care  for  those  who  are 
helpless  or  incurable.  Of  those  institutions  most  of  them  are  under 
the  control  of  religious  orders.  The  Sisters  in  those  institutions  are 
doing  wonderful  work*  they  are  self-sacrificing  women,  and  they  are 
performing  a  duty  that  no  one  else  seems  to  care  or  want  to  perform. 
All  honor  to  those  women  who  are  giying  their  liyes  to  care  for  the 
sick,  the  permanently  sick,  and  the  helpless  members  of  humanity. 

The  State  has  proyided  no  place  to  which  a  man  can  go  when  he 
is  helpless.  The  State,  with  all  its  expenditures  for  charity,  furnishes 
no  place  for  the  man  who  is  suffering  from  cancer,  the  man  whose 
hands  are  benumbed  with  paralysis,  the  man  who  is  unable  to  walk. 
These  unfortunate  indiyiduals  can  not  find  a  refuge.  The  Ck>nnty  does, 
howeyer,  furnish  such  a  place;  and  you  know  the  name  of  that  place. 
It  is  the  County  Almshouse. 

There  come  to  my  desk  almost  every  week  appeals  from  all  parts 
of  this  State,  from  relatives  and  friends  of  helpless  men  and  women, 
asking,  "Where  can  we  find  a  place  to  care  for  this  man  or  this 
woman  who  has  become  helpless?"  And  the  only  reply  we  can  give 
from  our  office  in  Albany  is  that  "you  must  go  to  the  Ck>nnty  Alms- 
house, and  there  your  friend  may  spend  his  or  her  declining  years  of 
helplessness.*' 

Now,  the  time  has  come.  Brethren,  as  has  been  so  eloquently 
and  wonderfully  told  to  us  by  Right  WoBSHipruL  Bbotheb  Pbttt, 
when  Freemasonry  is  going  to  rise  to  the  occasion  and  meet  this 
emergency. 

Within  the  last  few  weeks  there  came  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
two  particular  applications.  One  was  from  a  Mason  in  the  western 
part  of  the  State,  who,  in  the  storm  and  stress  of  life,  had  received 
such  a  shock  to  his  body  that  he  was  absolutely  paralysed  and  could 
not  move.  He  appealed  to  the  Masonic  fraternity  for  assistance.  The 
Masonic  fraternity  said  to  him,  "My  brother,  we  feel  sorry  for  you; 
we  pity  your  helpless  condition ;  the  doctors  have  described  how  hard  it 
is  for  you  to  get  along,  but  your  Masonic  friends  can  simply  point  to 
you  the  open  door  of  your  County  Almshouse." 

There  came  another  application  a  few  weeks  later  from  a  man  who 
had  been  a  member  of  the  Fraternity  since  1870,  always  in  good  stand- 
ing, always  met  his  Masonic  obligations,  but  both  hands  paralysed, 
absolutely  unable  to  help  himself,  feed  himself,  or  care  for  himself  in 
any  particular.  And  after  almost  fifty  years  of  Masonic  fratemalism, 
and  meeting  his  Masonic  obligations,  when  he  came  in  this  helpless 
c<mdition  and  knocked  on  the  door  of  the  Masonic  fraternal  house  and 
said,  "Brethren,  help  me;  I  am  helpless,"  the  brethren  said,  "My  dear 
Brother,  we  feel  sorry  for  you,  but  that  is  the  road  to  the  Almshouse." 

Brethren,  shall  this  continue?  All  honor  and  glory  to  the  men  who 
have  been  maimed  and  wounded  at  Chateau  Thierry  and  the  Battles

of  the  Marne  and  Gambrai,  but  you  and  I  may  be  wounded  and  seri- 
ously injured  in  the  battle  of  life.  If  there  is  one  shadow  that  hangs 
with  a  terrible  pall  over  every  man  it  is  the  possibility  of  helplessness 
and  incurable  disease.  You  and  I  possibly  are  not  afraid  to  meet  that 
death  in  a  fair  stand-up  battle,  but  to  be  in  a  condition  where  day  by 
day  this  heavy  curse  drags  over  our  life, — a  life  of  helplessness  and 
pitiful  disease, — ^that  is  a  fight  we  dread  to  think  of;  and  when  that 
day  comes  and  your  friends  can  no  longer  help  you,  you  will  find  only 
one  door  in  this  great  Bmpire  State  open  to  you,  and  that  is  the  rather 
unhappy,  unfortunate,  unwelcome  door  of  the  County  Almshouse. 

Brethren,  this  resolution  which  Bight  WoBSHiprnL  Bbotheb  Pbttt 
has  submitted  to  us  to-day  is  going  to  open  another  door,  a  door  through 
the  portals  of  which  there  shall  shine  the  welcome  glow  of  Masonic 
Brotherhood.  And  if  the  day  comes  that  you  and  I  shall  be  found  In 
this  helpless  condition,  if  you  adopt  this  resolution,  we  shall  find  a 
door  through  which  there  will  come  the  hand  of  a  Masonic  brother,  and 
the  atmosphere  of  that  home  will  be  the  atmosphere  of  Masonic  fra- 
temalism,  and  in  that  happy  environment  we  may  spend  our  declining 
days  conscious  of  the  fact  that  Brotherhood  in  Masonry  is  not  a  mere 
subject  of  oratory  but  it  is  a  real  thing  that  lives,  and  means  that  he 
who  is  bound  up  in  the  Masonic  Brotherhood  shall  never  be  in  want 

Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  I  take  great  honor  and  pleasure 
in  seconding  this  resolution. 

B.*.  W.'.  JoAB  H.  Banton  presented  the  following  amend- 
ment: 

I  would  like  to  propose  an  amendment  to  that  resolution,  so  that 
at  the  end  thereof  it  should  read:  "and  that  the  War  and  Relief  Ad- 
ministration devise  ways  and  means  for  the  maintenance  thereof.'* 

It  is  one  thing,  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  to  build  an  ele- 
gant monument  that  we  can  look  at,  but  it  is  another  thing  to  main- 
tain it  so  that  it  will  be  of  use  to  the  brethren  of  the  Graft,  and  to 
those  who  may  have  access  to  it.  The  experience  in  New  York  City 
is  that  it  costs  to  maintain  a  man  in  a  hospital  $2.80  a  day.  That  is 
$1,000  a  year;  and  if  we  have  2S0  patients  in  our  hospital  that  is 
$250,000  a  year.  That  is  the  maintenance  of  the  men  alone.  We  know 
that  that  building  and  to  maintain  it  will  impose  a  tax  upon  the  Graft, 
something  like  between  $250,000  and  $600,000  a  year,  which  will  require 
either  an  endowment  fund  or  else  an  increase  in  our  dues  or  in  our 
initiation  fees  as  suggested  by  the  chairman  of  our  Board  of  Trustees. 
Therefore,  I  wish  to  bring  that  to  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge, — 
not  that  I  oppose  it,  for  I  believe  in  it, — I  think  the  Masons  of  New 
York  are  capable,  willing  and  able  to  raise  an  endowment  of  ten  mil- 
lions of  dollars,  if  necessary,  to  care  not  only  for  the  brethren  who 
come  home  wounded  but  for  our  own  ill  and  distressed  brethren,  and  to 
take  care  of  them  in  this  and  other  institutions  in  the  State. 
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Therefore,  Sir,  I  propose  this  amendment  to  the  resolntion,  while 
I  heartily  endorse  everything  that  is  said  in  favor  of  the  resolution. 

R.'.  W.*.  WnjJAM  G.  Pbike:  May  I  say  that  Bbotheb  Banton'b 
foresight  is  most  timely?  It  is  quite  true  that  it  is  one  thing  to  buUd, 
and  another  thing  to  run ;  and  it  is  perfectly  fascinating,  brethren,  that 
you  have  responded  so  nobly  and  so  spontaneously  to  the  suggestion 
not  only  of  a  memorial  to  our  heroes  but  to  the  entering  upon  the  real, 
full  and  reasonable  benevolence  that  is  absolutely  necessary  to  the  main- 
tenance of  a  Graft  such  as  ours  in  a  community  such  as  this,  the  State 
of  New  York,  in  a  world  such  as  this  is  at  this  time,  as  a  man's  institu- 
tion and  not  something  simply  to  bow  down  to  and  worship  and  go 
home  and  do  nothing  with. 

The  time  is  long  since  past  when  we  can  be  satisfied  and  when  reason- 
able men  can  be  satisfied  with  simply  going  to  Lodge  and  grinding  out 
candidates  and  doing  nothing  more.  There  must  be  a  reason  for  our 
being.  Statistics  seem  to  show  that  the  average  age  of  a  Mason  in  the 
State  of  New  York — I  am  speaking  Masonically — is  from  seven  to 
nine  years»  and  it  is  a  great  question  in  our  minds  why  we  devote  so 
much  time  to  it  as  seven  to  nine  years,  on  an  average.  A  real  reason 
is  that  it  is  not  doing  for  us  and  for  the  world  what  it  ought  to  do. 
We  have  never  entered  yet  upon  the  real  service  of  mankind,  but  we 
are  approaching  it ;  and  this  Masonic  Service  Association  of  the  United 
States  is  a  tremendous  step  forward  not  only  for  service  here  but 
for  service  throughout  the  world. 

Now,  it  is  right  and  reasonable  that  we  should  approach  these 
things  with  a  broad  appreciation  of  what  they  mean.  We  cannot  af- 
ford to  put  up  the  building  and  call  it  a  Memorial,  and  then  be  abso- 
lutely without  the  wherewithal  to  run  it.  And  it  is  quite  sane  that 
reasonable  men  should  approach  these  things  with  some  appreciation 
of  what  the  responsibilities  are. 

The  time  could  not  be  more  ripe,  could  not  be  more  ideal  for  us, 
to  realise  not  only  our  duty,  our  obligation  and  sincerity,  as  Bbotheb 
Pettt  has  already  put  it,  but  to  realise  that  it  is  going  to  cost  some- 
thing, to  face  it  squarely  and  plan  maturely  and  sanely,  both  for  the 
building  and  for  its  maintenance.  It  may  not  cost  $260,000  a  year  to 
run  it, — I  think  Bbotheb  Banton  is  over-sanguine,  but  I  think  he  is 
within  the  limit, — and  I  take  pleasure  in  seconding  this  amendment 
that  the  War  and  Belief  Administration,  In  constructing  the  building, 
plan  and  devise  ways  and  means  to  operate  it  so  that  it  shall  not  be 
an  empty  and  hollow  memorial. 

The  Gband  Masteb:  Bbotheb  Pettt,  do  you  agree  to  the  amend- 
ment? 

R.'.  W-'.  G.  Wallace  Petty:  Most  gladly,  Most  Worshipful  Sir. 

The  Gband  Masteb:  And  Bbotheb  Johnson? 

B-'.  W.'.  Ghabues  H.  Johnson  :  Most  gladly,  sir. 
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The  Gband  Mastbb:  The  resolatioD  is: 

RBSOLVED.  That  the  War  and  Relief  AdminiBtration  be  and 
it  is  hereby  authorized,  directed  and  emi>owered  to  build  at  Utica 
a  hospital,  in  accordance  with  the  plan  and  scope  outlined  by  the 
Grand  Master  in  his  address,  and  that  the  War  and  Relief  Adminis- 
tration devise  ways  and  means  for  the  maintenance  thereof. 

Are  you  ready  for  the  question? 

Thereupon  the  resolution  as  amended  was  unanimously  carried. 


BEPOBT  OP  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  GRIEVANCES 

B/.  W.*.  Ebnbst  W.  Stbatmann,  from  the  Comznittee  on 
OrievanceSy  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  received 
and  its  recommendations  adopted: 

To  th€  Orand  Lodge: 

Your  Committee  on  Grievances  reports  as  foUows: 
In  the  matter  of  Vincent  M.  Oajano 

This  is  a  petition  for  restoration.  The  petitioner  was  expelled  on 
September  8th,  1910,  from  Alba  Lodge,  No.  881,  F.  &  A.  M.,  after  a  trial 
on  charges  of  converting  to  his  own  use  funds  of  the  Lodge  received  by 
him  while  Secretary  thereof.  The  petition  is  defective  in  that  it  does 
not  contain  a  copy  of  the  complaint  upon  which  he  was  tried  and  also 
in  that  it  was  not  received  and  filed  with  the  Orand  Secretary  at  least 
thirty  days  before  the  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  required 
by  Section  80  of  the  Code  of  Procedure,  the  petition  having  been  filed  on 
April  22nd,  1919. 

There  has  been  an  attempted  compliance  with  the  requirement  of 
Section  81  of  the  Code,  that  the  petition  be  accompanied  by  the  favor- 
able recommendation  of  the  Lodge,  but  the  seal  of  the  Lodge  is  not 
attached  to  such  recommendation. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  petition  of  Vincent  M.  Cajano 
be  denied. 

In  the  matter  of  the  Olakn  of  Kinffeton  Lodge,  No,  10, 
againet  Templar  Lodge,  No.  203 

The  Petition  of  Kingston  Lodge  No.  10  sets  forth  that  it  had  pro- 
cured the  services  of  a  night  nurse  for  a  brother  of  Templar  Lodge 
No.  203,  residing  in  Kingston,  who  had  become  serioudy  iU ;  that  it  had 
notified  Templar  Lodge  of  its  action,  stating  that  the  expenses  of  such 
nurse  hire  must  be  borne  by  Templar  Lodge,  which  latter  lodge  replied, 
expressing  its  apppreciation  and  asking  further  particulars.  The  King^ 
ston  Lodge  wrote  such  further  information  to  Templar  Lodge,  but 
received  no  reply  to  this  or  to  a  subsequent  letter,  in  both  of  which 
Kingston  Lodge  stated  that  the  services  of  the  nurse  were  being  con- 
tinued under  the  direction  of  Kingston  Lodge,  not  having  received  any 
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instruction  tvpm  Templar  Lodge  to  the  contrary.  That  the  seryices  of 
the  nnrse  were  rendered  from  January  27th,  1917,  to  March  15th,  1917, 
and  amounted  to  $115,  which  sum  Kingston  Lodge  paid.  Thereafter 
Kingston  Lodge  requested  of  Templar  Lodge  that  it  be  reimbursed  for 
this  sum,  but  Templar  Lodge  refused  to  pay  the  same.  The  ensuing  cor- 
respondence between  the  two  Lodges  reveals  no  grounds  for  refusal, 
other  than  that  Templar  Lodge  alleges  it  had  never  authorized  the  hiring 
and  that  the  sick  brother  should  have  been  placed  in  a  free  ward  of  some 
hospital.  Both  Lodges  were  represented  before  your  Committee  by  their 
respective  masters. 

Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  Templar  Lodge  by  its  silence 
and  inaction,  impliedly  authorized  Kingston  Lodge  to  make  the  fore- 
going expenditures  on  behalf  of  Templar  Lodge ;  that  Templar  Lodge  is, 
therefore,  justly  indebted  to  Kingston  Lodge  in  the  sum  of  $115. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  Templar  Lodge  No.  203  be  re- 
quested to  pay  the  Kingston  Lodge  No.  10  the  sum  of  $115.

The  Commission  congratulates  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  Craft 
generally,  upon  the  prevalence  of  the  fraternal  spirit  among  the  Brethren 
of  this  Jurisdiction  which  has  enabled  them  to  adjust  their  differences 
and  dwell  together  in  harmony  for  two  successive  years,  without  resort 
to  the  Judicial  branch  of  your  Grand  Body.

M.'.  W.'.  S.  Nelson  Sawyer,  from  the  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution, presented  the  following  report,  which  was  received 
and  its  recommendations  adopted: 

To  the  Grand  Lodge: 

Your  Committee  on  Constitution  reports  as  follows: 
Certain  suggestions  from  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the 
District  of  Queens  and  the  District  of  Nassau- Suffolk  and  referred  to 
us  came  in  so  late  that  the  subject  could  not  be  given  the  study  required 
during  the  limited  time  at  our  command,  but  we  are  persuaded  that 
before  final  action  can  be  had  thereon  it  must  be  reviewed  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Jurisprudence  as  well  as  this  Committee,  and  therefore  recom- 
mend that  it  be  referred  to  that  Committee  with  instructions  to  report 
at  the  next  Annual  Communication. 

There  has  been  referred  to  us  two  resolutions  introduced  yesterday 
relating  to  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution  coming  before  the 
Grand  Lodge  for  final  action  at  this  Annual  Communication,  reading 
as  follows: 

1st.  Resolved,  That  the  amendment  to  section  0,  subdivision  6, 
of  the  Constitution  adopted  last  year  and  to  be  submitted  for  final 
action  at  this  Annual  Communication  be  so  amended  before  final 
adoption  as  to  provide  for  the  institution  of  proceedings  for  the 
forfeiture  of  charter  within  one  month  after  notice  and  demand. 

2nd.  Resolved,  That  the  amendment  to  section  68  of  the  Con- 
stitution (sub.  G)  adopted  last  year,  and  to  be  submitted  for  final 
action  at  this  Annual  Communication,  be  so  amended  before  final 
adoption  as  to  provide  for  action  within  one  month  after  notice 
and  demand  by  the  Trustees. 

These  amendments  or  changes  reduce  the  time  in  which  affirmative 
action  to  enforce  payment  of  the  Sinking  Fund  by  recalcitrant  Lodges 
from  two  months  and  six  months  respectively  to  one  month  in  each 
instance.  These  Lodges  have  already  had  over  five  years  in  which  to 
pay  and  it  seems  as  if  two  additional  months,  as  contemplated  by  these 
propositions,  should  be  ample.  The  amendments  are,  upon  final  passage, 
in  order,  and  we  recommend  their  adoption. 

At  the  Annual  Communication  in  1018  the  questions  connected  with 
the  final  efforts  to  clear  off  our  second  morgtage  lien  upon  these  build- 
ings came  up  for  discussion,  and  ultimately  the  Grand  Lodge  adopted, 
so  far  as  it  could  at  that  session,  certain  amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution designed  to  place  all  the  Lodges  upon  an  equality  in  that 
matter  and  ensure  a  fulfilment  of  duty  by  all. 

These  amendments  are  now  to  come  before  you  for  final  action  and 
your  Committee  recommends  their  adoption,  with  the  change  just  made 
as  to  the  time  of  notice  to  be  given  by  the  Trustees  and  of  action  by 
the  Grand  Master,  the  former  so  changed  from  six  months  to  one  month, 
and  the  latter  from  two  months  to  one  month. 
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Ab  80  changed  the  amendments  recommended  for  adoption  are  as 
follows : 

Amend  Section  37  of  the  Constitution  by  adding  a  new  subdivision 
to  be  known  as  9-A  and  to  read  as  follows : 

'*9-A.  Every  Lodge  existing  on  January  1,  1913,  shall  pay  on 
or  before  July  1,  1918,  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Hall  and  Asylum 
Fund,  for  every  one  of  its  members  enrolled  on  January  1,  1913, 
seven  dollars,  which  shall  be  appropriated  to  a  Sinking  Fund,  to 
discharge  the  indebtedness  of  the  Fraternity,  as  the  same  may  be 
paid  off  from  time  to  time;  and  excepting  to  invest  and  reinvest 
the  said  fund,  it  shall  be  used  for  no  other  purpose  by  said 
Trustees." 

Amend  Section  37  of  the  Constitution  by  adding  a  new  subdivision 
to  be  known  as  9-B  and  to  read  as  follows: 

*'9-B.  Payments  made  voluntarily  by  the  Lodges  to  the  said 
Sinking  Fund,  pursuant  to  the  invitation  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
contained  in  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means 
adopted  at  the  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-second  Annual  Communica- 
tion, shall  be  credited  on  the  amount  due  from  the  said  Lodges 
respectively,  to  the  Sinking  Fund  under  Section  37,  Subdivision 
9-A." 

Amend  Section  68  of  the  Constitution  by  adding  a  new  subdivision 
to  be  known  as  "6"  and  to  read  as  follows : 

"6.  Neglecting  to  pay  the  assessment  for  the  Sinking  Fund, 
provided  by  Section  37,  Subdivision  9-A,  within  one  month  after 
notice  and  demand  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund." 

Amend  Section  9,  Subdivision  6,  of  the  Constitution  by*  inserting 
therein  a  semicolon  instead  of  a  period  after  the  words  "as  it  shall  desig- 
nate," and  by  adding  the  following  words: 

"to  notify  Lodges  of  default  or  arrears  of  assessment  for  the  Sinking 
I^und,  to  be  paid  by  Section  37,  Subdivision  9  A,  and  to  demand 
payment  thereof,  and  to  institute  proceedings  for  forfeiture  of 
Charter  on  failure  to  pay  same  within  one  month  after  notice  and 
demand," 

so  that  said  Subdivision  6  of  Section  9  shall  read  as  follows: 

(Section  9.)  *U  The  'Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Hall  and 
Asylum  Fund,  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  call  in,  collect  and 
satisfy,  sell,  assign,  hypothecate,  pledge,  redeem,  rehypothecate,  and 
re-pledge  any  mortgage  or  mortgages  or  other  securities  now  in 
the  name  or  custody  of  the  'Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Hall  and  Asylum 
Fund*  (not  part  of  the  Permanent  Fund  hereafter  held  by  the  per- 
sons who  shall  from  time  to  time  comprise  the  Trustees  of  the 
Masonic  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund,  as  the  Trustees  of  the  Permanent 
Fund),  and  to  apply  the  proceeds  of  any  sale  thereof  of  loan  or 
loans  obtained  and  secured  therewith  to  the  improvement  or  main- 
tenance, or  both,  of  any  real  estate  of  the  Fraternity,  and  to  execute 
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any  and  all  necessary  instruments,  documents,  and  iMipers  by  such 
officer  or  officers  or  members  of  said  'Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Hall 
and  Asylum  Fund'  as  it  shall  designate,  to  notify  Lodges  of  de- 
fault or  arrears  of  assessment  for  Sinking  Fund,  to  be  paid  by 
Section  37,  Subdivision  9-A,  and  to  demand  payment  thereof,  and  to 
institute  proceedings  for  forfeiture  of  Charter  on  failure  to  pay 
same  within  one  month  after  notice  and  demand.  In  the  absence 
or  disability  of  any  designated  officer  or  officers  of  said  'Trustees  of 
the  Masonic  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund'  any  other  member  or  members 
thereof  may  be  appointed  by  said  Trustees  to  act  temporarily  in 
place  of  and  with  the  power  of  the  absent  or  disabled  officer  or 
officers." 

Amend  Section  22  of  the  Constitution  by  adding  a  new  subdiyision 
to  be  known  as  Subdivision  13-A  and  to  read  as  follows: 

"13-A.  For  good  cause  shown,  to  relieve  a  Lodge,  in  part  or 
in  whole,  from  payment  of  the  assessment  for  the  Sinking  Fund, 
provided  by  Section  87,  Subdivision  9-A/' 

Amend  Section  9  of  the  Constitution  by  adding  a  new  subdivision 
to  be  known  as  Subdivision  6- A,  and  to  read  as  follows : 

"6-A.  All  moneys  paid  voluntarily  by  the  Lodges  to  the  Trustees 
of  the  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund,  pursuant  to  the  invitation  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on 
Ways  and  Means,  adopted  at  the  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-second 
Annual  Communication,  or  paid  by  the  Lodges  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Subdivision  9-A  of  Section  37  of  the  Book  of  Con- 
stitutions shall  be  appropriated  by  said  Trustees  to  a  Sinking  Fund 
to  discharge  the  indebtedness  of  the  Fraternity  as  the  same  may  be 
paid  off  from  time  to  time,  and  excepting  to  invest  and  reinvest  the 
said  Fund  it  shall  be  used  for  no  other  purpose  by  said  Trustees." 

There  has  been  referred  to  us  such  parts  of  the  Grand  Masters 
Address  as  concern  the  interim  in  conferring  degrees  and  the  War 
Regulations.  The  policy  recently  adopted  of  forbidding  the  conferring 
of  degrees  at  a  special  communication  seems  to  have  caused  much  con- 
fusion and  no  little  ill-feeling  among  the  Lodges;  as  is  so  aptly  said 
by  the  Grand  Master  the  reasons  for  the  regulation  as  it  now  stands 
have  largely  disappeared  and  therefore  the  inhibition  existing  may  prop- 
erly be  removed. 

We  accordingly  recommend  that  so  far  as  it  can  be  now  lawfully 
done  section  10  of  the  Regulations  be  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words  "and  then  at  a  stated  communication  only",  so  that  same  will 
read  as  follows: 

Seo.  19.  A  Lodge  shaU  not  confer  more  than  one  degree,  nor 
shall  said  degree  be  conferred  upon  more  than  five  candidates,  in 
one  day.  No  Lodge,  either  itself  or  through  another  Lodge  acting 
for  it,  shall  confer  more  than  one  degree  in  one  week,  so  that  not 
less  than  seven  days  shall  intervene  between  the  conferring  of 
any  two  degrees. 
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Happily,  the  war  has  ended.  The  aituation  which  led  to  tlie  recon- 
vened session  of  1U17  no  longer  exists  and  with  its  passing  has  ended 
the  usefulness  of  the  so-called  War  Begulations  then  adopted,  it  is 
unlikely  that  need  for  them  will  arise  again  in  this  generation,  and 
the  Grand  Master's  suggestion  that  they  be  now  abrogated  and  repealed 
is  founded  in  wisdom.  We  therefore  recommend  that  so  far  as  same 
can  be  lawfully  done  at  this  session  sections  24  and  25  of  the  Regula- 
tions be  repealed,  and  to  that  end  the  adoption  of  the  following : 

Bbsolved,  That  sections  24  and  25  of  the  Regulations  be  and  the 
same  hereby  are  repealed.  There  is,  however,  excepted  from  the 
effect  of  such  repeal  all  matters  pending  under  diBpeusations  or 
warrants  already  issued   and  outstanding. 

For  many  years  subdivision  one  of  section  nine  of  the  Ck>nstitution 
has  provided  that  no  officer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  should  be  eligible  to  the 
office  of  Trustee  of  the  Masonic  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund,  and  that  no 
such  elected  Trustee  should  be  eligible  to  any  other  office  during  the 
term  for  which  he  was  elected.  This  increases  the  disability  of  a  Trustee 
to  hold  any  other  office  beyond  that  imposed  upon  other  officers  and  is  an 
injustice  to  faithful  brethren  as  well  as  a  possible  real  injury  to  the 
fraternity.  No  good  reason  exists  why  a  brother  who  has  retired  from 
the  office  of  Trustee  by  resignation  or  otherwise  before  the  expiration 
of  his  elective  term  should  be  thus  barred,  and  we  accordingly  recom- 
mend that  said  subdivision  one  of  section  nine  of  the  Constitution  be 
amended  by  striking  therefrom  the  word  **elected"  in  the  fourth  line, 
and  the  words  "during  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected  such  Trustee,' 
in  the  iif th  and  sixth  lines,  so  that  the  section  shall  read  as  follows : 

Ssa  9: 

1.  The  "Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund" 
organised  in  accordance  with  Chapter  272  of  the  Laws  of  New 
York,  passed  April  21,  1864,  entitled  "An  Act  to  incorporate  the 
Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Hall  and  Asylum  B'und,"  and  the  several 
acts  amendatory  thereof  or  supplemental  thereto,  shall  consist  of 
six  persons  who  shall  be  members  of  Lodges  under  the  authority  and 
jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of 
the  8tate  of  New  York,  and  residents  of  said  State,  to  be  elected 
upon  nomination  of  the  Grand  Master  at  the  Annual  Communica- 
tion of  said  Grand  Lodge  as  vacancies  may  occur,  provided,  however, 
that  no  officer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office 
of  Trustee;  and  that  no  such  Trustee  shall  be  eligible  to  any 
office  in  the  Grand  Lodge.  If  any  such  Trustee  shall  cease  to 
be  a  resident  of  the  State  of  New  York  or  shall  cease  to  be  a 
member  of  a  Lodge  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  as 
aforesaid,  his  place  as  Trustee  shall  be  declared  vacant  by  the 
Grand  Master.  At  each  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  a  Trustee,  or  Trustees,  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  to 
fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  as  may  occur  by  expiration  of 
term,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  for  the  period  of  three  years 
from  the  date  of  such  election.  The  Grand  Master  shall  cause 
his  nominations  of  Trustees  to  be  inserted  in  the  usual  notification 
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of  the  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  In  the  event 
of  such  nominations  not  being  ratified  by  election  at  such  Annual 
Communication,  the  Grand  Master  shall  immediately  present  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  other  nominations  for  Trustees.  Should  a  vacancy 
occur  in  the  office  of  Trustee,  for  any  other  cause  than  the  expira- 
tion of  the  term  of  office  of  said  Trustee,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled 
by  appointment  by  the  Grand  Master,  such  Trustee  to  hold  office 
until  the  next  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  when 
a  Trustee  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  for  the  unexpired  term. 

There  has  been  referred  to  us  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand 
Master  that  hereafter  there  shall  be  paid  for  every  candidate  initiated, 
by  the  Lodge  initiating  him,  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Hall  and  Asylum 
Fund  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  to  be  added  to  the  initiation  fee,  and 
that  for  the  reinstatement  of  every  expelled,  unaffiliated  or  non-affiliated 
Mason  there  shall  be  paid  by  the  Lodge  reinstating  him  the  sum  of 
ten  dollars,  to  be  paid  by  the  brother  reinstated;  such  sums  of  money 
to  be  held  and  kept  as  an  endowment  fund,  and  the  income  thereof 
apportioned  for  the  use  of  the  Home  and  the  Hospital  on  an  equitable 
basis. 

Upon  this  proposition  your  Committee  have  held  a  public  hearing 
which  was  quite  largely  attended  by  the  brethren  and  the  discussions 
there  have  been  intensely  interesting. 

It  is  worthy  of  note,  and  speaks  for  the  genuine  Masonic  spirit  of 
our  brethren  that  not  the  slightest  criticism  of  our  present  charitable  en- 
deavors, or  of  the  propriety  of  the  Hospital  project  now  under  considera- 
tion, was  voiced  by  any  of  them.  On  the  contrary,  there  was  a  unison 
of  approval,  and  acquiesence  in  both. 

On  the  subject  of  ways  and  means  for  maintenance  there  appeared, 
however,  to  be  some  diversity  of  opinion,  but  with  general  agreement 
that  too  heavy  yearly  burdens  should  not  be  placed  upon  the  Lodges, 
and  that  each  Lodge  should  be  left  to  its  own  discretion  as  to  manner 
in  which  it  should  finance  its  share  of  our  common  burden.  With  this 
your  Committee  is  in  full  accord,  and  upon  talking  with  the  Grand 
Master  he  has  freely  expressed  his  wish  to  meet  our  obligation  in  this 
matter  so  that  it  will  bear  as  lightly  as  possible  upon  the  Fraternity. 

The  recommendation  we  are  about  to  substitute  for  that  referred  to 
us  was  finally  worked  out  with  the  brethren  attending  our  hearing, 
and  we  understand  same  to  be  offered  with  their  agreement  and 
approval. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  so  far  as  same  can,  at  this  Annual 
Communication,  be  done,  subdivision  5  of  section  37  of  the  Constitution 
be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

5.  For  every  person  initiated  into  a  Lodge  Thirteen  dollars 
and  fifty  cents  ($13.50),  $3.00  whereof  shall  be  appropriated  to 
the  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund,  and  $10.00  whereof  shall  be  paid  to 
the  Trustees  of  the  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund  and  by  such  Trustees 
held  in  perpetual  trust,  safely  invested,  and  the  income  thereof 
used  for  the  benefit  of  the  Home  and  the  Hospital  as  their  respective 
needs  may  from  time  to  time  be  by  said  Trustees  determined.

We  further  recommend  that  subdiyision  C  of  section  37  of  the 
Constitution  be,  so  far  as  can  now  be  done,  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

6.  For  the  affiliation  fee  of  every  Master  Mason,  Entered 
Apprentice  and  Fellow  Craft  .50 

For  every  expelled,  unaffiliated  or  non-affiliated  brother  upon 
reinstatement  $10.00 

Unless  the  brother  shall  have  in  case  of  unaffiliation  remained  so 
unaffiliated  less  than  five  years,  in  which  event  such  reinstatement 
BO  to  be  paid  shall  be  $5.  Such  reinstatement  fees  to  be  covered 
into   the   endowment   fund   hereinbefore   provided   for. 

It  was  practically  agreed  in  our  conference  with  the  brethren 
that  this  reinstatement  fee  should  also  apply  in  cases  of  brethren  sus- 
pended, but  upon  reflection  it  seems  that  inasmuch  as  a  suspended 
brother  is.  automatically  restored  to  membership  upon  the  expiration 
of  his  term  of  suspension,  such  provision  would  be  unenxorclble  by  the 
Lodge  against  him  and  therefore  requirement  of  such  payment  unjust 
to  the  Lodge. 

These  proposed  amendments  to  section  37  of  the  Constitution  must, 
under  subdivision  10  of  that  section,  be  submitted  to  the  Lodges  for 
individual  action  and  we  therefore  submit  the  following  resolution  and 
recommend  its   adoption: 

Resolved,  That  pursuant  to  the  requirement  of  subdivision  10 
of  section  87  of  the  Constitution  the  amendments  to  such  section 
adopted  at  this  Annual  Communication  be  submitted  to  all  the 
Lodges  and  not  less  than  three  months  after  their  adoption  by 
three-fourths  of  such  Lodges  same  shall  be  by  the  Grand  Master 
promulgated  as  being  finally  and  completely  ratified  and  adopted.

There  was  before  your  Committee  an  application  for  refunding  of 
dues  claimed  to  have  been  paid  to  the  Grand  Lodge  in  error  by  Theresa 
Lodge  No.  174.  Your  Committee  are  of  the  same  opinion  as  has  been 
expressed  by  this  Committee  many  times  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  that  such 
errors  are  the  fault  of  lodge  officers  and  that  such  refunds  act  only  as 
a  premium  on  careless  secretories  in  making  returns.  Your  Committee 
therefore  reiterate  their  opinion  of  last  year  in  a  similar  case  and  recom- 
mend that  the  application  from  Theresa  Lodge  No.  174  be  denied  for  the 
reasons  herein  stoted.  > 

In  relation  to  that  portion  of  the  Grand  Master's  Address  in  refer- 
ence to  the  Masonic  Relief  Association  of  the  United  Stotes  and  Canada, 
your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  and  reconmiend,  as  this  Relief 
Association  is  now  receiving  from  relief  bodies  in  this  state  the  amount 
of  $420  yearly  and  from  individual  lodges  the  sum  of  $40  yearly,  a  total 
of  $460,  which  is  a  sum  greater  than  would  be  paid  by  this  Grand  Lodge 
under  the  per  capita  arrangement,  that  no  action  be  taken  by  this 
Grand  Lodge. 

In  relation  to  that  portion  of  the  Grand  Master's  Address  in  refer- 
ence to  the  several  Masonic  employment  bureaus  and  local  boards  of 
relief  throughout  the  state,  your  Committee  agree  with  the  Grand  Master 
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that  it  would  be  in  the  interest  of  economy  and  efficiency  if  these  two 
departments  of  our  organization  should  be  consolidated. 

The  Committee  further  recommend  that  the  Grand  Treasurer  be,  and 
he  is,  hereby  authorized  to  pay  upon  the  certificate  of  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary the  necessary  expenses  connected  with  the  office  of  the  Grand 
Master,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer,  for  postage,  printing 
and  stationery  for  the  ensuing  year. 

All  of  which  is  fraternally  submitted.

On  motion  of  M.'.  W.'.  Townsend  Souddbb,  the  following 
was  adopted : 

We  have  been  advised  that  the  congested  condition  on  the  calendar 
of  our  several  lodges  presents  a  situation  which  requires  some  remedy, 
and,  as  our  machinery  is  somewhat  slow,  this  remedy  would  have  to  be 
postponed  for  at  least  a  year;  and  if  it  be  deemed  the  wisdom  of  this 
Fraternity  to  decide  upon  effecting  these  changes  which  have  been  pro- 
posed here  with  reference  to  the  doing  away  of  those  obstacles  which  now 
stand  in  the  way  of  clearing  the  lodge  calendars,  I  move  that  instead 
of  awaiting  the  submitting  of  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  Consti- 
tution which  has  to  do  with  the  work  of  the  degrees  at  stated  commu- 
nications only,  that  that  matter  also  be  submitted  to  the  lodges,  so  that 
if  in  their  Judgment  it  should  be  passed  at  once  it  may  so  be  done 
and  the  condition  met. 

On  motion  of  M.'.  W.*.  Townsend  Souddbb,  the  following 
was  adopted : 

We  have  begun  to  tie  things  up  a  little  bit,  and  in  order  that 
we  may  have  the  record  straight  I  offer  the  following:  At  the  last 
Annual  communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  reference  was  made  to  the 
correspondence  which  had  passed  between  the  Grand  Master  and  the 
several  Masonic  jurisdictions  in  the  United  States  regarding  the  situa- 
tion which  existed  at  and  shortly  after  the  entering  of  the  United  States 
into  the  war,  in  connection  with  the  participation  of  Freemasonry  there- 
in, and  the  printing  and  publication  of  the  proceedings  and  of  the  corre- 
spondence was  authorized  and  directed.  Pursuant  to  that  resolution 
the  correspondence  was  printed  and  appears  at  pages  445  to  496  of  the 
Proceedings  of  1018. 

On  May  9th,  1918,  following,  on  invitation  of  the  Grand  Master,  a 
conference  of  Grand  Masters  was  held  at  the  Masonic  Hall,  New  York, 
the  proceedings  of  which  have  been  separately  printed  and  circulated. 

Thereafter,  a  further  conference  of  Grand  Masters  was  called  by  the 
Grand  Master  of  Iowa  and  was  held  at  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  on  Novem- 
ber 26th  to  28th,  1918,  the  proceedings  of  which  conference  also  have 
been  separately   printed  and  circulated.     These   two  conferences  have 
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culminated  in  the  recommendation  of  the  Iowa  conference,  that  the 
"Masonic  Service  Association  of  the  United  States'*  be  formed,  and  that 
is  what  we  have  just  now  done,  and  which  has  been  the  subject  of 
another   resolution   of  the   Grand   Lodge. 

Now,  therefore,  and  whereas  it  is  highly  proper  that  the  holding 
of  these  most  important  conferences  be  memorialized, 

RESOLVED,  That  the  part  talsen  by  this  Grand  Lodge  in  these 
vital  forward  movements  of  the  Fraternity  be,  and  they  now  hereby 
are,  made  a  matter  of  record. 

And  in  this  wise  we  connect  up  what  has  been  done,  malting  those 
records  of  those  two  conferences  part  of  our  Proceedings,  and  all  go 
together  in  the  general  work,  and  thus  the  story  is  told  between  two 
covers. 

M.*.  W.'.  TowxsEND  Scudder:  There  is  one  other  little 
matter,  Grand  Master,  which  it  occurs  to  me  we  may  take  up 
and  consider.  When  we  convened  here  the  first  afternoon  ses- 
sion a  great  deal  of  time  was  taken  up  in  calling  the  roll;  and  it 
seems  to  me  we  might  apply  more  modern  methods.  As  it  is 
now,  it  interferes  with  the  rest  of  our  ceremony;  and  all  of  us 
know  our  names,  and,  therefore,  we  hardly  have  to  have  them 
repeated  here. 

It  has  occurred  to  me  that  we  might  invite  our  Grand  Secre- 
tary to  try  to  apply  to  our  conditions  and  needs  a  card  system, 
whereby  the  persons  here  may  be  indicated  through  the  handing 
in  of  suitable  cards,  and  then  ascertaining  that  a  quorum  is 
present  we  may  proceed,  and  avoid  loss  of  time  in  that  matter 
of  form  here. 

I  ask  that  that  be  done, — an  invitation  be  extended  to  the 
Grand  Secretary  to  try  to  evolve  such  a  scheme. 

M.'.  W.*.  William  Sherer  addressed  the  Grand  Lodge  as 
follows,  and  on  motion  the  resolution  was  adopted : 

I  will  not  apologize  for  taking  up  your  time  for  a  few  moments  for 
the  reason  that  I  am  going  to  take  your  time  for  what  I  consider  some- 
thing of  very  great  importance. 

We  are  on  the  eve  of  great  changes  now  in  the  system  of  B'ree- 
masonry.  We  have  set  going  a  plan  to  become  a  world-wide  institu- 
tion. Whatever  that  means,  goodness  only  knows  how  it  will  come  out. 
We  know  there  are  projects  on  foot  for  world-wide  action,  world-wide 
leagues  of  all  sorts;  but  it  seems  to  me  that  the  foundation  upon  which 
the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States  are  instituted  from  the  mother 
Grand  Lodge  of  England  gav«.us  a  very  firm  foundation,  and  recently 
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we  have  been  drifting  away  from  that  foundation,  unconsciously.  We 
believe  we  have  been  going  on  in  safe  seas, — there  is  no  danger  because 
it  is  so  smooth.  We  have  been  greeted  on  all  sides, — ^as  long  as  we 
have  something  to  give  we  are  treated  as  very  great,  as  of  importance. 
By  and  by,  when  we  haven't  anything  to  give,  what  will  be  the  result? 

Brethren,  there  is  an  insidious  attempt, — mind  you,  this  is  individual. 
— an  insidious  scheme  or  work  afloat  that  would  jeopardize  our  great 
institution  in  the  near  future. 

Now,  what  I  am  going  to  say,  perhaps,  may  seem  to  many  of  you 
as  unnecessary  and  trivial,  but,  brethren,  in  the  dark  days  of  '60  and  '61 
this  scheme  or  this  plan  was  deemed  essential  and  necessary,  and  to-day 
it  is  in  vogue  on  all  coins  and  all  the  official  currency  of  the  United 
States  where  are  placed  the  words  "In  God  We  Trust."  Brethren,  think 
of  that  for  a  moment ;  and  let  us  establish  this,  that  "In  God  We  Trust," 
we  Masons  of  the  Empire  State;  and,  therefore,  I  move  that  upon  the 
official  documents  issued  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State,  particularly 
to  foreign  jurisdictions,  all  correspondence  to  foreign  jurisdictions  and 
all  the  literature  stand  in  the  name  of  or  have  the  words  "In  God 
We  Trust." 

It  may  seem  of  slight  importance  to  you  all,  but  to  me,  my  brethren, 
in  the  fading  of  my  years — I  may  not  be  here  on  this  platform  again, 
but  I  will  have  had  this  consciousness,  if  you  adopt  this, — that  I  will 
have  done  my  little  something  to  perpetuate  what  I  believe  to  be  the 
great  landmark  of  Masonry  and  which  I  never  will  willingly  let  go. 
I  shall  stand  by  that  as  long  as  I  have  anything  to  stand  on, — that 
and  our  right  to  the  consciousness  and  acknowledgment  of  the  Deity,  and 
that  all  who  come  into  our  fold  shall  say  the  same  thing.  The  Great 
Light  and  the  acknowledgment  of  the  Deity  are  our  landmarks,  brethren ; 
never  abandon  them.  I  ilon't  want  to  go  out  and  flaunt  our  favor  and 
our  faith  on  the  streets.  I  simply  want  to  assert  it  in  the  proper  and 
dignified  way.  We  will  be  dignified  in  the  use  of  these  things.  We  will 
not  beg  people  to  get  down  and  agree  with  us,  but  let  them  come  to  us. 
We  are  now,  I  am  afraid,  going  to  them.  Fifteen  Grand  Lodges  of  the 
United  States,  I  am  told,  are  going  to  them.  Why?  We  have  heard  about 
how  much  of  a  civil  service  examination  a  man  has  to  take  to  become 
a  Mason  in  France.  No  wonder  Masonry  is  disturbed  there;  it  is  no 
wonder  there  are  three  Grand  Lodges.  They  are  in  internal  confusion 
all  the  time.  It  is  no  wonder  that  in  all  of  our  South  American  coun- 
tries and  all  of  our  Latin  countries  war  and  revolutions  are  rampant. 
And  why  do  we  find  them  so?  Because  there  are  some  men  there  who, 
under  the  guise  of  Masonry,  are  propagating  something  to  disturb  the 
only  church  they  have  got.  Whether  that  church  is  good  or  not  it  is 
not  for  me  to  say,  but  I  will  say,  without  that  church  your  great  North- 
west would  never  have  been  the  pathway  of  the  lakes  to  the  sea,  and  it 
would  never  have  been  used,  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  missionaries  who 
came  from  that  church  and  opened  up  so  much  to  humanity  in  this 
country. 

I  have  lived  in  the  West,  and  I  have  seen  what  that  church  may 
do,  and  I  haven't  any  brief  for  it ;  but  I  say  that  church  teaches  a  rever- 
ence to  God,  your  Creator.     Now,  can  we  throw  that  away?     Can  we 
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ever  revolationize  them,  where  the  mandate  of  revolution  is  behind  all 
this  propaganda?  We  as  Anglo-Saxon  Masons, — the  great  Grand  Lodge 
of  England  and  the  great  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  (of  whom  I  have 
the  honor  to  be  the  representative) — we  stand  for  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  York  and  believe  in  the  standards  that  we  have  established,  or  that 
were  established  by  our  fathers,  and,  praise  God,  we  will  live  by  them.

K.  KuHN  in  place  of  R.'.  W.*.  Arthur  K.  Kuhn. 
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On  motion  of  M.*.  W.'.  Thomas  Pbnnkt  the  following 
was  adopted: 

Worshipful  Grand  Master,  before  these  proceedings  are  completed, 
and  the  minutes  approved,  it  occurred  to  me  that  possibly  the  brethren 
here  might  want  to  do  something  which  I  am  going  to  suggest, — after 
consideration. 

All  of  us  who  listened  to  the  wonderful  and  eloquent  words  of  Right 
WoBSHiFFUL  Bbotheb  Petty  Were  very  much  affected  by  the  appeal  that 
was  therein  contained.  Of  course,  the  purpose  of  his  appeal  was  to 
present  to  our  hearts  and  minds  the  wonderful  project  which  the  Grand 
Master  has  recommended  that  we  take  up,  the  long  neglected  duty  which 
is  now  before  us;  and  we  who  are  here  understand.  We  who  are  here 
have  been  impressed,  and  we  who  are  here  wiU  do  perhaps  as  much  as 
we  can  in  our  respective  ways  to  carry  that  message  forward  to  our  re- 
spective communities.  But  I  anticipate.  Brethren,  that  there  is  going  to 
be  more  or  less  questioning  when  you  get  back  to  your  home  districts.  We 
heard  on  the  hearing  yesterday  before  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
what  a  difference  there  was  in  trying  to  reach  the  more  or  less  isolated 
members  in  the  rural  districts,  and  how  much  easier  it  was  for  you 
men  down  here  in  the  Metropolitan  District  to  understand  because  you 
had  the  readier  means  of  getting  information,  and  I  appreciate  the  fact 
that  you  District  Deputies  and  those  that  are  going  to  be  appointed  are 
going  to  have  considerable  of  a  task  to  get  home  to  the  consciences  of 
our  brethren  the  real  needs  of  their  performing  their  duty;  and  I  be- 
lieve, Brethren,  that  this  wonderful  speech  and  appeal  that  Bbotheb 
Pettt  presented  to  us  here,  if  it  could  be  put  into  the  hands  of  our 
brethren  and  let  them  take  it  home  and  get  it  into  their  consciences, — 
that  it  would  be  a  wonderful  help  toward  the  accomplishment  of  our 
purpose. 

And  I,  therefore,  move.  Most  Worshipful  Sir,  this  speech  of  Bbotheb 
Pettt*s  be  printed  in  pamphlet  form  in  a  sujQBicient  number  for  general 
distribution  among  the  Craft 

The  Gkand  Master  :  Bbothkk  Pbnnby,  would  it  not  be  well 
to  print  this  address  by  Brother  Petty  in  the  same  pamphlet 
that  is  to  be  printed  of  the  report  of  Judge  Scudder  yesterday  ? 

M.*.  W.  Thomas  Penney:  I  think,  Most  Worshipful 
Sir,  that  if  you  have  it  in  a  separate  pamphlet  it  will  be  more 
readily  accepted  or,  rather,  men  will  more  quickly  read  it  than 
if  it  is  put  in  with  something  else ;  and  I  would  recommend  that 
they  be  sent  out  in  separate  issues. 

M.'.  W.'.  William  S.  Farmer:  They  will  be  printed  and 
sent  out  in  separate  issues.    So  ordered. 
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There  being  no  further  business,  these  minutes  were  read 
and  approved  and  the  Grand  Lodge  was  closed  in  Ample  Form 
with  prayer  by  R.'.  W.'.  Oscar  F.  11.  Tredbr,  Grand  Chaplain, 
unless  specially  convened  in  which  case  due  and  timely  notice 
will  be  given.

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PROPOSED  AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

Amend  Section  19  of  the  Regulations  by  striking  out  the 
words  **and  then  at  a  stated  communication  only/'  so  that  said 
section  shall  read: 

"Section  19.  A  Lodge  shall  not  confer  more  than  one  degree, 
nor  shall  said  degree  be  conferred  upon  more  than  five  candi- 
dates, in  one  day.  No  Lodge,  either  itself  or  through  another 
Lodge  acting  for  it,  shall  confer  more  than  one  degree  in  one 
week,  so  that  not  less  than  seven  days  shall  intervene  between 
the  conferring  of  any  two  degrees." 

Strike  out  Sections  24  and  25  of  the  Regulations. 

Amend  Section  9,  sub-division  1,  of  the  Constitution  by 
striking  out  the  word  "elected"  in  the  fifteenth  line  and  the 
words  "during  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected  such  Trustee" 
in  the  fifth  and  sixth  lines  of  said  section  so  that  same  shall  read : 

"Section  9.  (1)  The  'Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Hall  and 
Asylum  Fund,'  organized  in  accordance  with  Chapter  272  of  the 
Laws  of  New  York,  passed  April  21,  1864,  entitled  *An  Act  to 
incorporate  the  Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Hall  and  Asylum 
Fund,'  and  the  several  acts  amendatory  thereof  or  supplemental 
thereto,  shall  consist  of  six  persons  who  shall  be  members  of 
Lodges  under  the  authority  and  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and 
residents  of  said  State,  to  be  elected  upon  nomination  of  the 
Grand  Master  at  the  Annual  Communication  of  said  Grand 
Lodge  as  vacancies  may  occur,  provided,  however,  that  no  officer 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Trustee; 
and  that  no  such  Trustee  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  in  the 
Grand  Lodge.  If  any  such  Trustee  shall  cease  to  be  a  resident 
of  the  State  of  New  York  or  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  a 
Lodge  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  as  aforesaid, 
his  place  as  Trustee  shall  be  declared  vacant  by  the  Grand 
Master.  At  each  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
a  Trustee,  or  Trustees,  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  to  fill  such 
vacancy  or  vacancies  as  may  occur  by  expiration  of  term,  whose 
term  of  office  shall  be  for  the  period  of  three  years  from  the  date 
of  such  election.    The  Grand  Master  shall  cause  his  nominations 
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of  Trustees  to  be  inserted  in  the  usual  notification  of  the  Annual 
Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  In  the  event  of  such 
nominations  not  being  ratified  by  election  at  such  Annual  Gom- 
munication^  the  Grand  Master  shall  immediately  present  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  other  nominations  for  Trustees.  Should  a  vacancy 
occur  in  the  office  of  Trustee,  for  any  other  cause  than  the  ex- 
piration of  the  term  of  office  of  said  Trustee,  such  vacancy  shall 
be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Grand  Master,  such  Trustee  to 
hold  office  until  the  next  Annual  Conmiunication  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  when  a  Trustee  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  for  the 
unexpired  term.*' 

Amend  Section  37,  Sub-division  5,  to  read  as  follows : 

*'6.  For  every  person  initiated  into  a  Lodge  Thirteen  dollars 
and  fifty  cents  ($13.60),  $3.00  whereof  shall  be  appropriated 
to  the  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund,  and  $10.00  whereof  shall  be  paid 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund  and  by  such 
Trustees  held  in  perpetual  trust,  safely  invested,  and  the  income 
thereof  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  Home  and  the  Hospital  as 
their  respective  needs  may  from  time  to  time  be  by  said 
Trustees  determined.'* 

Amend  Section  37,  Sub-division  6,  to  read  as  follows: 

"6.  For  the  affiliation  fee  of  every  Master  Mason,  En- 
tered Apprentice  and  Fellow  Craft  .50 

For  every  expelled,  unaffiliated  or  non-affiliated  brother 
upon  reinstatement  $10.00" 

Unless  the  brother  shall  have  in  case  of  unaffiliation  re- 
mained so  unaffiliated  less  than  five  years,  in  which  event  such 
reinstatement  so  to  be  paid  shall  be  $5.  Such  reinstatement 
fees  to  be  covered  into  the  endowment  fund  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided for.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MASONIC  OVERSEAS 
MISSION  ON  EFFORTS  TO  SECURE 
GOVERNMENTAL  PERMISSION  TO 
ENGAGE  IN  INDEPENDENT  WAR 
RELIEF  WORK  ABROAD 


Resolutioiis  adopted  unanimously  at  a  Conference  of  Orand  Masters 
of  Masons  in  the  United  States,  held  at  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  on  No- 
vember 26,  27  and  28,  1918 : 

"WHEREAS,  At  the  meeting  of  the  Orand  Masters  held  in  the 
City  of  New  York  on  May  9,  1918,  the  request  was  made  that  the 
Mission  appointed  by  the  Grand  Masters  of  Masons  in  the  State  of 
New  York,  to  go  Overseas  and  engage  in  war  relief  work  for  the 
benefit  of  the  boys  with  the  colors;  likewise  undertake  in  this  work 
to  represent  the  sister  Jurisdictions  attending  that  conference,  assenting 
thereto  and  joining  in  said  request;  and 

"WHEREAS,  Thereafter  said  Mission  began  negotiations  with  the 
Governmental  authorities  at  Washington,  D.  C,  having  for  its  object 
and  purpose  the  accomplishment  of  the  will  of  the  Fraternity  to  en- 
gage in  Overseas  work  for  the  benefit  of  our  soldiers  and  sailors;  and 

"WHEREAS,  A  report  has  been  made  to  this  meeting  of  Grand 
Masters  by  Past  Grand  Master  Townsend  Scctddeb  of  the  efforts  made 
by  said  committee  or  Mission  to  carry  out  the  will  of  the  Masonic 
Fraternity  in  the  United  States  in  the  matter  of  its  engaging  in  war 
service  and  relief  work;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

"RESOLVED,  First,  that  the  report  of  the  aforesaid  Mission, 
presented  to  this  Conference  of  Grand  Masters,  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby  ratified,  adopted  and  approved ;  be  It  further 

"RESOLVED,  That  just  so  soon  as  the  aforesaid  report  is  com- 
pleted by  the  closing  of  the  transaction  so  far  as  the  Government  is 
oonccmed,  through  the  receipt  of  the  reply  of  the  President  to  the 
lotter  of  November  11,  1918,  referred  to  in  said  report,  that  said  report 
be  then  printed  and  a  copy  thereof  forwarded  to  each  of  the  jurisdic- 
tions accepting  and  adopting  the  same,  including  those  jurisdictions  who 
have  already  signified  their  approval  of  this  work ;  be  it  further 

"RESOLVED,  That  the  thanks  of  this  body  of  Grand  Masters  be 
tendered  to  Past  Grand  Master  Scuddeb,  and  his  associates,  for  the 
able  and  conscientious  manner  in  which  they  have  conducted  the  work 
entrusted  to  their  care;  for  the  report  made  by  Past  Grand  Master 
Scuddeb,  and  for  his  devotion  to  the  cause  which  we  all  represent** 
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Resolution  adopted  unanimously  at  a  Conference  of  Grand  Masters  of 
Masons  in  the  United  States,  held  at  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  on  November 
26,  27  and  28,  1918,  appointing  M.'*  W.'.  Townsend  Sgudoeb,  Past  Orand 
Master  of  Masons  in  the  State  of  New  York,  the  Agent  and  Commis- 
sioner of  said  Conference  to  take  charge  of  Masonic  Overseas  War 
Relief  Work: 

"BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  Bbotheb  Townsend  Scudder,  Past 
Grand  Master  of  New  York,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Commissioners 
appointed  by  the  Grand  Master  of  New  York  to  undertake  the  Over- 
seas work  among  the  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  American  Expeditionary 
Force,  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  appointed  and  designated  as  the  agent  and 
Commissioner  of  this  Conference  and  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  here  repre- 
sented, and  those  which  may  hereafter  adopt  the  Constitution  of  the 
Masonic  Service  Association  of  the  United  States,  to  take  charge  of 
the  Overseas  work  contemplated  and  embodied  in  the  Constitution  this 
day  adopted." 


To  THE  M:W:WILLIAM  S.  FARMER,  Grand  Master  of 
Masons  in  the  State  of  New  York,  and  to  all  Masonic  Grand 
Jurisdictions  in  the  United  States  participating  in  the  efforts 
to  induce  our  Government  to  consent  to  Overseas  service  by 
the  Masonic  Fraternity  in  the  interest  of  our  forces  engaged 
in  the  great  war. 

Brethren,  as  Chairman  of  the  Commission  appointed  in 
1917,  by  M.'.W.'. Thomas  Penney,  Grand  Master,  and  con- 
firmed in  such  appointment  by  you  in  1918,  to  organize  in 
Europe  war  relief  for  the  benefit  of  our  men  in  the  Army  and 
Navy,  and  to  secure  the  permission  of  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  to  that  end,  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  fol- 
lowing report.  Although  appointed  in  the  first  instance  by 
the  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  New  York,  the  Commission 
was  thereafter,  by  the  Grand  Masters  of  many  of  our  Sister 
Jurisdictions,  appointed  and  designated  as  their  own. 

In  order  that  the  readers  of  this  report  may  properly 
understand  our  eflforts  to  engage  in  Overseas  work,  and  trace 
the  steps  taken  by  us  to  that  end,  it  is  necessary  to  begin 
with  a  conference  held  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  War  in 
October,  1917.  At  this  conference  a  large  number  of  fra- 
ternal organizations  were  represented. 

This  conference  was  held  at  the  invitation  of  the  Secrc- 
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tary  of  War  for  the  purpose  of  discussing,  and  considering 
the  modification  of,  an  order  previously  made  by  him  which 
excluded  Freemasons  and  other  fraternities  and  associations 
from  engaging  in  welfare  work  within  military  camps  and 
accorded  that  privilege  exclusively  to  the  Young  Men's  Qiris- 
tion  Association  and  the  Knights  of  Columbus.  This  order 
had  been  made  without  notice  to  the  Masonic  Fraternity  or 
opportunity  afforded  it  to  be  heard  in  the  matter  of  its  desire 
to  participate  in  such  service,  to  engage  in  which  it  was  at  all 
times  ready,  willing,  and  financially  able  without  soliciting 
outside  assistance. 

This  conference  resulted  in  a  statement  by  the  Secretary 
that  thereafter  camps  and  cantonments  of  the  Army  would  be 
open  for  the  erection  and  use  of  buildings  therein  by  fraternal, 
benevolent,  or  similar  societies  of  recognized  and  well-estab- 
lished character,  having  members  in  such  camps  or  canton- 
ments, upon  permission  first  obtained  from  the  officer  com- 
manding the  camp  or  cantonment  in  question.  The  Masonic 
Fraternity  in  New  York  State  thereafter  endeavored  to  take 
advantage  of  the  Secretary's  announcement,  but  met  with  little 
encouragement  on  the  part  of  the  military  authorities.  Balked 
in  these  efforts,  the  Fraternity  devoted  itself  to  social  work 
for  the  benefit  of  our  soldiers  and  sailors,  in  the  communities 
immediately  adjacent  to  the  camps,  and  also  in  the  large  cities 
visited  by  the  men  on  leave. 

About  this  time  the  transatlantic  movement  of  our  troops 
began,  and  because  of  this  fact  the  extension  of  our  Frater- 
nity's activities  to  foreign  lands  was  determined  upon  if  Gov- 
ernmental sanction  thereto  could  be  secured. 

Public  announcement  had  been  made  that  the  Government  of 
the  United  States  would  establish  abroad  what  were  described 
as  "leave  areas,"  whither,  and  whither  alone,  our  soldiers  on 
leave  would  be  permitted  to  go.  Recalling  the  obstructions 
thrown  in  the  way  of  our  previous  attempts  at  service  in 
camps,  and  pondering  on  this  announcement  relative  to  the 
so-called  "leave  areas,"  light  seemed  suddenly  shed  upon  the 
perplexing  problem  confronting  us,  and  our  course  to  the  goal 
of  Masonic  War  Relief  made  plain  by  the  announcement  in 
an  address  of  the  Secretary  of  War  that  the  major  help  to  be 
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rendered  by  fraternal  societies  was  in  the  communities  outside 
of,  rather  than  in,  the  camps  themselves.  Steps  were  promptly 
taken  to  carry  this  idea  into  effect,  and  it  was  learned  that  the 
Commission  on  Training  Camp  Activities,  a  body  within  the 
War  Department,  had  jurisdiction  over  all  social  service  activ- 
ities similar  to  those  projected  by  our  Fraternity.  At  the  head 
of  this  Commission  on  Training  Camp  Activities  was,  and 
still  is,  Mr.  Raymond  B.  Fosdick. 

I  forthwith  placed  myself  in  communication  with  Hon. 
William  M.  Calder,  Senator  from  New  York,  by  addressing 
to  him  the  following  letter : 

April  7,  1918. 
Hon.  WUliam  M.  Calder, 

United  States  Senate,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Dear  Senator  Calder: 

The  Freemasons  in  New  York,  State  have,  by  reason  of 
many  appeals  from  Europe,  become  impressed  with  the  be- 
lief that  there  exists  abroad  to-day  a  new  field  for  helpful 
service  by  the  Fraternity,  and  th^t  this  field  lies  not  in  the 
camps  of  the  United  States  armies,  but  in  the  cities  behind 
the  lines,  to  which  our  soldiers  go  when  on  leave. 

These  communications  from  abroad  confirm  a  statement 
of  the  Secretary  of  War  at  a  meeting  held  at  the  War  De- 
partment on  October  29,  1917,  in  which  he  said  that  he  was 
of  the  opinion  that  the  major  help  to  be  rendered  by  fra- 
ternal societies  is  in  the  communities  outside  rather  than  in 
the  camp  itself,  from  which  the  soldier  wants  to  go  when- 
ever he  has  an  opportimity. 

The  idea  in  mind  is  that  we  found  and  maintain  in  cities 
in  France^  to  which  our  soldiers  will  go  when  on  leave, 
quarters  in  the  nature  of  clubs,  open  to  our  men  in  the 
service,  where  they  may  receive  and  entertain  their  friends, 
and  where  they  will  find  periodicals  and  newspapers  from 
the  United  States,  stationery  for  letter-writing,  and  modest 
opportunities  for  indulging  their  musical  tastes. 

Our  object  is  to  cheer  the  spirits  of  the  men,  to  direct, 
by  this  instrumentality,  into  proper  channels  the  natural 
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longing  of  the  men  for  amusement  and  diversion,  and  to 
afford  a  place  for  social  recreation. 

Similar  activities  we  contemplate  extending  to  Italy,  as 
occasion  shall  present. 

Furthermore,  in  Switzerland  we  propose  to  establish  an 
agency  for  the  amelioration  of  the  condition  of  our  men 
taken  prisoners  of  war.  We  wish,  also,  to  be  free  to  go  to 
England,  for  the  reason  that  the  establishment  of  one  or 
more  such  agencies  there  may  be  deemed  advantageous,  and 
because  the  commission  desires  to  obtain  the  benefit,  de- 
rived from  personal  conferences  as  suggested  by  English 
Freemasons,  of  the  experience  of  English  Masons  in  similar 
service. 

The  commission  to  organize  this  work  abroad  will  con- 
sist of  four  or  five  members  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master 
of  Masons  in  the  State  of  New  York.  Four  of  the  mem- 
bers are: 

Townsend  Scudder,  Past  Grand  Master^  and  Justice  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  New  York.  Erastus  C.  Knight,  of 
Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  ex-Mayor  of  Buffalo  and  ex-Comptroller  of 
the  State  of  New  York.  William  C.  Prime,  of  Yonkers, 
N.  Y.,  a  member  of  the  New  York  Bar.  Rougier  Thome, 
of  Glen  Cove,  N.  Y.,  a  New  York  business  man. 

All  expenses  of  this  enterprise  will  be  borne  by  the 
Fraternity.  We  are  hopeful,  however,  of  receiving  the 
countenance  of  the  United  States  authorities. 

I  am  informed  that  Mr.  Raymond  B.  Fosdick,  in  charge 
of  training  camp  activities,  is  the  official  to  whom  such  a 
project  should  be  submitted.  Is  this  so?  If  it  is,  will  you 
kindly  arrange  that  I  can  have  an  interview  with  him  when 
I  come  to  Washington?  If  he  is  not  the  proper  official, 
who  is? 

We  would,  of  course^  require  passports.  What  are  the 
proper  steps  to  take  to  secure  these? 

Your  assistance  in  all  this  will  be  highly  appreciated.

Accompanied  by  Bro.  Erastus  M.  Knight,  I  journeyed  to 
Washington,  met  Senator  Calder,  and  with  him  called  upon 
Mr.  Fosdick.  To  him  was  communicated  in  full  our  aspira- 
tions to  engage  in  war  relief  work  Overseas  and  the  insistent 
demand  therefor  coming  from  members  of  our  Fraternity  then 
in  service  abroad.  Mr.  Fosdick  then  said  that,  although  he 
was  not  a  Mason,  his  grandfather  had  been,  and  he,  the 
speaker,  was  in  sympathy  with  the  ideals  of  the  Fraternity  and 
conversant  with  its  past  history  of  service  in  the  cause  of 
humanity.  He  then  went  on  to  say  that,  in  matters  of  service 
such  as  the  one  under  discussion,  the  U.  S.  Government  required 
a  responsible  head  of  an  organization  with  which  it  contem- 
plated dealing,  and  pointed  out  the  difficulties  in  the  path  of 
members  of  civilian  organizations  who  might  seek  to  engage 
in  war  relief  abroad.  He  said  that  the  Grovemment  was  en- 
deavoring to  co-ordinate  all  such  agencies  and  unite  them  in 
service  as  far  as  possible  because  of  the  embarrassment  due 
to  the  multiplicity  of  credentials  and  the  burden  these  placed 
upon  the  Allied  governments  and  our  military  authorities.  He 
further  said  that  he  understood  that  the  Masonic  Fraternity 
in  the  United  States  was  "a  disjointed  organization,"  every 
State  being  a  separate  Jurisdiction,  in  addition  to  which  there 
were  numerous  other  Masonic  bodies,  none  of  them  in  this 
country  owing  allegiance  to  any  one  head  organization. 
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"The  United  States  War  Department,"  he  said,  "cannot 
issue  49  separate  permits  to  as  many  different  Masonic  Juris- 
dictions. The  best  it  could  do  would  be  to  issue  one  permit 
to  the  Fraternity,  under  which  all  would  have  to  come,  for 
which  purpose  a  single  head  or  committee  would  be  necessary 
which  would  represent  the  entire  Masonic  Fraternity  in  this 
country,  with  which  the  Government  could  deal  and  which  it 
could  hold  responsible." 

In  reply  he  was  told  that,  while  it  was  true  that  there  were 
these  various  independent  Masonic  bodies  and  Jurisdictions, 
they  were,  nevertheless,  in  complete  harmony  in  the  desire  for 
this  service,  and  would  surely  unite  on  a  single  committee  to 
handle  this  work,  were  Governmental  approval  given  to  a 
practical  plan  of  operations  which  would  meet  the  Fraternity's 
hopes  and  desires. 

After  considerable  discussion  of  this  point,  Mr.  Fosdick 
was  so  far  convinced  of  the  future  unity  of  the  Fraternity 
in  this  matter  that  we  proceeded  to  a  discussion  of  the  pur- 
poses we  had  in  view  and  of  a  plan  to  carry  them  into  execu- 
tion. At  the  outset  of  this  part  of  the  conference  he  was  told 
that  our  Fraternity  stood  ready  to  adopt  any  plan  of  service 
which  the  Government  might  desire  us  to  follow,  and  at  our 
own  exclusive  expense.  In  response,  he  asked  if  we  had  not 
some  plan  formulated  to  this  end.  In  response  to  this  inquiry, 
our  tentative  plan  was  outlined  to  him. 

A  lengthy  discussion  of  this  plan  resulted  in  his  hearty 
approval,  because,  as  he  said,  "there  could  not  be  too  much  of 
this  sort  of  work."  He  further  stated  that  if  the  project  were 
reduced  to  writing  and  sent  to  him,  he  would  take  up  the  mat- 
ter with  Mr.  Baker  (Secretary  of  War),  but  that  he  could 
now  promise  the  approval  of  the  War  Department  thereto. 

The  foregoing  is,  it  must  be  understood,  only  the  substance 
of  the  conversations  with  Mr.  Fosdick.  There  were  two  con- 
ferences on  that  day,  one  in  the  morning  and  one  in  the  after- 
noon, and  the  discussion  was  long  and  earnest.  At  these  two 
conferences  Mr.  Fosdick  displayed  a  mind  open  to  conviction 
and  a  judgment  apparently  totally  tmbiased,  so  much  so  that 
the  final  impression  he  made  upon  us  was  his  evident  desire 
to  avail  himself  of  our  proffered  services,  even  to  the  extent 
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of  thanking  the  Masons  for  oflFering  to  contribute  their  per- 
sonal services  and  financial  resources  to  the  welfare  of  our 
soldiers  and  sailors. 

This  interview  was  followed  by  a  letter,  dated  April  16, 
1918,  addressed  to  Mr.  Fosdick  as  chairman  of  the  Commission 
on  Training  Camp  Activities,  outlining  the  tentative  plan  of 
the  Fraternity :

Rougier  Thome, 
of  Glen  Cove,  N.  Y.,  a  New  York  business  man. 

All  expenses  of  this  enterprise  will  be  borne  by  the 
Fraternity.  We  are  hopeful,  however,  of  receiving  the 
countenance  of  the  United  States  authorities. 

New  York  has  in  the  service  about  ten  thousand  Masons. 

Should  it  happen  that  other  Masonic  Jurisdictions  care 
to  join  in  this  work»  it  is  the  wish  of  the  New  York  Masons 
that  they  be  privileged  so  to  do  on  an  even  footing  and  in 
conjunction  with  New  York,  or,  if  such  other  jurisdictions 
have  other  plans  which  meet  the  approval  of  the  Depart- 
ment, New  York  will  be  glad  to  join  in  furthering  them,  our 
ambition  being  to  serve  usefully. 

I  am  enclosing  a  copy  of  the  pledge  that  is  required  of 
candidates  in  the  service  who  join  the  Masonic  Fraternity 
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through  our  Military  Lodge.  This  Lodge  is  endeavoring  to 
encourage  and  strengthen  the  young  men  and  to  cheer 
fathers  giving  their  sons  to  the  country's  service. 

We  are  open  to  any  suggestion  the  Secretary  of  War 
cares  to  make.

The  pledge  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  letter,  and  enclosed 
with  it,  is  as  follows : 


SEA  AND  FIELD  LODGE,  No.  1,  F.  ft  A.  M., 
NEW  YORK 

We  undertake  to  maintain  our  part  of  the  war  free  from 
hatred,  brutality  or  graft,  true  to  the  American  purpose 
and  ideals. 

Aware  of  the  temptations  incidental  to  camp  life  and  the 
moral  and  social  wreckage  involved,  we  covenant  together 
to  live  the  clean  life  and  to  seek  to  establish  the  American 
uniform  as  a  sjrmbol  and  guaranty  of  real  manhood. 

We  pledge  our  example  and  our  influence  to  make  these 
ideals  dominant  in  the  American  Army  and  Navy. 


Particular  attention  is  called  at  this  point  in  the  report  to 
the  designedly  elastic  nature  of  the  plan  outlined  in  the  fore- 
going letter.  This  was  so  drawn  up  that  any  Masonic  body  or 
Jurisdiction  thereafter  wishing  to  participate  in  this  movement 
could  do  so. 

It  being  proposed  to  open  recreation  houses  in  leave  areas, 
one  in  each,  the  more  Masonic  bodies  participating,  contrib- 
uting their  respective  financial  resources,  the  more  leave  areas 
could  be  covered.  This  elasticity  of  plan  was  emphasized  in 
the  conferences  with  Mr.  Fosdick,  and  was  thoroughly  under- 
stood by  him  when  his  approval  was  given.    The  object  was, 
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obviously,  to  enable  any  and  all  Masonic  bodies  to  participate  in 
the  projected  work  abroad,  and,  at  the  same  time,  by  so  uniting 
them  all  in  one  project,  thereby  comply  with  the  unalterable 
decision  of  the  Government  to  grant  permission  to  Freemasons 
for  Overseas  service  only  in  case  all  Masonic  bodies  desiring 
to  take  part  were  united  in  the  enterprise. 

On  April  19th,  no  word  having  been  received  from  Mr. 
Fosdick,  and  wishing  to  impress  upon  him  as  strongly  as  pos- 
sible the  loyalty  of  the  Fraternity  to  the  Government,  and  its 
purpose  to  do  nothing  which  might  in  the  least  embarrass  the 
latter,  I  wrote  to  Mr.  Fosdick,  enclosing  a  letter,  dated  October 
29,  1917,  sent  by  Grand  Master  Thomas  Penney  of  New  York 
to  the  Grand  Masters  of  the  forty-eight  other  Masonic  Juris- 
dictions in  the  United  States,  the  sentiments  expressed  in 
which  letter  had  been  approved  by  our  sister  Jurisdictions,  and 
the  plan  of  action  therein  outlined  endorsed.

Dear  Mr.  Fosdick: 

I  am  enclosing  herewith  a  copy  of  the  letter  sent  out  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  in  an  effort  to  meet  the 
situation  raised  by  the  decision  of  the  War  Department  in 
connection  with  the  activities  of  non-military  organizations 
in  cantonment  camps,  etc.  It  occurred  to  me  that  perhaps 
you  would  be  interested  to  know  what  New  York  State 
sought  to  do  and  what  we  believe  we  accomplished.  We 
regretted  exceedingly  that  one  Jurisdiction  seemingly  did 
not  at  first  see  the  situation  as  we  did.  I  am  referring  to 
Georgia.

Dear  Brother  Grand  Master: 

The  fundamental  duty  of  the  Craft  of  Masons  is  loyalty 
to  the  Government  of  the  United  States.  Co-operation  with, 
support  of,  obedience  to  the  Government  must  and  will 
mark  the  Fraternity's  efforts  to  do  its  bit  in  the  war.  Its 
purpose  being  to  support  and  to  uphold  those  in  authority, 
and  having  no  quarrel  with  any  governmental  agency  nor 
with  any  organization  equally  zealous  to  serve,  the  Craft 
will  countenance  no  controversy  nor  permit  itself  to  be 
drawn  into  one. 

The  present  is  not  a  time  for  criticism.  Because  danger 
lurks  in  ill-advised  action  having  for  purpose  the  broaden- 
ing of  the  Government's  rules  with  reference  to  fraternal 
societies'  activities  in  military  establishments,  it  seems  wise 
that  every  precaution  be  taken  to  prevent  what  might  place 
the  Craft  in  a  false  light  and  blight  its  hope  to  be  con- 
structively helpful  to  the  men  with  the  colors,  to  the  people, 
and  to  the  Government. 

Since  the  scope  of  Masonic  service  has  not  been  defined, 
an  informal  meeting  of  the  representatives  of  our  several 
Jurisdictions,  or  of  as  many  of  them  as  can  conveniently 
be  brought  together,  seems  timely,  to  the  end  that  Masonic 
service  in  this  war  crisis,  vital  to  our  beloved  country,  may 
be  discussed  and,  if  possible,  recommendations  agreed  upon 
having  for  object  the  efficient  co-operation  of  all  Masons 
in  the  United  States  in  the  service  of  Government  and 
country. 

With  this  patriotic  object  in  view,  I  have  pleasure  in 
offering  the  hospitality  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York 
to  such  a  gathering,  and  if  the  response  hereto  confirms  me 
in  my  present  view,  will  gladly  designate  a  time  and  place. 
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The  wisdom  of  refraining  from  action  or  declaration  until 
the  scope  of  tiie  Fraternity's  service  can  be  determined,  lest 
its  position  be  prejudiced,  needs  no  comment.

Eight  days  having  elapsed  without  a  reply  from  Mr.  Fos- 
dick  to  my  letter  of  April  16th,  and  feeling  somewhat  nervous 
at  receiving  no  word,  I  took  advantage  of  the  kind  offer  of 
Senator  Calder  to  assist  in  forwarding  the  enterprise  as  far 
as  he  could  do  so,  and  sent  him  the  following  letter :

The  day  after  the  foregoing  letter  to  Senator  Calder  the 
following  two  letters  were  received  from  Mr.  Fosdick,  both 
dated  April  23, 1918,  one  promising  the  full  support  of  the  War 
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Department  in  the  prosecution  of  our  work,  and  the  other 
expressing  appreciation  of  the  loyal  support  given  by  the  Fra- 
ternity to  the  Grovemment  in  the  situation  which  it  had  to  face 
two  or  three  months  previously. 

By  this  Mr.  Fosdick  referred  to  the  situation  created  by 
the  Secretary  of  War's  permission  to  a  secret,  sectarian  society, 
the  Knights  of  Columbus,  as  a  recognized  relief  organization, 
to  do  social  service  work  in  camps  and  cantonments,  to  the 
exclusion  of  the  Masonic  Brotherhood,  a  non-sectarian,  self- 
financing  society,  and  other  similar  bodies.

Thank  you  very  much  for  yours  of  April  the  30th.  I 
should  like  to  see  you  before  you  sail.  Do  you  expect  to 
spend  any  days  in  New  York?  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Ma- 
sons meets  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday  of  next 
week,  May  the  7th,  8th  and  9th,  and  on  the  evening  of  the 
9th  there  is  to  be  a  conference  of  the  Grand  Masters  of  the 
several  States  of  the  Union,  which  will  be  held  in  New 
York.  At  this  conference  Masonic  work  along  the  lines 
which  we  have  discussed  will  be  taken  up. 

I  do  not  think  that  we  will  be  able  to  sail  before  June, 
and  I  have  been  wondering  whether  in  order  to  secure  the 
necessary  passports,  etc.,  I  did  not  require  some  certificate 
from  your  department  in  a  general  way  approving  our  plan, 
as  a  supplement  perhaps  to  the  letter  I  received  from  you 
perhaps  a  week  ago.

Main  4872,  and  I  will  be  there  every  evening.  I  mention 
this  so  perhaps  you  could  find  time  to  communicate  with 
me  so  that  I  could  call  upon  you.

Word  was  received  on  April  30th  or  May  1st  from  Mr. 
Fosdick  by  a  long  distance  telephone  that  he  was  to  be  in  New 
York  and  could  be  reached  at  the  Hotel  Prince  George  or  at 
the  Rockefeller  Foundation  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan. 
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Being  myself  unable  to  meet  Mr,  Fosdick  at  the  time  set  by 
him,  because  I  was  presiding  at  a  term  of  the  Supreme  Court  at 
that  time,  and  because  Mr.  Fosdick  could  not  meet  me  in  the 
evening,  I  requested  Bro.  William  C.  Prime,  a  member  of  the 
Masonic  Overseas  Mission,  to  meet  Mr.  Fosdick  in  my  stead, 
and  ascertain  from  him  what  information,  in  addition  to  that 
already  given  him  "concerning  our  Masonic  plans  for  work 
abroad,"  he  had  in  mind,  and  which  called  forth  the  telegram 
of  May  2d  from  Senator  Calder.  I  also  sought  information 
as  to  the  form  of  the  Masonic  Mission's  credentials,  and  the 
necessary  steps  to  be  taken  to  secure  from  the  State  Depart- 
ment the  proper  passports. 

Bro.  Prime  was  received  by  Mr.  Fosdick  at  the  Rockefeller 
Foundation,  and  the  salient  points  of  the  ensuing  conference 
were  transmitted  to  me  by  Bro.  Prime  by  the  following  letter, 
dated  May  3,  1918:

As  you  requested  on  Wednesday,  I  immediately  got  hold 
of  Mr.  Fosdick  on  the  telephone  at  Washington,  and  foxmd 
he  was  coming  to  New  York  on  Thursday  night,  to  be  here 
this  morning,  and  he  made  an  appointment  with  me  at  the 
Rockefeller  Foundation,  61  Broadway,  where  I  have  just 
seen  him,  and  gone  over  fully  with  him  the  business  of 
paving  the  way  for  the  departure  of  the  Mission. 

He  told  me  that  he  had  done  ever3rthing  that  he  thought 
he  could  do,  excepting  that  he  would  immediately  write  and 
send  to  Mr.  McBride,  his  Assistant,  a  letter  to  the  State 
Department,  which  you  could  pick  up  in  Washington,  and 
which  he  thought  would  forestall  any  difficulties,  and  ensure 
the  issue  of  passports.     I  gave  him  the  personnel  of  the 
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Mission,  of  which  he  made  a  note»  and  told  him  somewhat 
of  our  plan. 

He  showed  a  lively  interest  in  what  I  said,  and  discussed 
with  me  at  some  length  the  subject  of  rents  in  Paris  and 
elsewhere;  said  that  he  would  be  in  Parid  early  in  May, 
would  see  Carter,  make  general  inquiry  regarding  rents  and 
conditions,  and  write  you  fully  from  Paris.  He  said  that 
he  expected  his  trip  would  be  very  brief,  and  he  might  get 
back  before  we  left,  but  would  write  in  any  case,  giving  you 
full  information  as  far  as  he  could  obtain  it. 

He  is  to  be  at  the  Prince  George  to-night,  and  I  think 
will  sail  to-morrow  or  next  day.  I  told  him  that  I  would 
write  you  immediately  the  result  of  our  interview,  and  that 
it  might  be  that  you  would  endeavor  to  get  in  touch  with 
him  later,  and  before  he  sailed.

Co-operation  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
Sought 

upon  receipt  of  the  letter  of  Mr.  Fosdick,  dated  April  23d, 
promising  us  "the  full  support  of  the  War  Department  in  the 
prosecution  of  our  work"  Overseas,  we  sought  an  interview 
with  the  International  Committee  of  the  Young  Men's  Chris- 
tian Association  to  secure  from  them,  if  possible,  their  co-op- 
eration in  our  undertaking  in  Europe  at  least  to  the  extent 
of  giving  us  the  advantage  of  the  facilities  of  travel  en- 
joyed by  them  through  the  courtesy  of  the  French  authori- 
ties to  enable  us  more  quickly  and  with  the  least  delay  to 
pass  from  one  leave  area  to  another  in  organizing  and  prosecut- 
ing our  work.  We  felt  the  more  justified  in  seeking  this  co- 
operation because  of  the  fact  that  Freemasons  had  contributed 
to  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  large  sums  of  money  to  assist  the  work 
of  the  latter. 

Through  the  kind  offices  of  R.'.W.'.Jacob  C.  Klinck  an 
interview  was  had  on  April  26,  1918,  between  Mr.  C.  V.  Hib- 
bard.  Associate  General  Secretary  of  the  International  Com- 
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mittee  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and  a  Masonic  committee  composed 
of  Brothers  Townsend  Scudder,  Rev,  Dr.  Charles  C.  Albert- 
son,  Rev.  Dr.  Clarence  A.  Barbour,  and  Rev.  Dr.  S.  Parkes 
Cadman,  at  which  the  plan  and  scope  of  our  projected  Over- 
seas work  were  laid  before  Mr.  Hibbard  and  fully  explained 
and  discussed,  and  we  told  him  we  were  seeking  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  particularly  in  the  matter  of  travel 
in  Europe,  as  heretofore  set  forth.  Mr.  Hibbard  first  inquired 
if  we  had  Government  consent,  to  which  we  replied  in  the 
affirmative,  and  he  was  promised  a  copy  of  my  letter  of  April 
16,  1918,  addressed  to  Raymond  B.  Fosdick  and  a  copy  of  Mr. 
Fosdick's  reply  thereto,  dated  April  23d.  These  were  sub- 
sequently duly  sent  to  Mr.  Hibbard. 

Mr.  Hibbard  stated  to  our  committee  that  he  was  not  in  a 
position  to  promise  us  the  co-operation  we  sought,  but  saw  no 
reason  why  it  should  not  be  accorded  us  if  we  brought  our- 
selves under  the  rules  governing  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  in  its  rela- 
tions with  the  Allied  governments.  He  went  on  to  say  that 
our  proposal  for  co-operation  would  have  to  be  submitted  to 
Dr.  John  R.  Mott,  General  Secretary  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  who 
was  abroad,  whose  return  he  suggested  we  await.  As  time  was 
a  vital  element,  we  suggested  that  our  proposal  be  cabled  to 
Dr.  Mott.  To  this  he  assented,  saying  he  would  send  the 
cable  upon  receipt  from  us  of  the  facts  in  writing.  Pursuant 
to  this  understanding  the  following  letter,  dated  April  27, 
1918,  with  the  enclosures  therein  mentioned,  was  sent  to  Mr. 
Hibbard,  the  expense  of  cabling  being  duly  paid  by  us :

Raymond  B.  Fosdick,  Chairman  of  the  Commission  on 
Training  Camp  Activities  of  the  War  Department,  and  a 
copy  of  his  reply  thereto  under  date  of  April  the  23rd.  My 
letter  to  Mr.  Fosdick  was  a  r6sum6  of  the  conversation 
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which  I  had  with  him  in  Washington  when  I  first  pre- 
sented the  hopes  of  the  Masonic  fraternity  in  connection 
with  war  relief  service  Overseas.  For  your  convenience  and 
use,  if  it  meets  with  your  approval,  I  am  sending  a  synopsis 
of  our  plan  to  be  cabled  to  Europe  agreeably  to  the  sug- 
gestion of  yesterday.

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  proposed  cable  to  Dr.  Mott 
enclosed  in  the  foregoing  letter  of  April  27th : 

IN  THE  MATTER  OF  MASONIC  OVERSEAS  WAR 
RELIEF  WORK 

The  Masonic  fraternity  purposes  maintaining  in  cities  in 
France  and  Great  Britain^  and  in  Italy  when  time  is  ripe, 
to  which  American  soldiers  go  when  on  leave  or  recuper- 
ating, quarters  in  the  nature  of  clubs,  open  to  all  men  in 
the  service,  but  where  Masons  in  the  service  will  be  hosts, 
may  receive  and  entertain  their  friends,  reciprocating  cour- 
tesies received,  and  where  they  will  find  American  litera- 
ture, amusement  and  useful  information.  The  object  is  to 
cheer  the  men  and  direct  into  proper  channels  their  natural 
longing  for  amusement  and  diversion. 

In  Switzerland  it  is  intended  to  establish  an  agency  to 
reach  and  ameliorate  the  condition  of  Masons,  prisoners  in 
Germany. 

The  War  Department  has  approved  this  work.  The 
Masonic  committee  going  to  Europe  to  organize  it  feel  that 
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the  facility  of  movement  enjoyed  by  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  if 
extended  to  their  committee,  will  facilitate  its  work.  To 
this  extent  they  ask  the  privilege  of  working  under  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.    Can  this  privilege  be  accorded  them? 

Subsequently  to  the  sending  of  the  cablegram,  numerous 
interviews  with  officials  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  were  had,  and  con- 
siderable correspondence  exchanged,  culminating  in  the  fol- 
lowing letter :

My  dear  Judge  Scudder: 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  your  letter  setting  forth  the  de- 
sires of  the  Masonic  Fraternity  to  share  in  those  helpful 
ministries  to  the  soldiers  Overseas  with  which  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  has  been  identified,  and  intimating  that,  while  you  may 
be  moving  along  independent  lines,  there  will  be  abundant 
opportunities  for  co-operation,  and  indeed  co-ordination, 
between  the  efforts  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity  and  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  Pending  the  presentation  of  your  proposals 
formally  to  the  Committee  on  Overseas  Activities,  I  have 
consulted  with  Dr.  Mott  and  his  associate,  Mr.  Brockman, 
and  we  are  altogether  certain  that  your  suggestions  will 
find  a  hearty  response  in  formal  action  when  the  Commit- 
tee meets. 

As  you  know,  and  as  is  quite  natural,  we  have  in  the 
secretarial  staff  overseas  a  considerable  number  who  belong 
to  the  Masonic  membership  in  the  United  States.    It  would 
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be  perfectly  possible,  therefore,  for  us  either  to  assign  or 
release  some  of  these  to  specific  tasks  where  you  might  de- 
sire co-operation.  There  are  individual  types  of  work  which 
we  are  carrying  on  or  special  areas  within  which  we  operate 
which  might  likewise  be  designated  as  the  sphere  of  your 
special  interests.  I  understand,  however,  that  there  is  pos- 
sibility of  your  being  given  by  the  military  some  special 
assignment  of  work.  While  it  is  natural  diat  such  work 
as  you  undertake  will  have  a  peculiai'  interest  to  members 
of  the  Masonic  Fraternity  who  are  in  the  army,  your  plan 
as  indicated  in  your  letter  is  in  perfect  alignment  with  our 
own  policy,  namely,  to  minister  freely  to  the  needs  of  all. 
In  every  way,  therefore,  it  seems  to  me  that  we  shall  be 
able  to  co-operate  heartily,  and  you  may  coimt  upon  our 
organization  and  our  personnel  to  assist  you  in  every  way 
that  is  within  our  power.  Perhaps  I  ought  to  call  attention, 
however,  to  our  own  limitation  which  may  appear  when  we 
come  to  discuss  definite  plans,  namely,  that  we  will  have 
to  be  subject  to  existing  military  regulations,  and  likewise 
to  the  necessities  of  practical  administration  of  our  work 
calling  for  a  certain  degree  of  freedom  and  elasticity  in  all 
special  designations  and  a  certain  mobility  of  our  personnel 
as  to  their  movements  under  war  conditions. 

We  shall  then  await  with  interest  some  future  word 
from  you  as  to  the  special  service  that  you  feel  we  might 
render,  and  the  practical  co-operation  that  we  can  extend 
and  this  will  appear  more  clearly  as  you  discover  the  lines 
along  which  your  activities  Overseas  will  move.

The  further  negotiations  of  the  Masonic  Mission  with  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  after  the  Government,  notwithstanding  its  former 
and  early  approval  and  promises,  had  finally  refused  us  per- 
mission for  independent  service  abroad,  will  be  set  forth  later 
in  this  report. 
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Conference  of  Grand  Masters  of  Masons 
in  New  York,  May  9, 1918 

Negotiations  with  the  Government  had  now  progressed  so 
far  that  it  was  feasible  to  call  the  proposed  conference  of 
Grand  Masters  and  lay  before  them  a  definite  plan  for  over- 
seas service  by  the  Fraternity.  The  call  for  this  conference 
was  issued  by  M/.W.*. Thomas  Penney,  Grand  Master  of 
New  York,  on  April  17,  1918. 

It  will  be  noted  that  this  call  was  issued  after  the  first 
interview  with  Mr.  Fosdick  in  Washington,  in  which  he  had 
given  his  oral  approval  of  our  Overseas  project,  but  prior  to 
the  receipt  of  his  written  approval.  This  was  because  of  the 
implicit  confidence  reposed  in  Mr.  Fosdick's  word,  and  because 
also  of  insistent  demands  from  the  many  thousands  of  Masons 
in  service  in  Europe  for  action  abroad  by  the  Masonic  Fra- 
ternity at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

Recalling  the  requirement  by  the  Government  that  all 
Masons  participating  in  this  projected  Overseas  Service  be 
united  so  that  one  permission  could  be  granted  to  them  col- 
lectively, and  because  it  was  desirable  that  this  work  be  per- 
formed by  as  many  Masonic  bodies  as  possible,  and  not  by 
the  Masons  of  New  York  only,  such  a  conference  of  Grand 
Masters  became  at  this  point  in  the  progress  of  our  enterprise 
imperative.  The  following  is  the  letter  of  April  17,  1918, 
calling  such  conference,  and  the  printed  outline  of  subjects  for 
discussion  thereat  enclosed  in  such  letter  of  call :

In  November  last  I  addressed  the  Grand  Masters  of 
the  several  Masonic  Jurisdictions  in  the  United  States, 
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touching  upon  the  war  conditions  and  the  opportunities  and 
responsibilities  resting  upon  Free  Masonry  in  that  connec- 
tion, with  particular  reference  to  the  desirability  of  a  con- 
ference of  Grand  Masters  for  consideration  of  war  problems 
and  concerted  constructive  action  in  that  regard. 

The  letter  was  issued  to  all  of  our  Sister  Jurisdictions, 
and  responses  were  received  from  more  than  a  majority,  so 
patriotically  spontaneous  that  I  felt  impelled  to  follow  up 
my  suggestion  by  calling  a  conference.  Owing,  however, 
to  the  suggestions  from  a  number,  of  pending  sessions  of 
their  respective  Grand  Lodges,  to  which  they  desired  the 
subject  referred,  or  of  early  termination  of  their  term  of 
office^  and  therefore  authority,  and  desire  that  the  matter 
be  taken  in  hand  by  their  successors,  I  have  withheld  action 
until  now  it  seems  appropriate  that  the  call  should  issue. 

I  therefore  suggest  that  a  conference  of  the  representa- 
tives of  the  several  Grand  Jurisdictions  be  held  at  the 
Masonic  Hall,  New  York  City,  on  the  evening  of  Thurs- 
day, May  9,  1918,  at  8:00  o'clock,  to  continue  from  day  to 
day  until  the  necessary  business  of  such  conference  can 
properly  be  canvassed  and  transacted,  and  its  purposes  at 
least  put  in  the  way  of  accomplishment. 

Merely  as  a  suggestion,  and  in  order  that  you  may  have 
an  opportunity  of  considering  before  we  get  together  the 
scope  of  such  a  session,  I  have  thought  it  well  to  outline 
somewhat  the  subjects  for  discussion,  and  accompanying 
this  letter  you  will  see  printed  the  agenda,  so  far  as  it 
can  now  be  formulated.  It  will  be  helpful  if  you  will  give 
this  outline  your  careful  consideration  as  promptly  as  con- 
venient, and  advise  me  in  ample  time  of  any  additional 
suggestions  that  you  have  to  make  for  business,  or  subjects 
to  be  considered. 

May  I  hope  for  a  prompt  response,  assuring  your  co- 
operation and  representation?

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Outline  of  Subjects  for  Discussion  and  Con- 
sideration at  Conference  of  Grand  Master 
to  be  held  at  New  York  City,  May  9, 1918. 

1.  It  is  ascertained  that  in  the  near  future  the  Govern^ 
ment  will  bring  home  those  men  who  have  been  so  severely 
injured  as  to  be  incapable  of  useful  service  abroad.  They 
will  be  blind,  crippled,  deaf,  demented.  Extensive  hospitals 
on  the  seaboard  and  elsewhere  are  in  process  of  establish- 
ment for  their  reception,  classification  and  separation  ac- 
cording to  their  needs,  and  other  hospitals  are  also  in  proc- 
ess of  establishment  for  the  special  treatment  of  other 
particular  ills. 

It  is  planned  to  establish  instrumentalities  for  recon- 
struction and  re-education  of  derelicts. 

This  important  business  is  already  imdertaken  and  car- 
ried on  both  in  France  and  in  England.  It  will  naturally 
be  largely,  if  not  wholly,  under  Government  control  and 
maintenance. 

Query:  What  can  Free  Masonry  do  for  its  own  and 
others  and  what  should  it  do,  and  how,  in  connection  with 
this  important  business? 

2.  Various  stations  will  be  established  throughout  the 
country  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  convalescents. 
In  this  work  women  can  be  of  inestimable  service,  and  the 
opportunity  both  for  men  and  women  to  minister  to  our 
wounded,  to  entertain  and  occupy  their  minds,  will  be 
enormous. 

Query:  What  can  Free  Masonry  do,  and  how,  in  this 
important  business? 

3.  The  Red  Cross,  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Y.  M.  H.  A.,  and  K.  of 
C.  are  performing  valiant  service  at  camps  and  at  the  front 
in  connection  with  the  welfare  of  the  men,  moral  and 
otherwise. 

Query:  Are  these  instrumentalities  sufficient  or  all  that 
can  usefully  be  employed  for  the  moral  stabilizing  of  the 
men  at  the  front  or  in  camps,  particularly  the  men  engaged 
in  the  service? 
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4.  The  employment  by  Free  Masomy  of  Chaplains  or 
other  agencies  at  home  and  abroad,  in  camps  and  elsewhere 
in  connection  with  the  maintenance  of  moral  standards  and 
close  touch  between  the  men  in  the  service  and  their  friends 
at  home. 

5.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  is  about  to  despatch 
R.'.W/.Erastus  C.  Knight,  who  wUl  be  joined  later  by 
M.'.W.'.Townsend  Scudder,  as  its  representative  to  France. 
They  are  commissioned  to  organize  such  agency  or  agencies 
as  the  circumstances  require  to  minister  to  Free  Masons  in 
the  service  generally,  save  as  respects  supplying  them  with 
funds.  Their  instructions  cover  duties  which  will  demand 
constant  touch  with  members  of  the  Craft,  and  keeping 
them  in  touch  with  friends  and  relatives  at  home. 

Query:  Will  other  jurisdictions  participate  in  this  serv- 
ice, either  in  respect  of  independent  agencies  or  co-operation 
in  the  expense  of  one  representative  or  set  of  representa- 
tives? 

6.  Certain  camps,  such  as  Camp  Merritt  at  Tenafly, 
N.  J.,  are  being  employed  for  concentration  and  embarka- 
tion of  soldiers.  Men  frequently  are  despatched  thither  for 
immediate  transportation  abroad,  who  have  not  been  home 
or  in  touch  with  friends  or  kin  for  considerable  periods. 
They  are  disheartened,  home-sick,  low-spirited. 

Query:  Should  Masonic  agents,  working  independently 
or  imder  the  wing  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  or  Red  Cross,  be  em- 
ployed at  such  camps  to  cheer,  assist,  and  otherwise  min- 
ister to  Free  Masons  who  may  be  thus  situated,  and  if  so, 
with  what  scope  of  authority  as  to  funds^  and  how  main- 
tained? 

7.  An  inevitable  consequence  of  the  war  will  be  the 
human  wrecks  or  partial  wrecks  of  middle  age,  or  less  than 
middle  age,  most  of  them  comparative  youths.  Also  men 
physically  fit,  but  requiring  aid  and  employment. 

They  will  require  assistance  to  maintain  themselves,  and 
their  dependents  also  will  require  assistance  financially  and 
otherwise. 

Query:  Ways  and  means  to  cope  with  this  problem. 
Should  it  be  nation-wide,  co-operative,  strong  jurisdictions 
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assisting  weak»  or  should  each  jurisdiction  arrange  to  take 
care  of  its  own? 

If  the  former,  should  a  general  Masonic  Fund  be  accu- 
mulated?   If  so,  how  and  how  administered? 

8.  What  are  the  several  Grand  Jurisdictions  in  the 
United  States  now  doing? 

This  conference  met  on  May  9,  1918,  and  continued  its 
sittings  over  May  10th,  and  was  actually  attended  by  twelve 
Grand  Jurisdictions.  In  addition,  letters  approving  the  purpose 
of  the  conference  and  promising  support  and  co-operation  were 
received  from  many  others,  making  a  participation,  in  person 
or  by  letter,  by  37  Masonic  Jurisdictions  in  the  United  States. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  conference: 

Resolution  Adopted  at  a  Conference  of  Grand 
Masters  and  Representatives  of.  Grand 
Jurisdictions  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons 
in  the  United  States,  lield  on  May  10, 1918. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Brethren  here  as- 
sembledy  haiUng  from  the  following  Grand  Jurisdictions — 
Massachusetts,  Michigan,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Oklahoma,  Ohio, 
New  Jersey,  Connecticut,  Rhode  Island,  Oregon,  New 
Hampshire  and  New  York — ^that  there  is  present  need  for 
Masonic  Service  Overseas  to  minister  to  Masons  with  the 
colors  in  the  forces  of  the  United  States;  that  some  service 
lies  in  the  cities^  the  recreation  centers  to  which  the  boys 
go  in  large  numbers  while  on  leave,  in  work  that  may  be 
approved  by  the  War  Department;  that  in  such  cities,  seem- 
ingly, there  should  be  established  general  Masonic  Head- 
quarters where  Masons  may  receive  Masonic  welcome,  com- 
fort and  encouragement,  and  where  our  boys  may  be  hosts 
at  home ;  that  the  duplication  of  such  headquarters  in  one 
and  the  same  town  would  be  a  waste  of  energy  and  funds; 
that  such  headquarters  be  manned  from  time  to  time  by 
workers  from  any  or  all  of  our  Jurisdictions  as  circiunstances 
permit;  that  the  expense  thereof  be  paid  so  far  as  possible 
out  of  a  general  fund;  that  the  fund  be  dedicated  to  Ma- 
sonic Fraternal  Service  Overseas ;  that  the  several  Masonic 
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Jurisdictions  be  invited  to  contribute  to  this  Fund  on  an 
annual  basis  for  each  member;  that  the  management  of  the 
Fund  be  entrusted  to  a  committee  composed  of  representa- 
tives of  the  several  contributing  Jurisdictions  selected  as 
each  Jurisdiction  sees  fit;  that  each  such  Jurisdiction  cast 
one  vote;  that  this  service  be  in  no  wise  exclusive,  but 
rather  a  tribute  to  and  token  of  Masonic  Brotherhood  with- 
out regard  to  territorial  divisions ;  that  we  recommend  that 
the  several  Grand  Lodges  in  the  United  States  create  War 
Boards  ready  to  engage  in  this  work  as  demand  may  ap- 
pear, and  we  also  recommend  the  presentation  of  this  plan 
to  our  several  Jurisdictions. 

The  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  conference  of  Grand 
Masters  of  May  9th  were  duly  printed,  and  a  copy  thereof, 
including  said  resolution,  in  book  form,  sent  to  every  sister 
Jurisdiction  in  the  United  States. 

Publicity  of  the  projected  plan  of  Masonic  Service  abroad, 
as  approved  by  the  Government,  was  given  through  the  medium 
of  the  Associated  Press,  and  this  news  was  enthusiastically 
received  by  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  which  promptly  com- 
menced raising  among  its  members  the  funds  to  meet  the 
expenses  of  the  enterprise.  Many  members  of  the  Fraternity 
now  volunteered  their  services.  Our  plan  having  thus  received 
Governmental  approval  and  endorsement,  and  the  Masons 
standing  ready  to  meet  the  other  requirements  of  the  Depart- 
ment, willing  to  give  their  personal  services,  and  able  of  them- 
selves to  meet  all  financial  demands,  nothing  seemed  now 
necessary  save  the  issuance  of  formal  passports  by  the  State 
Department. 

Efforts  to  Secure  Passports 

Mr.  Fosdick  had  notified  us  that,  to  expedite  the  securing 
of  our  passports,  he  had  written  a  letter,  addressed  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  State,  which  we  could  procure  by  calling  at  the  office 
of  the  Commission  on  Training  Camp  Activities,  in  the  War 
Department,  Washington.  It  will  be  recalled  that  this  is  the 
Commission  of  which  Mr.  Fosdick  is  chairman. 
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Mr.  Fosdick  had  previously  advised  us  that  it  would  be 
necessary  for  us  to  present  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  in  addi- 
tion to  his  above-mentioned  letter,  a  certificate  from  the  Grand 
Master  of  Masons  in  New  York  of  the  appointment  of  the 
personnel  of  the  Masonic  Overseas  Mission. 

A  few  days  were  allowed  to  elapse  after  the  adjournment 
of  the  New  York  conference  above  described  to  enable  those 
attending,  after  their  return  home,  to  communicate  the  names 
of  any  whom  they  might  wish  to  have  included  in  the  personnel 
of  the  mission,  it  being  understood  that  if  none  were  so  desig- 
nated, the  mission  as  then  constituted  was  to  proceed. 

On  May  19th,  no  such  designation  having  been  received, 
your  chairman  and  Bro.  Erastus  C.  Knight  went  to  Washing- 
ton and  duly  called  at  the  office  of  the  Commission  on  Training 
Camp  Activities,  where  we  were  received  by  Mr.  Malcolm  L. 
McBride,  acting  chairman  in  the  absence  of  Mr.  Fosdick,  who 
delivered  to  us  the  letter  signed  by  Mr.  Fosdick,  and  addressed 
to  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  following  is  a  copy  of  this 
letter :

Sir: 

Mr.  Justice  Scudder^  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  York, 
is  the  chairman  of  a  commission  of  five  men  representing 
the  Masons  of  New  York  who  are  applying  for  passports 
to  study  the  situation  Overseas  as  far  as  the  leisure  time 
activities  of  our  troops  is  concerned,  with  the  idea  of  pro- 
viding whatever  may  be  necessary  both  for  their  own  con- 
stituent membership  and  others  in  the  army  who  may  need 
their  services.  We  have  already  approved  the  issuance  of 
passports  to  two  other  fraternal  organizations,  and  I  am 
sincerely  hopeful  that  no  objection  will  be  interposed  in 
the  case  of  Judge  Scudder's  commission.

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We  had  with  us  our  letter  of  credentials  signed  by  Grand 
Master  William  S.  Farmer,  dated  May  6,  1918,  addressed  to 
Hon.  Robert  Lansing,  Secretary  of  State,  a  copy  of  which 
follows :

My  dear  Sir: 

I  beg  to  inform  you  that  I  have  appointed  Hon.  Town- 
send  Scudder,  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  Hon,  Erastus  C.  Knight^  one-time  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Buffalo  and  one-time  Comptroller  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  Rev.  Oscar  P.  R.  Treder,  Dean  of  Garden  City 
Cathedral,  Garden  City,  L.  I.,  Mr.  Rougier  Thome,  of  Glen 
Cove,  L.  L,  and  Mr.  William  C.  Prime,  of  Yonkers,  N.  Y., 
to  constitute  a  Mission  to  Freemasons  in  the  United  States 
Forces  Overseas,  whose  particular  duties  are  to  visit  France, 
Italy,  Switzerland  and;  Great  Britain,  and  to  establish  and 
maintain  such  agencies  for  the  comfort  and  cheer  of  Free- 
masons in  particular  in  the  military  and  naval  service  of 
the  United  States  in  the  present  war,  as  seem  possible  and 
practicable. 

To  the  end  that  they  may  have  free  and  safe  conduct, 
as  far  as  is  possible  in  the  circumstances,  I  beg  to  request 
that  their  journey  be  facilitated  by  all  means  in  your  power, 
and  that  passports  and  other  necessary  credentials  in  the 
name  of  the  United  States  Government  be  issued  to  them 
with  aU  convenient  speed. 

The  duration  of  their  stay  is  uncertain,  but  it  is  likely 
that  Mr.  Knight  will  remain  abroad  longer  than  the  others.

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Upon  receiving  from  the  acting  chairman,  Mr.  McBride, 
Mr.  Fosdick's  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  we  inquired 
where  it  should  be  presented,  and  if  an  appointment  for  that 
purpose  was  necessary.  He  replied  that,  while  we  might,  as 
a  matter  of  courtesy,  take  our  letters  to  the  office  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  State,  we  would  doubtless  be  referred  directly  to 
the  passport  bureau,  where  the  letters  would  be  received  and 
filed.  He  further  invited  us,  should  we  there  encounter  any 
delays,  to  communicate  with  him,  when  he  would  take  care 
of  the  matter. 

With  a  feeling  of  confidence  we  left  Mr.  McBride  and 
carried  our  letters  to  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and 
presented  ourselves  at  the  office  of  Mr.  Polk,  counsellor  for 
the  Department  of  State.  Mr.  Polk  was  absent,  ill,  and  the 
person  in  charge  of  his  office  directed  us  to  take  our  letters 
to  the  passport  bureau,  saying:  "I  will  call  them  up  and  tell 
them  you  are  coming  so  as  to  obviate  any  delay,  and  the 
matter  will  be  given  immediate  attention."  We  stood  there 
while  the  passport  bureau  was  called  up.  I  heard  the  con- 
versation, and  could  supply  the  rest.  It  seems  the  head  of 
the  bureau  was  not  in,  and  would  not  be  in,  but  his  deputy 
was,  a  gentleman  by  the  name  of  Walsh  or  Welch.  He  was 
told  that  we  were  coming  to  take  up  the  passports,  and  to 
facilitate  in  every  way  that  he  could. 

We  went  over  to  the  passport  bureau,  which  we  found 
filled  with  people.  I  sent  in  my  card ;  a  man  came  out,  asked 
who  we  were.  I  told  him  that  we  were  the  men  about  whom 
the  Secretary  of  State's  office  had  spoken  to  him  a  few  mo- 
ments before  over  the  telephone.  He  said,  "What  can  I  do  to 
serve  you?"  I  said,  "It  will  probably  take  a  few  moments. 
Shall  we  sit  down?  I  see  you  have  some  people  in  your  pri- 
vate office,  and  we  will  gladly  await  our  turn."  He  said,  "That 
is  very  kind  of  you,  and  I  will  get  rid  of  them  as  soon  as 
I  can." 

I  did  not  care  to  announce  our  business  out  in  the  main 
anteroom,  thus  crowded  with  people.  In  a  few  moments  we 
were  shown  into  his  office.  "Now,"  he  said,  "what  is  it  you 
wish?"  I  said,  "We  are  here  to  obtain  passports  for  the 
Masonic  Mission  going  Overseas  to  engage  in  war  relief  work 
in  the  recreation  centers  of  our  soldiers."    "I  am  opposed  to 
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it/'  were  the  laconic  words  which  greeted  us.  Of  course,  he 
was  but  a  clerk  in  an  office,  seemingly  vested  with  no  great 
discretion.  I  said  to  him,  "But  the  War  Department  has 
passed  upon  this.  Are  you  conscious  of  that  fact?"  "Oh," 
he  said,  "the  War  Department  does  not  finally  decide  these 
things."  I  said,  "Who  does?"  He  said,  "We  do."  I  said, 
"Who  are  Ve'?"  "Why,"  he  said,  "it  is  decided  here  in  the 
first  instance."  I  said,  "Where  is  it  decided  in  the  last  in- 
stance?" "Well,"  he  said,  "of  course,  ultimately  it  may  get 
to  the  Secretary  of  State  if  appeal  is  taken  to  him."  I  said, 
"Then  you  are  the  tribunal  to  whom  this  matter  must  now  be 
presented?"  "Yes,"  he  replied.  I  said,  "Very  well,  then.  We 
will  sit  down  and  I  will  go  over  it  gladly  with  you."  He  said, 
"It  is  quite  unnecessary."  "But,"  said  I,  "my  dear  sir,  you 
certainly  want  to  have  the  facts,  do  you  not  ?"  He  answered, 
"You  told  them  to  me  and  I  understand  it  all.  You  are  a 
Masonic  Mission  seeking  to  go  overseas  to  engage  in  war  relief 
work.  We  do  not  approve  of  such  activities  by  secret  socie- 
ties. If  you  are  permitted  to  have  your  passports  to  engage 
in  this  work,  then  we  have  got  to  permit  every  other  secret 
society  to  engage  in  the  same  work,  which  would  include  every 
Greek  letter  society.  We  will  not  permit  it.  We  cannot  do  it." 
I  told  him  that  our  work  Overseas  was  in  no  way  identified 
with  our  usual  activities  as  a  secret  society,  that  our  service 
was  to  be  of  the  same  general  nature  as  that  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
and  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  and  that  a  ruling  which  would 
be  applicable  to  college  secret  societies  could  not  hold  good 
with  us.  To  which  he  replied  that  "The  principle  is  the  same." 
I  said,  "I  hardly  anticipated  this  situation.  I  could  not  myself 
render  judgment  upon  a  matter  coming  before  me  on  as  little 
evidence  as  you  have  here,  and  I  really  feel  it  should  be  more 
deliberately  presented  and  considered."  He .  said,  "That  is 
quite  unnecessary,  quite  unnecessary.  If  you  want  to  file  your 
papers  here,  you  can,  of  course."  I  said,  "We  have  our  papers 
and  were  told  to  file  them  here,  so  I  will  file  them,  but  do 
not  act  upon  them.  I  will  take  the  matter  up  in  other  quar- 
ters, for  I  think  there  must  be  some  misunderstanding."  He 
said,  "We  won't  act  upon  them  until  we  hear  from  higher  up," 
or  something  of  that  kind,  and  we  parted. 
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We  immediately  returned  to  the  office  of  the  Commission 
on  Training  Camp  Activities,  and  related  to  Mr.  McBride  our 
experience  at  the  passport  bureau.  He  showed  considerable 
astonishment  and  annoyance  over  our  treatment,  and  said  that 
he  would  at  once  place  himself  in  commtmication  with  the  Sec- 
retary of  War  and  arrange  for  a  meeting  between  us.  After 
some  telephoning  by  Mr.  McBride,  he  told  us  that  he  could 
not  arrange  for  an  interview  with  Secretary  Baker,  but  had 
instructions  to  take  us  to  Mr.  Keppel,  the  Third  Assistant 
Secretary  of  War,  under  whose  jurisdiction  our  matter  came. 

Accompanied  by  Mr.  McBride,  we  then  repaired  to  the 
office  of  the  Third  Assistant  Secretary  of  War,  Mr.  F.  P. 
Keppel,  by  whom  we  were  most  courteously  received.  The 
object  of  our  call  having  been  briefly  stated  by  Mr.  McBride, 
Mr.  Keppel  asked  me  to  tell  him  in  detail  everything  which 
had  transpired  in  the  passport  bureau,  which  I  did.  He  lis- 
tened with  great  attention,  occasionally  asking  questions,  in- 
quiring specifically  for  the  name  of  the  man  with  whom  we 
had  had  the  conversation.  When  I  had  finished  Mr.  Keppel 
said,  in  substance,  "This  is  very  extraordinary,  and  I  do  not 
understand  it  at  all.  Conditions  are  changing  from  day  to  day, 
and  it  may  be  that  the  State  Department  has  instructions 
regarding  passports  not  communicated  to  the  War  Department. 
I  will  take  up  the  matter  with  Secretary  Baker  and  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  and  advise  you  what  to  do." 

I  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that,  before  going  to  the  pass- 
port bureau,  we  had  called  at  the  office  of  Mr.  Polk,  counsellor 
for  the  Department  of  State,  where  we  had  been  instructed  how 
to  proceed  and  what  to  do  with  our  letters,  and  this  office  made 
the  appointment  for  us  with  the  passport  bureau,  a  proceeding 
not  necessary,  had  the  bureau  instructions  not  to  issue  pass- 
ports in  a  case  such  as  ours,  approved  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment. Upon  his  saying,  "The  matter  will  be  fully  looked  into," 
we  took  our  leave. 

Bro.  Knight  and  I  at  once  returned  to  Mr.  Polk's  office, 
where  we  saw  his  secretary,  a  gentleman  by  the  name  of,  I 
think,  Howell  to  whom  I  related  all  the  steps  taken  by  us  in 
our  enterprise  from  the  time  we  made  known  to  Mr.  Fosdick 
our  ambitions  to  the  conversation  with  Mr.  Keppel,  just  con- 
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eluded.  We  asked  him  to  call  the  matter  to  the  attention  of 
Mr.  Polk  as  soon  as  he  saw  him,  saying  we  would  like  to  see 
Mr.  Polk  personally.  I  then  and  there,  also,  for  the  first  time 
voiced  my  suspicion  that  there  might  be  at  work  influences 
hostile  to  the  Masonic  Fraternity  in  its  endeavor  to  serve  the 
soldiers  overseas.  Feeling  that  the  utmost  plain  speaking  was 
now  needed  to  avoid  a  superficial  consideration  and  hasty  de- 
cision in  this  passport  matter,  and  that,  if  our  matter  were 
taken  up  in  earnest  with  the  State  Department,  it  would  come 
before  Mr.  Polk,  I  addressed  Mr.  Howell  in  substance  as 
follows : 

That  our  Fraternity  had  an  active  membership  of  nearly 
2,000,000,  that  it  had  been  identified  with  every  great  work 
of  service  in  the  history  of  our  country,  that  it  had  been 
wounded  by  its  exclusion  from  participation  in  war  relief 
work  in  camps  and  cantonments  in  the  United  States,  that 
announcement  of  the  ccmsent  of  the  War  Department  had 
been  received  by  the  Fraternity  with  enthusiasm,  that  all  over 
our  country  Masons  were  making  financial  arrangements  to 
meet  the  expense  of  the  overseas  work,  to  engage  in  which 
permission  had  been  received  from  the  Government,  and  that, 
if  at  this  stage  of  our  progress,  we  should  find  ourselves  con- 
fronted by  an  insuperable  obstacle  to  carrying  out  our  pro- 
jected service  work,  great  and  widespread  resentment  might 
well  be  aroused.  For  these  reasons  I  urged  that  these  facts 
be  laid  before  Mr.  Polk  to  the  end  that,  when  the  matter  came 
before  him  he  might  be  fully  apprised  of  its  importance  and 
give  it  his  personal  consideration. 

In  all  these  conversations  and  efforts  to  achieve  our  aims 
it  was  also  my  firm  endeavor  not  to  embarrass  the  Government 
in  the  war  crisis  in  which  our  country  then  found  itself,  know- 
ing that  such  a  course  was  the  only  one  to  meet  with  the 
Fraternity's  approval,  while,  at  the  same  time,  leaving  no 
stone  unturned  to  reach  the  goal  of  our  ambitions. 

We  now  returned  to  New  York  to  await  the  promised 
advices  from  the  Third  Assistant  Secretary  of  War.

Shortly  after  our  return  from  Washington,  a  letter  dated 
May  23,  1918,  was  received  from  Mr.  F.  P.  Keppel,  Third 
Assistant  Secretary  of  War,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy :

Prance  himself,  it  would  be  better  for  all  such  proposals  to 
await  his  return  before  a  definite  decision  is  made.

In  view  of  Mr.  Fosdick's  doubt  that  there  was  adequate 
opportunity  for  us  to  accomplish  independently  in  France 
what  we  had  in  mind,  as  stated  in  Mr.  Keppel's  letter  of  June 
1st,  we  began  to  press  the  officers  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  for  an 
early  decision  on  our  suggestion  of  co-operation  between  them 
and  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  as  hereinbefore  set  forth. 

Attention  is  here  called  to  the  fact  that  in  this  letter  of 
June  1st  the  word  "independently"  for  the  first  time  is  empha- 
sized in  the  correspondence  with  Washington. 

Not  hearing  anything  further  from  Mr.  Keppel  up  to  June 
17th,  I  on  that  date  addressed  to  him  the  following  letter :

Third  Assistant  Secretary,  War  Department, 
Washington,  D.  C. 
Dear  Mr.  Keppel: 

Replying  to  your  favors  of  May  23rd  and  of  June  1st,  I 
beg  to  say  that  in  harmony  with  your  suggestion  the  Ma- 
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sonic  Fraternity  cheerfully  will  await  Mr.  Fosdick's  return 
from  Europe  to  learn  from  him  how  it  can  serve  Overseas 
most  efficiently. 

The  determination  by  the  Department  of  the  scope  of 
Masonic  Service  Overseas,  of  course,  will  take  into  account 
the  effect  its  decision  will  have  upon  the  two  million  active 
Free  Masons  in  the  United  States. 

The  loyalty  of  the  oldest,  richest  and  numerically  the 
strongest  Brotherhood  is  unequivocal.  Masonry  has  no 
quarrel  with  any  organization  zealous  to  serve  cause  and 
country,  but  it  did  not  understand  its  own  exclusion  from 
such  service. 

Its  enthusiasm  was  spontaneous  when  news  spread  over 
the  United  States  of  the  War  Department's  Commission  on 
Training  Camp  Activities'  approval  of  Masons  as  such,  in 
the  recreation  centers  Overseas,  contributing  to  the  cheer 
and  comfort  of  the  men  with  the  colors,  to  whose  numbers 
the  Masonic  Fraternity  already  is  contributing  fully  one 
hundred  thousand  of  its  members. 

On  the  strength  of  this  approval.  New  York  called  a 
conference  of  Grand  Masters  of  the  United  States,  to  invite 
their  co-operation  in  this  service;  the  conference  was  held, 
and  already  much  money  has  been  and  is  to  be  raised  within . 
the  Order  to  further  the  approved  service. 

These  facts  are  mentioned  because  their  consideration 
seems  indispensable  to  a  comprehensive  satisf3ring  decision, 
and  because,  if  overlooked,  the  enthusiasm  of  a  very  large 
and  zealous  group  of  citizens  might  suffer  a  chill,  surely 
an  undesirable  thing  in  these  critical  times.  While  picked 
men.  Masons  are  only  human. 

I  enclose  a  copy  of  Mr.  Raymond  B.  Fosdick*s  letter  of 
April  23,  1918,  upon  which  the  Masonic  Fraternity  relied 
when  it  acted  as  outlined  above,  and  also  a  copy  of  a  letter 
sent  by  the  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  New  York  to  the 
Grand  Master  of  each  State  in  the  Union,  in  the  hope  of 
dissipating  the  disheartening  suspicion  then  entertained  that 
Freemasonry  had  been  discriminated  against  imjustly  by 
the  Government's  exclusion  of  Free  Masons  from  engaging 
in  welfare  work  within  military  camps,  and  the  according 
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of  that  privilege  exclusively  to  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association  and  the  Knights  of  Columbus. 

The  situation  confronting  us  is  calculated  to  be  exceed- 
ingly disturbing  if  it  is  not  wisely  handled.  Its  great  im- 
portance is  my  excuse  for  writing  at  length.

I  have  your  favor  of  July  the  8th  with  enclosure.  I 
believe  a  mistake  has  been  made.  I  am  now  in  negotiations 
with  the  War  Department  and  State  Department. 

I  have  a  letter  dated  July  the  2nd  from  the  acting  chair- 
man of  the  Commission  on  Training  Camp  Activities  which 
clearly  indicates  to  my  mind  that  this  matter  is  not  closed, 
but  is  still  open.

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Mr.  Keppel  and  Mr.  McBride,  in  which  he  tells  me  that 
the  date  of  Mr.  Fosdick's  return  is  uncertain,  and  this  is 
followed  by  a  letter  from  Mr.  McBride,  dated  July  the 
2nd,  in  which  he  suggests  deferring  our  meeting  until  Mr. 
Fosdick's  return  which  he  says  will  probably  be  in  the 
course  of  a  week  or  ten  days. 

In  light  of  these  facts  I  deem  it  wise  to  say  nothing  of 
the  receipt  of  your  letter  from  Mr.  Adee  and  of  its  con- 
tents lest  the  situation  be  complicated  through  what  I  am 
convinced  is  a  mistake,  due  to  lack  of  co-ordination  between 
the  Departments  in  Washington. 

It  was  distinctly  agreed  that  the  applications  for  pass- 
ports of  the  members  of  the  Masonic  Mission  were  to  be 
put  to  one  side,  and  acted  upon  altogether,  when  the  diffi- 
culty which  has  now  so  unexpectedly  arisen,  should  have 
been  overcome,  as,  of  course,  it  must  and  will  be. 

I  have  not  received  a  notice  similar  to  the  one  which 
you  sent  me  and  this  confirms  me  in  my  belief  that  a  mis- 
take has  been  made.

nized relief  or  hospital  organization  doing  work  in  that 
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country.     For  this  reason,  the  Department  must  decline 
to  grant  you  a  passport.

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The  receipt  of  these  letters  of  the  State  Department  to 
Brothers  Prime,  Thome,  and  Treder  came  as  a  distinct  shock 
to  us,  partly  because  I  had  received  no  similar  notification 
of  rejection  of  my  own  application,  but  more  because  I  had 
been  led  to  believe,  as  the  correspondence  hereinbefore  set 
forth  shows,  that  the  matter  would  be  held  in  abeyance  until 
the  return  of  Mr.  Fosdick. 

Either  there  was  bad  faith  on  the  part  of  some  one  in 
Government  employ  with  whom  we  had  had  dealings,  or  a 
woeful  lack  of  co-ordination  between  Departments. 

When  I  had  my  interview  in  Washington  with  Mr.  Welch 
of  the  passport  bureau,  I  left  with  him  my  own  and  Bro. 
Knight's  applications  with  the  credentials  of  the  entire  Mis- 
sion attached  thereto;  this  was  done  by  direction  of  Mr. 
Welch,  who  said  that  when  the  applications  of  the  three  other 
members  of  the  Mission  reached  his  bureau  from  the  New 
York  office,  where  they  had  been  filed,  they  would  be  attached 
to  the  two  others  and  all  five  acted  upon  as  a  unit. 

I  was  unwilling  to  accept  this  action  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment as  final,  and  wrote  to  Mr.  McBride  a  letter  of  inquiry 
about  Mr.  Fosdick's  return  as  follows :

Surprising  Interviews  with 
Mr.  Fosdick 

I  went  to  Washington,  remained  there  four  days,  and  had 
several  interviews  with  Mr.  Fosdick.  I  shall  not  attempt  to 
separate  these  several  conversations,  but  treat  them  as  a  unit, 
except  that  the  last  interview  at  this  time  was  on  the  train 
between  Washington  and  New  York. 

After  a  short  preliminary  conversation,  I  asked  him  what 
the  difficulty  was  which  seemed  to  stand  in  the  Masonic  Mis- 
sion's way.  He  replied  that  since  his  advent  in  France,  his 
viewpoint  had  changed,  and  that  he  had  grave  doubts  now 
whether  the  Fraternity  could  carry  out  its  project  of  inde- 
pendent service  abroad.    He  then  went  on  to  state  his  reasons. 

One  was  that  the  furnishing  of  transportation  facilities  was 
a  source  of  embarrassment  to  the  military  authorities,  particu- 
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larly  in  the  crowded  areas  near  the  front ;  another,  that  it  was 
unwise,  from  the  military  standpoint,  that  there  should  be  any 
more  civilians  in  these  areas  because  of  the  danger  of  military 
secrets  leaking  out ;  still  another,  that  there  existed  jealousies 
and  rivalries  among  the  various  civilian  organizations  abroad, 
and  that  to  add  to  the  number  of  non-military  bodies  would 
simply  increase  the  general  confusion.  He  also  pointed  out 
that  the  question  of  the  transportation  of  our  equipment  and 
supplies  would  be  very  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  of  inde- 
pendent arrangement,  having  perhaps  forgotten  his  previous 
statement  to  me  that,  as  far  as  our  literature  was  concerned, 
it  could  doubtless  be  forwarded  to  us  in  Europe  by  the  Libra- 
rian of  Congress,  and  my  previous  statement  that  we  would 
not  engage  in  canteen  work. 

As  to  his  first  objection,  that  of  transportation  to,  and  in, 
the  crowded  areas  behind  the  front,  I  pointed  out  that  the 
Government  having  excluded  us  from  the  camps,  the  canton- 
ments, and  the  fronts,  all  our  negotiations  had  been  based  upon 
our  proposal  to  confine  our  activities  to  the  so-called  leave 
areas,  and  therefore  this  question  of  transportation,  as  put 
forward  by  him,  did  not  seem  pertinent.  Furthermore,  in 
view  of  our  contemplating  sending  not  over  fifty  (50)  men 
abroad,  it  could  hardly  be  urged  that  this  small  number  could 
strain  transportation  facilities  anywhere. 

The  reasons  I  had  in  mind  the  number  of  fifty  men  as  a 
maximum,  which  I  gave  to  him,  were  that  fifty  would  enable 
every  Masonic  Jurisdiction  in  the  United  States  to  have  one 
of  its  members  engaged  in  this  work.  I  told  him,  however, 
that  I  really  believed  that  about  twenty-five  would  more  likely 
be  the  number  because  many  of  the  Jurisdictions  would  join 
in  being  represented  by  the  same  man.  If  this  number  of  fifty 
seemed  to  him  too  great,  I  would  willingly  stipulate  that  the 
maximum  should  be  twenty-five.  "Would  the  contemplated 
fifty,"  I  asked,  "be  the  final  straw  to  break  the  camel's  back?" 

As  to  the  betrayal  of  military  secrets,  I  said  that  it  was 
inconceivable  that  the  Great  Masonic  Fraternity  could  not 
furnish  fifty  men  whose  loyalty  and  discretion  would  be  above 
suspicion.  These  men  would  be  volunteers,  carefully  selected, 
whose  whole  record  would  be  subjected  to  the  closest  scrutiny. 
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and  if  the  Government  had  an  objection  to  any  of  them, 
others  would  be  substituted.  The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  Knights 
of  Columbus  were  advertising  in  the  newspapers  for  paid 
secretaries.  If  the  Government  could  accept,  as  it  did,  men 
so  secured,  how  much  more  could  it  safely  accept,  from  our 
Fraternity,  picked  men,  volunteers,  whose  sole  desire  and  am- 
bition it  was,  temporarily  giving  up  their  own  important  affairs, 
to  render  service  for  service's  sake.  Mr.  Fosdick  responded 
by  saying  that  the  French  Government  held  General  Pershing 
responsible  for  all  civilians  entering  France  from  the  United 
States,  and  that  the  General  objected  to  the  entry  of  more 
because  of  lack  of  proper  means  for  their  investigation  by 
him.  Mr.  Fosdick  further  asked  how,  if  our  number  were 
limited  to  twenty-five,  we  could  expect  to  render  effective 
service.  I  responded  that  I  thought  General  Pershing's  objec- 
tion to  the  necessity  for  his  investigation  of  civilians  was 
well  fotmded,  and  that  civilians  should  be,  and  could  far  better 
be,  investigated  before  leaving  American  shores.  Further- 
more, as  to  the  possible  limitation  of  our  Masonic  personnel 
to  twenty-five,  I  explained  that  our  Masonic  secretaries,  being 
all  executive  men,  would  be  the  directing  heads,  each  in  a 
separate  leave  area,  the  number  of  which,  as  I  understood  from 
Mr.  Fosdick,  and  as  I  told  him  I  did,  would  be  about  fifteen, 
leaving  the  so-called  menial  work  to  be  performed  by  hired 
help,  of  which,  we  were  informed,  we  could  secure  all  we 
would  need  from  among  partially  disabled  French  soldiers  and 
aged  men  and  women  still  capable  of  some  service.  This,  in 
itself,  would  be  a  benefit  to  the  French  and  to  us.  I  further 
explained  that  such  was  the  nattu-e  of  our  institution  that  the 
social  and  entertainment  features  of  our  activities  would 
largely  be  in  the  hands  of  Masons  on  leave  from  the  army  and 
navy,  acting  as  quasi  hosts  to  any  man  in  uniform  seeking  our 
hospitality. 

As  explained  to  us  in  letters  from  Masons  serving  Over- 
seas urging  the  establishment  by  us  of  recreation  centers,  there 
was  a  constant  stream  of  men  on  leave  coming  to,  and  return- 
ing from,  the  leave  areas,  thus  furnishing  always  an  ample 
number  of  volunteer  hosts  due  to  the  large  number  of  Masons 
serving  with  the  colors. 
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Regarding  jealousies  and  rivalries  between  non-military 
organizations  serving  abroad,  I  told  him  that  the  Masonic 
Fraternity  had  a  quarrel  with  nobody,  and  that  the  character 
of  the  men  we  would  send  abroad  would  be  such  that  they 
would  invite  no  controversies.  Our  sole  ambition  was  to  do 
our  duty,  to  serve  efficiently,  and  quarrels  would  be  incom- 
patible therewith. 

"How  about  the  feud  between  you  and  the  Knights  of 
Columbus?"  asked  Mr.  Fosdick. 

I  told  him  that  it  took  two  to  make  a  quarrel  and  that  we 
had  none  with  them.  As  an  evidence  of  their  feeling  toward 
us  in  this  war  work,  I  showed  him  the  following  letters :

Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  the  State  of  New  York, 
Greetings : 

The  enclosed  letter  is  in  a  measure  self-explanatory. 
In  brief,  Mr.  Evers  is  a  personal  friend  of  mine  of  many 
years  standing,  in  whom  I  repose  the  utmost  confidence, 
which  is  reciprocated,  and  accoimts  for  his  communicating 
with  me  regarding  the  participation  of  the  Masonic  Fra- 
ternity in  the  Knights  of  Columbus  Coney  Island  War 
Drive. 

Action  has  been  withheld  by  me  until  his  return  from 
Washington,  where  he  secured  the  assurances  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  War  and  Navy  Dept.  of  their  presence  on  the 
days  stated,  or  if  not  possible,  then  through  a  representa- 
tive of  the  highest  ranking  Army  and  Navy  officer,  or  by 
an  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  respective  Departments  on 
the  nights  in  question. 

Monday  night,  Aug.  26th,  is,  as  stated  by  Mr.  Evers,  to 
be  known  as  Fraternity  night,  and  invitations  are  to  be 
extended  to  various  Fraternities  to  participate  in  a  parade. 
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The  purpose  of  the  drive  is  to  raise  One  Million  Dollars 
on  Long  Island  for  the  continuance  of  their  War  Camp 
activities,  and  the  arrangements  which  have  been  made 
provides  a  One  Dollar  admission  to  all  the  leading  attrac- 
tions, 50%  of  which  is  to  be  retained  by  the  Amusement 
proprietors,  and  the  balance  to  their  Fund — ^the  smaller 
amusement  places  and  business  men  are  to  donate  a  cer- 
tain percentage  of  their  gross  receipts — ^this  arrangement 
to  continue  from  Aug.  26th  to  31st,  both  nights  inclusive. 

The  participation  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity  in  this 
parade  is  earnestly  desired  by  the  K.  of  C.  War  Camp 
Committee,  not  only  to  assist  in  their  purpose,  but  for  the 
object  lesson  it  may  teach  to  the  people  as  a  whole,  and 
should  it  be  possible  to  do  so  as  a  Fraternity,  I  am  assured 
our  Institution  will  receive  the  recognition  due  its  high  and 
exalted  station. 

Personally,  I  do  not  know  whether  we,  as  Masons,  could 
enter  into  this  proposal;  but  as  the  commimication  from 
Mr.  Bvers  is  in  his  official  capacity  as  Chairman,  I  there- 
fore submit  it  to  you  for  such  action  as  you  deem  proper; 
but  if  a  way  can  be  found  to  do  so,  I  earnestly  recommend 
that  the  proposal  receive  favorable  consideration,  and  every- 
thing done  by  us  to  assure  a  satisfactory  representation.  I 
am  convinced  that  such  action  must  have  a  wonderful 
effect  on  our  less  enlightened  brethren, — ^if  it  takes  an  In- 
stitution as  big  and  great  as  ours  to  do  real  good  and 
promote  true  friendship  and  brotherly  love,  I  am  sure 
Freemasonry  will  not  be  found  wanting. 

Should  you  desire  me  to  personally  call  upon  you  or 
some  one  designated  by  you  I  will  gladly  answer  such 
summons  at  any  time  and  at  any  place,  either  accompanied 
by  Mr.  Evers  or  alone. 

Thanking  you  in  advance  for  the  serious  consideration 
I  know  this  will  receive,  I  remain.

I  also  called  his  attention  to  the  fact  that  when  the  Catholic 
Orphanage  at  Utica,  New  York,  had  been  destroyed  by  fire, 
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the  Masonic  Fraternity  organized  an  entertainment  by  the 
children  of  our  Masonic  Home  in  that  city,  the  proceeds  of 
which  were  devoted  to  the  reconstruction  of  the  Orphanage, 
and  that  our  Fraternity  had  received  grateful  acknowledgement 
therefor. 

Mr.  Fosdick  appearing  somewhat  skeptical  on  the  point  of 
our  relations,  I  offered  to  ask  the  heads  of  the  Knights  of 
Columbus  to  call  upon  him,  when,  I  felt,  they  would  urge 
the  issuance  to  us  of  the  desired  passports. 

Regarding  his  objection  that  the  transportation  of  our 
equipment  and  supplies  would  be  very  difficult,  if  not  impos- 
sible, I  pointed  out  that  we  did  not  purpose  going  into  the 
canteen  business,  and  that  our  main  supplies  would  be  the 
principal  periodicals  and  newspapers  from  the  United  States 
which,  he  had  previously  said,  could  doubtless  be  sent  to  us 
by  the  Librarian  of  the  Congressional  Library. 

Furthermore,  I  told  him  that,  because  of  negotiations  had 
with  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  we  had  reason  to  believe  that  satisfac- 
tory arrangements  could  be  made  with  them  whereby  there 
would  be  available  to  us  their  means  of  entertainment,  like 
movies,  and  supplies  such  as  tobacco,  chocolate,  etc. 

Asked  by  Mr.  Fosdick  why  we  did  not  go  over  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  I  replied  that  very  naturally  we 
preferred  to  go  over  independently,  and  that  the  call  by  our 
fellow  Masons  with  the  colors  was  for  independent  service, 
and  because,  having  received  the  Government's  approval  of 
such  independent  service,  all  our  arrangements  had  been  made 
accordingly. 

Thereupon,  Mr.  Fosdick  voiced  objections  from  a  new 
angle.  The  conversation  which  ensued,  while  not  given  ipsissi- 
mis  verbis,  was  practically  as  follows : 

Fosdick:  "Do  you  know  that  the  French  Government 
has  constituted  General  Pershing  as  sort  of  Czar  as  far  as 
anything  American  in  France  is  concerned,  that  without  his 
approval  no  civilian  could  land  in  France,  and  those  whom 
he  doesn't  want  there  must  leave?  There  is  no  appeal  from 
General  Pershing's  decisions.  Except  with  his  consent  you 
could  do  nothing  when  you  reached  there.  You  couldn't  rent 
a  store  or  building,  or  open  a  hut  for  your  purpose,  because 
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before  a  French  property  owner  could  rent  his  premises,  the 
French  authorities  would  refer  it  to  General  Pershing  and  his 
consent  would  have  to  be  had/* 

ScuDDER :  "If  such  are  the  rules,  we  Masons  would  comply 
with  them.  If  the  other  organizations  working  in  France  can 
be  effective  under  them,  we  can  too." 

Fosdick:  "General  Pershing  is  opposed  to  the  introduc- 
tion of  any  new  agencies.  He  has  enough  to  do  in  dealing 
with  the  ones  he  has  there  now.  Pershing  said  he  favored 
all  war  relief  work  being  in  the  hands  of  the  military  or  under 
one  single  civilian  organization.  My  own  experience  on  the 
other  side  confirms  me  in  the  wisdom  of  this  plan." 

ScuDDER :  "Why  don't  you  place  it  all  under  the  military, 
then?" 

Fosdick  :  "Perhaps  we  will,  although  it  may  be  the  thing 
has  gone  too  far  for  that  now." 

ScuDDER :  "But  if  you  don't  put  it  imder  one  control,  why 
discriminate  against  the  Masons?" 

Fosdick  :  "/  do  not  discriminate  against  the  Masons.  My 
grandfather  was  one  and  I  have  a  great  regard  for  them. 
But  I  put  it  up  to  Pershing  and  he  said,  'Keep  them  away  from 
here.' " 

ScuDDER :  "Did  you  explain  to  General  Pershing  that  the 
Masonic  activities  were  to  be  confined  to  the  leave  areas  and 
that  our  war  service  in  no  respect  would  be  identified  with  our 
usual  activities  as  a  secret  society?" 

Fosdick  :  "I  covered  the  ground  fully  with  General  Persh- 
ing. He  said  it  was  very  uncomfortable  for  him  to  have 
American  citizens,  for  whom  he  was  held  responsible  by  the 
French  Government,  enter  France  as  secretaries  of  relief  or- 
ganizations, and  then  arrested  by  the  French  authorities  and 
shot  as  German  spies,  as  has  happened." 

Scudder:  "Even  so,  it  would  hardly  apply  to  us  for  this 
reason.  No  one  enters  the  Masonic  Fraternity  without  inves- 
tigation of  his  character  and  previous  history.  The  men  we 
would  send  over  would  be  men  of  long  membership,  whose 
record  is  known,  on  whom  we  could  implicitly  rely,  and  for 
whom  we  would  unhesitatingly  vouch.  In  addition,  we  would 
offer  you  every  facility  for  yourself  investigating  them.  Surely, 
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if  you  can  take  the  large  number  of  men  as  secretaries  of  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  K.  of  C,  applying  for  positions  as  such  in 
answer  to  advertisements,  you  could  with  safety  accept  our 
men,  few  in  number,  and  well  recommended." 

Fosdick:  "Does  the  Masonic  Fraternity  persist  in  its 
Overseas  ambition  in  the  face  of  the  expressed  opposition  of 
General  Pershing?" 

Scudder:  "If  it  has  come  to  that,  or  will  come  to  that, 
the  Masonic  Fraternity  will  do  nothing  to  add  to  General 
Pershing's  burdens  and  responsibilities.  The  Fraternity  has 
but  one  desire,  to  serve  helpfully,  and  its  ambition  in  this 
regard  would  not  be  satisfied  if  its  efforts  made  heavier  the 
burdens  of  General  Pershing,  but,  as  yet,  nothing  has  been 
said  which  makes  this  the  issue.  To  me  it  is  patent  that 
General  Pershing  should  be  relieved  of  the  burden  of  passing 
upon  the  loyalty,  trustworthiness,  and  discretion  of  secretaries 
sent  Overseas  to  conduct  war  relief  work,  and  he  should  not 
be  held  responsible  for  them,  though  his  authority  over  them, 
of  course,  should  stand.  The  Government  should  investigate 
the  candidates  for  secretaries  abroad  here  where  it  can  be 
more  deliberately  done  and  where  the  evidence  is  at  hand. 
Of  course,  isolated  disloyal  secretaries  may  slip  through  and 
these  will,  in  any  event,  have  to  be  dealt  with  on  the  other 
side,  but  I  fail  to  see  what  difference  it  makes  whether  the 
secretaries  are  working  under  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  the  Knights 
of  Columbus,  or  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  provided  they  are 
the  right  sort  of  men," 

Fosdick:  "But  bringing  in  the  Masons  creates  another 
agency  and  the  practical  difficulty  in  your  way  can  not  be  dis- 
regarded. It  is  not  only  a  question  of  General  Pershing,  but 
it  is  also  a  question  of  the  French  Government.  Before  you 
can  accomplish  an3rthing  your  credentials  will  have  to  be 
passed  upon  by  the  French  Government,  and  all  your  move- 
ments will  be  retarded  while  your  men  and  credentials  are 
under  the  investigation  of  the  French  Government.  In  my 
mind  there  are  grave  doubts  whether  the  French  Government 
will  want  you." 

Scui»>er:  "The  invitations  that  we  have  received  from 
Masons  in  France  lead  us  to  believe  that  there  will  be  no 
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question  of  our  welcome  over  there.  Give  us  the  chance  to 
get  in  touch  with  the  French  authorities  and  we  have  reason 
to  believe  that  they  will  not  object  to  us  and  our  work.  If 
they  do,  we  shall  have  a  good  explanation  of  our  failure  to 
serve  independently  overseas." 

Fosdick:  "But  there  is  the  opposition  of  General  Persh- 
ing, and  as  far  as  we  are  concerned  he  should  be  controlling." 

Scudder:  "Do  you  think  that  General  Pershing  thor- 
oughly understood  the  limited  sphere  of  Masonic  activities  in 
Europe,  that  our  work  was  to  be  confined  to  the  leave  areas, 
and  that  our  personnel  would  be  limited  to  fifty  ?" 

Fosdick  :    "I  explained  the  matter  fully  to  him." 

Scudder:  "We  have  received  another  version  of  General 
Pershing's  position  with  reference  to  our  Fraternity.  As  it 
came  to  us,  you  are  reported  as  having  asked  General  Pershing 
whether  the  Masons  should  be  permitted  to  engage  in  war 
relief  work  in  France,  and  General  Pershing  is  reported  to 
have  replied,  in  effect,  that  all  this  service  ought  to  be  under 
the  military  or  a  single  civilian  head,  but  that,  because  there 
were  already  several  civilian  agencies  now  engaged  in  the 
work,  the  question  of  whether  the  Masons  should  be  allowed 
to  come  in  also  was  a  political  question  which  Washington 
should  settle  and  not  he." 

Fosdick:  "My  version  of  the  conversation  with  General 
Pershing  is  correct." 

Scudder  :  "The  Masons  have  at  least  a  hundred  thousand 
of  their  members  with  the  colors,  and  the  nearly  two  million 
active  Masons  in  the  United  States  will  hardly  accept  as  good 
reasons  for  their  exclusion  from  war  relief  work  those  which 
have  been  given,  except  your  statement  of  the  opposition  of 
General  Pershing  to  which  we  would  be  forced  to  bow,  al- 
though not  accepting  it  as  well  founded.  I  fail  to  see  how 
that  can  be  used. 

How  can  the  Department  permit  to  go  out  to  the  large 
number  of  Masons  serving  abroad  the  word  that  the  opposi- 
tion to  the  Fraternity's  Overseas  Service  came  from  the  Com- 
manding General? 

How,  too,  about  such  action  impairing  confidence  in  the 
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Commanding  General  on  the  part  of  the  Masons  at  home  who 
have  so  loyally  supported  the  Government,  despite  our  dis- 
appointment over  being  debarred  from  relief  work,  and  con- 
tributed so  liberally  to  Overseas  work  by  other  organizations  ? 

To  make  public  the  nature  of  this  opposition  as  the  justi- 
fication for  Masonic  exclusion  will  dishearten  and  disturb  a 
very  considerable  body  of  our  citizens  here,  as  well  as  Masons 
in  the  ranks.    I  do  not  see  how  it  can  be  made  public  now." 

Fosdick:  "But  General  Pershing's  attitude  is  not  per- 
sonal to  the  Masons,  it  is  to  all  like  organizations.  He  objects 
to  any  new  agencies  and  would  have  the  whole  relief  work 
under  the  military  authorities,  and  I  may  recommend  this  my- 
self to  the  Secretary  of  War,  or  I  may  urge  that  all  this  work 
be  put  under  one  civilian  head  who  will  be  directly  responsible 
to  General  Pershing." 

ScuDDER :  "I  am  here  representing  about  two  million  loyal 
American  citizens  who  are  eager  to  serve  their  country.  I 
must  make  my  report  to  them  and  I  want  it  to  be  satisfying. 
I  do  not  want  it  to  be  one  which  will  chill  them  or  breed 
dissatisfaction.  This  is  not  a  time  when  there  should  be  dif- 
ferences between  our  people,  and  unnecessary  issues  which 
disturb  peace  of  mind  and  defeat  perfect  unity  and  co-opera- 
tion must  be  avoided.  What  reasons  will  the  War  Department 
give  me  in  writing,  so  that  I  may  present  them  to  the  Fratern- 
ity to  satisfy  it  that  its  case  has  been  duly  considered  and 
acted  upon  in  an  unbiased  way?  The  reasons  must  appeal  to 
the  common  sense  of  our  people  and  be  acceptable  as  good 
because  they  are  valid." 

Fosdick:  "I  am  going  to  take  the  whole  matter  up  with 
the  Secretary  of  War  very  shortly,  perhaps  this  very  evening, 
and  I  will  arrange  for  a  meeting  between  you  and  him  if  you 
feel  that  that  will  help  the  situation.  I  recognize  that  it  is 
embarrassing." 

Scudder:  "I  will  gladly  meet  Secretary  Baker  and  will 
hold  myself  in  readiness  here  in  Washington  until  I  hear  from 
you  as  to  time  and  place  of  meeting  him." 

Fosdick  :  "I  will  make  the  appointment  and  communicate 
with  you  at  your  hotel.  Have  you  considered  taking  this 
matter  up  with  the  President  ?" 
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ScuDDER :  "That  thought  has  gone  through  my  mind,  but  I 
have  been  somewhat  embarrassed  over  the  question  of  pro- 
cedure. On  one  hand,  it  is  difficult  to  put  on  paper  in  a  con- 
densed form  that  will  fully  cover  the  situation,  the  history  of 
the  Masonic  Fraternity's  efforts  to  serve  overseas  and  the 
reasons  for  its  desire  to  do  so ;  on  the  other,  I  would  dislike 
to  have  to  give  my  version  of  a  conversation  with  the  Presi- 
dent, particularly  if  he  were  to  take  the  same  position  which 
you  are  taking.  Even  if  I  explained  the  President's  position 
as  accurately  as  I  could,  a  controversy  might  be  precipitated, 
and  the  accuracy  of  my  version  of  the  conversation  with  the 
President  challenged.  I  served  in  Congress  years  ago  in  the 
days  of  the  Ananias  Club.  I  have  no  desire  to  have  it  re- 
vived." 

FosDiCK :  "I  am  hoping  we  can  reach  the  satisfactory  solu- 
tion which  we  are  both  seeking.  I  am  trying  to  do  my  duty 
in  the  premises,  and  appreciate  the  difficulties  and  embarrass- 
ments which  are  confronting  you.  I  will  talk  it  all  over  with 
the  Secretary  of  War,  and  will  arrange  for  this  interview  be- 
tween you  and  him  as  well.  Perhaps  a  way  can  be  found  to 
meet  the  situation." 

Scudder:  "Is  there  any  objection  to  the  personnel  of  our 
mission  as  now  constituted?  If  so,  we  can  substitute  other 
men?" 

FosDiCK :  "There  is  not  the  slightest  objection  to  the  per- 
sonnel. The  opposition  is  to  the  introduction  of  a  new  agency." 

Scudder:  "We  have  proposed  to  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  that  we 
might  join  them  and  do  our  work  under  their  auspices  as  a 
branch  of  their  activities." 

FosDicK :  "That  would  solve  the  whole  question.  Why  do 
you  not  do  it?" 

Scudder  :  "Up  to  the  present  time  we  have  not  been  able 
to  reach  a  working  agreement.  The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  are  em- 
ploying a  great  number  of  Free  Masons  as  secretaries  and 
gladly  receive  our  financial  support,  but  they  have  not  as  yet 
seen  their  way  clear  to  accord  us  sufficient  independence  to 
meet  the  longings  of  our  own  people  to  have  the  Masonic 
Fraternity  in  name  as  well  as  in  fact  identified  with  war 
relief  work.    Our  boys  with  the  Colors  crave  the  opportunity

of  being  hosts  under  their  own  roof  and  reciprocating  the 
courtesies  they  are  receiving  from  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  the  ICnights 
of  Columbus,  and  others." 

Fosdick:  "Reach  a  working  agreement  with  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  and  the  difficulty  will  be  solved.  Our  opposition  is  to 
the  introduction  of  a  new  agency  acting  independently." 

ScuBDER :  "But  it  ought  not  be  overlooked  that  the  Masons 
are  not  a  new  agency.  We  are  not  seeking  a  new  permit  to 
engage  in  war  relief  work.  We  are  not  in  the  same  class 
with  the  organizations  whose  petitions  to  engage  in  such  work, 
you  tell  me,  have  recently  been  received  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment. Our  petition  was  filed  with  you  months  ago.  It  was 
favorably  acted  upon  by  you;  your  consent  was  given  to  us 
to  engage  in  this  work.  On  the  strength  of  that  consent  we 
called  together  the  Grand  Masters  of  Masons  in  the  United 
States  and  had  the  enterprise  endorsed.  We  appointed  our 
committee  to  represent  the  Fraternity.  We  have  started  and 
have  already  raised,  exclusively  from  our  own  members,  large 
sums  of  money  to  carry  on  our  work,  and  the  fact  that  we 
were  in  this  work  with  the  Government's  consent  was  given  to 
the  public  press,  all  on  the  strength  of  the  Government's 
action,  and  in  the  light  of  all  these  circumstances  we  should 
not  now  be  classed  with  agencies  who  are  only  now  seeking 
to  enter  this  field." 

Fosdick:  "I  appreciate  the  embarrassment  of  it  all  and 
can  assure  you  it  will  be  given  our  best  thought.  I  hope  you 
will  decide  to  go  to  the  President,  but  in  any  event  I  will 
arrange  a  meeting  with  Secretary  Baker  and  advise  you." 

Here  we  parted. 

During  my  stay  in  Washington  I  had  several  conversations 
with  Mr.  Fosdick  over  the  telephone.  I  was  called  up  by 
him,  and  I  also  called  up  his  office.  He  told  me  that  he  and 
Secretary  Baker  were  considering  the  matter  but  had  not  yet 
reached  the  point  where  they  could  submit  a  concrete  proposi- 
tion to  me  for  discussion.  I  was  finally  asked  whether  I  could 
not  return  to  Washington  the  following  week,  that  Mr.  Baker 
had  to  leave,  and  that  there  was  no  prospect  of  reaching  a 
conclusion  before  his  departure.  I  accordingly  agreed  to 
hold  myself  in  readiness  to  return  to  Washington  the  moment 
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summoned.  In  the  meantime,  however,  I  had  decided  to  con- 
fer with  Mr.  Joseph  P.  Tumulty,  the  Secretary  to  the  Presi- 
dent. I  did  not  advise  Mr.  Fosdick  of  this  fact,  and  my  inter- 
view with  Mr.  Tumulty  is  given  under  a  seperate  head. 

It  chanced,  however,  that  I  met  Mr.  Fosdick  on  the  train 
which  I  took  to  return  to  New  York  and  we  had  occasion 
again  to  discuss  our  matter.  This  discussion  will  be  reported 
under  a  separate  head  because  it  raised  a  new  issue  involving 
our  Scottish  Rite  brethren. 

The  Scottish  Rite  Brought  In 

As  already  stated,  Mr.  Fosdick  and  I  met  by  chance  on 
the  train  from  Washington  to  New  York.  He  told  me  that 
since  he  had  last  spoken  to  me  over  the  'phone  he  had  received 
a  call  from  some  gentlemen  representing  the  Scottish  Rite  and 
that  their  spokesman.  Judge  George  Fleming  Moore,  had  ex- 
pressed to  him  the  desire  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  to 
engage  in  war  relief  work  in  France.  Mr.  Fosdick  told  me 
that  the  outline  of  the  work  that  Judge  Moore  had  presented 
showed  his  purpose  to  be  similar  to  what  we  New  York  men 
had  in  mind.  The  following  conversation  ensued,  the  sub- 
stance of  which  I  give: 

Fosdick:  "I  told  Judge  Moore  that  the  work  which  he 
projected  was  similar  to  that  which  was  projected  by  the 
New  York  Masons,  that  the  Government  had  under  advise- 
ment the  application  of  the  New  York  Masons  to  engage  in 
this,  and  that  it  would  be  necessary  for  Judge  Moore  to  work 
in  harmony  with  the  New  York  men  because  the  Government 
could  deal  with  but  one  head  should  it  be  decided  to  allow 
Masons  to  enter  the  Overseas  field." 

Scudder:  "Did  you  tell  Judge  Moore  that  the  Overseas 
Work  as  planned  by  the  Masonic  Mission  was  of  such  a 
nature  that  all  Masonic  bodies  could  join  in  it,  the  only  eflFect 
of  so  doing  being  that  the  more  money  contributed,  the  greater 
would  be  the  extent  of  the  work?" 

Fosdick:  "Yes,  I  covered  the  ground  with  him,  but  you 
do  not  seem  to  be  in  accord.  Judge  Moore  told  me  that  if 
but  one  permit  for  Overseas  Work  was  to  be  granted  to  the 
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Masonic  Fraternity,  it  should  be  granted  to  him  and  his  com- 
mittee and  not  to  the  New  York  conmiittee;  that  he,  Judge 
Moore,  represented  the  aristocracy  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity, 
the  head  of  it;  and  that  it  was  not  consistent  that  the  tail 
should  wag  the  dog." 

ScuDDER :  "I  think  Judge  Moore  will  not  repeat  that  state- 
ment in  our  presence.  He  must  know  of  what  happened  in 
New  York  at  the  conference  of  Grand  Masters  held  there  in 
May.  I  think  it  highly  desirable  that  when  the  meeting  is 
arranged  between  yourself,  Secretary  Baker,  and  me,  Judge 
Moore  be  also  invited,  for  I  am  quite  persuaded  that  you  will 
find  him  in  perfect  accord  with  us  and  anxious  to  work  with 
us." 

FosDiCK :  "Does  Judge  Moore  represent  a  higher  authority 
in  the  Masonic  Fraternity  than  you  do  ?" 

ScuDDER :  "He  does  not.  It  is  all  a  case  of  wheels  within 
wheels.  Judge  Moore  is  the  head  of  the  Scottish  Rite  of  the 
Southern  Jurisdiction,  the  membership  of  which  is  perhaps  a 
hundred  thousand.  I  am  representing  the  forty-nine  Grand 
Masonic  Jurisdictions  of  the  United  States  and  its  member- 
ship is  not  far  from  two  million.  I  am  also  myself  a  Scottish 
Rite  Mason,  but  my  membership  in  the  Scottish  Rite  and  all 
my  honors  therein  would  fall  if  I  lost  my  membership  in  my 
Lodge.  The  Lodge  is  the  beginning  and  end  of  Masonry. 
True,  we  have  subdivided  into  many  parts.  The  subdivisions 
are  purely  social.  Membership  in  each  one  of  them  is  de- 
pendent upon  membership  in  a  Lodge,  ^nd  each  one  of  these 
subdivisions  has  its  own  officers  known  by  special  titles,  but 
these  subdivisions  do  not  shape  the  course  of  the  Masonic  Fra- 
ternity, nor  do  they  control  it,  nor  are  they  superior  to  it.  The 
organized  charities  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity  are  directed 
more  particularly  through  the  medium  of  Masonic  Lodges." 

Fosdick:  "This  is  all  very  interesting,  but  you  and  Judge 
Moore  seem  to  have  a  different  conception  of  the  relative  im- 
portance of  the  bodies  which  you  represent.  He  says  that  his 
body  is  the  head  of  Masonry  and  you  say  that  yours  is.  It 
is  your  lack  of  co-ordination  as  a  Fraternity  which  has  ham- 
pered the  Government  in  its  effort  to  deal  with  you." 

ScuDDER :    "Fix  the  time  for  the  meeting  with  the  Secretary 
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of  War,  invite  Judge  Moore,  I  will  be  there  too,  and  you  will 
find  that  there  is  no  lack  of  co-ordination." 

FosDicK :  "I  will  let  you  know  when  and  where  the  meet- 
ing will  be  held." 

Here  we  parted. 

More  or  less  disturbed  by  this  injection  of  the  Scottish 
Rite  into  our  difficulties,  I  felt  it  wise  immediately. to  get  into 
touch  with  Judge  Moore  and  acquaint  him  with  the  danger 
of  the  situation  and  how  destructive  it  would  be  of  our  ambi- 
tions to  serve  Overseas  if  the  impression  made  by  his  interview 
with  Mr.  Fosdick  was  not  corrected.  Accordingly  I  wrote  to 
Judge  Moore  a  letter,  a  copy  of  which  follows,  and  to  make 
sure  that  he  knew  of  the  authority  under  which  we  were 
acting  and  the  magnitude  of  the  movement,  I  also  sent  him 
a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  Grand  Masters  of 
Masons  held  in  New  York  on  May  the  9th,  marking  therein 
those  passages  which  more  particularly  dealt  with  our  Over- 
seas enterprise. 


July  27th,  1918. 

To  the  Honorable  George  Fleming  Moore, 
Grand  Commander, 

Scottish  Rite  Temple,  16th  &  S  St.,  N.  W., 
Washington,  D.  C. 

My  dear  Judge  Moore : 

I  have  just  learned  that  the  Scottish  Rite  of  the  Southern 
Jurisdiction  are  ambitious  to  render  Masonic  service  Over- 
seas to  the  men  with  the  colors.  Doubtless,  you  know  that 
New  York  is  committed  to  a  plan  to  render  similar  service 
if  the  opportunity  can  be  found. 

I  am  fearful  that  without  co-ordination  neither  of  us  will 
realize  our  heart's  desire  in  this  respect.  It  may  be  a  case 
of  united  we  stand,  divided  we  fall.  Certainly  there  is  work 
enough  for  all,  cheering  and  comforting  our  boys.  I  am 
informed  that  a  conference,  perhaps,  will  be  called  for  next 
week  to  discuss  the  service  Overseas  you  and  we  have  pro- 
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posed  As  soon  as  I  learn  the  date  I  will  hasten  to  Wash- 
ington in  the  hope  of  seeing  you  before  we  meet  at  that 
conference,  to  obtain  the  benefit  of  your  advice.  I  am  send- 
ing to  you  under  separate  cover  tiie  Minutes  of  the  Con- 
ference of  Grand  Masters  held  in  New  York  in  May  of  this 
year  and  take  the  liberty  of  marking  certain  pages  which 
present  New  York's  viewpoint,  more  or  less  accurately. 
The  Volume  does  not  contain  the  correspondence  since  the 
conference  was  held  inviting  us  to  proceed  and  giving  as- 
surance of  cooperation  and  support.  We  feel  there  is  now 
behind  the  movement  a  force  which  assures  success. 

I  greatly  regret  I  missed  you  this  week.  Looking  for- 
ward to  meeting  you  in  the  near  future  and  with  fraternal 
regards,  I  am.

Judge  Moore  failed  to  write  as  he  stated  in  his  telegram 
he  would  do,  and  during  the  interim  between  the  receipt  of 
his  telegram  on  July  30th  and  our  next  communication  from 
him  on  August  26th,  correspondence  had  passed  between  Mr. 
Fosdick  and  me  not  relating  to  the  Scottish  Rite  and  will 
be  set  forth  later  herein.  This  correspondence  is  taken  out 
of  its  proper  chronological  order  in  the  interest  of  a  more  con- 
secutive narrative.    We  therefore  continue  with  Judge  Moore. 

On  August  26th  I  received  the  following  telegram :

A  reply  to  this  was  immediately  sent,  and  Mr.  Stevenson 
met  M.  W.  Robert  Judson  Kenworthy,  the  Grand  Secretary 
of  New  York,  and  me  at  the  Grand  Secretary's  office  on  the 
evening  of  August  27th.  After  the  usual  introductions  he  in- 
formed us  that  he  had  read  on  his  way  up  from  Washington 
every  word  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Masters'  Meeting 
held  in  New  York  in  May,  and  had  therefrom  learned  for 
the  first  time  that  we  actually  had  the  written  consent  of  the 
Government  to  engage  in  war  relief  work ;  that  Judge  Moore 
and  he  contended  that  they  had  been  promised  for  the  Scottish 
Rite  a  like  permit,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact  that  they  did  not 
have  it  except  by  word  of  mouth,  and  that  both  Secretary 
Baker  and  Mr.  Fosdick  disputed  having  made  them  any 
promise.  He  inquired  whether  we  had  faith  in  Mr.  Fosdick 
or  whether  we  believed  he  was  trying  to  double-cross  us. 
Upon  being  told  that  we  took  Mr.  Fosdick  at  his  word  and 
were  relying  upon  the  written  consent  from  him  to  engage 
in  Overseas  work,  he  said  that  he  entertained  grave  doubts 
whether  the  Scottish  Rite  would  be  able  to  get  an  independent 
consent  for  their  enterprise,  and  inquired  whether  Judge 
Moore  could  not  join  ours.  We  explained  to  Bro.  Stevenson 
that  we  felt  that  the  only  way  for  any  of  us  to  carry  out 
the  wishes  of  the  Fraternity  would  be  by  working  together, 
that  our  plan  of  action,  as  he  had  learned  from  his  perusal 
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of  the  Grand  Masters'  Proceedings,  was  broad  enough  to  take 
in  any  one  who  wished  to  join,  and  that  we  would  be  very 
glad  to  welcome  all  who  cared  to  come  in. 

We  further  told  him  of  the  projected  meeting  between 
ourselves,  Secretary  Baker,  and  Mr.  Fosdick,  and  renewed 
the  invitation  to  Judge  Moore  to  join  us  in  that  conference 
and  by  our  conduct  convince  the  Secretary  of  War  and  Mr. 
Fosdick  that  there  was  no  division  in  the  Fraternity.  Mr. 
Stevenson  concurred  in  the  wisdom  of  this  course,  and  said 
that  he  would  return  to  Washington  that  same  evening,  see 
Judge  Moore,  and  wire  us  Judge  Moore's  decision  upon  the 
question  whether  he  would  work  with  us  or  independently. 

On  August  28th  Bro.  Stevenson  duly  telegraphed  as  fol- 
lows:

Stevenson,  at  his  interview  with  us  in  New  York, 
told  us  that  Judge  Moore  and  he  had  a  friend  in  Washington 
who  could  bring  our  matter  to  a  head  quickly,  and  that  if 
Judge  Moore  would  agree  to  participate  in  our  Masonic  Mis- 
sion, he,  Stevenson,  would  avail  himself  of  the  services  of  this 
friend,  and  keep  us  posted. 

On  August  29th  we  received  from  Bro.  Stevenson  the 
following  telegram:

To  this  last  telegram  I  replied  that  I  would  go  to  Wash- 
ington to  keep  the  engagement  he  proposed.  This  I  did.  This 
telegram  was  crossed  by  a  letter  I  had  sent  to  Bro.  Stevenson 
on  August  28th. 
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He  had  urged  upon  Bro.  Kenworthy  and  me  to  utilize 
his  presence  in  Washington  to  further  our  negotiations  with 
the  Government,  intimating  that,  while  his  relations  with  Sec- 
retary Baker  were  very  cordial,  he  could  not  with  certainty 
say  the  same  with  reference  to  Mr.  Fosdick,  because  he  had 
noticed  that  Mr.  Fosdick  was  frequently  "out"  or  "engaged" 
when  he  called  at  his  office. 

To  assist  Bro.  Stevenson  to  obtain  an  interview  with  Mr. 
Fosdick  for  the  particular  purpose  of  hastening  the  confer- 
ence between  Fosdick,  Secretary  Baker,  Moore,  and  me,  I 
wrote,  in  a  long  letter  to  Mr.  Fosdick,  a  paragraph  as  follows : 

"There  is  on  the  ground  in  Washington  a  gentleman  in 
whom  we  place  confidence  and  with  whom  we  feel  you  can 
talk  this  matter  over  to  advantage.  My  reference  is  to  the 
Rev.  Hugh  T.  Stevenson,  157  U  St.,  N.W." 

I  sent  a  copy  of  this  letter  to  Mr.  Fosdick  enclosed  in  a 
letter  to  Bro.  Stevenson,  as  follows:

Dear  Mr.  Stevenson: 

I  am  enclosing  a  copy  of  my  letter  to  Mr.  Fosdick.  I 
hope  it  will  meet  your  approval  and  pave  the  way  to  a  con- 
ference between  you  and  him  which  will  open  the  door  a 
little  voider.  I  am  indeed  happy  that  we  have  gotten  to- 
gether and  am  hopeful  of  splendid  results.

Your  telegram  received.  Am  glad  indeed  the  situation 
is  so  promising. 

On  the  same  day,  August  28th,  Bro.  Stevenson  wrote  to 
me  the  following :

Dear  Sir  and  Brother: 

Immediately  upon  my  return  this  morning  from  our 
conference  last  evening  I  made  my  report  to  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander.  He  approves  everything  that  I  agreed 
with  you  about  and  there  will  be  absolute  united  action 
between  us  and  yourself.  I  will  see  my  friend  this  after- 
noon and  commence  to  do  what  I  promised  in  reference  to 
pushing  matters.  It  is  possible  but  not  probable  that  events 
may  shape  themselves  so  that  Judge  Moore  and  I  may  be 
in  New  York  Friday  or  Saturday,  although  I  am  very  apt 
to  think  that  due  to  the  congestion  of  travel  on  account  of 
Labor  Day  and  my  own  work,  it  will  not  be  possible  for  me 
to  be  there  before  next  Tuesday. 

I  shall  prepare  a  memorandum  that  will  reach  Secretary 
Baker  within  the  next  few  days  but  before  sending  that 
memorandum  to  him  a  copy  will  be  sent  to  you  for  any 
suggestions  you  may  desire  to  make. 

In  closing,  permit  me  to  say  that  I  appreciate  the 
courtesy  and  fraternal  spirit  exhibited  both  by  yourself  and 
Brother  Kenworthy  to  me  last  evening  and  I  will  ask  you 
both  to  look  over  an  official  report  that  I  must  make  for  the 
records  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Conunander  when  I  again 
see  you. 

Hoping  that  by  our  joint  action  things  will  now  move 
with  rapidity  and  we  can  not  only  "go  over"  but  "put  it 
over,"  I  remain.

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Upon  my  arrival  in  Washington  I  was  met  by  Bro.  Steven- 
son, who  first  drove  me  to  the  House  of  the  Temple,  where 
I  met  Judge  Moore.  Thereafter  we  three  took  dinner  together, 
and  went  very  fully  over  the  situation  as  we  understood  it 
and  the  course  which  we  should  pursue  when  we  entered  into 
conversations  with  Mr.  Fosdick  and  such  other  representatives 
of  the  Government  as  might  be  with  him. 

We  anticipated  that  we  were  to  see  Secretary  Baker,  but 
we  afterward  learned  that  he  was  leaving  Washington  that 
very  evening. 

Judge  Moore  told  me  that  he  had  as  yet  obtained  no  written 
consent  from  the  Government  to  engage  in  war  relief  work 
overseas  as  the  representative  of  the  Scottish  Rite  of  the 
Southern  Jurisdiction;  that  the  amount  of  money  at  his  com- 
mand for  this  purpose  was  very  small,  only  twenty  thousand 
dollars,  which,  he  recognized,  would  not  go  very  far;  that  he 
had  been  approached  by  the  Odd  Fellows,  who  were  anxious 
to  serve  overseas,  and  felt  that  his  position  with  the  Govern- 
ment would  be  strengthened  by  his  representing  this  society  as 
well  as  the  Southern  Jurisdiction.  He  said  that  if  the  War 
Department  sought  to  distinguish  between  the  Scottish  Rite 
and  the  Masonic  Grand  Jurisdictions,  and  if  it  would  not 
grant  to  the  Scottish  Rite  an  independent  permit  to  engage 
in  war  work,  he  would  make  application  to  his  own  Grand 
Lodge,  Alabama,  and  secure  an  appointment  by  its  Grand 
Master  as  the  representative  of  Alabama  on  the  Masonic 
Mission  planned  by  New  York  and  endorsed  by  the  Grand 
Masters'  meeting  in  New  York. 

Judge  Moore  added  that  he  was  getting  to  be  an  old  man, 
that  his  own  work  would  have  to  be  entirely  executive,  and 
that,  to  enable  him  to  accomplish  what  he  had  to  do,  it  would 
be  necessary  for  him  to  take  with  him  brethren  whom  he  had 
selected  as  his  aides.  I  told  him  that  there  would  be  no 
objection  to  that;  that  under  our  arrangement  with  the  War 
Department  the  personnel  of  our  Mission  could  be  enlarged  so 
that  each  State  would  have  a  representative  if  this  was  desired, 
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and  that,  as  the  men  whom  he  named  hailed  from  diflFerent 
States  and  were  prominent,  I  saw  no  reason  why  they  should 
not  all  join,  provided,  of  course,  they  were  satisfactory  to  the 
Government  and  to  their  respective  Masonic  jurisdictions. 

I  took  this  opportunity  to  tell  Judge  Moore  what  Mr. 
Fosdick  had  told  me  about  Judge  Moore's  remark  that  if  there 
was  to  be  only  one  permit  to  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  it  should 
be  issued  to  the  Scottish  Rite,  as  represented  by  Judge  Moore, 
and  not  to  the  Grand  Lodges'  Mission,  that  it  was  not  appro- 
priate that  the  tail  should  wag  the  dog,  and  that  the  Scottish 
Rite  represented  the  aristocracy  and  brains  of  the  Masonic 
Fraternity. 

All  these  statements  attributed  to  him  Judge  Moore  cate- 
gorically denied,  and,  in  turn,  told  me  that  Mr.  Fosdick  had 
said  that  I,  Scudder,  had  spoken  most  disparagingly  of  the 
Scottish  Rite.     Needless  to  say,  this  was  untrue. 

Mr.  Fosdick  joined  us  about  this  time.  He  was  accom- 
panied by  the  Chairman  of  the  Democratic  Congressional  Com- 
mittee, as  I  understood  it,  and  we  forthwith  entered  into  the 
discussion  of  the  matter  which  had  brought  us  together. 

Judge  Moore  told  Mr.  Fosdick  that  he  understood  the 
Secretary  of  War  had  given  him  (Judge  Moore)  permission 
to  go  overseas  to  survey  the  field  and  undertake  such  war 
relief  work  for  the  Masonic  Fraternity  as  he  might  find  there 
was  to  do  after  his  survey. 

Mr.  Fosdick  replied  that  Judge  Moore  was  mistaken ;  that 
no  such  permit  had  been  given,  and  that  the  only  permit  given 
by  the  Government  to  the  Masonic  Fraternity  to  engage  in 
overseas  war  relief  work  was  the  permit  held  by  the  New 
York  Mission,  adding  that  the  Government  would  recognize 
but  one  head  in  any  one  organization.  Mr.  Fosdick  then  ex- 
pressed his  doubt  whether  it  would  be  wise  for  the  Masons 
to  engage  independently  in  the  work  they  contemplated,  and 
gave  as  the  reasons  for  this  conclusion  many  of  the  reasons 
which  he  had  previously  urged  upon  me  in  my  conversations 
with  him  in  the  latter  part  of  July.    The  merits  of  these  rea- 
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sons  were  quite  fully  discussed,  but  the  question  of  Masonic 
disunity  was  not  again  brought  up  by  Mr.  Fosdick.  The 
trend  of  our  conversation  established  clearly  that  the  Frater- 
nity stood  as  a  unit,  and  that  if  it  was  permitted  to  send  its 
representatives  overseas  to  engage  in  war  relief  work,  all 
would  go  under  the  auspices  of  the  several  Grand  Lodges, 
under  the  permit  of  April  23,  1918,  signed  by  Mr.  Fosdick 
as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Training  Camp  Activities  of 
the  War  Department,  and  in  harmony  with  the  plan  adopted 
at  the  New  York  Grand  Masters'  Conference. 

Although  Masonic  unity  had  been  made  clear,  Mr.  Fos- 
dick's  opposition  to  the  Masonic  Fraternity  engaging  in  war 
relief  work  overseas  became  nevertheless  very  marked.  He 
mentioned  a  certain  document  which  he  had  prepared  which, 
according  to  him,  fully  explained  and,  in  his  opinion,  justified 
the  refusal  of  the  Government  to  let  the  Masonic  Mission  sail. 
He  asked  Judge  Moore  whether  he  would  give  his  endorsement 
to  it,  mentioning  that  he  had  already  sent  it  to  Judge  Moore 
for  consideration.  This  document  I  had  never  seen,  and  its 
contents  I  do  not  know,  but  Judge  Moore  then  and  there  said 
that  he  could  not  approve  it  or  sanction  its  going  out  with  his 
endorsement,  either  expressed  or  implied,  as  it  did  not  meet  the 
situation.  Mr.  Fosdick  then  said  that  he  would  have  the  docu- 
ment signed  by  the  Secretary  of  War  even  without  Judge 
Moore's  approval  and  close  the  incident.  From  this  position 
we  were  unable  to  move  him.  He  had  not  said  in  so  many 
words  that  our  permit  was  revoked,  but  we  all  understood  that 
it  would  be  revoked  when  the  Secretary  of  War  signed  the 
document  to  which  Mr.  Fosdick  had  referred. 

Judge  Moore  then  said  to  Mr.  Fosdick,  "I  am  anxious  to 
visit  certain  Masonic  bodies  of  Europe.  As  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  I  have  business  relationship  with  them,  there  are 
pending  between  us  important  matters  which  must  be  settled. 
Some  of  these  bodies  have  conferred  honors  upon  me  and 
have  been  waiting  a  long  time  to  present  me  with  my  honorary

membership  and  otherwise  entertain  me.  I  am  getting  to  be 
an  old  man  and  am  very  anxious  to  close  up  the  open  matters 
with  these  European  Masonic  bodies  and  also  to  accept  the 
honors  they  have  conferred  and  not  keep  them  waiting  for  me 
any  longer.  Is  there  objection  to  my  obtaining  passports  for 
this  purpose."  Mr.  Fosdick  replied  that  to  this  there  was 
no  objection;  that  we  could  all  go  on  such  Masonic  busi- 
ness as  this,  because  it  would  be  recognized  by  the  Govern- 
ment as  legitimate  business  between  the  representatives  of  the 
Masonic  Fraternity  in  America  and  the  representatives  of  the 
Fraternity  on  the  other  side,  and  that  the  issuing  of  passports 
for  the  purpose  of  transacting  it  would  be  within  the  rules  and 
that  the  passports  for  this  purpose  would  be  given.  Turning 
to  me,  Mr.  Fosdick  asked  whether  I  also  would  not  go  to 
Europe  on  the  same  business  and  whether  my  thus  going 
would  not  relieve  the  situation.  Judge  Moore  also  extended 
a  similar  invitation  and  expressed  the  pleasure  it  would  give 
him  if  we  could  travel  together.  I  told  Mr.  Fosdick  that  I 
appreciated  Judge  Moore's  desires  to  go  for  the  purposes  which 
he  had  mentioned,  but  that  personally  I  had  no  such  business 
on  the  other  side ;  that  I  would  go  to  carry  out  the  will  of  the 
Masonic  Fraternity  to  serve  our  men  with  the  Colors  or  I 
would  not  go  at  all.  Shortly  after  this  Mr.  Fosdick  withdrew, 
to  keep  an  appointment  with  the  Secretary  of  War,  as  he 
told  us. 

We  separated  with  the  understanding  that  Judge  Moore, 
accompanied  by  Brother  Samuel  P.  Cochran  of  Texas,  and 
Brother  Hugh  T.  Stevenson,  would  sail  for  Europe  as  soon 
as  they  could  get  their  passports,  but  that  the  Masonic  Mission 
would  continue  its  efforts  on  this  side  to  obtain  the  passports 
to  which  it  considered  its  Mission  was  entitled  under  the  Gov- 
ernment's consent  of  April  23d,  and  failing  in  this,  to  connect 
with  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  if  that  was  possible,  and  under  its  auspices 
perform  the  work  and  discharge  the  duties  for  which  the  Mis- 
sion had  been  created. 
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Why  Was  a  Ruling  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment^Made  Retroactive? 

On  Saturday,  August  31,  1918,  the  day  following  the  con- 
ference between  Judge  Moore,  Mr.  Fosdick,  Brother  Steven- 
son, Brother  Jamieson,  and  me  (Brother  Jamieson,  I  under- 
stood, had  been  invited  to  take  part  in  this  conference  either 
by  Judge  Moore  or  Mr.  Fosdick),  accompanied  by  Brother 
Stevenson,  I  called  at  the  office  of  the  Democratic  Committee 
and  met  Brother  Jamieson,  where  we  compared  our  impressions 
of  the  previous  night's  meeting.  Brother  Jamieson  said  that 
he  had  had  another  conference  with  Mr.  Fosdick  that  morning 
and  was  convinced  that  Mr.  Fosdick  was  hostile  and  would 
not  recede  from  the  position  which  he  had  taken  in  opposition 
to  the  departure  of  the  Masonic  Mission. 

Brother  Stevenson  suggested  that  strong  political  pressure 
higher  up  might  be  of  some  avail,  and  I  reminded  those  present 
what  was  known  to  Judge  Moore,  that  a  letter  had  been  written 
to  the  President,  a  copy  of  which  had  been  read  to  them.  It 
was  therefore  decided  that  we  should  await  the  President's 
reply,  the  opinion  having  been  expressed  by  Judge  Moore  that 
the  letter  to  the  President  covered  the  ground,  and  presented 
the  case  clearly,  so  that  if  there  was  any  disposition  to  treat 
the  matter  on  its  merits  the  case  had  been  fully  stated. 

I  told  the  brethren  that  I  seemed  to  make  more  headway 
with  Mr.  Fosdick  when  I  saw  him  alone  than  when  I  met  him 
in  the  company  of  others,  and  that  I  intended  to  seek  another 
interview  with  him  in  the  hope  of  convincing  him  that  his  atti- 
tude now  was  inconsistent  with  what  had  gone  before  and  was 
bound  to  cause  suspicions  and  breed  dissatisfaction,  that  the 
Fraternity  having  in  good  faith  accepted  the  Government's 
word  as  expressed  through  him  and  having  relied  upon  it,  had 
proceeded  with  considerable  publicity  to  make  good  its  under- 
taking. We  were  injured  and  sorely  grieved  over  what  would 
be  regarded  as  a  breach  of  faith  on  the  part  of  the  Govern- 
ment unless  patriotic  reasons  for  the  Government's  change  of 
position  were  given  instead  of  an  arbitrary  withdrawal  of  the 
permit  based  upon  reasons  of  no  great  weight. 
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I  again  called  upon  Mr.  Fosdick  at  his  office,  and  again  we 
went  over  the  old  ground,  and  it  was  not  long  before  I  found 
that  Mr.  Fosdick  seemed  to  agree  with  me.  He  told  me  that 
the  Secretary  of  War  had  not  signed  the  paper  to  present 
which  to  the  Secretary  of  War  for  his  signature  he  had  left 
our  conference  the  night  before,  and  he  expressed  himself  as 
glad  that  he  had  not  obtained  that  signature,  so  that  the  matter 
was  still  open.  This  happened  after  I  had  asked  him  when  it 
was  that  the  Government  had  decided  upon  the  policy  of  issu- 
ing no  further  permits  to  civilian  organizations  to  engage  in 
welfare  work  with  our  forces  overseas.  He  told  me  that 
he  had  decided  to  recommend  this  course  after  his  conference 
with  General  Pershing,  and  that  upon  his  return  to  America 
he  discussed  the  point  with  the  Secretary  of  War,  who  had 
agreed  with  him,  and  who  had  further  advised  him  to  hold  up 
the  Masonic  Mission.  I  pointed  out  to  Mr.  Fosdick  that  this 
decision  had  evidently  been  reached  between  two  and  three 
months  after  the  permit  had  been  given  to  the  Masonic  Fra- 
ternity, and  as  I  interpreted  the  "policy  of  the  Department," 
as  he  expressed  it,  it  was  now  the  intention  to  give  this  ruling 
a  retroactive  construction,  or,  in  other  words,  to  date  it  back 
so  as  to  bring  the  Masonic  Fraternity  under  it,  when,  as  a 
matter  of  fact  it  did  not  legitimately  apply  to  the  application 
of  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  which  already  had  been  acted  upon 
and  disposed  of  before  the  new  rule  came  into  existence. 

I  also  pointed  out  to  Mr.  Fosdick  that  as  I  saw  it  his  fear 
of  being  inconsistent  when  called  upon  to  deny,  under  the  new 
rule,  the  applications  of  other  organizations  seeking  to  engage 
in  war  relief  work  overseas  because  passports  had  been  issued 
to  the  Masonic  Fraternity  was  not  well  founded,  and  that  he 
had  a  complete  answer  and  justification  in  the  facts  as  they 
existed,  namely,  that  the  Masonic  Fraternity's  application  had 
been  acted  upon  months  before  the  new  rule  and  did  not  come 
under  it,  and  that  to  this  no  one  could  take  exception  because 
it  was  a  fact  and  in  harmony  with  justice.  To  this  Mr.  Fos- 
dick replied,  "I  had  not  seen  it  clearly  in  that  light.  Why, 
that  will  let  us  all  out,  will  it  not?"  To  which  I  replied,  "It 
seems  to  me  a  solution  of  the  difficulty,  and  one  in  harmony 
with  the  facts.    Personally,  I  cannot  see  how  any  other  course 
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can  be  followed."  I  added,  "If  this  course  is  adopted  there  is 
no  need  of  the  President  answering  my  letter  of  August  5th." 
Turning  to  Mr.  Fosdick  as  I  was  about  to  leave,  I  asked  him 
why  it  was  that  the  President  had  not  answered  my  letter  as 
yet,  that  it  was  some  weeks  since  it  had  been  written ;  to  which 
he  replied,  "We  have  it  here,  and  it  is  a  very  difficult  letter 
to  answer."  I  rejoined  by  saying,  "Then  don't  answer  it,  but 
do  the  natural  and  consistent  thing  and  let  us  get  away.  I 
can  assure  you  that  if,  when  we  arrive  on  the  other  side,  we 
find  that  there  are  obstacles  which  we  cannot  overcome  to  the 
accomplishment  of  that  which  is  in  our  hearts  to  accomplish, 
we  will  return.  The  Masonic  Fraternity  will  accept  our  ver- 
dict, and  I  think  the  character  of  the  men  appointed  on  this 
Mission  is  such  that  the  Government  can  safely  trust  them  to 
act  patriotically  and  helpfully  once  they  have  learned  the  situa- 
tion overseas." 

Mr.  Fosdick  said  that  he  would  again  go  over  the  matter 
with  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  he  thought  that  my  proposed 
solution  of  our  problem  was  a  proper  one. 

Again  we  parted,  I  with  my  hopes  high. 

Upon  my  return  to  New  York  following  my  interview  with 
Mr.  Fosdick  on  August  31st,  I  wrote  him  on  September  2d  a 
letter  embodying  the  points  I  had  made  at  that  interview  in 
order  that,  having  them  before  him  in  writing,  they  should 
not  escape  his  attention. 

This  letter  follows : 


September  2,  1918. 

Honorable  Raymond  B.  Fosdick, 

Chairman  Commission  on  Training  Camp  Activities, 
War  Department,  Washington,  D.  C. 

My  dear  Mr.  Fosdick: 

Lest  the  point  which  I  endeavored  to  make  clear  in  our 
last  interview  escape  your  mind  due  to  the  multiplicity  of 
matters  you  are  called  upon  to  consider,  I  venture  to  com- 
mit it  to  paper,  prompted  also  so  to  do  by  my  very  earnest 
desire  that  the  Department  should  have  every  assistance 
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that  I  can  give  it  in  our  joint  effort  to  reach  a  just  solution 
of  the  question  we  are  considering. 

Permit  me  then  to  remind  you  that  the  consent  given 
the  Masonic  Fraternity  to  engage  in  Overseas  service  was 
given  on  April  23rd,  1918,  and  not  very  many  months  after 
similar  consents  were  given  to  other  civilian  organizations. 
The  Masonic  Fraternity  is  not  making  a  new  application 
for  a  new  consent,  but  is  relying  upon  that  already  given. 

It  now  seems  that  in  Jime  your  Department  reached  the 
conclusion  that  it  was  not  wise  to  multiply  agencies  Over- 
seas engaged  in  relief  work,  and  since  then  has  declined 
to  issue  permits  to  organizations  seeking  to  enter  the  Over- 
seas field. 

Assuming  this  decision  is  wise,  why  should  it  be  con- 
strued retroactively  so  as  to  exclude  from  the  field  one 
agency  only  holding  the  Department's  consent,  the  Masonic 
Fraternity?  The  Masonic  Fraternity  has  acted  in  good 
faith.  Upon  obtaining  the  consent  of  your  Department  it 
presented  the  matter  to  its  integral  and  allied  parts  and 
started  in  to,  and  already  has  collected  large  sums  of  money 
to  carry  on  its  work,  all  upon  the  faith  of  the  Government's 
approval  of  its  purpose.  Surely  it  is  but  normal  to  expect 
misgivings  and  discontent  if  at  this  late  date  the  Govern- 
ment by  an  arbitrary  retroactive  application  of  its  June  rule 
excludes  one,  and  only  one  agency  holding  the  Depart- 
ment's consent  to  engage  in  Overseas  relief  work.  I  do 
not  have  to  call  your  attention  to  the  unhappy  situation 
we  were  in  when  the  Masonic  Fraternity  was  excluded 
from  camps  and  cantonments,  albeit  another  secret  society, 
strictly  sectarian  in  addition,  was  admitted  to  them.  That, 
however,  has  been  smoothed  over  and  the  Masonic  Fra- 
ternity has  forgotten  the  incident,  but  I  look  forward  with 
dread  to  the  situation  which  will  develop  if  the  Government 
now  revives  that  unpleasantness  in  so  conspicuous  a  way, 
as  will  be  the  revocation  of  the  consent  it  gave  the  Masonic 
Fraternity  in  April.  In  effect  the  denial  to  the  Masonic 
Mission  of  the  passports  it  needs  will  be  tantamount  to 
such  a  revocation. 

Seemingly  the  Government  can  say  with  propriety  to 
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civilian  organizations  now  seeking  to  engage  in  relief  work 
Overseas  that  no  permits  had  been  granted  since  the  date 
when  the  new  order  of  things  was  decided  upon,  and  should 
any  question  ever  be  raised  with  reference  to  the  Masonic 
Fraternity's  activities  the  answer  is  complete  that  it  re- 
ceived its  permit  at  least  two  months  before  this  new  order. 
I  can  see  no  other  solution  that  is  logical  and  in  harmony 
with  the  theory  of  our  institutions,  and  fail  to  see  how  the 
Department  can  justify  a  retroactive  construction  of  its 
present  rule.  Surely  so  to  do  will  invite  the  conclusion 
since  the  Masonic  Fraternity  alone  will  be  affected  that  the 
present  administration  is  hostile  to  the  Masonic  Fraternity 
and  not  in  sympathy  with  its  patriotic  desire  to  serve,  a 
conclusion  I  cannot  accept 

The  issuing  of  passports  to  the  Masonic  Mission  en- 
larged to  include  Judge  Moore  and  his  two  assistants, 
answers  the  letter  of  August  5th  addressed  to  the  President 
and  puts  an  end  to  a  difficult  situation.  I  trust  our  diffi- 
culty will  be  solved  that  way.

To  this  letter  of  September  2d  I  received  no  reply,  nor 
even  an  acknowledgment  thereof,  which  fact  prompted  me  to 
send  a  copy  of  it  to  the  President  at  a  later  date,  as  will  appear 
further  on. 
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Judge  Moore  Sails  for  Europe 

Upon  my  return  to  New  York,  and  on  September  3,  1918, 
I  wrote  Judge  Moore  as  follows :

My  dear  Judge  Moore: 

Permit  me  to  thank  you  for  the  courtesies  extended  to 
me  while  in  Washington,  and  also  to  enclose  a  copy  of  a 
letter  written  by  me  to  Mr.  Fosdick  following  up  my  last 
interview  with  him  before  returning  to  New  York. 

I  trust  that  he  will  appreciate  the  wisdom  of  refraining 
from  withdrawing  our  permit  and  thereby  again  tax  the 
good  nature  of  our  Fraternity  without  rhyme  or  reason. 
I  wish  the  gentleman  was  more  practical.  He  seems  to  be 
an  idealist  with  theories  as  to  what  is  best  which  perhaps 
do  not  square  in  all  things  with  the  conditions  which  have 
to  be  met  Such  an  attitude  invites  our  respect,  but  it  does 
not  solve  delicate  problems. 

Looking  forward  to  the  pleasure  of  seeing  you  again, 
and  trusting  our  interviews  may  prove  successful,  believe

Judge  Moore  kept  us  informed  of  his  progress.  On  several 
occasions  he  expressed  the  hope  that  we  would  see  our  way 
clear  to  sail  with  him.  He  sought  other  meetings  with  us, 
which  we  regretfully  could  not  arrange.  He  had  us  advised 
of  his  approaching  departure  and  of  his  address  in  New  York 
just  prior  thereto,  and  on  October  7,  1918,  we  received  the 
following  letter,  written  on  Cunard  Steamship  Company  paper, 
advising  us  that  he  was  actually  on  his  way : 
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Sunday,  Oct  6,  1918. 
Dear  Judge: 

Have  tried  to  get  Kenworthy  and  you  over  the  phone  a 
number  of  times. 

We  are  sailing  to  Liverpool. 

Paris  address,  care  of  American  Express  Co.,  Paris, 
France.  Yours  fraternally,

It  seems  proper  to  insert  a  letter  received  from  Brother 
Stevenson,  dated  September  5, 1918.  Its  use  in  its  chronological 
order  was  not  feasible  because  it  would  have  broken  in  upon 
our  narrative.  It  will  be  recalled  that  the  only  conference 
with  Mr.  Fosdick  attended  by  both  Judge  Moore  and  me  was 
held  on  August  30th,  and  that  at  this  conference  it  had  been 
decided  that  Judge  Moore  should  go  to  Europe  on  his  particu- 
lar Masonic  business,  whether  or  no  the  Masonic  Mission  ob- 
tained passports  from  the  Government,  but  that  up  to  the  time 
of  his  departure  he  would  not  relax  his  efforts  and  would  do 
his  best  in  behalf  of  the  Masonic  Mission  to  obtain  its  pass- 
ports so  that  the  Fraternity  might  carry  out  its  overseas  pro- 
gram, promising  to  join  us  in  France  and  to  work  with  us 
if  we  reached  there  before  his  return.  So  Brother  Stevenson 
wrote  from  Washington,  September  5,  1918,  as  follows:

Just  a  line  to  let  you  know  that  present  indications  point 
to  the  possibility,  yes,  probability,  that  early  next  week  the 
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difficulties  and  barriers  that  have  been  in  the  way  of  the 
Masonic  Mission  wiJU  be  removed. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  will  be  in  New  York 
for  the  next  few  days  at  The  Clendening,  103d  Street  and 
Amsterdam  Avenue,  with  a  few  friends.  If  you  wish  further 
light  on  the  subject,  I  am  sure  he  can  giv^  you  the  latest 
information  up  to  the  time  he  leaves  the  city.  He  will 
return,  I  expect,  next  Monday.  Mr.  Fosdick  has  been  out 
of  town  for  several  days,  and  is  due  to  return  to  his  office 
Monday  or  Tuesday,  and  Mr.  Jamieson  believes  that  at  that 
time  everything  will  be  straightened  up  satisfactorily  to  all 
parties. 

I  shall  appreciate  it  if  you  will  kindly  return  to  me  the 
copy  of  my  report  with  such  suggested  amendments  as  you 
may  desire  to  make  in  the  same.

The  contents  of  this  letter  encouraged  us  in  the  belief  that 
my  final  conference  with  Mr.  Fosdick  held  on  August  31st 
had  not  been  in  vain,  and  that  he  realized  the  soundness  of  our 
position  and  the  injustice  of  giving  retroactive  effect  to  the 
War  Department's  new  rule  excluding  civilian  organizations 
from  war  service  overseas  so  as  to  exclude  the  Masonic  Fra- 
ternity from  that  service  under  its  permit  received  from  the 
Government  April  23,  1918,  and  at  least  three  months  before 
the  new  rule  was  decided  upon. 

The  report  to  which  Brother  Stevenson  referred,  and  the 
return  of  which  he  requested,  was  one  covering  our  negotiations 
with  him  in  reference  to  Masonic  Overseas  Service.  A  read- 
ing of  his  report  did  not  satisfy  us  that  Brother  Stevenson 
attached  the  same  relative  importance  to  the  various  Masonic 
bodies  which  we  did,  but  as  we  were  working  together  as  far 
as  the  Government  at  Washington  was  concerned  it  did  not 
seem  worth  while  to  waste  energy  over  non-essentials.  Accord- 
ingly under  date  of  September  11,  1918,  I  answered  his  letter 
of  September  5th  as  follows :

My  dear  Dr.  Stevenson: 

Yours  of  September  the  5th  duly  received,  and  I  am 
returning  herewith  the  copy  of  the  report  which  you  handed 
me.  I  do  not  feel  at  liberty  to  make  any  suggestions  with 
reference  to  it,  because  our  viewpoints  are  quite  different 
and  there  is  no  reason  why  we  should  attempt  to  harmon- 
ize them.  We  are  seeking  a  common  end,  only  we  go  about 
it  differently.

Sorry  that  due  to  absence  from  town  I  could  not  connect 
with  Judge  Moore.  Kenworthy  tried  to  make  an  appoint- 
ment, but  failed. 

Should  Masonic  Overseas  Service  be 

Conducted  Under  the  Auspices 

of  Grand  Lodges  or  of  the 

Scottish  Rite? 

Brother  Stevenson  told  us  that  he  had  been  sent  by  Judge 
Moore  to  talk  over  Masonic  Overseas  Service  with  Brother 
Kenworthy  and  with  me  before  the  Judge  knew  that  a  permit 
to  engage  in  that  work  had  been  given  our  Mission  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Commission  on  Training  Camp  Activities 
of  the  War  Department.  It  seems  that  Judge  Moore  had  not 
read  the  Minutes  of  the  Conference  of  Grand  Masters,  a  copy 
of  which  I  had  sent  to  him  on  August  27th,  but  this  copy  he 
gave  to  Brother  Stevenson  to  read  on  his  way  to  New  York 
to  meet  us.  Brother  Stevenson  left  Washington,  as  he  told  us, 
to  promote  the  Scottish  Rite's  ambition  to  send  representatives 
abroad  and  also  to  invite  a  member  of  the  New  York  Com- 
mittee to  accompany  the  Scottish  Rite  delegation.  Having 
learned  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Conference  of  Grand  Masters 
that  we  had  the  War  Department's  consent  and  were  thereby 
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in  a  stronger  position  than  was  the  Scottish  Rite,  also  that 
our  financial  backing  and  resources  exceeded  its  own,  he 
suggested  a  joint  undertaking  in  the  form  of  a  union  of  what 
he  called  "the  higher  bodies"  and  the  several  Grand  Lodges. 
We,  on  the  other  hand,  urged  that  the  success  of  our  overseas 
enterprise  was  dependent  upon  the  heart  of  the  Fraternity 
being  in  it,  that  there  was  nothing  higher  in  Freemasonry  than 
the  Symbolic  Lodge,  the  foundation  of  it  all;  and  that  if  the 
Fraternity  was  to  measure  to  its  duty  and  full  responsibility, 
if  its  conscience  was  to  be  satisfied,  the  head  and  directing 
force  of  the  overseas  enterprise  must  be  the  great  body  which 
embraced  us  all,  the  Symbolic  Lodges  acting  through  the  forty- 
nine  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States;  that  here  was  the 
will  to  serve,  and  also  the  ability  and  the  financial  means  to 
serve,  because  therein  we  are  all  embraced;  that  when  the 
forty-nine  Grand  Jurisdictions  undertook  a  work  the  entire 
Masonic  membership  in  the  United  States  was  in  it  and  back 
of  it,  including  all  Scottish  Rite  Masons,  whereas  when  the 
Scottish  Rite  acted  it  represented  itself  alone  and  only  about 
ten  per  cent  of  our  entire  membership.  For  these  reasons, 
we  urged  that  the  Scottish  Rite  work  through  its  Lodge  af- 
filiations and  not  as  a  separate  body,  and  we  expressed  our 
conviction  that  any  different  course,  in  the  light  of  the  Gov- 
ernment's attitude  towards  Freemasonry,  would  defeat  the 
Fraternity's  ambition  to  serve  our  boys  overseas. 

We  felt  that  we  had  won  Brother  Stevenson  over  to  our 
viewpoint  by  the  time  we  parted,  he  to  return  to  Washington, 
but  further  to  convince  him  if  that  should  be  necessary.  Brother 
Kenworthy  wrote  him  a  letter  under  date  of  August  28,  1918, 
as  follows : 

August  28,  1918. 
My  dear  Brother  Stevenson: 

I  want  you  to  know  what  a  real  pleasure  it  was  for  me 
to  meet  you  Tuesday  night  and  share  in  your  conference 
with  Brother  Scudder. 

I  am  satisfied  your  talk  together  will  be  productive  of 
much  good,  and  will  lead  in  time  to  a  solution  of  the  per- 
plexing problem  which  has  given  us  all  so  much  concern. 
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When  the  rank  and  file  of  the  Craft  is  troubled,  it  indi- 
cates their  keen  interest  in  the  very  grave  question  now 
before  the  Department.  If  it  represented  solely  the  idea 
of  a  few  leaders  of  the  Craft  to  put  themselves  forward, 
and  perhaps  in  the  way,  we  would  not  as  a  Fraternity  have 
to  be  interested,  but  every  one  of  the  867  Lodges  in  the  State 
of  New  York  has  men  "over  there, '  as  our  returns  show; 
in  one  instance  as  high  as  fifty  Brethren,  and  running  any- 
where from  two  to  a  dozen  and  over  throughout  the  State, 
and  I  am  satisfied  the  same  splendid  record  of  loyalty  will 
be  shown  by  all  of  our  49  Jurisdictions. 

It  must  be  so,  otherwise  this  office  would  not  have  been 
in  contact  with  the  hundreds  of  men  we  have  been  called 
upon  to  take  care  of  by  our  sister  jurisdictions. 

During  the  past  week,  for  example,  forty  men  have  been 
assigned  by  us  to  receive  the  degrees  at  the  request  of 
different  Grand  Masters  from  all  over  the  United  States. 
This  has  been  going  on  for  a  year,  and  we  are  reading  to-day 
of  the  valorous  service  of  some  of  the  men  we  have  met, 
notably  in  the  present  great  drive  our  Allies  are  making 
supported  by  the  A.  E.  F. 

These  are  the  men  from  all  of  our  jurisdictions  whom 
we  want  to  reach  and  offer  our  BrotherUness  to  over  there. 
They  are  far  from  home,  and  as  Mr.  Fosdick's  report  inti- 
mated, their  furlough  periods  do  not  allow  the  home  visits 
enjoyed  by  the  French  and  English  soldiers. 

You  know  what  it  has  meant,  perhaps,  in  normal  times, 
when  you  were  abroad  in  a  city  or  country  other  than 
England,  to  find  a  Headquarters  where  you  could  read  your 
home  papers  and  hear  your  own  language  spoken.  I  have 
felt  it  repeatedly,  and  will  never  forget  the  sense  of  com- 
fort the  association  brought  to  me. 

How  much  more  do  our  boys  need  all  this  and  more,  too, 
and  how  pre-eminently  is  it  our  duty  to  provide  for  them. 
Men  from  over  there  have  told  me  the  boys  were  clamoring 
for  it,  and  are  only  awaiting  the  day  when  their  hopes  will 
be  fuliiUed. 

The  Fraternity  does  not  want  to  disappoint  these  men. 
You  know  that  Masonry  inculcates  loyalty  to  State  and 
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Nation  from  the  1st?  to  the  SSTd"^,  and  because  of  this  it 
has  been  a  tremendous  factor  in  meeting  the  needs  of  the 
Nation  to-day.  Our  men  knew  the  duty  expected  of  them 
and  they  are  in  the  forefront  as  officers  of  the  army  and 
navy  because  of  their  ability,  their  loyalty,  and  their  sense 
of  duty  to  God  and  Country. 

May  I  add  just  a  word  more.  You  are  so  distinctively 
representative  of  the  body  politic  of  Masonry,  and  when  I 
say  that  I  mean  its  democracy,  I  do  not  want  to  see  you 
obsessed  by  the  idea  and  general  misnomer  of  the  higher 
bodies. 

There  are  no  bodies  higher  in  Masonry  than  the  body 
itself,  and  that  is  the  great  aggregation  of  symbolic  Lodges 
represented  throughout  the  United  States. 

Our  statistics  show,  January  1,  1918,  a  total  of  1,869,645 
Masons  in  the  49  States  of  the  U.  S.  A.;  of  this  number, 
1,002,797  are  allied  with  the  Grand  Lodges  to  which  the 
N.  M.  J.  owes  allegiance. 

To  the  Grand  Lodges  identified  with  the  S.  M.  J.  the 
total  membership  is  866,848. 

The  Proceedings  of  the  S.  M.  J.,  1914-15,  page  399,  shows 
an  aggregate  membership  of  the  Rite  of  84,248,  or  less  than 
10  per  cent. 

Likewise,  in  the  N.  M.  J.  Proceedings,  1917,  page  40, 
shows  a  total  membership  in  the  Rite  of  99,317,  or  less 
than  10  per  cent 

We  would  not  belittle  our  associations  with  the  S.  R. 
because  of  its  numerical  limitations,  any  more  than  we 
would  exalt  ourselves  because  of  the  numerical  distinction 
it  confers. 

You  and  I  would  rather  be  allied  with  an  army  of  nearly 
2,000,000  men  than  to  be  the  leaders  of  a  division  represent- 
ing only  10  per  cent,  of  the  army  itself. 

These  figures  of  membership  are  irrefutable,  and  prob- 
ably have  not  come  under  your  observation  before.  They 
are  not  submitted  for  any  other  purpose  than  to  emphasize 
to  you  the  democracy  of  the  Craft  as  represented  by  the 
ninety  rather  than  the  ten  per  cent.,  and  to  impress  you, 
too,  with  the  thought  that  oiu:  aim  is  to  reach  out  and 
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gratify  the  hopes  and  prayers  of  the  nearly  two  million 
Masons  of  the  United  States  for  their  Brethren  ''over  there/' 
God  bless  you  and  bring  success  to  our  efforts.

How  Erroneous  Impressions 
Can  Be  Gained 

In  justice  to  Judge  Moore  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  call  atten- 
tion to  the  misapprehension  which  seems  to  exist  in  the  minds 
of  some  regarding  real  purposes  and  objects  of  his  visit  abroad 
which  is  sometimes  so  represented  as  to  have  it  appear  that 
he  had  gone  abroad  to  engage  in  war  relief  work  with  our 
forces,  having  obtained  from  the  Government  its  consent 
thereto.  As  an  illustration,  I  quote  an  extract  from  "The 
Scottish  Rite  News,"  Volume  VIII,  No.  10,  dated  Novem- 
ber, 1918: 

"Word  has  just  been  received  of  the  safe  arrival  Overseas 
of  Illustrious  Brother  George  F.  Moore,  33°,  Grand  Com- 
mander of  the  Supreme  Council;  Illustrious  Brother  Sam  P. 
Cochran,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Inspector  General  in  Texas, 
and  Brother  Hugh  T.  Stevenson,  32°,  pastor  of  the  First  Bap- 
tist Church  in  Washington,  D.  C.  These  three  brethren  con- 
stitute a  committee  appointed  by  the  Supreme  Council  for  the 
purpose  of  visiting  France  and  undertaking  the  establishment 
of  a  special  line  of  war  relief  work  for  the  benefit  of  American 
soldiers,  which  is  not  now  covered  by  the  activities  of  the  Red 
Cross,  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and  other  similar  institutions.  The  com- 
mittee will  also  visit  the  Grand  Masonic  Bodies  of  the  various 
European  countries  with  a  view  to  reestablishing  fraternal  rela- 
tions between  those  Grand  Bodies  and  the  Grand  Masonic 
Bodies  of  the  United  States. 

"It  is  also  announced  that  prior  to  their  departure  from 
the  United  States,  Brother  Moore,  Brother  Cochran  and  Doc- 
tor Stevenson  were  authorized  and  appointed  to  represent  the 
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Order  of  Odd  Fellows  in  any  work  undertaken  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Supreme  Council.  This  additional  financial 
support  and  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  Odd  Fellows  of 
the  United  States,  lend  great  importance  to  the  work  to  be 
undertaken  by  the  committee,  and  with  the  combined  efforts  of 
the  Scottish  Rite  Masons  and  the  Odd  Fellows  splendid  results 
should  come  from  the  work  to  be  undertaken." 

While  a  careful  reading  of  this  article  shows  that  the  three 
brothers  named  constitute  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Su- 
preme Council,  it  does  not  say  that  the  Government  permitted 
tfiem  to  go  abroad  to  carry  out  the  objects  or  the  purposes  for 
which  they  were  appointed  by  the  Supreme  Council.  Doubt- 
less Brother  Moore  and  his  colleagues  were  constituted  a  com- 
mittee by  the  Supreme  Council  to  engage  in  a  special  line  of 
war  relief  work,  but  they  did  not  receive  the  approval  of  the 
Government  to  engage  in  war  relief  work  for  the  benefit  of 
our  soldiers.  The  article  in  question  does  not  say  that  they 
did,  but  only  implies  it,  and  to  that  extent  is  misleading. 

A  similar  error  is  fallen  into  by  Bro.  Leon  M.  Abbott, 
Grand  Master  of  Massachusetts,  who  writes  as  follows:  (I 
quote  his  letter  in  full,  but  that  part  to  which  particular  atten- 
tion is  directed  is  italicized.) 

''My  dear  Grand  Master: 

"Your  letter  and  telegram  of  recent  date  were  duly  re- 
ceived and  have  been  given  my  very  careful  consideration. 
I  appreciate  the  very  great  interest  that  you  are  taking  in 
the  matters  to  which  your  letter  refers  and  your  real 
Masonic  desire  to  render  practical  and  effective  service. 
It  is  self-evident  that  the  two  millions  of  Masons  in  this 
country  are  not  doing  collectively  what  they  ought  to  do  to 
advance  the  interests  of  their  brethren  in  the  service.  I  have 
given  these  matters  of  assistance  to  the  brethren  in  the  mili- 
tary and  naval  service  a  great  deal  of  thought  and  attention 
since  I  have  been  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  Massachusetts. 
We  have  been  doing  quite  a  bit  to  help,  but  far  less  than  we 
are  able  and  ought  to  do.  I  early  adopted  the  plan  of  ap- 
pointing special  deputies  with  each  military  unit  going  from 
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Massachusetts  and  containing  members  of  our  Fraternity. 
I  also  named  two  or  three  special  deputies  in  the  naval  ser- 
vice. These  deputies  are  keeping  me  in  touch  with  the 
Masonic  situation  in  the  places  where  they  are  stationed 
or  located  and  are  commissioned  to  render  relief,  to  report 
to  me  how  we  or  others  can  best  render  assistance  or  relief, 
and  are  enjoined  to  form  Masonic  clubs  whenever  it  is 
practical  to  do  so.  I  am  constantly  getting  reports  from 
these  deputies  and  I  am  more  and  more  convinced  that  this 
plan  is  a  very  wise  one.  It  is  only  now  and  then  that  I  get 
a  report  from  a  deputy  suggesting  an3rthing  that  the  Masons 
of  Massachusetts  can  do  to  help  out  on  the  other  side. 
We  are  raising  a  war  relief  fund  to  provide  for  those  who 
may  become  in  need  through  the  war.  We  have  built  a 
theater  at  Camp  Devens  and  engaged  in  various  other  activ- 
ities at  that  camp,  which  is  the  only  one  located  in  Massa- 
chusetts. 

"We  are  not  in  fraternal  relation  with  any  of  the  so- 
called  Grand  Lodges  of  France  and  this  for  the  reasons  set 
out  in  detail  by  my  predecessors  and  also  by  me  upon  sev- 
eral occasions  in  my  addresses  before  the  quarterly  meetings 
of  our  Grand  Lodge.  I  shall  be  glad  to  furnish  you  with 
full  and  complete  information  as  to  our  position  relative 
to  the  Masonic  recognition  of  any  of  the  Grand  Lodges  in 
France  if  it  should  prove  of  special  interest  to  you. 

''/  attended  the  conference  of  Grand  Masters  held  in 
New  York  in  May  when  it  was  arranged  that  Judge 
Scudder  and  two  associates  should  investigate  con- 
ditions  on  the  other  side  and  report  to  each  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  Jurisdictions  as  to  how  assistance  could 
best  be  given,  I  am  also  familiar  with  the  situation 
relating  to  the  holding  up  of  the  passports  of  Judge 
Scudder  and  his  associates  and  the  consequent  inability 
to  carry  out  the  purpose  embodied  in  the  resolve  adopted 
at  the  New  York  conference.  Perhaps  you  are  not 
familiar  with  the  inside  history  of  the  failure  of  this 
Mission  to  carry  out  what  it  so  earnestly  desired  to  do. 
Perhaps  also  you  have  not  been  informed  as  to  the 
history  leading   up    to    the   recent   sending   across   of 
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Brothers  Moore,  Cochran  and  Stevenaon,  representing 
the  Southern  Supreme  Council  of  the  Scottish  Rite. 
There  is  much  that  can  be  said  regarding  the  sending 
of  this  latter  delegation  and  the  refusal  to  let  the  dele^ 
gation  headed  by  Judge  Scudder  carry  out  their  pro- 
posed  work  that  can  not  properly  be  said  on  paper,  I 
hope  that  you  are  entirely  familiar  with  all  the  details 
concerning  these  Masonic  Missions. 

"/  do  not  feel  that  such  a  conference  as  you  suggest 
being  held  within  the  next  thirty  days  would  be  pro- 
ductive of  such  good  results  as  to  warrant  the  holding 
of  such  a  conference  at  this  time.  This  conclusion  is 
based  upon  all  the  information  that  has  come  to  me 
from  my  own  deputies  and  otherwise  and  from  an 
intimate  participation  in  the  New  York  conference  and 
consultation  with  those  who  have  had  to  do  with  dealing 
with  the  War  Department  since  that  conference.  There 
are  many  things  that  I  do  not  understand  and  I  am 
earnestly  trying  to  be  temperate  in  thought  and  ez- 
pression  regarding  certain  facts  which  have  come  to  my 
knowledge. 

"/  do  not  believe,  my  dear  Most  Worshipful  Brother 
Schoonover,  that  the  time  is  ripe  for  such  a  meeting  as 
you  propose,  although  I  hope  that  you  are  assured  of 
my  hearty  sympathy  with  the  purpose  you  outline. 
There  never  has  been  a  time  in  the  history  of  the  Order 
when  such  a  glorious  opportunity  has  been  offered  for 
translating  Masonic  teachings  into  living  expression.

The  portion  of  Bro.  Abbott's  letter  to  which  particular  at- 
tention is  called  is  that  which  conveys  the  impression  that 
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both  the  Scottish  Rite  and  the  Mission  representing  the  Grand 
Lodges  seek  to  engage  in  the  same  kind  of  war  relief  work,  and 
that  the  Government  granted  to  the  former  permission  for  this 
purpose  and  denied  it  to  the  latter,  when,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
the  purpose  for  which  Bro.  Moore  and  his  associates  jour- 
neyed across  the  ocean  had  nothing  whatever  akin  to  the  work 
proposed  to  be  done  by  the  Masonic  Mission.  (See  Bro. 
Moore's  statement  to  Mr.  Fosdick  on  page  78  hereof.) 


Mr.  Fosdick  Intimates  He  Has  a 
Satisfactory  Solution 

Returning  now  to  my  interview  with  Mr.  Fosdick  on  the 
train  on  which  we  left  Washington  on  July  26th,  let  us  take 
up  the  story  of  my  further  dealings  with  him  after  that  day. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  we  parted  with  the  understanding 
that  Secretary  Baker  and  he  were  to  formulate  a  proposition 
for  Masonic  activities  overseas,  and  submit  it  to  me  at  a  con- 
ference, of  the  time  and  place  of  which  I  was  to  be  notified. 
It  will  also  be  recalled  that  I  had  suggested  the  inviting  of 
Judge  Moore  to  this  conference  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying 
the  War  Department  that  Judge  Moore's  interests  and  those 
I  represented  were  in  harmony. 

Receiving  no  call  to  this  conference  from  Mr.  Fosdick  up 
to  August  2d,  I  sent  on  that  day  the  following :

I  am  just  writing  to 
let  you  know  that  I  am  at  Glen  Head,  Long  Island,  awaiting 
your  summons  which  I  hope  will  come  at  an  early  date. 
You  will  appreciate  that  the  uncertainty  is  disconcerting 
to  all  men  involved.

Dear  Mr.  Fosdick: 

Your  telegram  has  been  received.  The  reconstruction 
and  the  re-education  of  United  States  soldiers  and  sailors 
and  Masonic  participation  therein  was  a  matter  submitted 
by  New  York  at  the  conference  of  Grand  Masters  held  in 
New  York  in  May,  and  it  was  resolved  that  it  be  referred 
back  to  the  several  State  Masonic  Jurisdictions  for  action,  it 
being  urged  that  each  jurisdiction  commit  itself  to  this  work 
as  each  might  determine,  more  particularly  as  the  matter  of 
re-education  and  employment  was  one  pertaining  to  the 
States  individually  where  each  State  would  look  out  for  its 
own. 

The  Ohio  meeting,  extensively  advertised  in  the  news- 
papers, was  doubtless  made  up  of  Ohio  representatives  of 
the  Fraternity,  and  I  have  no  doubt  were  acting  on  the  very 
matter  referred  to  Ohio  as  well  as  to  the  other  States  by  the 
meeting  of  Grand  Masters  in  New  York.  I  reach  this 
conclusion  because  New  York  received  no  notice  or  invi- 
tation to  this  meeting,  which,  of  course,  it  would  have  re- 
ceived had  it  been  something  more  than  a  local  meeting. 

I  have  complied  with  your  suggestion  that  I  write  to 
the  President.  The  letter  was  mailed  yesterday,  and  I 
assume  will  be  taken  up  with  you  in  due  course.  I  would 
gladly  send  you  a  copy,  but  I  feel  it  would  not  be  proper 
so  to  do  until  the  President  has  acted  or  made  the  letter 
public. 

I  am  more  keen  than  ever  for  a  proper  and  satisfying 
solution  of  the  matter  of  Masonic  Overseas  Service.  On 
every  side  the  inference  is  being  drawn  that  there  has  been 
some  hostile  influence  at  work  and  the  Masonic  Fraternity 
through  this  influence  is  being  discriminated  against    It 
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will  be  very  difficult,  I  fear,  to  overcome  this  impression, 
which  has  disturbed  and  worried  me,  and  makes  exceedingly 
difficult  my  efforts  to  satisfy  the  impatient  and  hotter  heads 
in  the  Fraternity.

MASONS  LAUNCH  PLAN  TO  AID  DISABLED 
VETERANS 

Cleveland,  Aug.  1. — The  resources  of  Masonic  bodies 
throughout  the  world  will  be  used  to  assist  soldiers  and 
sailors  disabled  on  the  battlefields  of  Europe,  if  a  movement 
launched  here  last  night  by  representatives  of  every  branch 
of  Masonry  wins  the  approval  of  the  War  Department  and 
of  the  higher  Masonic  bodies  of  the  country.  The  meeting 
formed  the  War  League  for  Masonic  Service. 

The  efforts  of  the  fraternity  would  be  to  assist  disabled 
men  to  become  self-sustaining  before,  during  or  after  voca- 
tional training  given  them  by  the  Government.  Tentative 
plans  call  for  tiie  use  of  Masonic  employment  imder  re- 
search bureaus,  hospitals  and  buildings  and  funds,  thus 
utilizing  a  complete  organization,  which  would  be  ready  at 
the  first  request  for  help. 

Under  the  plans  each  of  the  3,000,000  Masons  in  this 
coimtry  will  be  asked  to  devote  time  and  effort  in  the  work.

Eight  days  later,  on  August  28th,  nothing  further  having 
been  heard  from  Mr.  Fosdick,  I  sent  him  the  following  letter, 
a  copy  of  which  I  sent  to  Bro.  Stevenson  for  Judge  Moore : 
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August  28,  1918. 
Honorable  Raymond  B.  Fosdick, 

Chairman  Commission  on  Training  Camp  Activities, 
War  Department,  Washington,  D.  C. 

My  dear  Mr.  Fosdick: 

I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  telegram  that 
"Matter  proceeding  to  what  I  believe  will  be  a  satisfactory 
solution.  You  will  probably  hear  from  us  in  a  few  days." 
This  news  was  indeed  cheering,  the  more  so  because  the 
situation  has  grown  extremely  acute  and  inferences  are 
being  drawn  and  speculation  indulged  in  which  are  proving 
disturbing  in  the  extreme. 

In  perfect  frankness  it  is  my  judgment  that  the  safest 
and  best  way  out  will  be  the  issuing  of  passports  to  the 
Masonic  Mission,  their  relief  work  Overseas  to  be  confined 
to  the  recreation  centers,  and  trust  to  the  good  judgment 
of  the  mission  to  determine  whether  the  Masonic  Fraternity, 
can  render  real  worthwhile  service.  I  can  assure  you  that 
excepting  it  can  it  will  withdraw  from  the  field,  and  I  can 
further  assure  you  that  its  judgment  that  it  cannot  render 
such  service  will  be  accepted  by  the  Fraternity  at  large  and 
the  complications  will  end. 

When  we  discussed  the  Masonic  plan  of  service  Over- 
seas, I  pointed  out  to  you  the  advantage  of  our  plan  in 
that  if  tlie  work  proved  worthwhile  the  scope  of  the  work 
could  be  enlarged,  and  all  others  desiring  to  participate 
could  do  so  either  through  their  workers  or  with  their 
funds. 

This  has  been  presented  to  all  the  Masonic  Jurisdictions 
in  the  United  States,  and  I  can  say  it  is  satisfactory  to 
them.  In  this  connection  I  find  that  there  is  no  divergence 
of  views  between  the  mission  which  New  York,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Masons  of  the  United  States,  is  seeking  to 
send  Overseas  and  the  work  which  Judge  George  Flemming 
Moore,  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  Southern  Jurisdiction,  is  con- 
templating. He,  too,  is  seeking  to  render  effective  service, 
and  comes  in  with  us  and  we  with  him  as  one  in  the  corn- 
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mon  enterprise,  and  it  is  my  thought  because  his  work  will 
mean  a  larger  enterprise  that  this  will  necessitate  the  en- 
larging of  the  mission  to  cover  the  two  or  three  men  whom 
he  seeks  to  have  accompany  him.  After  all,  nine  persons 
are  not  so  many  when  representing  an  organization  with 
two  million  active  members  and  as  many  inactive  ones.  We 
hardly  feel  that  it  is  probable  that  others  will  want  to  join 
the  preliminary  mission  because  Judge  Moore  is  the  only 
one  who  has  expressed  that  wish  since  all  were  advised  of 
our  undertaking.  The  others  are  awaiting  the  report  of  the 
mission  and  its  determination  whether  the  work  is  worth- 
while before  setting  in  motion  machinery  necessary  in  con- 
nection with  the  support  of  the  work,  and  at  this  point  let 
me  emphasize  again  that  what  the  Masonic  Fraternity  does 
it  pays  for  itself  and  does  not  solicit  funds  from  the  public. 
We  will  engage  in  no  drives,  so  from  this  standpoint  will 
not  be  a  disturbing  factor. 

There  is  on  the  ground  in  Washington  a  gentleman  in 
whom  we  place  confidence  and  with  whom  we  feel  you  can 
talk  this  matter  over  to  advantage.  My  reference  is  to  the 
Rev.  Hugh  T.  Stevenson,  157  U  Street,  N.W. 

Pardon  the  length  of  this  letter,  but  the  importance  of 
the  matter  treated  is  great,  and  I  have  not  lost  my  sense 
of  proportion  even  in  these  times,  and  over  and  above  all 
things  I  want  to  prevent  a  controversy  which  is  smoldering 
now  because  there  is  a  strong  sense  that  an  injustice  has 
been  done  and  that  governmental  favors  are  being  show- 
ered on  some  while  even  justice  is  being  denied  to  others 
not  less  worthy,  and  this  is  an  unwholesome  condition.

Following  this  letter,  Bro.  Stevenson  arranged  the  meet- 
ing of  August  30th  with  Mr.  Fosdick,  the  one  at  which  was 
present  Mr.  Jamieson,  the  account  of  which  has  been  herein- 
before set  forth. 
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Interview  with  Mr.  Tumulty 

Unable  to  determine  what  was  the  source  of  the  opposition 
to  Masonic  Overseas  war  relief  work,  and  being  anxious  to  get 
in  touch  with  a  practical  man  whose  good  judgment  I  felt 
could  be  relied  upon  and  who  would  have  a  keen  interest  in 
avoiding  complications  and  controversies  which  were  suscepti- 
ble of  being  used  in  a  political  way,  I  decided  to  call  upon 
Mr.  Tumulty  and  give  him  the  story  of  the  Masonic  efforts 
in  Washington  to  secure  passports  for  its  Overseas  Mission 
and  of  the  obstacles  and  disappointments  which  we  had  en- 
coimtered. 

I  took  advantage  of  my  presence  in  Washington  awaiting 
the  conference  with  Secretary  Baker,  which  Mr.  Fosdick  had 
promised  to  arrange,  to  meet  Mr.  Tumulty  and  discuss  the 
Masonic  enterprise. 

I  began  my  story  by  calling  his  attention  to  the  original 
ruling  of  the  Secretary  of  War  which  had  excluded  the  Ma- 
sonic Fraternity  from  camps  and  cantonments  as  far  as  social 
service  therein  was  concerned,  and  recalled  to  his  memory  the 
agitation  which  this  ruling  had  occasioned  and  our  Fraternity's 
final  success  in  smoothing  the  matter  over  and  closing  the 
incident. 

I  then  told  him  of  my  coming  to  Washington  in  the  early 
Spring  to  lay  before  the  Committee  on  Training  Camp  Activi- 
ties the  Masonic  Fraternity's  plan  to  render  service  overseas, 
and  the  discussion  that  I  had  had  with  Mr.  Fosdick,  culmi- 
nating in  his  letter  approving  our  plan,  bearing  date  of  April 
23,  1918.  I  told  him  of  our  return  to  Washington  to  take  up 
our  passports,  of  the  opposition  which  for  the  first  time  we 
had  met  in  the  Passport  Bureau,  and  of  our  subsequent  deal- 
ings with  the  Third  Assistant  Secretary  of  War,  and  of  my 
more  recent  interview  with  Mr.  Fosdick.  I  added  that  I  was 
now  awaiting  word  of  an  appointment  to  meet  Secretary  Baker, 
that  I  had  grave  misgivings  whether  Secretary  Baker  would 
appreciate  the  importance  of  the  Masonic  matter,  preoccupied 
as  he  was  by  the  mass  of  things  that  he  had  to  consider,  and 
that  I  hoped  that  the  question  of  Masonic  activities  overseas 
might  reach  the  President  as  I  felt  confident  that,  with  his 
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knowledge  of  history,  his  breadth  of  vision,  and  sense  of  jus- 
tice, he  would  go  into  the  matter  thoroughly,  and  that  whatever 
decision  he  reached  would  be  a  satisfying  one  which  could  be 
accepted  by  the  Fraternity  whether  it  was  favorable  or  unfav- 
orable to  us.  I  again  resort  to  the  form  of  the  dialogue.  Only 
the  substance,  however,  of  our  ensuing  conversation  is  given, 
but  as  so  given  it  covers  the  ground. 

Tumulty  :    "Why  do  you  bring  this  matter  to  me  ?" 

ScuDDER :  "Because  you  are  a  practical  man,  Mr.  Tumulty, 
and  I  flatter  myself  that  I  am  a  practical  man.  In  my  efforts 
with  Mr.  Fosdick  I  have  felt  that  I  was  dealing  with  an  ideal- 
ist. I  have  not  felt  at  all  that  he  appreciated  how  serious  the 
matter  was  with  reference  to  which  we  have  been  negotiating. 
I  think  that  he  does  not  grasp  the  fact  that  the  members  of 
the  Masonic  Fraternity  will  resent  an  arbitrary  refusal  to  per- 
mit them  to  serve  as  other  organizations  are  serving.  I  think 
that  he  does  not  realize  that  such  a  refusal  will  invite  specu- 
lation as  to  its  causes.  You  and  I  know  that  there  is  a  rivalry 
between  the  Masonic  Fraternity  and  the  Knights  of  Columbus, 
and  the  Knights  of  Coltunbus  seem  able  to  obtain  from  the 
administration  anything  that  they  wish  in  the  way  of  oppor- 
tunities of  service,  not  only  with  our  forces  in  Europe,  but  here 
in  the  United  States ;  yet  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  many  times 
more  numerous,  hundreds  of  years  older,  and  fully  as  zealous 
to  serve,  has  received  scant  consideration.  I  fear  that  all  of 
this  will  invite  the  inference,  from  these  favors  shown  the 
Knights  of  Columbus  and  the  inability  of  the  Masonic  Fra- 
ternity to  receive  any  recognition,  that  the  present  administra- 
tion is  hostile  to  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  and  that  such  hos- 
tility may  be  attributed  to  the  close  relationship  which  seems 
to  exist  between  the  administration  and  the  Knights  of 
Columbus." 

Tumulty:    "What  have  I  to  do  with  all  of  this?" 

ScuDDER :  "I  do  not  know,  probably  nothing,  but  you  arc 
a  practical  man  and  you  do  see,  I  am  sure,  whither  this  trends." 

Tumulty:  "If  the  Knights  of  Columbus  have  put  any 
obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity's  service,  it  has 
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been  done  by  some  little  fellow.  It  never  would  be  counte- 
nanced by  the  men  at  the  top,  and  the  President  would 
never  stand  for  it  a  moment.  Why,  suppose  the  Masons  were 
to  ask  to  investigate  my  office,  I  would  not  oppose  it.  I  would 
tell  them,  "Here  are  the  keys,  go  through  everything."  We 
cannot  afford  to  have  a  controversy  between  the  Knights  of 
Columbus  and  the  Masons.  I  will  take  you  in  to  see  the  Presi- 
dent and  you  can  go  over  it  with  him.  I  know  he  will  not  stand 
for  an  injustice.  I  do  not  believe  that  the  Knights  of  Colum- 
bus are  responsible  for  your  troubles,  for  such  action  would  be 
the  height  of  folly  on  their  part." 

ScuDDER :  "I  hardly  feel  that  I  can  present  the  matter  to 
the  President  properly  by  word  of  mouth,  and  I  also  feel  that 
whatever  decision  the  President  may  reach  should  come  to 
the  public  in  his  own  words  and  not  through  my  interpreta- 
tion of  them." 

Tumulty:  "Then  write  the  story  out  just  as  you  have 
told  it  to  me,  but  as  briefly  as  possible.  I  will  see  that  the 
President  reads  it.  You  can  rely  upon  me  to  do  the  best  I 
can  to  get  the  matter  straightened  out,  and  if  there  is  anything 
which  you  see  that  I  can  do,  let  me  know." 

Scudder:  "I  told  Mr.  Fosdick  when  he  spoke  of  en- 
mity existing  between  the  Masons  and  the  Knights  of  Co- 
lumbus and  said  that  there  was  fighting  enough  on  the  other 
side  without  sending  over  more  discordant  elements,  that  I 
had  no  doubt  that  the  leaders  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus 
would  urge  him  to  let  the  Masonic  Mission  sail  were  I  to  lay 
the  facts  before  them." 

Mr.  Tumulty:  "I  have  no  doubt  they  would.  I  will 
speak  to  Mr.  Flaherty  about  it." 

Mr.  James  A.  Flaherty  is  the  Supreme  Knight  of  the 
Knights  of  Columbus.  Evidently  he  was  spoken  to  by  Mr. 
Tumulty,  and  evidently  he  recognized  the  propriety  and  desira- 
bility of  having  the  Masons  carry  out  their  overseas  program, 
because  at  an  interview  with  Mr.  Fosdick  after  my  conversa- 
tion with  Mr.  Tumulty,  Mr.  Fosdick  told  me  that  Mr.  Flaherty, 
as  I  understood  him,  had  called  upon  him  and  had  urged  him 
to  permit  the  Masonic  Mission  to  sail. 
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Correspondence  with  the  President 

Having  framed  my  letter  to  the  President  with  the  view  to 
obtaining  his  decision  upon  the  application  of  the  Masonic 
Fraternity  for  permission  for  its  Overseas  Mission  to  go 
abroad,  I  wrote  a  letter,  dated  August  5,  1918,  to  Mr.  Tumulty, 
set  forth  below,  enclosing  that  to  the  President :

I  am  sending  herewith  enclosed  in  harmony  with  your 
suggestion  a  letter  to  the  President  dealing  with  tbe  ques- 
tion of  Masonic  Overseas  relief  work.  I  regret  the  letter 
is  so  long,  but  found  it  difficult  to  shorten  it  and  present  the 
case  adequately.  I  appreciate  that  you  realize  the  impor- 
tance of  a  satisfying  solution  of  the  matter  and  a  setting 
at  rest  of  the  speculation  now  going  on  over  the  country 
as  to  why  the  situation  is  as  it  is.

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LETTER  TO   THE   PRESIDENT 

August  5,  1918. 

To  His  Excellency, 

The  President  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
The  White  House,  Washington,  D.  C. 

The  President: 

The  appeals  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association, 
the  Knights  of  Columbus,  and  others  affirm  the  great  need 
of  money  and  of  workers  to  cheer,  comfort  and  sustain  our 
boys  Overseas  as  some  substitute  for  home  leave  denied 
them  by  distance.  It  is  urged  that  this  service  is  necessary 
to  the  morale  of  our  men.  The  Masonic  Fraternity  is  ready, 
willing  and  able  to  do  its  share  of  this  work  in  the  city 
recreation  centers  abroad,  but  finds  its  way  blocked  because 
it  is  not  a  "recognized  relief  organization." 

The  prerequisites  to  such  recognition  by  the  Govern- 
ment have  not  been  disclosed  to  us.  Already  there  are 
with  our  colors  fully  100,000  Masons,  a  number  greater  than 
the  entire  membership  of  other  fraternities  permitted  to 
engage  in  the  work  denied  to  Freemasonry.  It  has  an 
equal  number  of  sons  of  Masons  in  the  service. 

From  these,  and  from  its  membership  at  home,  there  is 
an  insistent  demand  that  our  Order  take  its  place  Overseas 
beside  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  the  Knights 
of  Columbus,  and  the  others  engaged  in  cheer  and  com- 
fort work. 

The  Fraternity  is  perturbed  over  its  inability  to  meet 
this  demand  of  its  own  people,  perturbed  over  its  inability 
to  give  to  its  members  satisfpng  reasons  why  the  Govern- 
ment, after  approving  Masonic  participation  in  the  relief 
work  Overseas,  withholds  the  passports  without  which  the 
Masonic  Mission  cannot  sail. 

Masonry  seeks  to  be  efficient  and  helpful;  it  would  not 
engage  knowingly  in  an  inconsequential  work;  it  has  ac- 
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cepted  as  worthwhile  the  Overseas  Service  of  civilian  or- 
ganizations like  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  the 
Knights  of  Columbus,  the  Moose,  because  their  drives  to 
raise  funds  with  which  to  carry  on  their  work  have  not  been 
curbed,  because  the  Government  seemingly  deems  them 
''recognized  relief  organizations." 

Masonry  modestly  but  confidently  invites  a  review  of  its 
service  to  humanity  not  only  in  the  past,  but  also  since  this 
terrible  war  was  forced  upon  us,  as  a  test  of  the  justice  of 
its  claim  to  equal  recognition  as  a  ''relief  organization." 

The  public  is  told  by  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Asso- 
ciation, the  Knights  of  Columbus,  and  others,  to  stimulate 
the  flow  of  money  to  their  coffers,  that  all  these  organiza- 
tions can  do  is  small  in  comparison  with  what  needs  to  be 
done  to  maintain  the  morale  of  our  boys  Overseas.  Then 
why  should  the  two  million  Masons  in  the  United  States 
be  denied  permission  to  take  direct  part  in  this  Overseas 
Service,  more  particularly  since  the  funds  Masonry  devotes 
to  social  service  and  charitable  uses  come  from  the  Frater- 
nity and  not  the  public? 

Masonry  has  no  quarrel  with  any  organization  serving 
Overseas ;  to  their  funds  it  has  contributed  freely,  but  it  does 
not  understand  its  exclusion  from  such  service. 

It  is  humiliating  to  the  oldest,  richest,  and  numerically 
the  strongest  Brotherhood,  for  ages  renowned  for  its  char- 
ity and  its  work  of  uplift,  to  be  denied  permission  to  work 
Overseas  for  the  benefit  of  our  sailors  and  soldiers  along- 
side of  the  Moose,  the  Knights  of  Columbus  and  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association  for  no  other  assigned  reason 
than  that  the  Masonic  Order  is  not  in  the  view  of  the  United 
States  Government  a  "recognized  relief  organization." 

I  take  the  liberty  of  enclosing  a  letter  received  by  me 
from  Raymond  B.  Fosdick,  Chairman  of  the  Commission  on 
Training  Camp  Activities,  promising  the  support  of  the  War 
Department  in  our  projected  Overseas  Masonic  Relief  work. 
It  is  in  view  of  this  letter  that  the  Masonic  Fraternity  is 
at  a  loss  to  understand  the  refusal  of  the  Government  to 
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permit  the  Masonic  Order  to  engage  in  this  projected  re- 
lief work. 

The  Masonic  Fraternity  seeks  through  you,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, the  recognition  to  which  it  believes  it  is  entitled  to 
enable  it  to  join  in  Overseas  service.

No  reply  was  received  from  the  President  until  over  seven 
weeks  had  elapsed  from  the  time  my  letter  was  mailed.  Dur- 
ing this  period  we  were  negotiating  with  the  Y.  M.  C  A.,  and 
also  holding  interviews,  and  corresponding,  with  Mr.  Fosdick. 

At  one  of  my  interviews  with  the  latter,  I  remarked  that 
the  President  was  taking  a  long  time  to  give  us  his  decision, 
and  that  we  had  expected  an  earlier  answer  to  our  letter.  To 
this  Mr.  Fosdick  replied  that  the  President  had  given  our  letter 
to  the  War  Department  for  the  draft  of  a  reply,  and  that  it 
was  a  very  difficult  letter  to  answer. 

Thereafter  I  received  the  reply  of  the  President,  dated 
September  25th. 


THE  PRESIDENT'S   LETTER 

The  White  House, 
Washington,  September  25,  1918. 

My  dear  Justice  Scudder: 

I  have  delayed  answering  your  thoughtful  letter  of  Aug- 
ust 5th  so  that  I  might  have  time  to  consult  with  my  col- 
leagues in  the  War  Department  and  give  the  question  which 
you  raise  my  own  careful  consideration. 

The  offer  of  the  Masonic  Order  to  bear  its  share  in  the 
work  which  is  being  done  for  the  troops  Overseas  is  not 
only  in  accord  with  the  splendid  loyalty  with  which  the 
country  is  supporting  the  war,  but  it  is  in  line  with  its 
own  generous  traditions  as  a  fraternity.    My  first  inclina- 
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tion  would  therefore  be  to  accept  at  once  an  offer  conceived 
in  so  fine  a  spirit  of  service.  However,  there  are  consid- 
erations of  a  military  character  which  have  to  be  taken  into 
account  in  passing  upon  a  matter  of  this  kind. 

I  find  that  General  Pershing  has  repeatedly  asked  the 
War  Department  to  limit  as  far  as  possible  the  number  of 
private  agencies  serving  with  the  American  Expeditionary 
Forces.  The  reasons  are  not  difficult  to  discover.  In  the 
movement  of  troops  from  point  to  point,  either  along  the 
front  or  in  the  rear,  such  considerations  as  transportation, 
the  congestion  of  roads  and  knowledge  of  the  movements 
of  troops  make  it  necessary  to  limit  not  only  the  number 
of  noncombatant  personnel,  but  the  number  of  non-military 
organizations  that  have  independent  contact  with  the  army. 
These  and  other  factors  affect  in  similar  fashion  the  situa- 
tion in  the  training  and  rest  areas  where  more  static  con- 
ditions prevail. 

I  am  sure  you  will  agree  with  me  that  General  Persh- 
ing's judgment  on  these  matters  ought  to  be  respected. 
Up  to  the  present  time  the  War  Department  has  authorized 
for  Overseas  Service,  in  addition  to  the  Red  Cross,  only 
the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  the  Knights  of 
Columbus,  the  Jewish  Welfare  Board  and  the  Salvation 
Army.  The  Knights  of  Columbus  have  been  recognized 
not  as  a  fraternity,  but  as  sustaining  the  same  relationship 
to  the  Catholic  Church  which  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  bears  to 
Protestantism.  No  other  organizations  have  been  author- 
ized, and  I  believe  that  the  judgment  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment in  declining  to  add  to  the  number  of  these  agencies 
Overseas  is  sound.  Mr.  Fosdick's  letter  of  endorsement,  to 
which  you  call  my  attention,  was  written  last  April,  before 
the  policy  of  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces  on  this 
matter  was  fully  understood  by  the  War  Department. 

I  have  written  you  somewhat  at  length  because- 1  am 
anxious  that  you  and  the  great  fraternity  which  you  repre- 
sent should  realize  that  the  inability  of  the  Government  to 
accept  your  generous  proffer  of  service  in  the  way  you 
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indicate  is  not  due  to  any  lack  of  appreciation.  Permit  me 
to  express  my  own  personal  thanks  for  your  offer  and  for 
the  fine  spirit  behind  it.

Appreciating  the  multiplicity  of  things  pressing  upon 
you,  I  hesitate  to  add  to  your  burden  but  find  myself  em- 
barrassed by  my  inability  to  explain  the  failure  to  receive 
a  reply  to  my  letter  of  August  5th  addressed  to  the  Presi- 
dent upon  the  subject  of  Masonic  service  in  large  recrea- 
tion centers  Overseas. 

I  was  informed  that  this  letter  had  been  sent  to  the 
War  Department,  and  perhaps  has  been  overlooked  there. 
It  is  this  thought  which  prompts  me  to  write  now.  I  will 
be  appreciative  if  the  matter  can  be  taken  up  and  disposed 
of,  and  if  my  presence  in  Washington  can  assist,  I  can 
come  upon  the  shortest  notice.

The  President's  letter  of  September  the  25th  having  put 
an  end  to  our  hopes  of  serving  independently  overseas,  our 
negotiations  with  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  were  pushed  more  vigor- 
ously in  the  hope  of  reaching  a  working  agreement  with  it 
whereby  we  might  take  over  some  feature  or  features  of  its 
work.  This  Work  would  be  conducted  under  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
emblem  alone,  but  within  the  premises  there  would  be  a  tablet 
upon  which  would  be  inscribed  words  to  the  effect  that  "This 
Hut  is  supported  by  moneys  contributed  by  the  Masonic  Fra- 
ternity in  the  United  States."  The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  said  that, 
as  far  as  was  practicable,  their  secretaries  in  charge  of  such 
huts  should  be  Masons,  and  in  doing  this  there  would  be  little 
difficulty,  inasmuch  as  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  secretaries  serving 
abroad  about  half  of  the  total  number,  among  them  some  of 
their  most  efficient  men,  were  Masons. 

We  also  emphatically  stated  to  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  officials 
that  there  was  not  the  slightest  intention  on  the  part  of  the 
Masons  that  there  should  be  in  such  huts,  nor  would  there  be, 
any  conferring  of  Masonic  degrees,  or  other  activities  peculiar 
to  Freemasonary  as  a  secret  society. 

A  statement  to  this  same  effect  had  been  made  by  us  to 
Mr.  Fosdick  before  he  granted  us  the  permit  of  April  23, 
1918,  and  the  same  fact  had  been  made  clear  to  Mr.  Keppel 
and  to  Mr.  Tumulty  in  our  interviews  with  them  after  the 
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hold-up  in  the  passport  bureau.  Although  supported  by  moneys 
contributed  by  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  the  facilities  offered 
were  to  be  open  to  all  men  in  the  service,  as  has  ever  been 
our  purpose  from  the  time  when  we  made  our  first  appeal  to 
Washington  for  permission. 

We  accordingly  sought  further  interviews  with  officials  of 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  began  a  discussion  of  the  practical  work- 
ings of  our  plan  invited  by  the  letter  of  Dr.  Watson,  dated 
September  24,  1918,  and  appearing  on  page  25  of  this  report. 
The  head  officials  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  with  whom  we  were 
dealing  were  busy  men,  whose  duties  often  compelled  absence 
from  New  York,  with  the  result  that  there  were  delays  in 
getting  together.  Time  ran  along  and  we  were  soon  in  the 
midst  of  the  Fall  political  campaign.  As  Freemasonry  does 
not  concern  itself  with  politics,  we  were  very  cautious  during 
the  campaign,  lest  the  refusal  of  the  Administration  to  permit 
our  Fraternity  to  carry  out  the  plans  which  it  had  formulated 
upon  receiving  the  War  Department's  consent  to  engage  in 
overseas  relief  work,  if  it  became  publicly  known,  be  injected 
into  the  campaign  in  some  form  or  other,  and  made  a  political 
issue.  * 

The  campaign  over,  the  drive  in  the  interest  of  the  United 
War  Work  Campaign  began,  and  again  we  were  embarrassed 
lest  the  refusal  of  the  Government  to  permit  Masonic  Service 
Overseas  should,  by  becoming  public,  in  some  way  lessen  the 
enthusiasm  of  people  who  otherwise  might  have  contributed 
more  liberally  to  the  war  work  service. 

Up  to  this  time  the  President's  declination  of  our  oflFer 
of  service  abroad  had  not  been  imparted  by  Judge  Scudder, 
recipient  of  the  President's  letter,  to  more  than  half  a  dozen 
persons  in  the  United  States,  and  these  are  Masons  who 
received  this  information  under  the  seal  of  strict  secrecy. 

On  November  11,  1918,  however,  the  armistice  was  signed, 
and  from  our  viewpoint  the  objectipns  raised  by  the  President 
in  his  letter  of  September  2Sth,  even  if  sound  on  that  date, 
which  we  did  not  feel  them  to  be,  were  no  longer  so,  now  that 
the  great  war  was  over  in  fact,  if  not  theoretically.  Accord- 
ingly we  framed  another  letter  to  the  President,  which  we  for- 
warded to  him  enclosed  in  the  following  letter,  dated  November

11th,  addressed  to  Mr.  Joseph  P.  Tumulty,  the  Secretary  to 
the  President,  thus  again  availing  ourselves  of  Mr.  Tumulty's 
offer  in  his  letter  of  August  8th,  in  which  he  said :  "I  shall  be 
glad  to  do  all  I  can  to  help  in  this  matter."

May  I  again  solicit  your  good  offices  and  request  you 
to  present  to  the  President  the  letter  which  I  herewith 
enclose? 

Perhaps  you  have  noticed  that  no  public  mention  has 
been  made  of  the  contents  of  the  President's  letter  to  me 
dated  September  25,  1918.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  I 
have  considered  the  matter  as  still  pending,  and  in  this 
I  have  felt  justified  because  it  seemed  to  me  the  situation 
changed  shortly  after  the  President  wrote,  and  that  it  would 
be  but  a  little  time  before  it  would  not  be  improper  again 
to  address  him  upon  this  same  subject.  I  admit  also  that 
I  was  fearful  that  some  men  who  had  given  this  subject 
only  superficial  consideration,  might  take  the  matter  up 
and  seek  to  make  of  it  a  political  issue,  and  I  also  feared 
that  a  few  might  be  influenced  by  it  in  a  way  to  affect, 
even  if  only  very  slightly,  the  campaign  under  way  to  raise 
money  for  war  relief  work. 

I  am  hoping  that  now,  in  light  of  the  changed  conditions, 
the  President  will  be  able  to  see  the  matter  our  way,  and 
I  also  hope  that  his  decision  may  be  reached  and  communi- 
cated to  me  before  I  leave  for  the  West  on  November  the 
22nd  to  present  my  report  to  a  conference  of  Grand  Masters 
of  Masons  of  all  the  States  in  the  Union.  Needless  to  say, 
it  is  my  earnest  hope  that  the  report  may  be  a  satisfying 
one.

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Letter  to  the  President 

The  following  is  the  letter,  dated  also  November  11th, 
addressed  to  the  President  and  enclosed  in  that  to  Mr.  Tu- 
multy of  even  date : 

November  11,  1918. 
The  President: 

Permit  me  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  kindly 
letter  of  September  25th,  and  to  thank  you  on  behalf  of  the 
Masonic  Fraternity  for  your  expressions  of  appreciation  of 
the  offer  of  our  Brotherhood  to  bear  its  share  in  the  work 
which  is  being  done  for  the  troops  Overseas.  Failure  to 
make  an  earlier  acknowledgment  was  due  in  part  to  the 
belief  that  events  abroad  soon  would  work  changes  which 
would  justify  the  Government  in  issuing  passports  to  the 
Masonic  Mission  so  that  the  Fraternity  could  respond  to 
the  incessant  and  increasing  appeals  for  its  ministrations 
Overseas,  and  in  part  to  the  fear  that  the  reasons  for  the 
Government's  refusal  to  permit  the  Fraternity  to  serve 
Overseas,  if  not  fully  understood,  might  add  to  the  diffi- 
culties of  the  complicated  situation  of  our  country  at  a  time 
when  a  successful  emergence  from  that  situation  demanded 
sympathetic  confidence  and  unity,  and  so  we  have  hoped 
to  keep  the  matter  an  open  one  as  long  as  possible. 

Loyal  citizens,  anxious  most  of  all  to  aid  in  the  prose- 
cution of  the  war  to  a  successful  conclusion  and  to  press 
upon  the  Administration  nothing  which  could  in  the  slight- 
est degree  embarrass  it,  we  bowed  to  the  decision  declining 
to  grant  us  permission  to  engage  in  Oversea  relief  work, 
hoping  and  believing  that  this  privilege  would  be  accorded 
us  when  conditions  changed  through  the  defeat  of  the  en- 
emy. To-day  that  defeat  is  accomplished.  American  states- 
manship, personified  in  your  leadership,  and  American  arms, 
in  the  valor  and  sacrifices  of  our  men  and  women,  have  done 
their  full  share  in  producing  this  righteous  result.  Quite 
naturally  our  thoughts  turn  now  to  the  world's  reconstruc- 
tion and  to  the  part  in  it  to  be  taken  by  our  boys  Overseas, 
and  feeling  that  they  need  our  help  now  more  than  ever, 
we  again  turn  to  you  and  ask  that  the  Masonic  Fraternity 
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be  permitted,  by  activities  abroad,  to  share  in  the  work  of 
bringing  cheer  to  our  boys  who,  now  that  their  main  fight- 
ing work  perhaps  is  over,  will  be  eager  to  return  to  those 
they  left  at  home,  and  to  whom  the  hours  will  be  long  and 
dreary  in  their  policing  work.  The  Masonic  Fraternity  can 
be  of  help  to  them. 

We  venture  to  suggest  that  most  of  the  reasons  advanced 
in  your  letter  of  September  25th  seem  hardly  applicable  to 
the  situation  as  it  now  is.  We  assure  you  also  that  if  the 
Masonic  Fraternity  is  permitted  to  engage  in  this  Overseas 
service  it  will  confine  its  activities  to  the  recreation  centers, 
unless  the  military  authorities  invite  it  to  serve  elsewhere. 

We  feel  justified  in  addressing  you  again  in  this  matter 
because  of  its  great  importance  in  the  eyes  of  upward  of 
two  million  Masons  in  our  country,  and  because  of  the 
changed  conditions  Overseas.  We  do  not  want  to  impor- 
tune you,  but  it  happens  that  very  soon  a  report  will  have 
to  be  made  to  our  Masonic  Jurisdictions  in  the  United 
States  on  the  efforts  made  in  behalf  of  our  Fraternity  to 
obtain  Governmental  consent  to  its  engaging  in  Overseas 
service,  and  of  the  result  of  those  efforts. 

Conscious  of  the  disappointment  and  sorrow  this  report 
will  cause  if  made  of  the  situation  as  it  now  is  and  without 
this  final  appeal  and  your  decision  thereon,  I  respectfully 
submit  anew  the  prayer  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity  for  per- 
mission to  serve  and  minister  to  our  boys  Overseas,  and.  ask 
that,  in  considering  it,  you  read  also  the  letter  written  by 
me  to  Mr.  Raymond  B.  Fosdick  under  date  of  September  2, 
1918,  a  copy  of  which  I  take  the  liberty  of  enclosing.

Accompanying  the  foregoing  letter  to  the  President  was 
a  copy  of  our  letter  of  September  2d,  addressed  to  Mr. 
Fosdick. 

This  was  so  sent  to  the  President  because,  in  the  first 
place,  it  had  not  been  acknowledged,  much  less  answered,  by 
Mr.  Fosdick,  and,  in  the  second,  because  it  set  forth  our  views 
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of  the  logically  untenable  position  of  the  Government  in  our 
matter,  and  should,  we  thought,  be  before  the  President  when 
he  framed  his  answer.

My  dear  Mr.  Fosdick: 

Lest  the  point  which  I  endeavored  to  make  clear  in  our 
last  interview  escape  your  mind  due  to  the  multiplicity  of 
matters  you  are  called  upon  to  consider,  I  venture  to  com- 
mit it  to  paper,  prompted  also  so  to  do  by  my  very  earnest 
desire  that  the  Department  should  have  every  assistance 
that  I  can  give  it  in  our  joint  effort  to  reach  a  just  solution 
of  the  question  we  are  considering. 

Permit  me  then  to  remind  you  that  the  consent  given 
the  Masonic  Fraternity  to  engage  in  Overseas  service  was 
given  on  April  23,  1918,  and  not  very  many  months  after 
similar  consents  were  given  to  other  civilian  organizations. 
The  Masonic  Fraternity  is  not  making  a  new  application 
for  a  new  consent,  but  is  relying  upon  that  already  given. 

It  now  seems  that  in  June  your  Department  reached  the 
conclusion  that  it  was  not  wise  to  multiply  agencies  Over- 
seas engaged  in  relief  work,  and  since  then  has  declined  to 
issue  permits  to  organizations  seeking  to  enter  the  Overseas 
field. 

Assuming  this  decision  is  wise,  why  should  it  be  con- 
strued retroactively  so  as  to  exclude  from  the  field  one 
agency  only  holding  the  Department's  consent,  the  Ma- 
sonic Fraternity?  The  Masonic  Fraternity  has  acted  in 
good  faith.  Upon  obtaining  the  consent  of  your  Depart* 
ment,  it  presented  the  matter  to  its  integral  and  allied  parts 
and  started  in  to,  and  already  has,  collected  large  sums  of 
money  to  carry  on  its  work,  all  upon  the  faith  of  the  Gov- 
ernment's approval  of  its  purpose.  Surely  it  is  but  normal 
to  expect  misgivings  and  discontent  if  at  this  late  date  the 
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Government  by  an  arbitrary  retroactive  application  of  its 
June  rule  excludes  one,  and  only  one,  agency  holding  the 
Department's  consent  to  engage  in  Overseas  relief  work. 
I  do  not  have  to  call  your  attention  to  the  unhappy  situation 
we  were  in  when  the  Masonic  Fraternity  was  excluded  from 
camps  and  cantonments,  albeit  another  secret  society, 
strictly  sectarian  in  addition,  was  admitted  to  them.  That, 
however,  has  been  smoothed  over  and  the  Masonic  Fra- 
ternity has  forgotten  the  incident;  but  I  look  forward  with 
dread  to  the  situation  which  will  develop  if  the  Govern- 
ment now  revives  that  unpleasantness  in  so  conspicuous  a 
way,  as  will  be  the  revocation  of  the  consent  it  gave  the 
Masonic  Fraternity  in  April.  In  effect,  the  denial  to  the 
Masonic  Mission  of  the  passports  it  needs  will  be  tanta- 
mount to  such  a  revocation. 

Seemingly  the  Government  can  say  with  propriety  to 
civilian  organizations  now  seeking  to  engage  in  relief  work 
Overseas  that  no  permits  had  been  granted  since  the  date 
when  the  new  order  of  things  was  decided  upon,  and  should 
any  question  ever  be  raised  with  reference  to  the  Masonic 
Fraternity's  activities  the  answer  is  complete  that  it  re- 
ceived its  permit  at  least  two  months  before  this  new  order. 
I  can  see  no  other  solution  that  is  logical  and  in  harmony 
with  the  theory  of  our  institutions,  and  fail  to  see  how  the 
Department  can  justify  a  retroactive  construction  of  its 
present  rule.  Surely  so  to  do  will  invite  the  conclusion, 
since  the  Masonic  Fraternity  alone  will  be  affected,  that 
the  present  administration  is  hostile  to  the  Masonic  Fra- 
ternity and  not  in  sympathy  with  its  patriotic  desire  to 
serve,  a  conclusion  I  cannot  accept. 

The  issuing  of  passports  to  tiie  Masonic  Mission  en- 
larged to  include  Judge  Moore  and  his  two  assistants,  an- 
swers the  letter  of  August  5th,  addressed  to  the  President 
and  puts  an  end  to  a  difficult  situation.  I  trust  our  diffi- 
culty will  be  solved  that  way.

THE  PRESIDENT'S  SECOND  LETTER 


The  White  House, 
Washington,  20  November,  1918. 


My  dear  Judge  Scudder: 

I  have  given  earnest  consideration  to  your  letter  of 
November  11th,  and  have  been  glad  to  seek  advice  on  the 
matter  from  Secretary  Baker  and  his  aides.  I  am  sorry  to 
have  to  inform  you  that  even  under  the  changed  conditions 
in  France  it  would  be  inadvisable  to  add  to  the  niunber  of 
non-military  organizations  serving  with  the  American  Ex- 
peditionary Forces.  As  I  told  you  in  my  former  letter,  five 
organizations — ^the  Red  Cross,  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association,  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  the  Jewish  Welfare 
Board,  and  the  Salvation  Army — ^representing  the  generos- 
ity and  loyalty  of  the  American  people,  have  been  directly 
recognized  for  service  with  the  troops  Overseas.  In  addi- 
tion, the  American  Library  Association  and  the  Young 
Women's  Christian  Association  have  placed  their  special 
facilities  at  the  disposal  of  the  organizations  above  men- 
tioned. Everything  that  money  and  brains  can  provide  is 
being  done  for  our  troops  abroad.  Indeed,  the  American 
Army  is  distinguished  by  the  attention  that  is  given  to 
matters  of  comfort  and  recreation. 

To  General  Pershing  and  his  associates,  therefore,  as 
well  as  to  the  officials  in  this  country  who  have  intimately 
studied  the  conditions  Overseas,  there  appears  to  be  no 
legitimate  reason  for  adding  to  this  work,  and  the  confusion 
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and  extra  burden  upon  the  military  authorities  which  would 
be  created  by  the  necessity  of  arranging  for  the  separate 
personnel  and  relationships  of  new  organizations  seem  to 
furnish  excellent  reasons  for  limiting  these  societies  to  their 
present  number.  If  it  were  merely  a  matter  of  adding  one 
more  agency  to  those  already  in  the  service,  I  am  confident 
accommodations  might  be  made.  I  am  informed,  however, 
by  the  War  Department  that  within  the  last  three  months 
it  has  been  necessary  to  decline  the  applications  of  eight 
organizations  to  work  with  the  American  Expeditionary 
Forces  Overseas.  It  would  be  impossible  to  make  an  ex- 
ception in  the  case  of  the  Masons  without  accepting  the 
offers  of  the  eight  other  societies,  with  obviously  unhappy 
consequences. 

As  I  told  you  in  my  letter  of  September  25th,  it  is  always 
difficult  to  seem  to  refuse  an  offer  that  is  conceived  in  so 
fine  a  spirit  of  service  as  is  shown  in  your  thoughtful  and 
generous  letter  to  me  of  November  11th.  I  am  confident, 
however,  that  you  will  concur  with  the  position  which  we 
have  been  obliged  to  take  and  will  see  in  it  only  an  en- 
deavor on  the  part  of  the  War  Department  and  the  Govern- 
ment to  support  General  Pershing  in  the  difficult  tasks 
which  confront  him. 

Again  let  me  assure  you  of  my  warm  personal  apprecia- 
tion of  the  generous  offer  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity.

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Arguments  on  President's  Letters 

The  question  of  the  participation  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity 
in  overseas  war  relief  work  having  passed  through  many 
official  hands  and  bureaus  until  it  at  last  reaches  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  the  final  arbiter  in  governmental  mat- 
ters, it  is  both  logical  and  proper  that  to  his  decision  we  shall 
all  look  for  the  reasons  actuating  him  in  his  refusal  to  indorse 
our  request  for  permission  to  engage  in  independent  service 
as  desired. 

These  reasons  are  set  forth  in  his  letter  of  September  25, 
1918.    They  are: 

Requests  of  General  Pershing  to  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  to  limit  as  far  as  possible  the  number  of  private 
agencies  serving  with  the  American  Exoeditionary  Forces,  and 
reasons  for  such  requests,  to  wit : 

Considerations  of  (1)  transport  of  troops,  (2)  congestion 
of  roads,  (3)  knowledge  of  movement  of  troops. 

Justice  and  fair  dealing  require  that  the  permission  granted 
us  be  not  revoked  unless  good  and  sufficient  reasons  be  ad- 
vanced for  such  action. 

For  these  reasons  we  must  revert  to  the  President's  letter 
of  September  25th. 

Let  us  first  note  that  the  requests  of  General  Pershing 
were  to  limit  ''as  far  as  possible"  the  number  of  private  agen- 
cies. This  must  be  construed  as  limiting  as  far  as  possible, 
not  in  the  sense  of  the  power  of  the  Government  to  refuse  any 
and  all  applications,  which  power  is,  of  course,  absolute,  but 
to  its  refusal  provided  that  the  calls  from  abroad  for  service 
were  not  so  urgent  as  to  make  a  refusal  of  an  offer  of  service 
which  would  meet  a  real  and  widespread  demand  dishearten- 
ing both  to  the  large  number  of  soldiers  calling  for  such  service, 
and  also  to  the  nearly  2,000,000  active  Masons  eager  and  able 
to  supply  the  need. 

The  Department  had  already  committed  itself  to  the  posi- 
tion that  there  was  plenty  of  room  for  our  activities. 

This,  then,  brings  us  to  the  reasons  for  General  Pershing's 
requests. 

(1)     Can  it  for  a  moment  be  urged  by  reasonable  men 
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that  25,  or,  at  the  most,  50  Masons  going  to  leave  areas  would 
too  greatly  strain  the  transport  facilities  carrying  hundreds  of 
thousands  ? 

And,  as  we  clearly  and  emphatically  pointed  out  that,  inas- 
much as  we  would  not  be  engaged  in  canteen  work,  there  would 
be  no  question  of  a  great  quantity  of  supplies  destined  for  us, 
surely  the  shipment  of  leading  newspapers  and  periodicals 
from  the  United  States  cannot  overstrain  these  transport 
facilities. 

(2)  As  our  activities,  once  we  had  reached  the  several 
leave  areas,  would  be  confined  to  them,  the  "congestion  of 
roads"  would  be  affected  by  us  not  at  all. 

(3)  As  to  the  movements  of  troops,  this  means,  if  any- 
thing, that  the  presence  of  our  Masonic  brethren  might  add 
to  the  number  of  spies  seeking  to  report  to  Germany  on  these 
vital  matters.  If,  however,  the  Government  could,  as  it  did, 
countenance  the  securing  in  the  United  States  by  advertisement 
hundreds  of  secretaries  for  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Asso- 
ciation and  the  Knights  of  G)lumbus  and  permit  their  depart- 
ure for  France,  surely  they  could,  with  no  less  safety  and  pro- 
priety, have  permitted  the  sailing  of  fifty  Masons,  volunteers, 
with  records  unimpeachable  and  open  to  inspection,  and  who 
would  be  men  picked  for  their  ability,  patriotism,  and  discre- 
tion from  the  ranks  of  a  Fraternity  for  ages  renowned  for 
its  devoted  loyalty. 

In  the  President's  letter  of  September  25th  he  states  that 
up  to  that  time  the  War  Department  had  authorized  for  over- 
seas service,  in  addition  to  the  Red  Cross,  only  the  Y.  M.  C.  A., 
the  K.  of  C,  the  Jewish  Welfare  Board  and  the  Salvation 
Army.  Yet  in  Mr.  Fosdick's  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  State 
dated  May  6,  1918,  he  says :  "We  have  already  approved  the 
issuance  of  passports  to  two  other  fraternal  organizations,  and 
I  am  sincerely  hopeful  that  no  objection  will  be  interposed  in 
the  case  of  Judge  Scudder's  Commission." 

To  what  fraternal  organizations  does  he  refer?  The  Ma- 
sonic Fraternity  was  not  one  of  these.  Why  was  it  discrim- 
inated against? 

Lastly,  the  President  says  that  Mr.  Fosdick's  letter  of  en- 
dorsement was  written  before  the  policy  of  the  American 
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Expeditionary  Forces  in  this  matter  was  fully  understood  by 
the  War  Department. 

The  military  reasons  adduced  for  General  Pershing's  re- 
quests to  keep  civilian  organizations  out  of  France  have  been 
analyzed  and  answered. 

Remains,  then,  one  point,  ms,,  that  the  Government,  having 
ruled  against  permitting  to  go  abroad  any  organization  save 
those  enumerated  in  the  President's  letter  of  September  25th, 
no  permission  could  be  granted  to  the  Masonic  Fraternity  not 
granted  to  other  applicants. 

The  vice  inherent  in  this  argument  lies  in  the  fact  that  the 
permission  granted  the  Masonic  Fraternity  had  already  been 
given  before  the  formulating  of  the  Department's  policy.  On 
the  Department's  own  showing  there  was  more  need  for  service 
than  means  for  filling  it.  Were  complaint  made  by  any  organi- 
zation other  than  ours  that  permission  not  granted  to  it  had 
been  issued  to  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  the  answer  is  conclusive 
that  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  by  its  application  earlier  made, 
had  been  accorded  permission  to  proceed  overseas  before  the 
Department's  later  ruling,  whereas  such  other  organization  had 
lodged  its  application  after  it. 

The  force  of  this  argument  was  recognized  by  Mr.  Fosdick 
when,  in  his  interview  with  Judge  Scudder  on  August  31, 
1918,  he  said,  touching  this  argument,  "I  had  not  seen  it  clearly 
in  that  light.    Why,  that  will  let  us  all  out,  will  it  not?" 

If,  however,  this  did  "let  all  out"  and  opened  the  way  to 
granting  our  passports,  what  becomes  of  the  ground  of  refusal, 
the  Department's  ruling,  later  again  advanced  as  reason  for 
refusing  passports?  Consider  Mr.  Fosdick's  own  telegram, 
dated  August  20th,  to  Judge  Scudder :  "Matter  proceeding  to 
what  I  believe  will  be  a  satisfactory  solution."  Satisfactory  to 
us  it  could  be,  as  he  well  knew,  only  if  it  ended  in  the  granting 
of  the  passports,  so  that  his  telegram  must  be  taken  to  mean 
that  he  believed  our  desired  aim  was  about  to  be  achieved. 
If  so,  what,  we  again  ask,  becomes  of  the  famous  ruling? 
And  what  changed  Mr.  Fosdick's  views  again  later?  Cer- 
tainly, it  looks  as  if  this  ruling  were  to  be  invoked  or  ignored 
as  might  suit  the  exigencies  of  the  occasion. 

This  ruling,  therefore,  seems  to  us  to  be  fully  disposed  of 
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as  a  sound  reason  for  holding  up  the  Masonic  Mission,  and 
we  are  brought  back  to  the  military  reasons  as  affecting  the 
Masonic  Fraternity's  offer  of  service.  If  these  reasons  be 
sound  and  incontrovertible,  there  is  nothing  more  to  be  said. 
If,  however,  they  are  not,  as  in  our  opinion  heretofore  set 
out,  properly  applicable  to  us,  permit  should  issue  to  our  Mis- 
sion pursuant  to  the  promise  of  April,  because  of  our  unique 
position  of  priority  of  application  as  stated. 

The  President's  second  letter,  dated  November  20th,  again 
declining  to  grant  us  the  desired  passports,  even  though  at  the 
time  when  it  was  penned  the  armistice  had  been  signed  and  the 
war  virtually  terminated,  discloses  no  new  facts  upon  which 
to  base  such  refusal,  but  only  conclusions.  It  furthermore 
states  that  within  three  months  prior  to  the  date  of  the  letter, 
that  is,  after  August  20th,  the  War  Department  had  declined 
the  applications  of  eight  organizations  to  work  with  the  Amer- 
ican Forces  overseas,  and,  consequently,  could  not  "make  an 
exception  in  the  case  of  the  Masons  without  accepting  the 
offers  of  the  eight  other  societies,"  thus  again  entirely  ignoring 
the  fact,  so  often  urged  upon  the  authorities  at  Washington, 
that  the  permission  had  already  been  granted  to  the  Masonic 
Fraternity  in  April,  prior  to  the  much-invoked  ruling  of  the 
Department,  whereas  the  eight  societies  mentioned  had  lodged 
their  applications  long  after  such  ruling  had  been  made. 

Thus  was  the  argument  contained  in  our  letter  of  Septem- 
ber 2d,  addressed  to  Mr.  Fosdick,  of  which  a  copy,  as  stated, 
was  sent  to  the  President,  ignored  by  him  even  as  it  was 
ignored  by  Mr.  Fosdick. 

The  names  of  two  other  organizations,  the  American 
Library  Association  and  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  are  in  the  President's 
letter  of  November  20th  for  the  first  time  mentioned  as  par- 
ticipating in  war  relief  work  for  the  benefit  of  the  American 
Expeditionary  Forces.  We  are  happy  in  the  thought  of  our 
soldiers  and  sailors  receiving  the  benefit  of  their  facilities. 
But  how  were  these  societies  able  to  go  abroad?  How  did 
they  receive  their  passports  in  the  face  of  the  celebrated  ruling, 
so  often  invoked  as  reason  for  refusing  passports  to  the  Ma- 
sonic Fraternity  to  go  overseas?    They  are  not  mentioned  in 
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the  President's  letter  of  September  25th.  If  they  were  ad- 
mitted to  participation  before  that  date,  why  were  they  not 
enumerated?  If  after  it,  where,  again,  was  this  ruling  which 
excluded  the  Craft? 


Conclusions 

The  conclusion  drawn  by  your  Mission  is  that  the  Masonic 
Fraternity's  efforts  to  engage  independently  in  overseas  war 
relief  work  were  secretly  opposed  and  thwarted  by  influences 
hostile  to  us. 

What  these  influences  are  is  unknown  to  us.  Conclusions 
on  this  point  of  identity,  deduced  from  the  facts  set  forth  in 
this  our  report,  can  be  drawn  at  will  by  our  readers. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  and  fraternally  submitted.

Endorsement  of  the  Masonic  Mission's 

Efforts  by  the  Masonic  Fraternity 

in  the  United  States 

The  foregoing  report  was  first  made  orally,  including  the 
reading  of  the  Govenmient  correspondence  except  the  Presi- 
dent's letter  of  November  20th,  at  the  Conference  of  Grand 
Masters  of  Masons  in  the  United  States,  held  at  Cedar  Rapids, 
Iowa,  on  November  26,  27,  and  28,  1918,  and  the  following 
resolution  was  thereupon  unanimously  adopted : 
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Resolutions  adopted  at  a  Conference  of  Grand 
Masters  of  Masons  in  the  United  States, 
held  at  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  on  Novem- 
ber 26,  27,  and  28,  1918: 

"Whereas,  At  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Masters  held  in 
the  City  of  New  York  on  May  9,  1918,  the  request  was  made 
that  the  Mission  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master  of  Masons 
in  the  State  of  New  York,  to  go  Overseas  and  engage  in 
war  relief  work  for  the  benefit  of  the  boys  with  the  colors ; 
likewise  undertake  in  this  work  to  represent  the  sister  juris- 
dictions attending  that  conference,  assenting  thereto  and 
joining  in  said  request;  and 

"Whereas,  Thereafter  said  Mission  began  negotiations 
with  the  Governmental  authorities  at  Washington,  D.  C, 
having  for  its  object,  and  purpose  the  accomplishment  of 
the  will  of  the  Fraternity  to  engage  in  Overseas  work  for 
the  benefit  of  our  soldiers  and  sailors;  and 

"Whereas,  A  report  has  been  made  to  this  meeting  of 
Grand  Masters  by  Past  Grand  Master  Townsend  Scudder 
of  the  efforts  made  by  said  committee  or  Mission  to  carry 
out  the  will  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity  in  the  United  States 
in  the  matter  of  its  engaging  in  war  service  and  relief 
work;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

"Resolved,  First,  that  the  report  of  the  aforesaid  Mission, 
presented  to  this  Conference  of  Grand  Masters,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  ratified,  adopted  and  approved ;  be  it  further 

"Resolved,  That  just  so  soon  as  the  aforesaid  report  is 
completed  by  the  closing  of  the  transaction  so  far  as  the 
Government  is  concerned,  through  the  receipt  of  the  reply 
of  the  President  to  the  letter  of  November  11,  1918,  referred 
to  in  said  report,  that  said  report  be  then  printed  and  a 
copy  thereof  forwarded  to  each  of  the  jurisdictions  accept- 
ing and  adopting  the  same,  including  those  jurisdictions 
who  have  already  signified  their  approval  of  this  work;  be 
it  further 

"Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  body  of  Grand  Mas- 
ters be  tendered  to  Past  Grand  Master  Scudder,  and  his 
associates,  for  the  able  and  conscientious  manner  in  which 
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they  have  conducted  the  work  entrusted  to  their  care;  for 
the  report  made  by  Past  Grand  Master  Scudder,  and  for  his 
devotion  to  the  cause  which  we  all  represent." 

There  having  been  reviewed  before  the  Grand  Masters' 
Conference  in  Iowa  the  negotiations  with  the  Y.  M.  C.  A., 
culminating  in  the  proposal  of  co-operation  contained  in  the 
letter,  dated  September  24,  1918,  of  Mr.  C.  R.  Watson,  speak- 
ing for  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  which  letter  is  given  in  full  in  the  fore- 
going Report,  the  following  resolution  appointing  Past  Grand 
Master  Tbwnsend  Scudder  the  agent  and  Commissioner  of  said 
conference  and  participating  Grand  Jurisdictions  in  carrying 
out  such  overseas  service  as  might  thereafter  be  undertaken, 
was  unanimously  adopted : 

"Be  It  Resolved,  That  Brother  Townsend  Scudder,  Past 
Grand  Master  of  New  York,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
missioners appointed  by  the  Grand  Master  of  New  York  to 
undertake  the  Overseas  work  among  the  soldiers  and  sailors 
of  the  American  Expeditionary  Force,  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
appointed  and  designated  as  the  agent  and  Commissioner 
of  this  Conference  and  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  here  repre- 
sented, and  those  which  may  hereafter  adopt  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Masonic  Service  Association  of  the  United 
States,  to  take  charge  of  the  Overseas  work  contemplated 
and  embodied  in  the  Constitution  this  day  adopted.'' 


Further  Negotiations  with 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

It  will  be  recalled  at  this  point  that,  coincidently  with  our 
negotiations  with  the  Government,  we  had  been  conferring  and 
corresponding  with  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  with  the  view  to  making 
our  Masonic  Fraternity's  labors  more  efficient  through  mutual 
co-operation,  beginning  with  an  interview  on  April  26,  1918,  at 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  headquarters  in  New  York  (see  page  22  of 
this  Report),  followed  by  our  letter,  dated  April  27th,  to  Mr. 
C  V.  Hibbard.    The  reply  thereto  finally  accepting  our  oflfer  of 
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co-operation  was  contained  in  a  letter  of  Mr.  C.  R.  Watson, 
dated  September  24,  1918,  hereinbefore  set  forth  in  full. 

The  tone  of  the  President's  letters  having  convinced  us  that 
it  would  be  useless  to  urge  further  our  cause  with  the  Govern- 
mental authorities,  the  course  for  us  to  pursue  which,  it  seemed 
to  us,  would  lead  most  speedily  to  our  desired  goal,  was  thought 
to  be  that  of  continuing  our  negotiations  with  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
in  the  effort  to  reach  a  working  agreement  with  it  at  the  earli- 
est possible  moment.  Mr.  Fosdick,  too,  had  more  than  once 
suggested  that  we  connect  with  one  of  the  agencies  recognized 
by  the  Government  and  already  engaged  in  overseas  war 
relief  work. 

At  the  interview  of  April  26th  our  offer  to  serve  in  co-oper- 
ation with  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  was  not  received  with  either  the 
enthusiasm  or  encouragement  looked  for  by  us.  At  that  time 
the  thought  had  not  entered  our  minds  that  the  Government 
would  seek  to  tie  our  hands  after  granting  us  permission  to 
serve  overseas.  When,  however,  we  began  to  encounter  ob- 
stacles in  Washington,  and  when  it  was  suggested  to  us  that  the 
Government's  subsequent  opposition  was  to  us  as  an  independ- 
ent war  relief  agency  and  was  not  because  of  objection  either  to 
the  personnel  of  our  Mission  or  to  the  Masonic  Fraternity  as 
a  whole,  we  sought  with  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  a  union  which  would 
place  our  work  under  its  auspices,  direction,  and  control,  stip- 
ulating, however,  in  respect  to  such  features  of  the  Associa- 
tion's work  as  we  might  take  over  that  the  secretaries  who 
should  conduct  them  be,  as  far  as  possible.  Masons,  and  that, 
in  the  furtherance  of  the  work,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  would  consult 
with  our  Mission  in  an  advisory  capacity.  To  the  Masonic 
personnel  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  made  no  objection,  and  frankly 
admitted  that  perhaps  half  of  the  Association's  secretaries, 
arid  many  of  its  most  efficient  men  serving  in  such  capacity 
abroad  were  Masons.  They,  nevertheless,  hesitated  to  accord 
us  the  privilege  of  having  the  Masonic  name  identified  with 
the  work,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  it  would  be  exclusively 
supported  by  money  contributed  by  the  Masonic  Fraternity, 
alleging  as  reasons  for  such  hesitancy  difficulties  in  the  matter 
of  bookkeeping  and  the  fear  that  too  many  other  organizations 
might  seek  to  serve  in  a  similar  manner,  thus  dislocating  their 
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system  and  perhaps  rendering  it  inefficient.  We  succeeded, 
nevertheless,  in  finally  winning  the  objectors  over  to  our  point 
of  view,  with  the  result  that  the  members  of  our  Mission  have 
been  accepted  as  secretaries  by  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  after  having 
passed  all  the  tests  and  complied  with  all  the  rules  laid  down 
as  conditions  precedent  to  becoming  secretaries,  and  at  this 
time,  December  31,  1918,  the  applications  for  passports  have 
gone  to  Washington,  where  they  await  action.  As  soon  as 
these  are  received,  the  Mission,  under  Y.  M.  C.  A.  control  and 
regulation,  will  sail  for  Europe  to  organize  the  work  assigned 
to  it. 

Three  of  the  original  members  of  the  Mission,  Brothers 
Knight,  Treder,  and  Thorne  being  now  unable  to  leave  home. 
Brothers  Thomas  Channing  Moore,  George  S.  Goodrich,  and 
Merwin  W.  Lay  have  taken  their  places. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  and  fraternally  submitted.

To  the  Grand  Lodge: 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  submits  herewith  Its 
annual  review  of  Proceedings  and  Correspondence  Reports  received  in 
time  for  perusal  and  epitome  for  this  report,  from  Masonic  Grand  Lodges 
the  world  over,  which  are  in  fraternal  correspondence  with  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  York. 

We  beg  to  invite  the  attention  of  the  Freemasons  of  the  State  of 
New  York  to  the  value  of  a  thoughtful  riding  of  these  reviews.  They 
were  written  for  the  information  of  the  Brethren  witli  the  object  of 
giving  a  concise  survey  of  the  progress  of  Freemasonry  as  interpreted 
in  the  various  Grand  jurisdictions.  Whatever  other  literature  the 
Brethren  may  peruse  to  become  more  firmly  grounded  in  Masonic  law 
and  practice,  they  cannot  well  afford  to  neglect  the  opportunity  offered 
in  the  summaries  here  presented  of  the  doings,  standing,  attitude  toward 
basal  questions,  and  achievements  of  Grand  Lodges  in  fraternal  relations 
with  ourselves. 

We  commend  a  careful  reading  of  our  Report,  particularly  to  the 
Masters  and  those  who  aspire  to  leadership  in  our  Lodges.  They  above 
all  others  should  have  a  firm  foundation  to  stand  on. 

Eiach  Grand  Lodge  is  supreme  in  its  own  jurisdiction.  Its  claim  to 
recognition  rests  on  its  adherence  to  the  basic  principles  laid  down  in  the 
Constitutions  and  Ancient  Landmarks  of  the  Craft.  The  interpreta- 
tions of  these  fundamentals  varies  often  more  than  appears  justifiable. 
Your  Committee  has  adhered  strictly  to  the  policy  of  reporting  facts, 
being  sparing  in  comment.  The  thoughtful  Mason  will  draw  his  own 
conclusions  and  in  doing  so  will  gain  strength  and  assurance  in  his 
allegiance  to  the  essentials  of  our  Fraternity. 

Especial  attention  is  called  to  the  various  attitudes  assumed  by  Grand 
Lodges  regarding  the  troublesome  question  of  what  sort  of  recognition 
should  be  accorded  to  certain  Grand  Orients  and  other  Grand  bodies, 
particularly  in  France  and  Latin  countries  generally,  which  claim  to 
be  Masonic  but  differ  from  us  in  matters  touching  fundamentals.  Senti- 
ment, swayed  by  the  excitement  of  the  groat  world  war,  has,  in  some 
instances,  dethroned  reason  and  led  to  disregard  of  the  very  laws  which 
constitute  the  essence  of  Freemasonry.  Lack  of  understanding  on  the 
part  of  many  Masters  of  Lodges  as  regards  the  Landmarks  of  Free- 
masonry has  been  the  cause  of  much  confusion. 

Your  committee  has  taken  special  pains  to  set  forth  how  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  the  United  States  and  of  other  English-speaking  countries 
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have  approached  the  question.  Two  arguments  against  the  recognition  of 
Grand  bodies  which  haye  eliminated  the  Bible  and  do  not  require  can- 
didates for  initiation  to  declare  belief  in  Divinity,  are  particularly  com- 
mended to  the  consideration  of  the  Brethren :  One  calls  attention  to  the 
fact  that  Negro  Grand  Lodges  are  not  accorded  recognition,  and  asks 
the  question  whether  it  shall  be  said  of  us  that  the  color  of  a  man's 
skin  is  of  greater  concern  to  us  than  his  belief  in  the  Supreme  Archi- 
tect of  the  Universe.  The  other  reminds  us  that  in  our  obligations  we 
have  declared  that  an  atheist  cannot  be  made  a  Mason  and  that  we 
cannot  hold  Masonic  intercourse  with  atheists,  and  then  asks  whether 
we  have  a  right  to  violate  our  obligation  by  recognizing  as  Blasonic  a 
Grand  body  which  admits  atheists  to  membership.  These  two  argu- 
ments place  the  case  squarely  and  clearly  before  the  Brethren. 

Now  that  the  war  is  over  and  Masonry  can  take  account  of  its 
mission  in  the  world,  uninfluenced  by  extraneous  considerations,  it  be- 
hooves us  to  look  well  to  the  Bast  and  renew  our  loyalty  to  the  everlasting 
verities  of  our  Graft  What  a  sorry  thing  Freemasonry  would  be  without 
its  Great  Light,  without  faith  in  the  Fatherhood  of  God,  without  belief 
in  Immortality !  The  dangers  to  which  the  Brotherhood  is  exposed  where 
ignorance  of  essentials  prevails,  ought  to  be  a  warning  to  all  of  us. 
A  clear  understanding  of  the  abiding  principles  is  of  vital  importance 
for  the  preservation  and  progress  of  Freemasonry. 

In  Bs  "National  Gband  Lodge  or  Italy" 

In  the  matter  of  the  recognition  of  the  so-called  National  Grand 
Lodge  of  Italy,  the  Committee  report  adversely,  for  the  reason  that 
matters  Masonic  in  Italy  are  in  a  very  disturbed  condition.  Harmony 
does  not  prevail  and  from  present  information  we  think  it  will  be  many 
years  before  the  Brethren  in  Italy  will  recogniae  the  true  Masonic 
principles.  The  request  for  Masonic  relations  to  this  Grand  Lodge  was 
signed  by  Raoul  V.  Palermi.

Past  Grand  Secretary  Geoboe  A.  Joiner  died  December  8,  1918. 

The  Grand  Master  spoke  of  the  victory  won  by  the  Allied  war  service 
forces  over  aggressive  autocracy,  and  added  this  warning: 

"While  we  rejoice  in  the  success  of  our  principles  and  are  pi^ud 
of  the  part  our  country  took  in  the  world  conflict,  let  us  not  forget  that 
there  yet  remains  much  to  be  done,  if  the  world  is  to  get  out  of  the 
sacrifice  a  benefit  proportionate  to  the  price  paid. 

"The  next  twelve  months  will  perhaps  be  the  most  dangerous  in  the 
history  of  the  world.     .  .     Let  there  be  no  let-up  in  our  efforts 

to  render  valuable  the  sacrifices  that  we  have  made  and  to  make  secure 
the  victory  that  has  been  won." 

Bequests  from  Lodges  for  dispensation  permitting  them  to  receive 
the  petitions  of  candidates  who  had  been  nuiimed,  were  answered  by  the 
decision  that  candidates  must  be  "possessed  of  the  necessary  mental  and 
moral  qualifications  and  not  likely  to  become  a  burden  upon  the  Lodge." 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  presented  most  compre- 
hensive reports  on  relations  with  a  number  of  Masonic  Grand  Lodges 
the  world  over,  with  resolutions  which  were  adopted: 

1.  Alabama  Masons  may  hold  Masonic  intercourse  with  members 
of  symbolic  Lodges  holding  under  a  Scottish  Rite  body  hailing  from 
any  country  where  there  is  no  independent,  sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ancient  Craft  Masonry,  or  where  the  regular  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient 
Craft  Masonry  in  such  country  recognizes  such  Scottish  Rite  symbolic 
Lo^es  as  regular  genuine  Masonry. 

2.  Recognition  of  a  Scottish  Rite  body  by  the  Supreme  Council  of 
the  Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  shall  be  presumptive  but 
not  conclusive  evidence  that  the  symbolic  Lodges  holding  under  it  are 
regular  and  practice  genuine  Freemasonry,  but  the  final  decision  as  to 
such  regularity  and  practice  shall  in  all  instances  rest  with  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Alabama. 

3.  The  resolution,  adopted  last  year,  authorizing  Masonic  Intercourse 
between  Alabama  Masons  and  Masons  of  the  Grand  Orient  and  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  France,  was  extended  to  include  the  Grand  Orient 
of  Belgium  and  the  Grand  Orient  of  Italy. 

4.  Full  recognition  was  extended  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Chile. 

5.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  France  was  recognized  "as  a  regular,  legiti- 
mate and  independent  governing  body  of  symbolic  Masonry." 

6.  After  what  has  gone  before,  it  is  not  surprising  that  recognition 
was  extended  also  to  the  Grand  Orient  of  EVance.  (The  chief  argument 
advanced  to  clinch  the  various  arguments  advanced,  by  the  way,  is  taken 
from  the  propagandist  German  history  of  J.  G.  Findel.) 
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7.  Why  recognition  of  the  National  Grand  Lodge  of  Italy  should  have 
been  held  over,  after  the  action  regarding  the  Grand  Orient  and  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Italy,  is  puzzling. 

8.  No  one  will  question  the  justice  of  recognizing  the  Grand  Lod^e 
of  Porto  Rico. 

9.  Final  action  regarding  the  question  of  recognition  of  the  Supreme 
Council  of  Serbia  was  laid  over. 

10.  Grand  Lodge  Alpina,  of  Switzerland,  is  recognized. 

11.  The  International  Bureau  for  Masonic  Aifairs,  with  headqoartera 
in  Switzerland,  was  recognized  as  a  "useful  instrumentality  in  the  spread 
of  Masonic  light  and  knowledge." 

With  the  doors  opened  wide,  it  seems  quite  appropriate  that  a  further 
resolution  should  have  been  adopted  calling  upon  the  Correspondence 
Committee  to  report  as  soon  as  practicable  on  the  matter  of  "recognition 
of  those  Grand  Bodies  with  whom  we  are  not  in  fraternal  relations,  and 
the  desirability  of  extending  recognition  and  entering  into  a  condition  of 
brotherly  comity  with  them."  Suggest  Prince  Hal  Grand  Lodge.  But, 
then,  we  read :  "Masonry  should  be  universal  and  Masons  from  all  climes 
and  all  countries  should  meet  as  brothers,  unle$M  their  orffamgaiion  he 
such  as  to  make  this  impoMsihle  or  undetirahle"  By  the  way,  what  la 
"impossible  and  undesirable,"  when  adherence  to  the  Ancient  Land- 
marks is  no  longer  to  be  considered  as  essential? 

Just  before  closing,  the  Grand  Lodge  had  the  pleasure  of  receiving 
M.'.  W.'.  T.  PiCTON  Warlow,  Grand  Master  of  Florida. 

R.'.  W.'.  Brother  Oliveb  D.  Strkbt  presents  his  third  report  on 
Foreign  Correspondence,  and  it  is  an  excellent  one.  The  index  also 
is  a  noteworthy  piece  of  work.  Brother  Street  is  quite  evidently  a 
Mason  of  unusually  broad  reading  and  takes  delight  in  his  work. 

Two  and  a  half  pages  are  devoted  to  New  York  for  1918.  Our  Sea 
and  Field  Lodge,  our  attitude  toward  alleged  Masonic  Grand  Bodies  of 
France,  and  other  topics  are  briefly  touched  upon.  Three  quotations 
from  the  addresses  by  Miss  Silvercruys  and  Brother  Chableb  W.  White- 
HAiB.  The  paper  by  the  Grand  Historian  is  commended  and  an  excerpt 
from  it  printed.  Our  Correspondence  report  is  considered  "very  brief, 
far  too  brief."

Past  Grand  Master  Mobbis  Goldwateb  attended  as  Grand  Repre- 
sentative of  New  York. 

Past  Grand  Master  William  Fbancib  Nighols  died  November  15, 
1917. 

The  Grand  Master  advised  against  exclusively  Masonic  activitiea 
**in  immediate  connection  with  the  military  establishment,  either  at  home 
or  abroad/'  believing  that  the  Red  Cross  and  other  recognised  agendca 
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now  in  training  camps,  the  communities  surrounding  these  camps  and  in 
foreign  service,  are  amply  sufficient  to  meet  all  needs.  Additional  or- 
ganizations seeking  to  perform  part  or  parts  of  work  already  being 
done  would  duplicate  and  hinder  rather  than  help. 

"We  must  do  everything  within  our  power  to  advance  the  interests 
of  our  country  and  to  contribute  to  the  material  comforts  and  moral 
needs  of  our  soldiers  and  sailors,  but  we  must  not  do  anything  that  will 
result  in  waste  of  money,  material  or  human  energy.  The  Govern- 
ment's greatest  need  to-day  in  this  stupendous  enterprise  is  co-ordination 
in  every  line  of  work  in  any  way  connected  with  the  prosecution  of  the 
war.  Any  effort  that  results  in  duplication  is  out  of  harmony  with  this 
principle  and  should  have  no  place  in  our  plans." 

The  Grand  Lodge  felt  differently  about  it,  though  no  doubt  agreeing 
with  the  general  principles  laid  down;  it  adopted  this  resolution  offered 
by  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence : 

"That  this  Grand  Lodge  recognize  the  Masonic  Bureau  for  Allied 
Armies  in  France.  This  is  no  time  to  quibble  over  such  small  matters 
where  so  much  good  can  be  accomplished  by  working  together." 

The  Grand  Master  was  mildly  criticised  for  failing  to  visit  Lodges. 
The  volume  of  Proceedings  contains  a  complete  directory  of  all  Lodges 
and  members  in  good  standing  in  Arizona. 
There  is  no  Correspondence  report.

Brother  F.  W.  Tuckeb  represented  New  York. 

The  Grand  Master  expressed  pleasure  at  having  received  from  "The 
Hon.  Charles  C.  Hunt,"  representing.  Arkansas  near  New  York,  an 
excellent  digest  of  the  happenings  at  our  Annual  Communication  in 
May,  1918.  For  the  edification  of  the  New  York  Brethren  it  may  be 
remarked  that  "the  Hon."  is  our  own  Charlie  Hunt. 

Among  the  "decisions"  of  the  Grand  Master  are  two  that  are  par- 
ticularly interesting:  One  is  that 

"No  Secretary  has  the  right  to  apply  money  sent  to  him  as  Lodge 
dues,  in  payment  of  any  debt  that  may  be  due  him  from  the  sender. 
To  so  apply  would  be  a  violation  of  his  duties  of  office,  a  wrong  against 
the  brother  sending  his  dues,  and  a  misappropriation  of  Lodge  funds, 
and  subject  him  to  severe  discipline." 

And  here  is  the  other: 

"A  Lodge  should  not  accept  the  petition  of  a  man  who  professes 
a  belief  in  the  existence  of  God,  but  denies  the  immortality  of  the 
soul;  the  degrees  may  be  conferred  upon  him,  but  not  having  the 
necessary  inward  qualification,  he  cannot  be  made  a  Mason." 
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The  learned  Grand  Master,  who  is  obviously  a  most  systematic  man, 
asks  a  number  of  pointed  questions  that  must  have  made  some  of  the 
Brethren  feel  quite  uneasy.     For  instance: 

"Ought  a  Lodge  to  retain  a  charter  when  its  proficiency  has  fallen 
below  that  required  by  the  Grand  Lodge  for  obtainmg  a  charter? 

"Ought  not  Lodges  whose  membership  are  all  deficient  in  the  work 
to  be  denied  the  right  of  conferring  degrees,  except  under  the  direction 
and  assistance  of  our  Grand  Lecturer,  or  the  District  Deputy? 

"Ought  not  we  to  foster,  under  suitable  relations,  in  each  of  our 
districts  a  district  school  of  instruction,  durmg  the  summer  months 
of  each  year,  requiring  the  Lodges  to  send  each  one  or  more  delegates 
at  their  own  expense?" 

Grand  Secretary  Fat  Hempsiead  offered  this  resolution,  which  was 
adopted  with  enthusiasm: 

**  Whereas,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Arkansas  has  long  been  in  fraternal 
relations  with  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium;  and 

**  Whereas.  Belgium  has  now  been  restored  after  having  been  for 
four  years  submerged  by  the  German  invasion ;  therefore  be  it 

**Re8olvedj,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Arkansas  sends  fraternal  greet- 
ings to  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium,  rejoicing  at  her  restoration  and 
expressing  best  wishes  for  her  prosperity  under  the  blessings  of  peace.** 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Order  of  Eastern  Star  being  in  session, 
the  members  thereof  were  invited  to  attend  the  night  meeting,  at  which 
the  Grand  Orator  B-'.  W-'.  Brother  J.  C.  PiNNix  gave  an  address  which 
began  with  the  following  worth-remembering  words: 

"It  was  on  the  Holy  Sabbath  Day,  when  Peace  was  reigning  like 
a  gentle  spirit  over  a  harmless  and  happy  people,  that  there  oegan  the 
acts  and  deeds  of  man's  inhumanity  to  man  that  caused  the  nations 
of  the  earth  to  engage  in  the  greatest  war  in  the  annals  of  earth. 

"This  great  world  war  which  began  on  Sunday,  August  2,  1914,  with 
the  invasion  of  France  by  German  troops,  without  even  the  formality 
of  a  declaration  of  war,  and  the  dispatch  of  German  forces  through 
Luxemburg  toward  Belgium,  by  a  strange  and  fateful  coincidence  ended 
on  a  Sunday,  fifty-one  months  and  ten  days  later. 

"Many  now  recall  the  stirring  events  that  startled  the  world  on 
that  beautiful  second  day  of  August,  1914,  when  Germany,  Russia  and 
France  were  issuing  mobilization  orders  and  when  Great  Britain  stood 
reluctant,  still  striving  to  localize  the  impending  clash  of  arms  that 
threatened  to  embroil  all  Europe  and  produce  a  cataclysm  the  like 
of  which  the  world  had  not  known  since  the  creation  of  man. 

"In  this  great  and  cruel  war  our  own  beloved  country  threw  the 
weight  of  its  military  potentialities  into  the  scale  at  Chateau  Thierry, 
blunted  the  point  of  the  German  wedge  and  neutralized  the  supreme 
effort  of  the  would-be  world  masters,  thereby  saving  the  day  for  world's 
democracy  and  sounding  the  impending  knell  of  military  autocracy. 

"Thank  God,  to-day  the  cave-man  theory,  that  might  makes  right, 
has  no  place  in  our  civilization." 

The  Committee  of  Foreign  Correspondence  offered  several  resolutions 
defining  relationships  to  be  established  with  the  Grand  Orient  and  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  France,  which  failed  to  pass.  The  Grand  Lodge  voted 
to  recommit  the  subject  to  the  committee  for  report  in  November,  1919. 

The  review  of  Proceedings  by  Brother  Stobh  O.  Whalet  is  ex- 
tremely short,  covering  barely  four  pages,  and  yet  it  is  a  fine  thing. 
References  to  New  York  take  up  more  than  half  a  page.  The  pledge 
used  in  our  Sea  and  Field  Lodge  is  printed  entire.

The  Grand  Master  reported: 

"The  year  now  closing  has  been  one  of  great  activity  and  considerable 
prosperity  to  the  Graft  in  this  jurisdiction.  Byerywhere  we  have 
been  blessed  with  peace  and  harmony,  our  gains  in  membership 
have  been  the  largest  in  our  history,  and  our  influence  has  been  felt 
and  appreciated  in  a  fuUer  measure  than  ever  before." 

The  whole  address  is  full  of  helpful  thought  and  counsel.  Here  is  an 
especially  fine  statement  of  a  need  felt  generally: 

"Everywhere  Masons  are  eager  to  receive  Masonic  instruction.  They 
desire  to  progress  beyond  the  essentials  of  ritualism,  to  know  more  of 
the  history  and  philosophy  of  our  institution,  to  learn  the  hidden  meaning 
of  its  symbols  and  ceremonies,  to  be  informed  respecting  its  achieve- 
ments and  purposes,  to  study  its  landmarks  and  its  laws  and  to  be 
led  through  the  treasure  chambers  of  wisdom  and  divinity.  . 
By  failing  to  respond  to  the  intellectual  and  spiritual  demands  of  their 
members,  some  of  our  Lodges  are  losing  the  interest  and  active  support 
of  many  of  the  best  Masons  in  Galifomia,  and  are  in  danger  of  be- 
coming the  patrons  of  the  mediocre." 

One  suggestion  in  the  Grand  Master's  address  inspired  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolution : 

"ReMolvedt  That  it  is  the  intention  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  acting  on 
behalf  of  the  whole  Graft  of  Mason^  in  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of 
Galifomia,  to  erect  in  this,  our  new  Temple,  as  soon  as  may  be  after 
the  close  of  the  war  in  which  our  nation  is  now  engaged,  a  tablet  in 
bronse  as  a  lasting  testimonial-  of  love  and  memory  to  those  Masons 
who  have  gone  forth  from  the  Lodges  of  this  jurisdiction  to  fight  for 
justice  among  men  and  nations  and  to  exalt  the  sacred  cause  of 
democracy." 

The  Grand  Lodge  voted  to  have  the  splendid  address  of  the  Grand 
Master  published  in  pamphlet  form  for  distribution  among  the  Masons 
of  Galifomia. 

The  Gommittee  on  French  Masonry  recommended  practically  an  out 
and  out  recognition  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France.  A  modified  resolu- 
tion was  adopted,  as  follows: 

"That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Galifomia  establish  fraternal  accord  and 
relation  with  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  and  exchange  representatives 
therewith,  when  assured  bv  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  that  it  is  not 
invading  the  jurisdiction  oi  any  regular  American  Grand  Lodge." 

One  evening  was  devoted  to  patriotic  exercises  for  the  purpose  of 
renewing  "allegiance  to  the  government  of  the  United  States,  and  to  do 
honor  to  the  nearly  six  thousand  members  who  have  answered  the  call 
of  the  country  and  taken  up  arms  in  defence  of  decent  democracy." 

Several  suggestions  presented  by  the  Gommittee  on  Masonic  Educa- 
tion were  adopted,  among  them  this  one: 

"That  the  Gommittee  on  Masonic  Education  exercise  a  helpful  in- 
fluence toward  all  Lodges  who  desire  their  counsel  and  co-operation. 
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That  this  Committee  shall  foster  and  encourage,  thronghont  its  juris- 
diction, the  study  and  research  of  Masonic  history,  law,  phUost^hy 
and  especially  the  dominant  purposes  of  thit  inMiiiution.** 

The  Report  of  the  Oommittee  on  Correspondence  is  the  work  of 
Past  Grand  Master  John  Douglas  Mttbpht.  It  is  franldy  ''different," 
proceeding  from  the  conclusion  that  California  Masons  are  "not  vitally 
interested  in  the  small  details  that  go  to  make  up  a  very  large  propor- 
tion of  the  reports  of  the  several  states/'  The  plan  followed  is  that  of 
a  summary  of  information  and  views  on  various  outstanding  topics, 
under  such  headings  as  ''Relations  with  Foreign  Jurisdictions,"  "Masonry 
and  the  War,"  "Physical  Qualifications,"  "Bonds  and  Relief  Funds." 
New  York  is  accorded  the  courtesy  of  extensive  quotation.  The  Report 
makes  profitable  reading.  Still,  it  would  seem  that  California  Bfasons 
might  be  interested  also  in  the  evidences  of  progress  of  Masonry  in 
the  individual  Grand  Lodges  as  such.  There  is  no  doubt  that  Brother 
MuKPHT  has  rendered  excellent  service  by  gathering  together  the  best 
Masonic  thought  on  several  live  and  troublesome  topics  of  discussion.

Grand  Lodge  opened  with  a  "reception"  of  Old  Glory  and  the 
standards  of  our  allies  in  the  world  war. 

Referring  to  the  war,  the  Grand  Master  said: 

"The  world  can  never  be  quite  the  same  after  the  war  as  before. 
Whether  this  change  will  be  for  the  betterment  of  mankind  remains 
to  be  seen.  We  confidently  expect  it  will.  If  it  is  not,  then  all  the 
money  spent,  all  the  energy  used  and  all  the  lives  lost  will  have  been 
for  naught." 

110,000  were  invested  in  Liberty  Bonds. 

The  Grand  Master  visited  twenty-five  Lodges  officially.  Dispensa- 
tions were  issued  for  the  institution  of  two  new  Lodges.  An  edict  was 
issued  permitting  Mason  soldiers  overseas  to  visit  Masonic  Lodges 
in  the  countries  of  our  allies. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  reported: 

"Your  committee,  believing  that  after  the  war  is  over  and  the 
Brethren  serving  in  France  nave  returned  to  this  country,  a  much 
better  and  fuller  opportunity  will  be  available  to  obtain  knowledge 
as  to  the  actual  workings  of  the  Masonic  Lodges  under  the  various 
Grand  Jurisdictions  of  France,  recommends  that  the  question  of  entering 
into  fraternal  relations  and  exchanging  representatives  with  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  France  be  postponed  until  the  next  regular  Communication 
of  the  Grand  Lodge." 
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The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  and  four  Past 
Grand  Masters  were  appointed  a  committee  to  report  at  the  next  Annual 
Communication  as  to  whether  fraternal  relations  with  the  various  Grand 
Lodges  in  the  German  Empire  shall  be  ternSinated. 

The  per  capita  tax  was  ordered  remitted  in  the  case  of  Brethren 
serving  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States. 

W*'*  Brother  Stanley  C.  Wabneb  makes  his  bow  as  author  of  the 
Correspondence  Report,  giving  a  concise  review  of  the  Proceedings  of 
many  jurisdictions.  Two  pages  are  given  to  New  York,  with  quotations 
from  the  address  of  Grand  Master  Pen  net  and  Brothers  Theodore 
Roosevelt  and  William  R.  Riddell.

Past  Grand  Master  James  McCobmick  (1881-1882)  died  in  1017. 

Past  Grand  Master  Andbew  J.  Hallock  responded  as  Grand  Repre- 
sentative for  New  York. 

The  Grand  Master  was  most  zealous  in  the  visiting  of  Lodges.  He 
deprecates  haste  in  the  making  of  Masons: 

"Masonry  is  an  education.  The  rules  and  regulations  regarding  the 
time  between  the  reception  of  the  petition  and  the  ballot  on  the  same 
and  for  conferring  the  degrees  are  made  because  it  has  been  found 
that  they  were  for  the  best  interests  of  the  fraternity." 

Exceptions  were  made  only  when  candidates,  property  accredited, 
had  enlisted  in  war  service  and  were  about  to  depart  from  the  State. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  solicit  contributions  to  the  amount 
of  $150,000  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  the  present  frame  buildings  of 
the  Masonic  Home  at  Wallingford  by  fire-proof  construction. 

The  "chain  letter"  nuisance  was  condemned. 

Criticism  of  the  government  should  not  be  tolerated: 

"There  should  be  no  caviling  nor  fault-finding  from  our  great  fra- 
ternity regarding  the  acts  of  the  War  Department.  We  can  and  should 
keep  our  shoulders  to  the  wheel,  doing  all  in  our  power  to  bring  to  a 
successful  result  the  great  world  war." 

Recognition  was  extended  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Panama  and  the 
Grand  Lodge  "Cuscatlan,"  San  Salvador. 

Consideration  of  the  advisability  of  recognizing  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  France  was  deferred  for  want  of  sufficient  information. 

The  Special  Committee  on  Grand  Orient  of  France  upheld  the 
Grand  Master  in  recommending  that  resumption  of  fraternal  relations 
cannot  be  entertained;  there  must  not  be  "sacrifice  of  our  prin- 
ciples or  the  setting  aside  of  any  landmark  of  true  Masonry."  If  the 
Grand  Orient  should  restore  the  Holy  Bible  to  its  altars  and  require 
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of  candidates  a  belief  in  Qod,  resumption  of  fraternal  relations  would 
be  facilitated. 

Past  Grand  Master  George  A.  Kies  submits  his  fifth  Gorrespondenee 
Report  which  is  written  with  skill  and  vigor.  New  York,  1917,  gets  two 
pages  of  fraternal  review.  A  quotation  from  Grand  Master  Pennet's 
address  is  printed  with  a  word  of  commendation.  Important  actions 
are  summarized.  A  personal  word  of  sympathy  is  added  regarding  the 
death  of  Brother  Edwabd  M.  L.  Ehl^bs.

Resolutions  were  adopted  permitting  Florida  Masons  to  visit  Lodges 
under  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France,  and  the  Scottish  Bite 
Lodges,  in  countries  outside  of  the  United  States,  where  the  Scottish 
Rite  dominates;  also  "that  members  of  Scottish  Rite  Lodges,  from 
countries  where  only  the  Scottish  Rite  prevails,  may  be  received  as 
visitors  in  Lodges  holding  under  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Florida,  pro- 
vided they  can  prove  themselves  Masons  in  good  standing." 

Past  Grand  Master  Silas  B.  Weight  submits  his  seventeenth  annual 
report  on  Correspondence.  His  "tail  wagging  conclusion"  has  become 
quite  famous  with  the  Roundtable  scribes.  In  this  "Gondusion,**  our 
kindly  Brother  Wright  lets  himself  loose  and  talks  sociably-like  about 
topics  of  various  sorts. 

New  York  for  1917  receives  courteous  consideration.  Grand  Master 
Penney's  address  is  quoted  and  commended.  Brother  Weight  likes 
the  Grand  Historian's  report  He  also  gives  the  Correspondence  Com- 
mittee a  friendly  Jolt  for  overlooking  the  presiding  officer  at  Florida's 
Annual  Communication.

In  speaking  of  the  Grand  Masters'  Conference  at  New  York,  M/.  W*** 
Brother  Ck>FFm  quotes  practically  aU  of  Past  Grand  Master  Townsend 
Scudder's  opening  address.  The  Grand  Master's  address  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  contained  many  recommendations  bearing  on  war  conditions. 
He  advocated  recognition  of  the  Grand  Orient  and  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  France,  also  the  establishing  of  Masonic  communication  and  inter- 
course with  the  "Grand  Lodge  of  Masons  in  Switzerland."  He  visited 
the  majority  of  the  Lodges  in  Idaho. 

Recognition  of  the  Grand  Orient  and  Grand  Lodge  of  France  was 
carefully  considered  by  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 
The  condasion  presented  was  as  follows: 

"The  danger  in  a  great  world  crisis  like  the  present  is  that  men  may 
be  carried  away  by  mere  sentiment  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Idaho  which 
has  always  closely  adhered  to  the  Ancient  Landmarks  be  made  to 
occupy  a  position  that,  when  reason  rules,  would  not  be  for  a  moment 
considered. 

"We,  your  committee,  therefore  recommend  that  no  action  be  taken 
at  this  time  in  reference  to  establishing  relations  with  either  the  Grand 
Orient  or  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France." 

Among  the  resolutions  adopted  was  this  one: 

**B€  it  Resolved,  That  we  deprecate  at  this  present  time  any  move- 
ment by  individuals,  associations,  societies  or  leagues  that  in  any  way 
stand  for  or  enunciate  anything  that  would  intenere  with  the  present 
constituted  and  organized  form  of  our  government,  or  incite  opposition 
thereto,  that  we  denounce  as  traitors  any  person  or  persons  who  in  any 
way  hampers  or  interferes  with  our  government  in  its  present  struggle 
with  the  Allied  Nations  of  the  World  for  the  perpetuation  of  democ- 
racy." 

The  volume  of  Proceedings  includes  a  directory  of  all  Lodges  and 
Master  Masons  in  Idaho.

The  Grand  Master  visited  forty-four  Lodges,  laid  corner  stones  of 
two  Masonic  Temples,  dedicated  four  Masonic  Temples,  constituted  one 
Lodge  and  issued  dispensations  for  seven  Lodges.  Altogether  he  had  a 
busy  year  and  was  rewarded  by  unusual  success.  The  net  gain  in 
membership  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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"One  case  of  discipline"  involved  the  Master  of  a  Lodge  who  was 
deposed  from  office  for  sixty  days,  during  which  period  the  Lodge  was 
placed  in  charge  of  the  Senior  Warden. 

An  edict  was  issued  requiring  all  Lodges  to  work  in  English.  One 
Lodge  using  the  German  language  refusing  to  comply,  had  its  charter 
arrested.  The  loyalty  of  the  members  to  the  United  States  is  not 
questioned.  On  compliance  with  the  Grand  Master's  edict,  the  Lodge 
is  to  have  its  charter  restored. 

Requests  for  authority  to  organize  army  Lodges  in  France  were  not 
granted,  the  Grand  Master  not  being  willing  to  take  the  responsibility: 
*'Many  men  enter  the  service  of  their  country  and  make  good  soldiers 
who  would  not  make  good  Masons.'* 

Referring  to  the  agitation  to  have  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  extend 
fraternal  recognition  to  "the  grand  bodies  of  France,  claiming  to  be 
Masonic,"  the  Grand  Master  reached  the  conclusion  that  it  would  be 
"extremely  unwise"  to  allow  the  Grand  Lodge  to  be  rushed  "into  action 
that  afterward  it  would  deplore."  He  suggested  that  action  be  deferred 
"until  the  calmer  counsels  of  peace  may  lead  us  into  safer  channels  than 
those  to  be  found  in  the  vortex  of  war." 

The  Grand  Master  believes  that  there  are  serious  duties  ahead  for 
the  Graft  to  meet: 

"When  the  insanity  of  war  has  passed  and  the  world  has  again 
been  restored  to  reason,  Masonry  will  continue  its  beneficent  work.  It 
will  be  able  to  lend  valuable  assistance  in  the  reconstruction  to  follow 
the  years  of  the  fierce  frenzy  of  destruction." 

More  than  $133,000  have  been  paid  into  the  grand  treasury  as  a 
war  fund. 
Charters  were  granted  to  eight  Lodges  U.D. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  recommended  that  Lodges  carry, 
"until  their  return,"  members  in  the  war  service  of  the  United  States 
whose  dues  are  not  paid. 

Lodges  were  instructed  that  "during  the  war  no  member  in  the 
service  shall  be  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues." 

The  law  concerning  "physical  qualifications"  is  to  be  modified  so  as 
not  to  disbar  good  men  for  "some  slight  bodily  defects." 

"All  moneys  received  for  the  relief  of  soldiers  and  their  families 
should  be  conserved  for  the  great  needs  of  those  who  may  return." 

M.*.  W.'.  George  L.  Sohoonoveb,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Iowa,  spoke  eloquently  in  favor  of  having  all  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
the  United  States  confer  and  work  together. 

$50,000.00  were  ordered  invested  in  Fourth  Liberty  Loan  bonds. 

Bro.  Delmab  D.  Darrah's  report  on  "Masonic  Correspondence" 
covers  347  pages  and  is  most  complete  and  interspersed  with  kindly 
comment. 

Under  New  York,  which  occupies  six  pages,  he  writes:  "Grand 
Master  Pen  net  has  shown  himself  to  be  every  inch  a  Mason  and  a 
man  to  be  trusted  with  the  affairs  of  his  Grand  Lodge." 

Brother  William  Sherer  is  referred  to  as  "one  of  the  pillars  of 
strength  in  New  York  Masonry." 
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The  report  on  Masonic  history  also  receives  a  word  of  commenda- 
tion.

Every  one  of  the  sixteen  living  Past  Grand  Masters  present  Past 
Grand  Master  William  E.  English  responded  as  Grand  Representative 
for  New  York.  Representatives  of  549  of  the  562  chartered  Lodges  in 
attendance. 

The  Grand  Lodge  has  passed  the  first  one  hundred  years  of  its 
existence.    The  Grand  Master  said: 

"This  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  marks  the  close  of  a  full  century 
of  Masonic  history  in  Indiana  under  separate  Jurisdiction.  It  has  been 
an  era  of  wonderful  development  in  the  natural  resources  of  the  State. 
Indiana,  being  the  Palestine  of  the  United  States,  the  highway  of  com- 
merce between  the  East  and  the  West,  has  been  a  favored  daughter 
of  the  Union.  Her  people,  almost  wholly  of  Anglo-Saxon  or  Celtic 
descentj^are  and  alwavs  have  been  of  the  best  type  of  American  Citicen- 
ship.  They  proved  their  valor  and  patriotism  in  the  great  Civil  War, 
and  in  the  past  two  years  have  proven  that  a  democracy  of  the  Twentieth 
Century  has  lost  nothing  of  the  virile  courage  of  pioneer  days. 

"In  this  remarkable  growth  and  development,  Freemasonry  has  kept 
pace,  and  indeed  has  led  the  way.*' 

The  Grand  Master  attended  many  Masonic  gatherings  during  the 
year.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  issued  to  him  a  commission  as  Grand 
Representative  for  that  State.  An  effort  to  interest  the  Masons  among 
the  soldiers  at  Fort  Benjamin  Harrison  in  the  use  of  the  Temple  at 
Indianapolis  as  a  social  center,  failed  to  meet  with  sufilcient  support 
and  was  abandoned.  Freemasonry  in  Indiana  is  ready,  however  to 
supplement  Governmental  agencies  and  civilian  relief  and  "to  do  its 
full  duty  for  its  own  boys  who  are  making  the  supreme  sacrifice  upon 
the  altar  of  their  country's  service.*'  In  explaining  the  stand  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand  Master  said: 

"Neither  shall  we  listen  to  the  false  prophets  who  would  turn 
Masonry  from  its  time-honored  traditions.  Some  would  say  that 
Masonry  is  antiquated  and  out  of  date;  that  while  it  has  had  an 
ancient  and  honorable  histonr,  it  has  failed  to  adjust  itself  to  modern 
conditions;  that  by  reason  of  its  numbers  and  influence  Masonry  should 
organise  its  forces  and  marshal  its  cohorts  in  the  front  line  of  every 
battle  for  social  and  political  reform;  that  it  should  espouse  the  cause 
of  equal  suifrai^e,  of  prison  reform,  of  the  eight-hour  law,  and  other 
measures  of  social  and  industrial  justice. 

"Be  not  misled,  my  brethren,  Masonry  has  not  failed  in  its  mission 
to  mankind,  and  second  only  to  the  Christian  Church  it  stands  as 
the  highest  influence  in  our  day  and  generation  for  the  uplift  of  hu- 
manity. Masonry  stands  forth  the  friend  of  every  movement  leading 
to  social  betterment;  it  never  becomes  an  agency  for  social  reform. 
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Masonry  is  a  mainstay  and  support  of  good  government;  it  never  soffers 
itself  to  become  the  duly  constituted  arm  of  authority.  like  the  public 
school  and  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ,  it  is  a  school  for  the  education 
of  the  citizen,  but  it  is  not  an  agency  of  civil  government  or  social 
reform.  The  best  flower  and  fruitaxe  of  American  Democracy  springs 
from  the  soil  of  Freemasonry  vitalised  by  the  Great  Light  of  our 
Order." 

In  addition  to  the  funds  given  to  the  Red  Cross  and  the  Y.  M.  C.  A., 
a  special  assessment  of  ten  cents  per  member  was  levied  to  be  added 
to  the  emergency  fund  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  This  fund  is  to  be  drawn 
upon  to  supplement  demands  for  war  relief,  which  individual  Lodges 
may  not  be  able  to  meet.  The  Grand  Master,  "acting  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  Trustees  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,"  is  empowered  also  to  draw  upon  this  fund  for  direct 
contributions  to  the  Red  Cross  or  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  "or  to  make  use 
of  or  co-operate  with  any  other  agency  or  agencies,  or  to  make  any 
other  use  or  uses  of  such  funds,"  as  may  be  deemed  best  "for  the  per- 
formance of  our  Masonic  duty  to  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  war 
or  the  relief  of  our  soldiers  or  sailors  or  their  dependents." 

The  Annual  Grand  Lodge  Dinner  developed  into  a  stirring  patriotic 
event.     Senator  Burton  was  the  principal  speaker. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  is  not  in  fraternal  relation  with  any 
of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Continental  Europe  and  is  not  prepared  to 
change  this  condition.  However,  a  resolution  was  adopted  permitting 
the  brethren  "to  visit  and  hold  Masonic  intercourse  with  any  Lodge 
or  member  of  a  Lodge  operating  under  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  country 
in  which  said  Lodge  is  located,"  during  the  period  of  the  war.  Members 
of  foreign  Lodges  are  accorded  the  same  privilege  as  regards  Lodges 
or  members  of  Indiana. 

It  is  a  -  joy  to  read  the  Indiana  Proceedings.  Grand  Secretary 
Pbatusb*s  master  hand  is  revealed  throughout.  Every  item  of  im- 
portance is  concisely  set  forth  and  easily  located. 

Past  Grand  Master  Elmer  F.  Gay  submits  his  fifth  Report  on 
Correspondence,  and  it  is  excellent. 

New  York  for  1017  occupies  three  pages.  "Inspiring  words"  from 
Grand  Master  Penney's  "splendid  address"  are  quoted. 

Brother  Gay  says: 

"In  the  few  years  that  we  have  had  the  honor  of  reviewing  the 
Proceedings  of  our  sister  Grand  Lodges  we  have  never  seen  in  any 
of  them  such  a  wonderful  array  of  addresses  as  were  given  to  the 
members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  by  the  several  visitors." 

The  Grand  Historian's  report  is  commended.  The  description  of 
the  Christmas  celebration  at  our  Home  at  Utica  is  called  "one  of  the 
most  interesting  items  in  the  report."

The  Grand  Master  made  some  interesting  observations  on  the  com- 
parative growth  of  Iowa  in  population  and  Masonic  membership.  He 
said: 

"Our  growth  in  membership,  in  proportion  to  population,  is  a  most 
convincing  testimony  to  the  increasing  regard  in  which  our  ancient  order 
is  held  throughout  this  great  state.  The  figures  tell  a  wonderful  story. 
Here  they  are,  giving  the  number  of  Masons  to  the  one  thousand  of  the 
total  population  by  twenty-year  periods  to  date,  as  follows: 

Total  Iowa  Population  Total  Iowa  Masons 
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1844 101,840  ?!.  101 

1860 674,918  666  4,671 

1880 1,624,616  140  18,207 

1900 2,231,868  47  29,328 

1918 2,368,006  5  59,508 

"From  1900  to  1918,  the  population  increased  but  five  per  cent 
against  a  102  per  cent  for  Masonry — in  1900  there  were  thirteen  Masons 
to  the  Uiousand  of  total  population,  and  in  1918  there  are  twenty-six. 
May  it  ever  be  the  first  great  care  of  Masons  when  in  Lodge  assembled, 
ofid  at  aU  other  times,  to  so  act  that  we  may  continue  to  grow  faster 
than  the  population,  thus  proving  the  increasing  regard  in  which  all 
right-thinking  men  hold  our  beloved  institution.'* 

A  large  portion  of  the  address  occupies  itself  with  the  question  of 
Masonic  relationship  with  the  Grand  Orient  and  Grand  Lodge  of 
France.  It  is  full  of  valuable  information  regarding  the  history  of 
French  Masonry.  In  its  conclusions  it  is  less  fortunate,  as  it  over- 
looks several  fundamental  considerations  which  American  Masons  hold 
sacred  as  landmarks.  The  Grand  Master  closes  with  an  ardent  plea 
for  the  resumption  of  fraternal  relations  with  the  Grand  Orient  and 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  France. 

The  Ck>mmittee  on  Grand  Master's  Address  expressed  itself  as  in 
hearty  sympathy  with  the  conclusions.    It  reported: 

"The  Grand  Master  has  thoroughly  and  in  a  most  painstaking  manner 
reviewed  the  history  of  Masonry  in  France  from  its  origin  down  to 
the  present  moment,  and  reaches  the  conclusion  tliat  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Iowa  should  stretch  forth  her  hand  to  'assist  and  support  a  falling 
brother.'  We  heartily  concur,  believing  that  at  this  critical  time  when 
all  that  Masonry  holds  dear  is  at  stake,  when  thousands  of  American 
Masons  are  fighting  on  French  soil  shoulder  to  shoulder  with  these  tried 
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and  true  patriots,  in  a  common  cause  for  which  Masonry  has  always 
stood,  that  we  should  do  all  in  our  power  to  promote  fraternal  rela- 
tions with  the  Masons  of  France." 

The  Committee  on  Recognition  of  Grand  Bodies,  to  whom  the  matter 
was  referred,  recommended  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa  be  declared 
in  fraternal  accord  and  relation  with  the  Grand  Orient  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  France.    The  recommendation  was  adopted. 

The  Grand  Lodge  invested  $20,000.00  in  Liberty  Loan  bonds; 
$10,000.00  in  the  first  and  $5,000.00  in  each  of  the  two  succeeding  issues. 

Masonic  Study  Clubs,  advocated  in  The  Builder,  by  Brother  Gboboe 
SoHOONOVEB,  were  commended. 

The  report  of  Grand  Secretary  Newton  R.  Pabvin  is  a  model  of  what 
such  a  document  may  be  made.  The  whole  volume  of  Proceedings, 
in  fact,  is  a  splendid  piece  of  work,  typographically  as  well  as  in- 
trinsically. 

The  Librarian's  Report,  too,  prepared  by  the  same  skilful  crafts- 
man, is  a  most  valuable  feature. 

The  Grand  Master's  dispensation  permitting  two  Lodges  to  hold 
"emergency"  communications  on  Sunday  for  work,  was  declared  to  have 
been  "in  error"  and  a  clear  violation  of  a  section  of  the  Masonic  Code, 
though  "prompted  by  a  high  and  noble  patriotic  purpose."  The  Com- 
mittee on  Jurisprudence  added  that  "however  worthy  his  [the  Grand 
Master's]  purpose  in  so  doing,  he  has  no  power  to  suspend  any  of  our 
laws  by  the  use  of  special  dispensation,  except  where  expressly  au- 
thorized by  law." 

M.'.  W.'.  William  N.  Kendrick,  Grand  Master  of  Minnesota,  was 
given  a  hearty  reception. 

An  especially  fine  report  was  presented  by  the  Committee  on  Masonic 
Research.     Iowa  is  doing  a  wonderful  work  in  this  field. 

The  report  on  Fraternal  Correspondence,  written  by  Past  Grand 
Master  Block,  is  perhaps  the  most  voluminous  of  its  kind,  covering 
322  pages.  One  cannot  but  marvel  at  the  vast  amount  of  loving  labor 
expended.  Every  review  reveals  painstaking  labor  and  an  evident  desire 
to  pass  on  to  the  Brethren  of  Iowa  all  the  good  to  be  found  in  the 
Proceedings  of  sister  jurisdictions. 

New  York  occupies  twelve  pages.  There  are  many  quotations  from 
Grand  Master  Penney's  address  and  the  speeches  by  Brothers  Roose- 
velt, RiDDELL  and  McPherson.  Past  Grand  Master  Scuddeb's  ringing 
loyalty  resolution  is  given  in  full  and  this  comment  is  added: 

"There  is  a  great  deal  of  power  packed  away  in  these  few  well- 
chosen  words,  and  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  was  followed  by  a 
patriotic  love-feast  that  will  go  down  in  the  annals  of  New  York 
Masonrv  as  one  of  the  great  and  glorious  occasions  in  its  distinguished 

The  Grand  Historian's  report  is  commended  as  "of  great  value, 
showing  much  painstaking  research  made  by  an  investigator  possessed 
of  great  powers  of  discrimination." 

In  his  fine  concluding  words.  Brother  Blook  gives  free  scope  to 
his  fraternal  feelings.  Here  is  a  paragraph  that  deserves  to  be  written 
in  letters  of  gold: 
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"You  cannot  fill  the  world  with  the  brotherhood  of  man  without  by 
the  same  act  establishing  therein  the  Fatherhood  of  God,  for  the  two 
cannot  exist  apart"

Past  Grand  Master  Maurice  L.  Stone  responded  as  Grand  Repre- 
sentative for  New  York. 

Three  Past  Grand  Masters  died  during  the  year:  Brothers  Buck, 
Bbown  and  Ghandleb. 

Speaking  of  the  changes  wrought  by  war,  the  Grand  Master  said, 
in  concluding  his  address: 

"The  world  will  never  be  again  as  it  was  before.  Social,  civic  and 
economic  orders  are  changing.  .  .  .  We  expect  a  cardinal  clause 
in  the  final  treaty  of  peace  to  be  the  disbanding  of  navies  and  the 
disarmament  of  nations,  with  a  court  of  nations  to  protect  the  democ- 
racy of  the  world.  To  restore  our  equilibrium  so  that  this  great  free 
nation  shall  continue  a  fit  democratic  example,  will  be  a  test  of  our 


Judgment,  our  patience,  and  our  courage. 
**And  in  the  establishme] 


dment  of  this  new  world  order,  the  principles 
we  are  taught,  as  we  advance  in  Masonry,  must  be  the  guide  to  men 
and  nations.  These,  my  brethren,  are  some  of  the  tasks  that  lie  before 
us  and  constitute  the  challenge  of  the  hour  to  every  patriotic  American. 
To  it,  I  have  no  doubt,  Kansas  Masons  in  common  with  their  country- 
men everywhere,  will  generously  respond." 

Bxacting  demands  of  public  service  made  "substantial  participation 
in  Masonic  affairs"  impossible,  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Master.  There- 
fore the  Grand  Master's  work  devolved  largely  upon  Judge  Whuam 
I.  Stuabt,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  he  presented  an  excellent  report 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  is  an  unusuaUy  complete  piece  of  work. 
The  statistical  tables  are  especially  interesting.  They  are  obviously 
the  result  of  much  painstaking  labor  and  reflect  the  zealous  devotion 
to  Freemasonry. 

W-*.  Austin  M.  Keene  gave  a  fine  oration  on  the  meaning  and 
mission  of  Freemasonry. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Necrology  is  particularly  beautlfuL 

Consideration  of  the  acTvisability  of  recognising  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Panama  was  deferred  to  1919. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  again  the  work  of  Past  Grand 
ICaster  Matthew  M.  Muxeb.  It  is  his  sixteenth,  and  like  its  predeces- 
sors, is  most  interesting  and  valuable.  Brother  Miixeb  has  set  a  high 
standard.  Let  us  hope  that  the  Kansas  Brethren  realise  what  a  liberal 
course  in  Masonic  education  their  committee  of  one  on  Correspondence 
is  providing  year  by  year.  We  cannot  begin  to  excerpt;  we  should  be 
tempted  to  take  over  more  than  the  limitations  of  our  space  permit 
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New  York  (1917)  receives  fraternal  mention.  Speaking  of  our 
Proceedings,  Brother  Milleb  writes: 

"We  have  turned  the  pages  forward  and  backward,  as  we  tried  to 
select  from  the  eloquent  addresses  made  before  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  York,  one  that  would  give  the  best  conception  of  the  mighty  advance 
made  by  the  Spirit  of  Liberty — that  spirit  which  impelled  our  English 
ancestors  to  array  themselves  against  autocracy  for  the  liberty  of  the 
human  race — ^for  the  rights  of  man.  .  .  .  We  find  in  a  brief 
address  by  Past  Grand  Master  William  D.  McPherson,  of  Ontario, 
Canada,  the  best  concept  covering  the  situation." 

This  is  followed  by  a  generous  quotation  from  Brother  McPherson's 
speech.

Four  new  Lodges  were  instituted,  U.D. 

"War  Service  Cards*'  are  issued  to  Masons  in  the  war  service. 

A  Masonic  Rest  Room,  in  charge  of  a  competent  Brother,  is  main- 
tained at  Alexandria,  I^a.,  for  soldier-Masons  at  Gamp  Beauregard,  at 
the  expense  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Master  issued  an  order  forbidding  solicitation  for  mem- 
bership in  other  bodies,  "at  Lodge  communications  and  on  Lodge  prem- 
ises." He  also  asked  that  all  chain  letters  from  any  source  whatsoever 
be  disregarded.  Galls  were  issued  urging  financial  support  of  Red 
Gross  and  Liberty  Loan  drives.  The  response  of  the  Lodges  is  shown 
by  this  result:  $22,400.00  invested  in  Liberty  Bonds,  $1,660.00  con- 
tributed to  Red  Cross  and  $73.50  to  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

Among  the  Grand  Master's  rulings  is  one  declaring  that  anyone 
"bom  out  of  wedlock''  cannot  be  accepted  into  the  Fraternity. 

The  address  is  essentially  a  business  document 

The  Grand  Orient  of  France  was  notified  that  former  "edicts  of  non- 
intercourse"  have  been  repealed  and  an  exchange  of  Representatives 
was  requested. 

Recognition  was  extended  also  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France,  the 
Supreme  Council  of  the  Argentine  Republic,  and  the  Grand  Lodges 
of  Panama  and  Nicaragua. 

Grand  Chaplain  Hebman  C.  Duncan  prepared  the  Report  on  Foreign 
Correspondence.  The  reviews  are  very  much  condensed,  interspersed 
with  terse  comments.  New  York,  1917,  occupies  almost  two  pages. 
Quotations  are  given  from  Grand  Master  Pen  net's  address.  The  Grand 
Historian's  report  is  accorded  courteous  consideration.    Brother  Duncan 
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concludes  that  what  the  Ancient  Constitutions  of  1723  sought  to  ac- 
complish was  **a  reconciliation   of  ancient  law  to  modern  conditions." 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee,  recognition  was  extended  to 
the  Grand  Orient  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France,  the  Supreme  Council 
of  the  Argentine  Republic,  and  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Panama  and 
Nicaragua.  In  order  to  safeguard  somewhat  a  resolution  was  adopted, 
which  provides  "that  the  declaration  against  Lodges  not  on  the  register 
of  a  recognized  Grand  Lodge  of  the  territory  in  which  they  are  domiciled, 
shall  not  apply  in  lands  beyond  the  seas  where  the  doctrine  of  exclusive 
Grand  Lodge  jurisdiction  does  not  prevail." 

By  the  way,  are  Argentina,  Panama  and  Nicaragua  "beyond  the 
seas"?  And  how  will  the  recognition  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France 
affect  the  Lodges  in  the  United  States  which  were  warranted  by  that 
organization?

Past  Grand  Master  Augustus  Bowman  Fabnham  (1895-1896)  died 
on  January  14,  1918. 

Five  of  the  eight  living  Past  Grand  Masters  and  thirty  Past  Grand 
Wardens  were  present.  The  Grand  Representative  of  New  York  was 
among  the  missing. 

The  Grand  Master  reported  that  he  was  opposed  to  granting  charters 
for  Military  Lodges,  "believing  it  would  be  a  dangerous  departure  from 
Masonic  usage."  Among  his  decisions  is  one  declaring  that  "each  can- 
didate must  be  voted  for  separately."  The  address  is  very  brief,  giving 
a  bare  summary  of  official  acts. 

A  centennial  celebration  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  to  be  held  at  Port- 
land, in  1920. 

Past  Grand  Master  Albro  E.  Chase,  for  the  Committee  on  Masonic 
Jurisprudence,  warned  against  haste  in  according  recognition  to  so-called 
Masonic  Grand  Bodies  in  Continental   Europe : 

"Never  has  Masonry  failed  to  be  faithful  to  its  principles  In  any 
crises  that  have  arisen  in  the  world's  advancement  and  progress,  and 
at  the  present  time  it  will  not  fail  to  be  responsible  to  every  legitimate 
call  made  upon  it." 

But— -"Which  one  of  the  three  French  Grand  Bodies  is  it?" 

A    special    committee    was   appointed    "to    consider    the    conditions 

under    which    Masonry   in    France    exists   and    report    thereon    at    the 

next  annual  communication." 

The  fine  Report  on  Correspondence  is  again  the  work  of  Past  Grand 

Master    Albro   E.    Chase.      He   comments   sparingly,    but   with    keen 

judgment  and  a  broad  grasp  of  Masonic  foundation  principles. 
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New  York  for  1917  is  fraternally  reviewed.  There  are  qaotations 
from  Grand  Master  Pennet's  address  and  the  reports  of  the  Jnd^ 
Advocate  and  the  Committee  on  Correspondence.  We  are  pleased  to 
note  this  comment : 

"The  Proceedings  are  extremely  interesting  because  of  the  addresses 
made  by  visiting  brethren  and  reports  from  the  various  officers,  and 
especially  that  of  the  Grand  Historian.  We  would  like  to  reproduce 
much,  but  to  do  so  would  require  much  space,  because  mere  extracts 
would  not  give  a  complete  idea."

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  adheres  to  the  old  practice  of 
Quarterly  Communications.  The  last  Quarterly,  held  in  December,  is 
known  as  the  Annual  Communication.  Following  custom,  we  have  called 
the  Communication  of  December  12,  1917,  the  140th  AnnnaL  The 
Grand  Lodge  sprang  from  two  parent  bodies,  the  Saint  John's  Grand 
Lodge,  1732-1792,  and  the  Massachusetts  Grand  Lodge,  1769-1777;  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  as  an  independent  body,  dates  from 
March  8,  1777. 

The  volume  of  Proceedings  for  1917  covers  the  Deputy  Grand  Lodge 
at  Cristobal,  Canal  Zone,  February  1,  1917;  four  Quarterly  Communi- 
cations; eight  Special  Communications;  the  Grand  Feast,  being  the 
annual  observance  of  St  John  Evangelist  Day,  with  speeches  galore ;  and 
a  service  in  memory  of  R.'.  W-'.  and  Bev.  Thaodeus  Mason  Habbis. 

Our  review  confines  itself  to  the  Annual  Communication,  as  this 
records  the  chief  events  of  the  year. 

Referring  to  Masonic  intercourse  with  France,  the  Grand  Master 
explained  that  there  are  three  several  bodies  claiming  authority  over 
symbolic  Masonry  in  that  country :  the  National  Independent  and  Regular 
Grand  Lodge  for  France  and  the  French  Colonies,  the  Grand  Orient  of 
France,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France;  the  recognition  to  the  first 
named  was  refused  in  1916;  that  the  Grand  Orient  has  removed  the 
Bible  from  its  altars  and  all  reference  to  the  Deity  from  its  rituals 
and  obligations;  that  the  Grand  Lodge  permits,  but  does  not  enjoin, 
the  use  of  the  Bible  and  of  the  name  of  Deity ;  that  the  National  Inde- 
pendent and  Regular  Grand  Lodge  has  been  recognized  by  the  United 
Grand  Lodge  of  England,  but  that  both  the  others  have  been  refused 
recognition  by  English  speaking  Masons  generally.  He  then  called  atten- 
tion to  the  action  taken  by  Massachusetts  in  oifering  recognition  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  France  on  condition  that  it  embody  in  its  constitution 
a  belief  in  Deity,  or  a  recognition  of  the  Supreme  Being  in  all  their 
obligations. 

The  visits  of  ^he  Grand  Master  were  numerous.  He  issued  163 
dispensations  for  shortening  the  time  between  the  conferring  of  degrees, 
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squaring  himself  with  his  conscience  "in  the  recognition  of  the  fact 
that  these  are  war  times  and  that  every  dispensation  granted  was  on 
behalf  of  one  who  had  entered  or  was  about  entering  some  branch  of  his 
country's  service." 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  closed  with  these  golden  words: 

"In  these  days  of  doubt  and  stress  and  strife  let  us  move  a  little 
closer,  bear  each  other's  burdens,  share  each  other's  joys,  love  God 
and  keep  His  Commandments,  and  so  help  to  speed  the  coming  of  that 
happy  day  when  there  shall  be  no  more  wars  nor  rumors  of  wars,  and 
brotherly  love  shall  fill  aU  hearts,  and  make  radiant  the  lives  of  all 
men  the  world  over." 

There  is  no  Correspondence  Report.

Past  Grand  Master  Fbank  O.  Gilbert  responded  for  New  York. 

The  Grand  Master  opened  his  splendid  address  with  a  discussion  of 
the  abiding  things  in  Freemasonry.    Among  other  things  he  said : 

"Masonry  is  a  human  institution  with  a  spirit  divine.  It  points  the 
way  to  man's  highest  development  in  aU  his  varied  activities.  It  has 
a  ritualism,  a  physical  body,  which  he  can  see  and  hear  and  feel.  It 
has  a  symbolism,  intellectual  in  design  and  purpose,  which  appeals  to 
the  oi>eration  of  his  mind.  It  has  a  philosophy,  pure  and  strong,  which 
inspires  and  ennobles  his  soul." 

Here  is  another  fine  quotation — wish  we  could  print  all  that  was 
said  of  the  meaning  of  Freemasonry : 

"VerHy,  brethren,  Masonry  is  not  a  mere  secret  society  whose  methods 
and  purpose  are  patent  to  the  casual  glance  of  the  careless  initiate. 
It  holds  its  sreater  secrets  for  those  who  labor  to  obtain  them.  It 
presents  to  those  who  do  not  think,  the  dogmatic  instruction  of  an 
exalted  morality  and  inspires  them  unconsciously  to  consciously  think. 
It  opens  to  him  who  seeks,  the  door  of  a  veritable  storehouse  of  the 
treasures  of  thought  and  feeling  and  bids  him  take  all  he  can  and  will. 
If  oifers  to  the  contemplative  mind  the  whole  realm  of  knowledge  and 
speculation  and  forbids  it  not.  It  urges  the  practice  of  the  virtues 
that  men  may  be  enriched  in  soul  and,  by  heart  contact  with  men, 
may  know  and  love  each  other.  It  points  to  an  eternity  with  God  as 
the  goal  of  man  and  bids  him  build  his  character  that  he  may  be  worthy 
of  such  association." 

The  Grand  Master  reports  a  long  list  of  official  visits.  The  charters 
of  three  moribund  Lodges  were  arrested.  Raffling  automobiles  and 
other  gaming  devices  were  forbidden  as  "Masonic  offences." 

Identification  coins  were  issued  to  Michigan  Masons  in  war  service. 
These  coins  have  engraved  on  them  the  name  of  the  brother  and  the 
number  of  his  Lodge,  together  with  directions  to  notify  the  Grand 
Secretary  in  case  of  injury  or  death. 

In  his  conclusion  the  Grand  Master  said  modestly: 
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'*Tlie  situation  developed  b^  the  war  has  raised  a  multitude  of  new 
and  serious  problems.  To  their  solution  I  have  given  my  best  thought 
with  the  sole  aim  of  doing  what  was  best  for  Masonry.  To  the  work 
I  have  given  all  the  time  not  imperatively  demanded  by  judicial  ajid 
other  duties.  My  keenest  regret  is  that  I  was  not  free  to  give  Grand 
Lodge  all  my  time  and  efforts.  I  would  have  tried,  at  least,  to  do 
some  good." 

Two  Lodges  authorized  by  their  charters  to  work  in  the  German 
language  agreed  voluntarily  to  conduct  their  work  in  English.  Their 
good  judgment  was  commended.  A  resolution  was  adopted  that  hereafter 
no  Lodge  shall  be  permitted  "to  work  or  conduct  ceremonies  in  any 
but  the  English  language." 

Grand  Secretary  Lou  B.  Win  sob,  Past  Grand  Master,  submitted  his 
fifteenth  annual  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  giving  excellent 
summaries  of  the  Proceedings  of  many  Grand  Lodges.  New  York  is 
given  eighteen  pages,  with  liberal  quotations  from  the  addresses  by 
Grand  Master  Penney,  Brother  Theodobe  Boobevelt  and  Brother 
BiDDELL.  The  introductory  part  of  our  correspondence  report  is  also 
published.  Many  thanks  for  the  generous  consideration  accorded  to 
New  York.

Seventeen  of  the  twenty-one  living  Past  Grand  Masters  attended. 
207  of  the  268  Lodges  were  represented.  The  Grand  Bepresentative  of 
New  York  was  not  there. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  a  business-like  document,  reporting 
an  enormous  amount  of  work.  He  visited  many  Lodges  and  attended 
various  Masonic  functions.    The  chain-letter  nuisance  was  condemned. 

The  Grand  Lodge  recognizes  as  Masonic:  The  Boyal  Arch  Chapter, 
the  Council  of  Boyal  and  Select  Masters,  the  Knights  Templar,  and 
the  A.  ft  A.  Scottish  Bite  (So.  Jur.).  The  Grand  Master,  therefore, 
invited  the  heads  of  these  bodies  to  attend  the  Annual  Communication, 
"to  the  end  that  an  intimate  and  beneficial  understanding  between  the 
bodies  may  be  effected"  and  to  bring  about  co-operation  in  Masonic 
work  for  "Our  Nation's  Welfare." 

The  Masonic  Home  fund  has  now  a  little  more  than  $102,000.00. 

B.*.  W.'.  Brother  Geoboe  L.  Schoonoveb,  of  Iowa,  who  is  the  present 
Grand  Master  of  that  jurisdiction,  was  present  at  the  invitation  of  Grand 
Master  Bebg  and  spoke  on  Masonic  research  work. 

The  refusal  of  the  Grand  Master  "to  make  Masons  at  sight"  and  to 
grant  a  dispensation  "for  the  establishment  of  a  Military  Lodge"  was 
approved.  The  Committee  on  Ancient  Landmarks  said  regarding  the 
Grand  Master's  undeniable  prerogative  to  make  Masons  at  sight,  that 
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this  ''should  seldom  be  exercised  and  only  when  customary  procedure 
seems  impossible." 

The  members  of  the  Fraternity  were  urged  to  give  the  fullest  sup- 
port to  the  various  Liberty  Loans  and  to  contribute  to  the  American 
Red  Gross  and  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

Two  Lodges  U.D.  were  granted  charters. 

$5,000.00  were  ordered  invested  in  Liberty  Bonds.  $175.00  were 
contributed  to  the  Masonic  Relief  Association  of  the  United  States  and 
Canada. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  made  this  telling  declaration:  "We 
believe  that  no  man  is  fit  to  be  a  Mason  who  is  not  whole-heartedly, 
actively  and  aggressively  loyal  and  true  to  his  country." 

A  resolution  was  adopted  to  appoint  a  special  committee  of  three 
on  Masonic  Study  and  Research  "to  promote  and  further  Masonic  Study 
and  Research  among  the  Brethren  of  this  jurisdiction." 

The  text  of  a  splendid  patriotic  address  delivered  by  Gfand  Orator 
Habbt  R.  Geabhart  is  printed  in  full  in  the  Proceedings. 

A  comprehensive  Report  on  Correspondence  is  supplied  by  R-'*  W.'. 
Brother  Isving  Todd.  New  York,  1917,  receives  a  page  of  fraternal 
review.  The  death  of  M.*.  W*'.  Brother  Edwabd  L.  Ehlebs  is  re- 
ferred to: 

"He  was  undoubtedly  the  best  known  and  most  popular  member 
of  the  largest  Grand  Lodge  in  the  world,  and  the  writer  mourns  the 
loss  of  a  personal  friend  of  long  standing."

Past  Grand  Master  J.  M.  Digket,  of  Mississippi,  was  a  visitor. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  address  to  the  Gran^  Lodge,  gave  especial 
consideration  to  the  subject  of  "Fraternal  Relations''  with  Grand  Lodges 
the  world  over.  He  refers  to  the  fact  that  the  National  and  Independent 
Grand  Lodge,  recognized  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri,  was  rather 
small,  counting,  in  1915,  only  about  125  Masons.  Although  persuaded 
that  this  Grand  Lodge  is  founded  on  sound  Masonic  principles,  he 
questions  "whether  this  Lodge  is  of  sufficient  size  and  importance  to  be 
of  any  practical  use." 

The  attitude  of  the  Grand  Master  is  certainly  peculiar,  to  say  the 
least. 

Still  more  puzzling  is  his  reference  to  the  Grand  Orient  of  France, 
saying  that  he  can  find  no  proof  for  the  atheism  of  that  body.  He 
quotes  Murat  who  said,  in  1856,  that  "Our  tenets  are,  God,  the  im- 
mortality of  the  soul  and  brotherly  love."  The  Grand  Master  was 
evidently    unaware   that   the   change   from   deism    to   atheism    did   not 
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take  place  till  about  twenty  years  later.  His  condasion,  therefore, 
that  the  Grand  Orient  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  ought  to  be  recoil- 
nised  by  MisBouri,  was  based  on  very  inadequate  information.  Yet  he 
declared: 

"I  feel  that  anyone  who  will  study  the  subject  deeply  must  come  to 
the  condusion  that  withholding  Masonic  recognition  from  the  Free- 
masonry of  France,  at  this  time,  is  based  on  misconception." 

The  Grand  Lodge  knew  better.  It  referred  the  matter  to  its  Com- 
mittee on  Recognition  of  Foreign  Grand  Lodges  for  investigation  and 
report.  That  committee  entered  into  a  full  Masonic  discussion  of  the 
subject,  and  its  conclusions  are  so  thoroughly  in.  accord  with  the  funda- 
mental laws  of  our  fraternity  that  we  wish  they  might  come  to  the 
attention  of  all  American  Grand  Lodges.    Here  are  a  few  extracts: 

"There  is  no  more  reason  for  the  recognition  of  the  Grand  Orient 
or  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France,  than  for  the  Methodists,  Presbyterians,  or 
any  other  church  to  throw  aside  its  creed,  and  admit  men  of  no  faith 
or  belief,  merely  because  members  of  such  a  church,  as  patriots,  are 
with  France  in  her  struggle. 

"Your  committee  cannot  conceive  of  such  a  paradoxical  condition  of 
recognizing  as  Masonic,  because  of  the  war.  an  organization  that  we 
would  not  and  could  not  recognize  in  times  of  peace.  War  cannot  make 
Masonic  irregulariiiea  regulart  neither  can  it  place  its  seal  of  approval 
upon  illegality. 

"It  is  true,  as  stated  by  our  Grand  Master,  that,  in  1856,  the  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Orient  said :  'Our  tenets  are — God,  the  Immortality 
of  the  Soul,  and  Brotherly  Love.'  Would  that  the  Grand  Orient  had 
remained  true  to  this  noble  and  inspiring  declaration;  but,  in  1877, 
Freemasonry  of  France  fell.  She  struck  from  her  Constitution  these 
tenets,  divorced  God  and  Faith  in  the  Immortality  of  the  Soul,  and 
enthroned  Reason  as  its  God. 

"In  1877,  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  dedared 
that  'The  basis  of  Masonry  was  a  Belief  in  God  and  the  Immortality  of 
the  Soul.'  This  basis  was  deliberatdy  stricken  out,  and  there  was  sub- 
stituted therefor  the  following:  'The  basis  of  Freemasonry  is  Freedom 
of  Conscience.' 

"The  reason  for  this  radical  departure  was  explained  by  one  of  the 
leading  Frenchmen,  that  the  old  dedaration  was  a  barrier  to  the 
admission  of  numy  distinguished   men. 

"...  The  Grand  Orient  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  have 
never  receded  from  this  action.     .  .     The  specious  arguments  or 

excuses  for  her  action,  in  1877,  that  it  was  due  to  the  oppression  of  the 
hierarchy  and  priestcraft  of  the  Catholic  Church  will  not  bear  in- 
vestigation. 

"...  A  few  years  ago  this  Grand  Lodge  recognized  ,the  Na- 
tional Independent  Grand  Lodge  of  France  and  her  colonies.  Why? 
Because  the  three  Lodges,  a  constitutional  number,  that  formed  this 
Grand  Lodge,  refused  to  remove  the  Bible  from  its  altars  and  also 
required  a  belief  in  God.  This  Grand  Lodge  exists  to-day  in  France  and 
it  is  the  only  one  that  has  not  deviated  from  the  great  prindples  of 
Freemasonry.    It  is  an  active  Grand  Lodge. 

"...  Shall  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri,  which  stretched  her 
fraternal  hand  across  the  seas  to  the  only  legitimate  Grand  Lodge 
in  France,  stultify  herself  by  giving  recognition  to  the  Grand  Lodges 
of  France  to  which  the  National  Independent  Grand  Lodge  refused  to 
bow  her  knee  in  godless  recognition? 

"  •  •  .  Your  committee  holds  now,  as  it  has  in  the  past,  that 
a  belief  in  Deity  and  the  Open  Book  of  the  Law  on  our  altars  form 
the  very  fundamental  principle  of  the  Fraternity  of  Freemasons.  To 
recognize  anything  else  means  chaos  and  anarchy.  For  this  reason  your 
committee  must  again  deny  recognition  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France 
and  the  Grand  Orient" 
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The  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  said  yea  and  amen  to  this  ringinf 
declaration. 

The  Grand  Lodge  adopted  a  resolution  prohibiting  Masons  from 
signing  petitions  for  dram  shop  licenses. 

Of  412  Lodges  reporting  there  are  3,020  Brethren  in  the  war  serrice 
and  1,150  sons  of  Masons. 

"Fraternal   felicitations  and  greetings"   were   sent  to   the   Sovereign 
Grand  Body  of  Odd  Fellows,  in  session  at  8t.  Louis. 

The  Grand  Lodge  adopted  fifty  fatherless  children  of  France  for  a 
period  of  one  year  from  the  first  of  October,  1018,  and  set  aside  $1,825.00 
for  the  support  of  such  children. 

$5,000.00  were  appropriated  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance 
of  "Masonic  headquarters  in  France  and  other  foreign  countries,  as  the 
need  may  appear."  A  committee  was  appointed  to  be  known  as  the 
Missouri  Freemasons'  Fraternal  and  Social  Service  Overseas  Committee, 
to  carry  into  effect  the  spirit  and  purpose  of  this  resolution.

The  Grand  Lodge  acted  wisely  in  adopting  the  resolution  to  defer 
consideration  of  the  question  of  recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
France,  the  Supreme  Council  of  Servia,  and  the  Grand  Orient  of  Italy.

Grand  Representative  of  New  York  not  present 

The  Grand  Master  visited  most  of  the  Lodges  officially.  He  recom- 
mended that  every  Lodge  establish  a  special  War  Fund.  This  recom- 
mendation was  endorsed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  suggestion  added 
that  every  Lodge  correspond  regularly  with  all  members  "in  the  service 
of  the  flag." 

Grand  Secretary  Vandeelieth  closed  his  fine  review  of  the  year 
with  these  words: 

"Masonry  to-day  is  crying  aloud  for  a  clearer  vision  of  the  meaning 
and  intent  of  a  universal  brotherhood.  The  war  has  emphasized  its 
desirability.  While  the  Brotherhood  is  actively  behind  the  Nation  in 
its  fight  for  Humanity — for  freedom,  justice,  truth — ^it  must  not  fail 
to  heed  the  call  of  universalism,  that  we  as  Masons  may  be  able  better 
to  bless  and  broaden  the  hearts  of  all  mankind,  ever  widening  the 
horizon  of  our  love  until  the  Masons  of  the  world  are  a  united  body 
of  men — ^a  world  of  brothers,  in  deed  and  in  truth." 

Fraternal  recognition  was  extended  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Panama 
and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France. 

The  Grand  Secretary  made  a  plea  for  recognition  of  the  Grand 
Orient  of  France.  Action  was  deferred,  but  Nevada  Masons  in  France 
were  given  permission  to  hold  Masonic  intercourse  and  visit  Lodges 
under  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France. 

A  revision  of  the  burial  service  was  ordered. 

Grand  Secretary  Vandeelieth  is  again  the  author  of  the  Report 
on  Fraternal  Correspondence,  giving  a  fine  summary  of  Proceedings  and 
commenting  freely  and  in  a  happy  vein.  New  York  receives  four  pages 
of  friendly  consideration.  The  address  by  Grand  Master  Pennet  is 
commended  for  its  truly  Masonic  spirit.  The  report  of  the  Correspondence 
Committee  is  characterized  as  "good  and  straightforward."

Past  Grand  Master  Solon  Augustus  Carter  (1878-1879)  died, 
January  29,  1918. 

Ten  of  the  fifteen  living  Past  Grand  Masters  attended.  Twenty-nine 
of  the  eighty  Lodges  were  not  represented.  Past  Grand  Master  John 
Pender  responded  as  Grand  Representative  for   New  York. 

The  Grand  Master  gave  a  full  report  of  his  official  acts.  He  told 
that  one  of  the  Lodges  decorated,  on  St.  John  Baptist  Day,  the  grave 
of  M.'.  W.'.  Brother  John  Sullivan,  first  Grand  Master  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. Attention  was  called  to  the  financial  needs  of  the  Masonic  Home, 
and  the  Brethren  were  asked  to  remember  the  institution  in  making  their 
last  will.     He  recommended  that  the  Grand  Lodge  establish  a  fund  for 
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the  benefit  of  members  in  the  war  service  and  for  their  needy  de- 
pendents. He  also  urged  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  report  upon 
the  advisability  of  removing  limitations  denying  admission  to  the  Fra- 
ternity to  those  who  suffered  physical  injury,  in  the  case  of  men  who 
were  disabled  '*in  the  honorable  service  of  our  country." 

The  Grand  Master's  recommendations  were  adopted.  The  Lodges 
were  assessed  one  dollar  for  each  member  to  establish  a  fund  of  War 
Relief  money  to  furnish  financial  assistance  to  Brethren  in  the  war 
service  and  their  dependent  wives,  widows,  orphans  and  minor  children. 

The  resolution  adopted  by  tbe  conference  of  Grand  Masters  held  in 
New  York,  in  May,  1018,  was  endorsed  and  one  thousand  dollars 
appropriated  as  New  Hampshire's  contribution  toward  the  general  fund 
for  Masonic  fraternal  service  overseas. 

The  Grand  Secretary  was  "authorized  and  directed,  as  Director  of 
Masonic  War  Savings  Societies  in  this  State,  to  advise  and  assist  In 
forming  and  carrying  on  said  societies  in  co-operation  with  the  State 
Director  for  War  Savings.'* 

The  Grand  Secretary,  Past  Grand  Master  Habbt  M.  Cheney,  pre- 
sents his  twelfth  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence.  He  expresses 
gratification  because  the  Brethren  everywhere  have  responded  whole- 
heartedly to  the  call  to  war  duty  and  are  applying  Masonic  principles 
in  human  life  as  never  before: 

"In  it  all  our  brotherhood  is  being  tested.  It  will  not  fail,  because 
there  is  so  much  of  manhood  and  of  God  within  it" 

An  excellent  summary  is  given  of  the  Proceedings  of  our  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  York  for  1017.  Of  our  Correspondence  Report  it  is  said 
that  it  is  "relatively  the  briefest  thing  in  the  book,"  and  the  explana- 
tion is: 

"So  large  are  the  affairs  of  New  York  that  we  do  not  see  how  this 
could  easily  be  otherwise." 

The  fraternal  courtesy  is  much  appreciated.

One  half  of  the  $4,309.55  balance  in  the  Grand  Lodge  Charity  Fund 
was  placed  in  the  Grand  Lodge  War  Fund. 

Every  one  of  the  fifteen  living  Past  Grand  Masters  was  present. 
M.'.  W.*.  George  D.  Fortmeter  responded  as  Grand  Representative 
for  New  York.     200  of  the  210  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  was  a  ssealous  visitor,  honoring  fifty  Lodges 
by  his  presence.     He  said: 
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^'Masonry  has  important  duties  to  fulfil  with  regard  to  society  and 
humanity  at  the  present  time.  Never  before  was  there  such  need  for  all 
the  forces  which  tend  to  bring  mankind  into  harmony  and  to  promote 
human  interest  and  charity/' 

He  recommended  that  all  Lodges  in  New  Jersey  use  none  other  than 
the  Standard  Ritual  and  in  the  English  language,  and  that  all  re(x>rd8 
be  kept  in  English.  The  recommendation  was  adopted  and  put  in  effect 
immediately.  The  representatives  of  the  Lodges  affected  agreed  to  the 
resolution. 

Rcognition  was  extended  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France. 

The  "interdict  laid  against  the  Grand  Orient  of  France*'  was 
rescinded.  From  the  manner  in  which  the  latter  resolution  was  phrased, 
it  is  doubtful  .if  the  majority  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were  aware  of  the 
meaning  of  the  step  taken.  The  fundamental  change  which  the  Grand 
Orient  has  undergone,  since  the  original  interdict  was  lodged  against  it, 
was  not  even  hinted  at.  There  was  no  discussion,  no  explanation,  no 
questioning.     Perhaps  these  will  come  later. 

W/.  Brother  Robert  A.  Shibrefb  prepared  the  Report  on  Foreign 
Correspondence.  New  York  for  1017  is  fraternally  reviewed.  About  two 
pages  are  given  to  quotations  from  Grand  Master  Pen  net's  address, 
which  is  commended  as  ^'modestly  phrased  but  convincingly  appropriate."

Among  the  leaders  who  died,  during  the  year,  were  Grand  Treasurer 
Leo  D.  Heartt  (1905-1917)  and  four  Past  Grand  Masters:  Hezekiah 
A.  GuooER  (1891  and  1892)  John  Nichols  (1872  and  1873),  Chableb 
H.  Robinson  (1887  and  1888),  and  Francis  M.  Winohesteb  (1913). 

The  Grand  Lodge  held  eight  Special  Communications,  in  1917,  one 
for  the  annual  celebration  of  St.  John  Baptist  Day,  four  comer-stone 
layings,  and  three  funerals  of  Past  Grand  Officers. 

Grand  Master  Pridoen  presided  in  the  uniform  of  the  United  States 
Army. 

Referring  to  the  "wonderful,  almost  unbelievable  changes'*  wrought 
by  the  hand  of  God  through  the  great  world  war,  he  declared  that  "the 
greatest  opportunity  ever  offered  to  man"  was  before  us,  saying: 

"The  great,  long-looked-for,  world-wide  opportunity  for  Masonry  has 
come,  my  Brethren,  the  opportunity  of  sending  forth  the  thousands  who 
have  knelt  at  our  sacred  altar  and  learned  the  sublime  lessons  which 
Masonry  inculcates,  out  into  the  heights,  the  depths,  into  the  very 
bosom  of  the  other  nations  of  the  earth,  taking  with  them  as  a  part 
of  their  very  being,  if  we  have  labored  well,  the  great  Masonic  teachings : 
freedom  of  thouprnt,  freedom  of  speech,  the  rights  of  the  masses  of  hu- 
manity, and  their  peculiar  right  to  worship  their  God  according  to  the 
dictates  of  their  own  consciences." 
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He  recommended  recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France,  pro- 
viding "it  will  agree  to  replace  the  Bible,  our  Great  light  and  Trestle 
Board,  upon  its  altar  and  require  of  its  candidates  a  belief  in  a  Supreme 
Being."  The  recommendation  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence. 

He  issued  a  special  dispensation  for  the  institution  of  an  Army 
Lodge  in  the  regiment  of  113th  Field  Artillery,  to  be  known  as  Army 
Lodge  A.  The  Committee  on  General  Purposes  approved  the  action  and 
added: 

"While  our  Constitution  prohibits  dual  membership,  this  Board  is  of 
the  opinion  that  members  of  subordinate  Lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction  ought 
not  to  entirely  lose  their  membership  in  the  home  Lodge,  and  we  would 
recommend  that  a  dimit,  granted  by  a  subordinate  Lodge  to  one  of  its 
members  wishing  to  become  a  member  of  an  Army  Lodge,  ought  to  pro- 
vide that  his  membership  in  the  home  Lodge  should  automatically  revive 
upon  the  dissolution  of  the  Army  Lodge  of  which  he  becomes  a  mem- 
ber." 

The  work  of  Grand  Secretary  Willson  was  highly  commended. 

The  interesting  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  prepared  by 
Brother  Mabshaix  Dblancbt  Hatwood,  includes  two  pages  of  fra- 
ternal review  of  New  York,  1917.  The  "commendable  punctuality"  in 
attendance  at  our  Annual  Communications  of  the  Past  Grand  Masters 
receives  special  mention.  An  extract  is  given  from  Grand  Blaster  Pen- 
net's  address.  The  patriotic  resolution  of  loyalty  to  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  offered  by  Past  Grand  Master  Townbend 
SotTDDEB  is  printed  in  full.  Our  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  com- 
mended for  its  reviews  of  Proceedings  appearing  in  foreign  languages.

Past  Grand  Master  Stlvesteb  J.  Hill  responded  for  New  York. 

The  Grand  Master,  after  referring  to  America's  determination  that 
"the  world  shall  be  made  safe  for  democracy,"  introduced  a  patriotic 
pledge  for  Masons  to  adopt,  with  these  words : 

'*Let  us  solemnly  covenant  together  here  and  now  that,  God  helping 
us,  we  will  stand  true  to  our  Country  and  the  cause  of  Righteousness  and 
Humanity.'* 

One  evening  was  given  over  to  inspiring  patriotic  ezerdses  attended 
by  Masons  and  their  families  and  friends. 

Endorsement  was  voted  to  the  plans  for  the  organisation  of  a  Na- 
tional Masonic  War  Council  or  a  National  Masonic  Council  of  Defense. 

Three  Lodges  U.D.  were  given  warrants. 

The  Committee  on  Patriotic  Service  recommended  the  appointment  of 
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a  committee  on  patriotic  service  in  every  Lodge  in  the  State.       The 
report  closes  with  this  declaration,  which  was  adopted  unanioiously : 

''We  firmly  believe  that  as  a  body  of  citizens  we  should  promote  the 
idea  of  Americanization,  and  to  further  this  plan  we  demand  that 
our  laws  be  so  changed  as  to  prohibit  the  use  of  any  language  other 
than  the  English  in  any  public,  private  or  parochial  school  of  ele- 
mentary grade,  and  urge  our  members  to  see  that  such  action  is  taken 
at  the  next  session  of  our  legislature." 

The  incoming  Grand  Master  was  asked  to  appoint  "a  special  com- 
mittee with  full  power  to  secure  all  possible  information  regarding  the 
claims  of  regularity  of  the  various  French  bodies,  digest  the  same  and 
report  their  findings  at  the  next  annual  grand  communication." 

Past  Grand  Master  Grant  S.  Haoeb's  concise  Report  on  Fraternal 
Correspondence  gives  a  comprehensive  view  of  all  worth-while  matters  in 
Grand  Lodge  Proceedings.  Under  New  York  we  find  this  pleasant  com- 
ment on  Grand  Master  Penney*s  address : 

"We  wish  it  were  possible  to  quote  it  in  entirety.  It  is  terse, 
comprehensive  and  business-like."

Past  Grand  Master  G.  S.  Hoskinson  responded  for  New  York. 

The  Grand  Master  referred,  in  his  address,  to  the  commodious  Masonic 
House  at  Camp  Sherman,  near  Ghillicothe,  which  was  erected  and  fur- 
nished from  contributions  received  by  the  Grand  Lodge  from  the  Lodges. 
$26,714.15  were  received,  $18,783.69  were  spent,  leaving  an  unexpended 
balance  of  $7,822.71.  The  Masonic  House  was  the  first  one  in  the 
group  of  Community  Buildings  at  the  camp  to  be  finished  and  completely 
furnished,  the  whole  expense  being  borne  by  the  Masons  of  Ohio.  It  was 
a  noble  work  and  greatly  appreciated  by  the  relatives  and  friends  of 
the  soldier  Masons  in  the  camp.  Everybody  is  welcome  there;  the 
Grand  Master  explained  that  "it  is  not  confined  to  the  relatives  of 
Masons,  as  we  dedicate  our  buildings  to  universal  benevolence." 

Two  Lodges  which  had  been  working  in  the  German  language,  volun- 
tarily notified  the  Grand  Master  that  they  had  given  up  the  use  of 
the  German  language  in  their  Lodge  work. 

In  concluding  his  address,  the  Grand  Master  called  attention  to  the 
problems  of  peace: 

"When  a  victorious  and  permanent  peace  shall  finally  crown  the 
hard-fought  battles  of  our  soldiers,  and  the  day  of  readjustment  shall 
come  to  our  Nation,  as  Masons  we  must  fully  realize  that  that  day 
now  so  eagerly  looked  forward  to  is  fraught  with  even  mightier  prob- 
lems for  the  citizen  than  the  days  of  war,  and  that  loyalty  to  every  high 
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and  Masonic  principle  is  required  of  us  that  America  shall  not  fail  in 
her  hour  of  supreme  testing,  and  that  ofttimes  it  requires  as  much 
self-sacrifice  to  really  and  rightly  live  for  one's  country  as  to  die  for 
one's  country." 

Past  Grand  Master  Nelson  Williams  was  not  present  for  the  first 
time  in  twenty-nine  years.     He  was  greatly  missed. 

The  Grand  Lodge  statistics  are  most  complete  and  afford  a  full 
view  of  Masonic  progress  in  Ohio. 

Past  Grand  Master  Nelson  Williams  is  again  the  author  of  the 
report  on  Foreign  Correspondence.  He  is  truly  a  past  master  in  the 
art  of  reviewing  Proceedings,  setting  forth  everything  of  importance 
in  an  interesting  manner  and  adding  wholesome  Masonic  counsel  in  a 
kindly  spirit. 

New  York  for  1918  is  given  fraternal  consideration,  three  full  pages 
of  it.  Brother  Williams  has  made  a  careful  study  of  our  Proceedings. 
He  finds  that  M.*.  W.*.  Brother  Townsend  Scuddeb  must  have  been 
**the  proposer  of  most  of  the  legislation."  Referring  to  our  loss  by 
death  of  M.'.  W-'.  Bros.  Bbodie,  Ehlebs  and  Freifeld  and  of  our  Deputy 
Grand  Master  George  John  Jackson,  all  in  one  year,  he  says: 

"This  was  surely  a  heavy  toll  for  even  so  large  and  strong  a  body  as 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  and  the  absent  ones  will  be  missed  for 
many  years." 

Regarding  the  Grand  Historian's  report  the  comment  runs: 

"The  only  objection  we  find  to  it  is  that  it  is  so  deep  we  have  had 
trouble  to  understand  portions  of  it,  although  we  have  read  it  through 
twice." 

Anent  of  our  "cash  on  hand,*'  the  report  says: 

"New  York  is  a  great  and  grand  jurisdiction,  and  naturally  needs  a 
large  fund  to  conduct  its  affairs."

Three  Past  Grand  Masters  died  in  1917 :  James  Botd  Morrow,  Leo 
Edmond  Bennett  and  Patrick  Joseph  Byrnes. 

The  Grand  Master  said  that  he  '^visited  and  came  in  personal  con- 
tact with  the  officers  and  members  of  262  Lodges"  during  the  year. 

Eight  Lodges  were  consolidated  into  four.  The  charters  of  four 
Lodges  were  taken  up. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Master,  Past  Grand  Master  David 
D.  HOAG  was  made  Grand  Lecturer  Emeritus,  at  a  salary  of  $75.00 
a  month. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  was  asked  to  report,  in 
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1919,  recommendationB  as  to  what  attitude  the  Grand  Lodge  ahould 
take  toward  the  Grand  Orient  and  the  Grand  Lodges  of  France. 

$10,000  of  the  uninvested  cash  of  the  Masonic  Home  Fund  was 
ordered  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  Liberty  Loan  Bonds. 

B-'*  W/.  WiLLiABf  J.  SOHAEFEB  was  there  as  Grand  Bepreaentatiye 
for  New  York. 

M.'.  W/.  Milton  Winham,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Arkansas,  was  given  a  hearty  welcome.  His  talk  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
was  much  enjoyed.  He  gave  a  timely  word  of  warning  regarding 
propositions  favoring  recognition  of  Grand  Bodies  which  have  forsaken 
the  Ancient  Landmarks  or  never  had  them: 

"Believing  in  the  Fatherhood  of  God,  believing  in  the  brotherhood 
of  man,  believing  in  the  inspiration  of  the  Bible  and  accepting  it  as 
our  Great  Light — constitute  primary  fundamentals  with  us;  on  our 
belief  in  these  things  as  truths  we  stand  united.     .     .  They  who 

have  not  the  same  foundation,  who  do  not  follow  the  same  guides  and 
do  not  recognise  the  same  standards  that  we  recognise,  are  not  going 
the  same  way  that  we  are  going ;  hence  on  the  Masonic  principle  we  are 
not  in  fraternal  relations  with  them." 

The  author  of  the  Correspondence  Report  is  again  Past  Grand 
Master  Thomas  Ghaxtncbt  Humphbet  and  gives  first  rate  accounts 
of  the  doings  of  many  Grand  Lodges.  New  York  for  1917  is  given  two 
pages.  There  are  quotations  from  the  address  by  Chief  Justice  Riddell. 
and  the  reports  of  our  Judge  Advocate  and  the  Committee  on  Corre- 
spondence.

Our  own  R.*.  W.'.  Brother  Gustavus  A.  Moonet,  Grand  Represen- 
tative of  Oregon  near  New  York,  was  given  a  hearty  welcome.  He 
had  been  a  resident  of  Portland  for  about  twenty  years  before  he  left 
for  New  York  and  there  joined  Ancient  Lodge,  No.  724. 

M.'.  W.*.  Brother  William  T.  Wright.  Senior  Grand  Master,  died 
December  10,  1917.  Other  Past  Grand  Masters  who  died  during  the 
year  are  M.*.  W.'.  Brothers  Jttlius  Caesab  Mobeland  and  Heitbt 
Buns  Thielsbn. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  a  business-like  record  of  official  acts. 
Under  ''Good  of  the  Order"  he  urged  that  ''Unknown  and  itinerant 
lecturers  should  present  their  credentials  and  have  the  approval  of 
the  Grand  Master,  before  being  permitted  to  appear  under  the  auspices 
of  Masonry." 

Incidentally  he  remarks: 

"What  we  need  is  not  more  members  but  self-improyement" 
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The  Grand  Orator  gave  a  fine  address  on  "The  Temple  of  Masonry/' 
in  which  he  said: 

"Belief  in  God  and  love  of  our  brethren  are  the  indestructible  ideas 
upon  which  our  moral  characters  must  be  built." 

A  resolution  was  adopted  establishing  fraternal  relations  between 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France.  Recog- 
nition was  extended  also  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Panama. 

A  complete  directory  of  Lodges  and  members  is  included  in  the 
volume  of  Proceedings. 

Past  Grand  Master  David  P.  Mabon  presents  his  eighth  Annual 
Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence.  His  introduction  is  largely  occu- 
pied with  the  war  and  questions  relating  to  the  character  of  the 
Grand  Orient  and  Grand  Lodge  of  France.  The  reviews  are  pre- 
pared with  great  care  and  discrimination. 

New  York  (1917)  occupies  five  and  a  half  pages.  Grand  Master 
Pennet's  address  is  given  extensive  consideration.  Brother  Mason 
writes : 

"We  will  read  and  report  many  addresses  in  which  the  Great  War 
will  be  discussed,  but  none  can  express  our  national  spirit  more  forcibly 
than  this  one." 

There  is  a  quotation  from  the  Grand  Historian's  report 

Regarding  our  Correspondence  Committee  the  comment  is  that  it 
"shares  with  Oregon  and  Michigan  the  idea  of  'reporting  facts  only/ 
without  constituting  itself  a  court  of  final  report  to  pass  upon  the 
legality  of  the  acts  of  independent  Grand  Lodges."

The  Grand  Master  spoke  of  the  loyalty  manifested  by  Masons  gen- 
erally "in  staunch  support  of  the  Federal  Government  and  in  ardent 
devotion  to  the  exalted  cause  we  have  espoused.'* 

Interesting  information  is  given  in  a  brief  reference  to  the  Masonic 
War  Board  created  by  the  Grand  Master  and  later  approved  by  the 
Grand  Lodge.  A  questionnaire  was  sent  to  every  Brother  in  the  service, 
relating  to  his  personal,  military  and  Masonic  record.  A  Masonic  War 
Certificate  on  cards  of  cloth  texture  were  also  sent.  On  the  reverse  side 
of  these  cards  was  printed  in  English,  French  and  German  the  notice, 
"Any  necessary  expense  incurred  in  rendering  aid,  comfort  or  assistance 
to  the  designated  bearer  hereof,  in  case  of  sickness,  disability  or  capture, 
will  be  repaid  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Rhode  Island,  Freemasons  Hall, 
Providence,  R.  I.,  U.  S.  A." 

In  a  letter  which  the  Grand  Master  sent  to  the  men  in  war  service, 
occurs  this  interesting  note : 
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"As  the  war  progresses,  you  will  no  doubt  come  into  companionship 
more  and  more  with  the  soldiers  and  sailors  of  our  Allies  and  many  of 
them  may  prove  themselves  to  be  brethren  in  Freemasonry.  There  is 
mutual  recognition  between  this  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
all  Bnglish-speaking  countries.  For  some  years  such  recognition  has 
not  been  accorded  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  nor  to  the  Grand  Orient 
of  France.  However,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  a  brotherhood  in  arms 
has  already  been  established  with  our  French  Allies,  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Rhode  Island  at  its  last  communication  adopted  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

''Resolved,  That  pending  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence  with  reference  ro  the  official  recognition  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  France  and  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  per- 
missive authority  is  hereby  given  to  all  Masons  in  this  jurisdiction 
to  hold  Masonic  communication  with  the  Masons  of  said  Grand 
Jurisdictions  of  France  and  to  visit  their  Lodges." 

The  Grand  Lodge,  following  the  lead  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence,  adopted  these  resolutions,  which  will  undoubtedly  be 
regretted,  after  the  men  come  home  from  the  war: 

**  Whereas,  The  cause  of  the  severance  of  Masonic  intercourse  between 
the  members  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity  of  this  jurisdiction  and  tliat  of 
the  Grand  Orient  of  France  having  been  removed  and  to  promote  the 
project  of  a  Universal  Brotherhood  in  its  grand  simplicity;  therefore, 
belt 

"Resolved,  That  action  taken  by  this  Grand  Lodge  in  November, 
1874,  relative  to  withdrawal  of  fraternal  relations  with  the  Grand  Orient 
of  France  be  and  hereby  is  rescinded  so  as  to  prepare  for  a  more  suitable 
and  fraternal  intercourse;  be  it  further 

**Re8olved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  extend  to  the  Grand  Orient  of 
France  fraternal  felicitation  and  arrange  for  an  exchange  of  Grand 
Representatives;  be  it  further 

*'Re9olved,  That  the  request  for  recognition  from  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  France  be  and  is  acceded  to  and  that  an  exchange  of  Grand  Repre- 
sentatives be  requested." 

Rhode  Island  has  no  reviews  of  the  Proceedings  of  other  Grand 
Lodges,  which  may  account  somewhat  for  the  seeming  lack  of  informa- 
tion concerning  the  vital,  basic  issues  involved.  Toleration  is  a  Masonic 
virtue,  true  enough,  but  justice  is  supreme;  the  square  is  ever  funda- 
mental.

Past  Grand  Master  Samuel  A.  Brown,  for  many  years  Committee 
on  Correspondence,  died  during  the  year. 

Among  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  is  one  relating  to  a  rather 
unusual  case:  A  petitioner  was  elected  and  paid  the  required  fee  of 
$15.00.  He  moved  to  another  jurisdiction  before  he  could  take  the 
degrees.     He  applied  again,  paying  the  same  amount,  and  was  elected. 
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Before  he  could  be  initiated  he  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Army  and  was 
sent  overseas.  He  asked  that  the  first  fee  be  refunded.  The  Grand 
Master  ruled  that  the  fee  should  be  refunded,  Masonry  not  being  "a 
mere  money-making  institution." 

Speaking  of  the  war,  the  Grand  Master  said: 

''Masonry  and  the  prosecution  of  this  war  are  only  means  to  a 
common  end.  Both  aim  at  a  common  mark:  the  freeing  of  mankind 
from  the  chains  of  mental  and  moral  slavery." 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  carry  greetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
to  the  Grand  Chapter  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  in  session  in  the  city. 

During  an  intermission  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  members  and  visitors 
together  with  attendants  at  the  Eastern  Star  session,  the  Masons  and 
citizens  of  Aberdeen  assembled  upon  the  grounds  of  the  Masonic 
Temple,  to  witness  and  participate  in  the  ceremony  of  the  Raising  of 
the  nag. 

The  Service  Flag  of  the  Grand  Lodge  bears  1,216  stars. 

The  Correspondence  Report  was  written  by  Past  Grand  Master 
Samuel  A.  Bbown,  just  shortiy  before  his  death.  There  is  a  note 
following    it    with    this    explanation: 

"Brother  Bbown  had  proceeded  thus  far  [review  of  Western  Au- 
stralia] with  the  Report  on  Correspondence,  the  sheet  on  which  the 
above  portion  of  the  report  was  written  was  in  his  typewriter  as 
he  left  it  about  twelve  o'clock  on  the  night  of  February  4,  1918.  At 
six  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  February  5th,  our  good  Brother  passed 
out  from  the  scene  of  his  eartJily  labors  and  entered  into  rest 

"As  his  last  contribution  it  is  left  as  he  had  written  it" 

The  last  words  of  the  report  were  these: 

"It  is  hoped  that  the  anguish  of  war  may  serve  to  abate  the  con- 
tests for  supremacy  by  the  British  Grand  Lodges  over  those  of  Au- 
stralasia." 

We  of  New  York  sympathize  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  South  Da- 
kota in  its  bereavement  Brother  Bbown  was  a  whole-souled  Free- 
mason whose  wise  counsel  has  been  a  power  in  the  strengthening  of 
the  principles  of  our  Fraternity.

Referring  to  the  great  victory  won  over  the  disturbers  of  the  world's 
peace,  the  Grand  Master  said: 

"The  most  wonderful  victory  for  Liberty  ever  recorded  has  been 
engraven  upon  the  scroll  of  time.  The  longest  battle  lines  ever  known 
have  saluted  the  dove  of  peace,  law  has  been  substituted  for  war,  right 
for  might  Righteousness  and  justice  live.  Tyranny  and  autocracy 
are  dead.     Our  Declaration  of   Independence   of  1776  has  been  pro- 
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claimed  in  new  Liberty  Halls  of  the  nations.  They  now  nnderstand 
that  *A11  men  are  created  equal  and  are  endowed  by  their  Creator  with 
certain  inalienable  rights,  among  which  are  life,  liberty  and  the  pur- 
suit of  happiness.' 

'*Thc  nag  of  our  country  has  been  a  pillar  of  cloud  by  day  and  a 
pillar  of  fire  by  ni^ht  for  a  hundred  and  forty  and  two  years,  leading 
the  way  for  the  millions  across  the  seas  to  the  promised  land  of  free- 
dom and  humanity.  When  the  final  triumph  came,  *01d  Glory'  under 
foreign  skies  was  borne  aloft  by  two  million  American  freemen,  with 
over  a  million  in  camps  ready  to  ga" 

The  Qrand  Master's  recommendations  to  the  Grand  Lodge  include 
one  asking  for  the  elimination  of  '^useless  offices"  in  the  staff  of  the 
G-'-  M/.,  such  as  "Grand  Sword  Bearer,  Grand  Steward,"  etc.,  officers 
''without  Service"  and  yet  permitting  the  holders  of  them  to  draw 
"expenses." 

In  "conclusion,"  the  Grand  Master  said: 

"During  the  year  we  have  seen  tyranny  and  autocracy  dethroned, 
and  in  our  own  beloved  country  we  have  seen  dethroned  a  King  that 
has  no  conscience,  a  King  that  once  held  sway  with  a  cruel  and  grasp- 
ing hand — ^King  Alcohol,  alias  John  Barleycorn,  who  has  been  banished 
from  our  realm  and  ere  long,  from  the  present  outlook,  will  find  not 
where  to  lay  his  head  in  either  hemisphere. 

"But  there  remains  another  tyrant  that  will  have  to  die  if  good 
government  survives.  His  unruly  and  vicious  hand  is  now  red  with 
blood,  across  the  seas,  and  our  people  are  not  free  from  his  propaganda. 
Anarchy  must  perish.  The  flag  of  civilization  and  the  red  flag  of  Bol- 
shevism cannot  both  float  in  God's  pure  air.  Freemasonry,  true  to  its 
traditions,  will  be  with  the  old  ship  of  State.    Bolshevism  must  die." 

The  Special  Committee  on  French  Masonry,  headed  by  M.'.  W.'.  Bro. 
S.  G.  Bbown,  took  a  firm  stand: 

"Some  of  the  Grand  Lodges  have  openly  recognized  the  French  or- 
ganizations; others  have  postponed  present  formal  recognition  and 
yet  have  authorized  visitation  by  members  in  France ;  but  most  of  them, 
while  expressing  desire  for  the  coming  of  suitable  conditions,  have 
declined  official  recognition  or  unofficial  visitation  and  association,  until 
such  time  as  French  Masonry  declares  and  adopts  the  fundamental 
principles  of  Fraternity  in  such  manner  as  to  leave  no  ground  for  doubt 
or  reason  for  argument  or  explanation. 

"•  •  •  In  the  judgment  of  your  Committee,  the  recognition  of 
French  Masonry  as  it  is  now  constituted,  would  be  to  surrender  the 
very  principles  for  which  this  Grand  Body  stands." 

The  Committee  on  I^oreign  Correspondence  of  which  Past  Grand 
Master  H.  A.  Chambers  is  president,  submitted  a  carefully  prepared 
report,  sparing  in  comment,  but  seeking  to  set  down  everything  of  im- 
portance and  general  interest.  New  York  (1917)  is  treated  most 
generously,  occupying  more  than  five  pages.  Extensive  quotations  from 
Grand  Master  Pennet'b  address  are  given.

Grand  Master  Geobge  W.  Sohoonoveb,  of  Iowa,  was  present  and 
given  a  warm  welcome. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  occupied  with  multitudinous  details 
of  his  official  work.    He  sure  had  a  busy  year  of  it. 

Grand  Master  Sghoonoveb,  of  Iowa,  made  an  appeal  for  concerted 
action  by  all  the  Grand  Lodges  in  the  United  States  in  matters  relating 
to  relief  and  Masonic  service.  A  resolution  inspired  by  him  was 
adopted,  which  endorsed  the  plan  of  holding  a  convention  of  represen- 
tatives of  Grand  Lodges,  on  November  11,  1919,  to  form  a  National 
Association  of  Relief. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  thanking  Brother  Sghoonoveb  for  his 
visit  and  especially  also  his  presentation  of  the  purposes  of  the  Masonic 
Service  Association  of  the  United  States. 

Past  Grand  Master  Tyler  presented  a  most  interesting  discussion  of 
"Masonry  in  the  World  War."  He  urged  consolidation  of  the  com- 
mittees on  Masonic  History  and  Masonic  Research. 

The  volume  of  Proceedings  contains  a  complete  directory  of  Lodges, 
together  with  the  names  of  all  Master  Masons  affiliat^jd  with  them.  This 
record  covers  587  pages. 

M.'.  W.'.  Brother  James  D.  Gbenshaw  is  the  author  of  the  report 
on  Foreign  Correspondence.  The  reviews  are  prefaced  by  an  intro- 
ductory discussion  of  various  timely  Masonic  topics. 

The  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  must  have  failed  to  reach 
Brother  Cbenbhaw.  There  is  no  reference  to  our  Annual  Communica- 
tion.

The  Grand  Master  visited  all  but  two  of  the  Lodges  in  the  State. 
He  does  not  feel  satisfied  with  some  of  the  lectures  given  by  promi- 
nent speakers,  for  the  edification  of  the  Brethren  in  Lodges  assembled. 
He  says  that  "one  lecture  given  by  a  well  known  Mason  from  Iowa, 
was   of  a   character  which  cannot   be  given   the   endorsement  of  the 
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Grand  Lodge."  Of  another  lecture  we  hear  that  it  was  "highly  enter- 
taining and  pleasing  in  character/'  but  did  not  meet  "the  require- 
ments." 

A  number  of  instances  are  cited  showing  that  "at  this  critical  time 
in  our  history,  the  Masonic  Fraternity  of  Utah  stood  absolutely  behind 
the  Government  of  the  United  States;  and  by  the  use  of  their  funds, 
their  influence,  and  their  energies,  they  endeavored  to  perform  to  the 
fullest  extent  the  task  allotted  to  them." 

R.*.  W«'«  Bro.  S.  H.  Goodwin  presented  an  interesting  discussion  of 
various  points  involved  in  the  question  whether  Masonic  recognition 
should  be  extended  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France.  The  report  closed 
with  these  recommendations: 

"First — That  aU  Utah  Masons  in  France  be  given  permission  to 
hold  Masonic  intercourse  with  the  members  of  the  Lodges  holding 
under  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  and  to  visit  such  Lodges. 

"Second — ^That  the  matter  of  establishing  fraternal  relations  with 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  such  committees 
as  may  be  designated  by  Grand  Lodge,  or  the  Grand  Master,  and  that 
such  committee  report,  with  recommendations,  at  the  next  Annual  Com- 
munication." 

Both  recommendations  were  adopted. 

R.'-  W/.  Bro.  Sam  Henbt  Goodwin  is  the  Correspondent,  as  the 
reader  will  have  concluded  for  himself.  He  presents  his  fourth  series 
of  reviews,  and  they  are  good. 

New  York  for  1917  is  accorded  the  courtesy  of  three  pages  of  sum- 
mary and  comment.    The  report  begins: 

"There  is  no  question  about  this  being  the  premier  Grand  Lodge, 
in  numbers  and  in  certain  other  big  things?' 

A  good  digest  is  given  of  Grand  Master  Pen  net's  address.  A  bit 
further  on,  we  read  this: 

"The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Empire  State  leads  the  van  of  Grand 
Lodges  in  one  feature — institution,  it  should  be  called — ^namely  a  real, 
live,  equipped  Grand  Historian,  who  appears  to  be  on  the  job  all  the 
time,  and  apparently  without  the  necessity  of  considerinif  that  nonio- 
what  important  item — important  to  most  of  us — of  plain  bread-and- 
butter.  To  do  good  work — such  as  is  done  by  Brother  Ossian  Lang, 
one  needs  leisure,  time  in  which  not  only  to  delve  into  treasures,  hidden 
and  otherwise,  but,  what  is  equally  important,  time  in  which  to  medi- 
tate, to  visualize  and  to  pass  the  mental  products  through  the  alembic 
of  the  imagination.  The  sand  bars  of  necessity  are  usually  a  detriment 
to  such  work.     •     ♦     •     We  can  commend  its  reading  to  every  Brother." 

Concerning  the  report  of  the  Correspondence  Committee,  the  com-' 
ment  runs: 

"Like  the  work  of  the  Grand  Historian,  this  work  is  in  a  dass  by 
itself,  for  no  other  committee  that  we  have  knowledge  of  has  such  wide 
stretching  horizons  as  does  this  one.  •  •  •  Personally,  we  are 
not  very  much  drawn  to  the  catalogue-type  of  report.  A  skeleton — ^all 
properly  wired  and  hung  up  in  the  closet — is  a  valuable  adjunct,  in 
some  professions.  •  •  •  We  prefer  that  it  shall  be  clothed  upon 
with  warm,  colorful  flesh,  and  pulsating  life.  To  be  sure  the  bones  of 
the  prophet  brought  life  to  the  body  of  a  dead  man,  so  the  record  states, 
but  that  was  exceptional,  and  our  sympathies  are  still  with  Ehsekiel 
as  we  think  of  him  standing  in  the  midst  of  the  valley  of  dry  bones, 
with  the  tremendous  task  before  him  of  putting  sinews  and  flesh  upon 
them." 
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There  are  Bome  strong  words  in  the  concluding  pages  of  the  Corres- 
pondence Report,  spoken  by  an  American  and  a  Mason.  We  like 
Brother  Goodwin's  candor.

The  Grand  Master  attended  all  District  meetings,  with  the  Grand 
Lecturer.  The  "Vermont  Masonic  War  Savings  Club"  was  organissed 
to  further  the  sale  of  Thrift  and  War  Savings  Stamps.  The  Brethren 
were  urged  to  do  their  full  share  toward  winning  the  war: 

''Thousands  of  our  Brethren  are  on  the  field  of  duty  ready  to  sacri- 
fice their  all  for  the  principles  they  hold  so  dear.  Sacrifices  are  demanded 
of  us  all.  The  utmost  resources  of  the  nation,  both  in  man  power  and 
material  assistance,  are  needed.'' 

The  Grand  Secretary  reported  that,  for  the  first  time  in  his  sixteen 
years  of  ofScial  experience,  a  Lodge  failed  to  send  in  an  annual  report. 

Past  Grand  Master  Charles  H.  Darling  presents  his  second  Report 
on  Correspondence.  It  deals  with  Masonic  topics  in  an  interesting 
manner.  Louisiana's  recognition  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  is 
seriously  and  justly  questioned: 

"The  recognition  of  the  Bible  covers  a  sufficient  portion  of  the 
earth  so  that  Masonry  may  well  be  content  to  accept  ft  as  its  Great 
Light  and  insist  upon  its  recognition  as  one  of  the  foundations  of  the 
Lodge."

Past  Grand  Master  Henry  Knox  Field,  elected  in  1917,  died  July 
31,  1917.  Upon  Deputy  Grand  Master  Cunningham  devolved  the  duty 
of  assuming  the  Grand  Master's  work.    He  did  it  with  zeal  and  success. 

The  Grand  Master  said: 

"As  Masons,  always  loyal  to  the  government  of  the  country  in  which 
we  live,  it  becomes  our  duty  to  fall  in  line  behind  the  Government  in 
doing  our  part  to  make,  as  the  President  has  said,   'the  world  safe 
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for  democracy.'    In  making  the  world  safe  for  democracy,  we  are  making 
it  safe  for  Freemasonry." 

The  Lodges  are  asked  to  organize  themselves  for  the  sale  of  War 
Saving  and  Thrift  Stamps  and  to  help  place  Liberty  Loan  bonds. 

The  Grand  Lodge  holds  $16,000.00  worth  of  Liberty  Bonds. 

A  "Special  Committee  on  Masonic  Defence"  was  appointed  to  report 
on  what  the  Fraternity  might  do  to  help  the  Government  in  the  present 
crisis. 

The  Grand  Master  declined  to  grant  a  dispensation  for  the  organisa- 
tion of  a  Military  Lodge.    His  stand  was  endorsed  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Recognition  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  was  turned  down  em- 
phatically : 

"Many  years  ago,  the  Masons  of  practically  all  the  civilized  world 
found  it  necessary  to  withdraw  all  recognition  of  French  so-called 
Masonry,  because  of  their  action  in  repealing  the  law  requiring  a  belief 
in  God.  To-day,  as  then,  whatever  men  may  call  an  organization,  it 
is  not  a  Brotherhood  of  Man  under  the  Fatherhood  of  God,  it  is  not 
of  our  household  and  is  not  recognizable  as  Freemasonry. 

"  .  .  .  We  of  Virginia  DO  believe  in  God,  we  ARE  deists 
and  not  atheists,  and  cannot  recognize  as  Freemasons  those  who  do 
not  require  a  direct  and  positive  bdief  in  the  Mason's  God  as  a  funda- 
mental, the  first  and  chief  fundamental,  of  any  claim  as  Freemasons." 

The  National  Independent  Grand  Lodge  of  France  has  been  recog- 
nized by  Virginia  for  some  time. 

R.'.  W.'.  Brother  John  F.  Mateb  attended  as  Grand  Representative 
for  New  York. 

The  Masons  of  the  315th  Field  Artillery  were  given  permission  to 
organize  a  Masonic  Club  for  social  intercourse:  "Long  experience  in 
many  armies  shows  that  Masonry  conduces  to  discipline  and  makes 
officers  better  officers  and  men  better  soldiers." 

Past  Grand  Master  Joseph  W.  E/GOUSSton  prepared  the  interesting 
Correspondence  Report  which  is  interspersed  with  thoughtful  comment. 
Referring  to  the  war,  he  says: 

''We  fight  for  no  conquest  or  other  material  gain,  but  simply  to 
make  safe  and  sure  the  great  Masonic  principles  of  the  Bbothebhood  of 
Man." 

New  York  for  1917  occupies  five  pages.  Liberal  quotations  are 
printed  from  the  addresses  of  Grand  Master  Pen  net,  Brother  Theodore 
Roosevelt  and  Chief  Justice  Riddell.  Part  of  the  iutroduction  to  our 
Correspondence  Report  is  also  given,  with  this  comment: 

"The  moral  force  of  Masonry,  in  1717,  crystallized  into  a  powerful 
organization  for  good,  just  as  to-day  the  strong  arm  of  civilisation  is 
working  for  human  liberty  and  to  destroy  the  exploded  idea  of  the 
divine  right  of  one  man,  or  family  of  men,  to  govern  others.  When  this 
war  is  over.  Masonry  will  have  another  opportunity  and  mission,  to 
spread  the  gospel  of  love  and  beneficence  among  men." 

The  death  of  M.*.  W.*.  Brother  Edwabd  M.  L.  Ehlebs  is  referred  to : 

"He  was  a  genial,  lovely  character."

M.'.  W.'.  Brother  Edwin  H.  Van  Patten,  Grand  Representative  of 
New  York,  responded  to  the  Grand  Master's  words  of  welcome  to  the 
Grand  Representatives. 

The  Grand  Master  recommended  that  a  "Board  of  Education*'  be 
formed,  consisting  of  the  Grand  Master,  the  Grand  Historian  and  the 
Committee  on  Correspondence  "to  devise  and  put  into  execution  some 
plan  whereby  the  beauties  of  Masonry,  as  well  as  the  esoteric  side,  may 
be  taught  to  every  Lodge  in  our  jurisdiction;  and  that  the  sum  of 
$1,000.00  be  appropriated  for  that  purpose  for  the  coming  Masonic 
Year."     The  recommendation  was  not  adopted. 

The  question  of  extending  fraternal  recognition  to  the  Grand  Orients 
of  France  and  Italy  was  referred  to  the  incoming  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence. 

Grand  Secretary  Horace  W.  Tyleb  reported: 

"The  past  year's  returns  show  the  largest  net  increase  in  membership 
which  we  have  ever  had  in  one  year,  as  well  as  the  greatest  number 
of  degrees  conferred,  notwithstanding  the  close  scrutiny  exercised,  as 
evidenced  by  the  rejection  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  petitioners." 

Brother  Ttleb  had  the  surprise  of  his  life  when  the  following  reso- 
lution was  presented  and  unanimously  adopted: 

"It  is  the  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge  that  Brother  Ttleb  take  a 
month's  vacation  at  the  earliest  opportunity,  and  that  the  sum  of  $300.00 
is  hereby  appropriated  to  fissist  him  in  paying  the  necessary  expenses 
of  such  a  vacation." 

One  rather  unusual  duty  assigned  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence,  was  that  of  passing  on  the  Grand  Master's  appointments 
of  Grand  Representatives.  The  Committee  reported  that  these  appoint- 
ments were  not  subject  to  review,  but  were  "entirely  worthy"  and 
should  be  approved. 

The  Committee  also  presented  a  most  interesting  and  thoughtful 
discussion  of  questions  involved  in  extension  of  recognition  to  the  Grand 
Orients  of  France  and  Italy.  The  core  of  the  problem  is  stated  in 
the  fundamental  question,  "Ib  a  belief  in  God  fundamental  in 
Masonbt?" 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  again  written  by  Past 
Grand  Master  Ralph  C.  MoAllasteb.  It  is  a  most  excellent  piece  of 
work  and  gives  a  comprehensive  view  of  the  whole  Masonic  field.  Com- 
ment is  introduced  sparingly  but  is  keen  in  discernment  and  fraternal 
in  spirit    New  York  is  given  three  pages.    Brother  MoAllasteb  writes : 

"A  series  of  magnificent  addresses  worthy  of  a  journey  across  the 
country,  were  delivered  by  Brother  Theodore  Roosevelt,  Brother  Wil- 
liam R.  Riddell  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  Brother  Sidney  A. 
Luke,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  and  Brother  Lovis 
A.  Watbbs,  Grand  Master  of  Pennsylvania." 
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The  report  of  the  Grand  Historian  is  called  "a  real  contribution 
to  Masonic  literature.'* 

In  closing  his  report,  Brother  McAixabteb  reverts  again  to  the 
"vexing  problem  of  our  relationship  to  French  Masonry/'  His  words 
are  well  worth  pondering.  He  bums  up  all  temporizing  and  sophisticating 
arguments  in  one  heart-searching,  final  question: 

"Shall  it  be  said  of  us  that  a  white  skin  on  a  Mason  is  more  of  a 
landmark  than  a  belief  in  God?" 

How  shall  we  answer  the  American  negro  when  he  raises  Brother 
McAllasteb's  question?

The  Grand  Master's  official  correspondence  appears  to  have  been 
unusually  active :  1,300  letters  and^lOO  telegrams,  all  in  one  year. 

In  his  address  he  strikes  a  fundamental  note  in  these  words : 

"The  war  is  the  most  unsettling  factor  imaginable  in  the  life  of  our 
time.  In  business  from  the  greatest  to  the  least  enterprises  it  has 
forced  readjustments  of  a  revolutionary  character.  In  politics  it  has 
all  but  amalgamated  contending  political  parties.  In  government  it 
has  produced  a  centralization  of  authority  unheard  of  in  days  of  peace. 
In  social  affairs  it  has  curtailed  and  in  many  places  totally  driven  out 
the  free  and  easy  hospitality  of  ordinary  times.  Scarcely  a  phase  of 
life  or  a  form  of  human  activity  but  what  is  now  undergoing  a  radical 
transformation.  ...  I  speak  of  this  to  draw  the  lesson  of  admoni 
tion  that  we  should  exercise  the  utmost  care  to  hold  fast  to  our  ancient 
and  time-honored  customs  and  usages — not  to  deviate  one  iota  from 
the  important  principles  which  Freemasonry  upbears — never  to  lose 
sight  of  the  landmarks  of  our  Masonic  faith  through  all  the  storms  of 
the  voyage. 

"On,  let  it  be  burned  into  our  thought  in  the  midst  of  the  perils 
which  surround  us  that  Masonry  without  its  God  is  a  poor,  useless 
creed,  and  without  its  Bible  is  an  empty,  unmeaning  form;  *a  tale 
told  by  an  idiot,  full  of  sound  and  fury,  signifying  nothing,'  and  that 
anything  that  calls  itself  Masonry,  and  has  not  the  one  true  God  and 
the  one  holy  Book,  is  not  Masonry  in  fact,  and  can  never  be  recognised 
as  such." 

The  Committee  on  Masonic  Research  presented  a  most  interesting 
report  showing  real  progress.  A  "Lecture  Bureau"  has  been  organized 
which  sends  out  instructors  to  Study  Clubs  and  Lodges  desiring  them. 

Past  Grand  Master  Aldbo  Jenks  is  the  author  of  the  Report  on 
Foreign  Correspondence.  The  reviews  present  essential  matters  and  they 
are  interspersed  with  keen  and  kindly  comment. 

New  York  occupies  two  and  a  half  pages.  Of  Grand  Master  Thomas 
Penney  the  writer  says  that  he  is  "terse  and  businesslike,"  dealing  with 
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the  affairs  of  this  gigantic  Grand  Lodge  in  a  straightforward,  simple  man- 
ner.   There  are  several  quotations  from  the  address. 

The  report  of  our  Judge  Advocate,  Bbothsb  Haboid  E.  Lippinoott, 
is  given  high  praise :  "terse,  to  the  point,  and  easily  understood.'* 

Of  our  Correspondence  Report,  Bbothsb  Jenks  says  that  it  is  "brief, 
and  in  the  opinion  of  the  writer,  more  so  than  advisable."  Regarding  the 
urgings  to  have  American  Grand  Lodges  enter  into  fraternal  alliance 
with  the  atheistic  Grand  Orient  and  Grand  Lodge  of  France,  Bbotheb 
Jenks  writes,  in  substance: 

"The  teaching  of  our  fathers  declares  that  no  atheist  can  be  made 
a  Mason.  Shall  we  sweep  away  the  very  foundation  on  which  the 
Masonic  institution  stands?  Masonry  exists  for  the  ages  and  not 
for  the  present  moment  We  cannot  so  listen  to  the  voice  of  ex- 
pediency as  to  endanger  the  institution's  permanency  or  depart  from 
fundamental  priciples."

Hebbert  A.  White,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  who 
brought  with  him  official  papers  sealing  the  agreement  of  mutual  recog- 
nition between  the  two  Grand  Lodges.  At  another  session  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Costa  Rica,  he  brought  in  person  the  letters  confirming  fraternal 
relations  between  his  own  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Panama. 

Mention  is  made  of  the  valued  presents  received  from  M.'.  W/. 
Melvin  Matnabd  Johnson,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Oouncil  of 
Massachusetts,  consisting  of  a  beautifully  bound  altar  Bible  and  sflver 
square  and  compasses. 

Confidence  is  expressed  that  the  Brethren  and  Lodges  of  Panama 
will  do  everything  in  their  power  to  alleviate  suffering  caused  by  the 
war,  especially  to  help  the  widows  and  orphans  of  Masons  whose  lives 
were  sacrificed  for  Justice  and  Liberty,  their  Country  and  their  Flag. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  called  "Revision  de  Annuarios," 
or  Review  of  Annual  Proceedings.  It  covers  nine  American  Grand 
Lodges,  New  York  not  being  among  them,  and  was  prepared  by  Grand 
Secretary  JosE  Oller.  The  reviews  are  well  written,  with  occasional 
comment  The  writer  asks  that  if  the  Brethren  cannot  endorse  all  his 
opinions,  they  draw  "the  sponge  of  their  fraternal  benevolence*'  over 
those  particular  passages.

Here  are  a  few  extracts  which  show  the  tenor  of  the  introductory  portion 
of  the  address: 


"Never  in  the  history  of  the  Fraternity  have  its  opportunities  _ 
greater  or  its  responsibilities  heavier.  .  .  .  There  are  three  funda- 
mental beliefs  to  which  we  must  adhere  and  which  we  must  live;  they 
are  the  Fatherhood  of  God,  the  Brotherhood  of  Man  and  the  Immortality 
of  the  Soui:' 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master  made  many  official  visits  during  the  year. 

The  volume  of  Proceedings  is  most  creditable  in  every  way. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  written  by  Past 
Grand  Master  Newton  C.  Coicfobt  and  is  concise  and  interesting.  New 
York  (1917)  occupies  three  pages.  There  are  quotations  from  the 
address  of  Grand  Master  Thomas  Pennet.  Our  loyalty  rescdution  is 
printed  in  full.  The  introduction  to  our  Correspondence  report  is  also 
accorded  special  notice.

About  $15,000.00  were  collected  for  the 
Patriotic  Fund  for  Masonic  Dependents.  The  Grand  Master  urged 
liberal  giving  and  added: 

"After  the  war  is  over  and  the  period  of  reconstruction  comes, 
there  are  going  to  be  many  problems  to  solve.  We.  as  a  IVatemity, 
should  prepare  now  to  take  our  place  in  our  national  life  as  an  exemplar 
and  exponent  of  Justice  and  Right  and  identify  ourselves  fully  and 
intelligently  with  these  problems." 

Not  a  single  member  has  had  to  be  suspended  for  un-Masonic  conduct. 

The  recognition  hastily  accorded,  in  1017,  to  the  so-called  "National 
Independent  and  Regular  Grand  Lodge  of  France,  and  of  the  French 
Colonies"  was  withdrawn. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Grand  Librarian,  a  resolution  was  adopted 
providing  for  the  institution  of  a  Traveling  Library,  consisting  of  stan- 
dard works  on  Masonry,  to  be  circulated  on  request  to  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary.   $160.00  ^ere  appropriated  for  this  purpose. 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  covers  fifty  Jurisdictions. 
New  York  for  1917  occupies  two  pages.  There  are  liberal  quotations 
from  Grand  Master  Penney's  Address,  with  comments.  The  writer  be- 
lieves in  the  power  of  Masonic  degrees  to  fix  important  ideals  in  men's 
minds.    The  whole  report  is  well  worth  reading.

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Recognition  of  the  German  Grand  Lodge,  "Zur  Sonne,"  at  Bayreatli, 
and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hungary  was  withdrawn. 

The  Beport  on  Foreign  Ck>rre8pondence  is  the  work  of  ¥•'•  W*'« 
Brother  W.  A.  DbWolf-Smith,  as  is  practically  the  whole  volume  of 
Proceedings,  for  this  zealous  craftsman  is  also  Grand  Secretary. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  read  the  sound  Masonic  comment  sprinkled 
through  the  reviews.  He  is  a  level-headed,  dear- thinking,  well-informed 
Freemason  whose  words  should  have  weight  with  Masons  of  the  United 
States  as  well  as  those  at  home. 

Here  is  a  word  of  caution  to  pass  along: 

''It  is  to  be  regretted  that  in  endeavoring  to  'do  something*  for 
their  membi^s,  certain  Grand  Lodges  in  the  United  States  have  shown 
a  willingness  to  ignore  the  principles  upon  which  the  Craft  is  established, 
and  have  allowed  their  sympathies  to  get  the  better  of  their  judgment. 
We  refer,  of  course,  to  the  recognition,  more  or  less  complete,  of  the 
alleged  Masonry  of  France. 

'^Some  Grand  Lodges,  hesitating  to  throw  their  prindpleB  entirely 
to  one  side,  have  declined  to  recognize  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  and 
the  Grand  Orient,  but  permit  their  members  to  visit  Lodges  belonging  to 
these  bodies,  while  others  have  offered  complete  recognition — ^and  these 
are  possibly  the  more  consistent." 

More  than  five  pages  of  courteous  attention  is  devoted  to  New  York 
for  1917.  There  are  extracts  from  the  addresses  of  Grand  Master 
Pennet  and  Brother  Theodobb  Roosevelt.  There  are  quotations  also 
from  the  Reports  of  the  Judge  Advocate,  Grand  Historian  and  the  Ck>m- 
mittee  on  Jurisprudence.  There  is  also  a  word  with  reference  to  the 
Committee  on  Correspondence.

The  Grand  Master  referred  feelingly  to  the  heroic  service  rendered 
by  Canadian  Masons  for  the  cause  of  liberty  and  democracy,  in  the 
world  war.  At  the  conclusion  of  his  straightforward  presentation  of 
the  progress  of  the  year,  he  adds  these  words: 

"Concord  prevails.  A  spirit  of  intense  patriotism  animates  the  mem- 
bers of  our  great  society.  Above  all,  an  earnest  desire  to  live  ac- 
cording to  the  teachings  of  the  volume  of  the  Sacred  Law  which  has 
been  given  as  a  rule  and  guide  to  our  faith,  is  plainly  discernible." 

Warrants  were  granted  to  four  Lodges  U.D. 
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These  words  from  the  Report  of  the  Board  on  Benevolence  are  wortli 
pondering : 

"While  we  will  not  neglect  our  old  friends,  we  must  five  substantial 
aid  to  those  of  our  brethren  who  have  suifered  the  loss  of  health  and,  in 
many  cases,  the  means  of  earning  a  living,  as  well  as  the  widows  and 
orphans  of  those  who  have  made  the  supreme  sacrifice." 

The  Report  of  the  Board  on  Condition  of  Masonry  is  a  most  valuable 
Masonic  document,  covering  thirty-eight  pages  and  discussing  many 
vital  topics. 

M.'.  W.'.Bro.  McPhebson,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Michigan,   was  given   a   hearty  reception. 

Past  Grand  Master  A.  T.  Freed  is  the  author  of  the  Report  on 
Fraternal  Correspondence.  New  York  is  accorded  three  pages  of 
review,  with  several  quotations  from  Grand  Master  Pennet'b  address. 
The  Grand  Historian's  report  is  commended.  An  error  crept  in  at  the 
end,  where  our  Grand  Secretary's  name  is  recorded  as  "WnuAM  Shebeb" 
in  place  of  M.'.  W.'.  Bro.  Robebt  Judson  Kenwobtht.  The  Corre- 
spondence Report  is  a  fine  piece  of  summary  of  the  essential  things 
in  Grand  Lodge  Proceedings.

Forty  members  of  Manitoba  Lodges  "made  the  supreme  sacrifice  for 
country  and  liberty  in  the  great  war." 

M/.  W-'.  Brother  John  W.  Habbis,  as  Grand  Representative  for 
New  York,  responded  to  the  Grand  Master's  welcome  to  the  Grand 
Representatives. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  serious  and  business-like  and 
contains  many  valuable  suggestions  for  making  Freemasonry  a  power 
for  good. 

A  conference  was  held  in  Winnipeg,  in  February,  1918,  to  discuss 
ways  for  enlarging  the  scope  of  Masonic  work  in  Manitoba.  The  Com- 
mittee on  Masonic  Research  and  Education  submitted  a  plan  for  forming 
Study  Clubs  in  connection  with  all  Lodges. 

Here  is  a  striking  selection  from  the  Grand  Master's  address: 

"Reduced  to  fundamentals  it  seems  to  me,  the  main  object  of  our 
fraternity  is  to  give  the  individual  member  increased  opportunity  for 
self-development,  self-realisation  and  service.  .  .  .  This  purpose 
cannot  be  fulfilled  by  the  mere  performance  of  ceremonies  and  the 
recitation  of  rituals.  We  must  have  a  practical  application  of  our 
truths  and  morals  in  social  uplift  work.     . 

''The  call  of  the  hour  is  for  service.  .  .  .  We  cannot  neglect 
the  great  currents  of  thought  and  action  that  flow  around  us.      We 
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must  justify  ourselves  anew  with  innumerable  proofs  of  our  humanitarian 
mission.  .  .  .  Our  organization  was  planted  to  bear  fruit.  . 
If,  in  the  opinion  of  mankind,  the  Masonic  fraternity  does  not  justify 
itself  as  a  constructive  power  in  this  constructive  age,  it  will  gradually 
subside  into  that  unfathomable  oblivion  where  so  many  other  inatitntions 
have  been  engulfed.     . 

"If  our  Lodges  were  open  for  the  discussion  of  subjects  that  will 
arise  affecting  the  social  welfare  of  the  people,  a  great  deal  of  good 
could,  directly  and  indirectly,  be  done.  This  would  make  every  Lodce  a 
thought  centre  of  educational  value  to  its  members.  .  .  .  Free- 
masonry should  seiae  upon  it  to  fulfil  her  mission  in  building  character, 
and  in  teaching  duty  to  Ood,  to  country,  to  neighbor  and  to  self." 

^hile  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations  recommended  recog;- 
nition  of  the  Grand  Orients  of  France  and  Italy,  a  more  cautious 
attitude  prevailed  and  the  matter  was  laid  over  for  further  investiga- 
tion and  report  by  a  special  committee  to  be  appointed  by  the  Grand 
Master. 

A  grant  not  to  exceed  $200.00  was  voted  for  the  International  Bureau 
of  Masonic  Affairs,  in  Switzerland. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  and  Correspondence 
is  incorporated  in  the  body  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Proceedings.  It  is  sub- 
mitted by  R*'*  W*'*  Brother  A.  L.  Cbossin  and  deals  with  the  discussion  of 
topics  rather  than  Grand  Lodges.  "Masonic  Awakening,"  "The  Spirit  of 
Masonry,"  "The  War,"  "The  English  Bi-Centenary,"  "Masonic  Phrase- 
ology," "Physical  Qualifications,"  are  some  of  the  topics  under  which 
extracts  from  various  Grand  Lodge  reports  are  gathered. 

New  York  is  given  generous  consideration.  Brother  Theodore  Roose- 
velt's address  is  freely  drawn  upon,  and  there  are  several  quotations 
from  the  report  of  the  Grand  Historian.

Here  is  a  new  record: 

"The  past  year  has  been  unique,  in  that  the  Grand  Master  has  not 
been  called  upon  to  give  his  decision  on  any  important  matters  relating 
to  Masonic  procedure  and  practice.  This  seems  to  indicate  that  the 
brethren  have  been  giving  much  consideration   to  the  Constitution  of 
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Grand  Lodge  and  so  were  able  themselves  to  settle  all  questions  that, 
arose." 

The  Grand  Master  paid  official  visits  to  twenty-one  Lodges,  one- 
half  of  all  the  Lodg^es  in  this  jurisdiction. 

There  was  special  reference  to  the  fiftieth  anqiversary  celebration, 
held  on  January  22.  A  full  report  of  this  joyous  event  is  printed  with 
the  Proceedings.

The  Grand  Master  referred  feelingly  to  the  terrible  Halifax  disaster. 
Among  the  many  killed  were  seventeen  brethren  of  the  Craft  and  forty- 
eight  deaths  occurred  in  the  immediate  families  of  members.  Offers 
of  generous  assistance  and  relief  from  Grand  Lodges  everywhere  made 
possible  the  immediate  rendering  of  aid.  The  splendid  support  of  the 
fine  Freemason's  Home  is  commended.  Of  the  annual  per  capita  tax  of 
$1.25,  fifty  cents  is  set  aside  for  the  support  of  the  Home,  the  balance 
of  seventy-five  cents  is  applied  for  the  general  expenses  of  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Historian,  R.'.  W.'.  Brother  J.  H.  Winfield,  presented 
an  interesting  report  on  the  outstanding  events  of  the  year.  The  recom- 
mendation of  a  re-classification  of  the  prioeless  records  of  the  Craft, 
covering  the  period  from  1784  to  date,  was  adopted. 

Grand  Secretary  James  C.  Jones  presents  his  third  annual  review 
of  the  Proceedings  of  sixty-two  sister  jurisdictions.  It  is  a  most  com- 
plete document  and  reveals  careful  reading  and  keen  Masonic  judgment. 
New  York  occupies  two  and  a  half  pages.  Reference  is  made  to  the 
fraternal  help  rendered  at  the  time  of  the  Halifax  disaster: 

"We  in  Halifax  are  deeply  indebted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York 
for  the  handsome  assistance  given  to  our  distressed  brethren  at  the 
time  of  our  terrible  disaster.  Many  a  heavy  load  was  just  made  a  little 
lighter  by  their  kindly  act  as  also  by  many  other  sister  jurisdictions."

the  continued  growth  of  our  institution  in  all  parts  of  the  world,  and 
would  i^adly  welcome  signs  of  disintegration  or  discord." 

The  progress  of  the  Grand  Lodge  has  been  most  gratifying  during 
the  year. 

"For  the  thirtieth  time,*'  Past  Grand  Master  E.  T.  D.  Ohambebb 
presents  his  annual  review  of  Grand  Lodge  Proceedings,  as  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence.  His  introductory  pages,  as 
usual,  are  crowded  with  interesting  reflections.  He  selects  a  number 
of  special  topics  for  separate  consideration,  among  them,  "Blasonry  and 
the  War,"  "German  Masons  in  England,"  "The  General  Grand  Lodge 
Absurdity,"  "Masonic  Homes,"  "Mission  of  Freemasonry." 

New  York  (1917)  occupies  three  pages.  There  are  excerpts  from 
Grand  Master  Thomas  Pennet's  address.

Lodge  be  accorded  fraternal  recognition.  Members  were  given  per- 
mission to  hold  fraternal  intercourse  with  the  Lodges  and  members  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  France,  the  Grand  Orient  of  Italy  and  the  Grand 
Orient  of  Belgium.  Consideration  of  relations  to  these  Grand  bodies 
was  deferred. 

There  is  no  Correspondence  report.

Practically  the  whole  Quarterly  Communication  was  occupied  with 
the  consideration  of  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  General  Purposes, 
covering  important  matters  with  respect  to  the  safe-guarding  of  the 
character  and  dignity  of  Freemasonry  in  the  United  Qrand  Lodge  of 
Antient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  England 

It  had  been  found  that  existing  regulations  were  not  sufficient  to 
enforce  the  most  careful  investigation  into  the  "personal  qualifications 
of  candidates  for  admission  to  Freemasonry."  Steps  were  talcen  **that 
the  proposer  and  seconder,  as  well  as  the  members  of  the  Lodge,  shall 
prove  themselves  aware  of  the  responsibility  thrown  upon  them,  indi- 
vidually and  collectively,  for  insuring  that  only  persons  fit  and  proper 
to  be  made  Biasons  are  admitted  to  the  Graft" 

As  regards  physical  qualifications,  a  circular  letter  was  issued  to 
the  Lodges,  intended  to  uphold  "The  principles  that  have  been  accepted 
since  the  development  of  operation  into  speculative  Freemasonry." 

This  letter  is  very  interesting  and  may  serve  to  help  us,  in  the  United 
States,  to  meet  the  question : 

"Representations  have  been  made  to  the  Board  of  General  Purposes 
that  cases  of  hardship  may  occur  if  no  maimed  person,  otherwise  fully 
qualified,  is  allowed  to  become  a  Freemason.  The  Board  feel  that  it  is 
impossible  to  lay  down  a  hard  and  fast  rule  as  to  the  Initiation  of  a 
Candidate  not  perfect  in  his  body  within  the  meaning  of  Article  4 
of  the  Antient  Charges,  prefaced  to  the  Book  of  Constitutions.  But 
the  Board  are  of  opinion  that,  when  the  defect  does  not  render  a  candi- 
date incapable  of  learning  our  art,  there  is  no  reason  why  he  should 
not  be  initiated,  provided  he  ia  able  to  understand  our  secrets  and 
mysteries  and  to  explain  or  exemplify  them  when  properly  called  upon. 

"Each  case  of  this  description  must  be  decided  on  its  merits  by 
the  Members  of  the  Lodge  to  whom  the  Candidate  is  personally  known, 
subject  to  the  investigation  and  approval  of  the  Master  of  the  Lodge, 
who  is  officially  responsible  that  the  Candidate  is  in  a  condition  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  above  named,  and  subject  also  in  Provinces 
and  Districts  to  the  sanction  of  the  Provincial  or  District  Grand  Master, 
and  elsewhere  to  the  sanction  of  the  Grand  Master,  after  submission  of 
the  circumstances  of  the  case." 

This  places  the  responsibility  with  the  individual  Lodges. 

A  word  of  caution  was  recorded  regarding  the  admission  of  American 
Brethren  as  "joining  members"  of  English  Lodges.  The  initiation  of 
American  citizens  temporarily  resident  in  England,  was  also  pointed 
out  as  deserving  of  careful  consideration.  The  majority  of  American 
Grand  Lodges,  it  was  explained,  do  not  allow  membendiip  in  two  or 
more  Lodges  at  the  same  time.  Election  to  an  Ehiglish  Lodge  would 
therefore  disqualify  an  American  Brother  from  retaining  membership 
in  his  home  Lodge.  As  regards  initiation  of  an  American  citizen,  the 
suggestion  was  offered  that,  before  proceeding,  a  waiver  of  jurisdiction 
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should  be  secured  from  the  American  Lodge  located  at  the  candidate*8 
place  of  residence,  whether  he  be  soldier,  sailor,  or  civilian,  and  that 
such  waiver  may  be  obtained  by  correspondence  between  the  United 
Grand  Lodge  of  England  and  the  American  Grand  Lodge  within  whose 
jurisdiction  the  American  citizen  in  question  legally  resides. 

The  Memorial  Fund  collected  in  honor  of  the  late  R.'.  W-*.  Bbothkb. 
Sib  Edward  Letohwobth,  for  many  years  the  revered  Grand  Secretary 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  is  to  be  invested,  after  a  simple  but  suitable  tablet 
is  placed  at  the  grave,  and  the  annual  proceeds  are  to  be  "devoted  to  the 
assistance  of  those  Freemasons  and  dependents  of  Freemasons,  who 
cannot  be  helped  by  the  various  existing  Masonic  benevolent  funds, 
but  who  stand  in  immediate,  even  though  necessarily  limited,  aid."  Truly 
a  worthy  memorial  to  the  life  of  one  whose  whole  life  has  been  one  of 
helpfulness. 

In  the  discussion  of  the  proposed  stricter  enforcement  of  the  in- 
vestigation of  candidates,  V.'.  W.'.  Sib  Alfbed  Robbins,  President  of 
the  Board  of  General  Purposes,  said,  in  part : 

''The  scheme,  as  it  stands,  enacts  that  for  the  future  no  candidate  for 
initiation,  or  for  joining,  shall  be  admitted  into  a  Lodge  unless  it  in 
attested  by  the  signatures  of  those  responsible  that  he  is  one  whom 
they  can  fairly  and  honorably  recommend  for  the  membership  of  the 
Lodge.  ...  No  system  that  has  been  or  can  be  devised  by  man 
will  keep  out  every  designing  or  unworthy  person,  but  it  is  our  duty 
to  make  it  very  difficult  for  a  designing  or  unworthy  person  to  join 
any  of  our  Lodges.  ...  It  may  be  argued,  and  argued  fairly,  that, 
being  already  Masons,  precisely  the  same  conditions  do  not  apply  as 
apply  to  those  of  the  outer  world  before  they  are  made  Masons;  but, 
if  we  desire  to  keep  up  the  high  standing  of  our  Lodges,  it  is  as  neces- 
sary that  the  joining  Brother  should  be  a  thoroughly  fit  and  proper 
person  to  be  in  that  Lodge  as  for  the  initiate." 

22  new  Lodges  were  granted  warrants  during  the  third  quarter  of 
1918.

The  Eabl  or  Donouohmobe,  M/.  W.'.  Grand  Master,  was  unable  to 
attend,  but  sent  this  letter: 

''Our  St.  John's  Day  Meeting  this  year  takes  place  under  very  dif- 
ferent circumstances  than  on  the  last  four  occasions.  Peace  is  not  yet 
signed,  but  the  victory  of  the  Allies  is  an  accomplished  fact,  and  we  all 
rejoice  in  it  and  welcome  it  with  heartfelt  thanks. 

"The  Brethren  of  our  Order,  ever  foremost  in  remembering  their 
duty  as  citizens,  have  taken  their  full  share  in  these  strenuous  times, 
and  whilst  we  mourn  many  losses  deeply,  we  raise  our  heads  in  pride  at 
the  splendid  triumphs  of  the  Allied  Navies  and  Armies. 

".  .  .  We  may  believe  that  the  dawn  of  the  era  of  peace  will 
find  us  strenuous  in  the  carrying  on  of  the  task  we  have  inherited  from 
our  Masonic  predecessors,  the  handing  on  of  those  Jewels  to  posterity 
in  as  proud  a  state  of  efficiency  as  we  know  them  in  our  time.     ' 
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The  presiding  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Sib  Ghabijss  A.  Camebon, 
spoke  at  length  on  after-war  conditions  in  Europe.  Referring  to  the 
progress  of  Masonry  in  Ireland  during  the  last  year,  he  said  that  the 
war  appeared  to  have  acted  as  a  stimulus  to  men  to  become  identified 
with  the  Graft: 

"Several  dispensations  have  b^en  given  to  youthful  warriors  who 
desired  to  die,  if  they  had  to  die,  on  the  battlefield,  as  members  of  our 
time  honored  have  had.  The  progress  which  we  have  made  is  something 
remarkable.  As  for  the  financial  position  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ire- 
land, never  has  it  been  in  so  satisfactory  a  state  as  it  has  during  the 
last  two  or  three  years." 

The  Deputy  Grand  Secretary,  R.'.  W.".  H.  E.  Flavelle,  reported 
similarly  regarding  Masonic  conditions: 

**With  the  long-cherished  hope  of  a  satisfactory  and  victorious  peace 
about  to  be  realized  in  the  near  future,  it  is  gratifying  to  reflect  that 
the  past  four  years  of  strenuous  warfare  proved  to  be  the  most  prosperous 
in  the  history  of  Irish  Freemasonry.  At  no  period  did  so  many  new 
Members  join  the  Order  and  never  before  has  the  financial  position  of 
Grand  Lodge  been  in  so  flourishing  a  state.  It  would  almost  appear  as 
If  the  discord  in  the  outside  world  made  the  harmony  which  prevails 
in  our  Lodges  the  more  remarkable  and  attractive  to  prospective  Can- 
didates." 

Two  new  Lodges  were  constituted  during  the  year.  Thirteen  'Var- 
rants"  were  issued  to  establish  new  Lodges.

A  letter  was  received  signed  by  fifty-two  "brethren  assembled  at  a 
social  gathering  on  board  S.  S.  Indara,*'  sending  fraternal  Christmas 
greetings. 

Action  upon  the  application  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  for  recog- 
nition, was  deferred  until  after  the  war. 

The  Grand  Master  defines  a  Lodge  in  these  words : 

"A  Lodge  is  an  assembly  of  true  and  faithful  Brothers  who  have 
congregated  and  united  themselves  together  in  the  bond  of  friendship 
and  brotherly  love  for  these  purposes;  to  wit.  Relief,  Advancement  of 
science.  Improvement  of  moral  character." 

He  added: 

"A  perfectly  constituted  Lodge,  to  be  itself  perfect,  must  have  its 
constituent  parts  perfect — I  mean  its  members  living  perfect  lives." 

Explaining  the  meaning  of  the  word  ''perfect"  in  this  connection,  he 
said: 
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"It  is  true  none  can  be  'Perfect'  save  the  most  High;  but  having 
perfected  the  Lodge,  it  behooves  us  at  all  times  to  strive  for  moral 
perfection,  which  is  a  human  attribute,  and  refers  to  a  weU-regoLated 
and  holy  life  spent  in  acts  of  piety  and  benevolence  and  the  uniform 
practice  of  the  cardinal  virtues,  as  symbolized  by  the  Perfect  Ashlar." 

The  expression  ''Justly  constituted,*'  Bbottkeb  Stoddabt  explained, 

thus: 

"A  Lodge  is  pronounced  'Just'  because  it  is  based  on  the  Volume 
of  Sacred  Law,  which,  as  you  know,  is  always  placed  open  on  the 
Pedestal  in  the  East,  and  is  an  unerring  guide  to  our  conduct."

Every  member  of  the  Fraternity  is,  I  feel  sure,  doing  his  best  to  evidence 
his  patriotism  so  far  as  his  circumstances  will  permit  by  acts  of  sacrifice 
and  service." 

Over  six  hundred  of  the  Brethren  of  South  Australia  enlisted  for 
active  service.  They  were  granted  exemption  from  Grand  Lodge  dues, 
"during  their  period  of  active  service." 

The  assets  of  the  Freemasons'  Hall  Property  Fond  amounts  to 
£25,919.  12/11. 

The  New  Masonic  Hall  Building  Fund  has  £8,746.  9/11.  Grants 
totaling  £36.5  were  made  to  various  charitable  institutions. 

The  Committee  on  the  Proceedings  and  Reports  of  Sister  Grand 
Lodges  presents  its  eighth  annual  report  which  is  excellent  Every  review 
is  signed  by  initials  of  the  member  who  prepared  it. 

New  York  for  1917  is  reviewed  by  W.*.  J.  R.  Robebtson,  Assistant 
Grand  Secretary.  The  address  of  Grand  Master  Thomas  Pennet  is 
freely  quoted.  The  stirring  resolution  pledging  support  to  the  €k>vem- 
ment  of  the  United  States,  which  was  presented  by  M-*.

The  Grand  Master's  Address  gives  a  comprehensive  view  of  Masonic 
activities  in  Tasmania.  Several  of  his  suggestions  are  of  a  character 
applicable  to  Lodges  everywhere.    He  says : 

"While  it  must  be  very  gratifying  to  record  that  our  principles  are 
daily  attracting  very  many  eligible  men,  it  also  becomes  a  matter 
requiring  some  serious  consideration  as  to  how  far  the  increasing  of 
the  membership  of  some  of  our  City  Lodges  may  retard  their  usefulness. 
.  .  .  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  numerically  large  Lodges  lessen 
their  influence  through  limiting  the  opportunities  for  the  qualifying  of 
their  members  for  Grand  Lodge.  .  .  .  Whether  it  would  be  prudent  to 
fix  the  maximum  membership  in  each  Lodge,  and  to  limit  the  number 
of  initiations  at  all  ceremonies  and  to  considerably  extend  the  time 
of  probation,  demand  our  most  serious  thought.  While  there  can 
naturally  be  no  wish  to  discourage  the  introduction  into  our  ranks 
of  eligible  men,  we  should  be  more  circumspect,  with  this  knowledge 
before  us,  in  the  admission  of  new  members.  When  a  Lodge  has 
reached  a  certain  maximum  of  membership  the  question  arises  whether  a 
daughter  Lodge  might  not  be  created  by  it  under  its  own  auspices.  This 
might  be  a  solution.  The  idea  also  is  gaining  ground  as  to  the  desirable- 
ness of  forming  a  new  Lodge  to  embrace  civil  and  military,  literary 
and  professional  men — a  Research  Lodge.  Such  are  to  be  found  in 
most  of  the  Metropolitan  Cities  of  Australia.  There  is  no  doubt,  how- 
ever, that  before  very  long  something  will  have  to  be  done  to  relieve 
the  present  congestion,  and  to  afford  openings  for  enthusiastic  and  desir- 
able brethren." 

There  is  a  brief  reference  also  of  an  addition  to  the  regular  Lodge 
ceremonies  of  a  "specially  prepared  supplication  to  the  Most  High,  and  a 
beautifully  appropriate  hymn  referring  to  our  brave  soldiers  and  the 
Allies  and  all  those  doing  service  at  the  front"  All  Lodges  gladly 
accepted  the  addition. 
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It  is  evident  from  the  Grand  Master's  address  that  the  Tasmanian 
Brethren  contributed  liberally  to  the  Red  Cross  and  other  agencies  en- 
gaged in  war  relief  work.  The  Benevolent  Fund  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is 
well  supported  and  generous  gifts  are  reported. 

The  address  closes  with  a  reference  to  the  world  war  and  the  sacrifice 
of  millions  of  lives  to  bring  to  early  realization  the  "laudable  ambitions 
of  the  Allies  to  preserve  the  peace  of  the  world,  and  the  integrity  of 
the  smaller  nations,  by  subduing  the  selfishness,  the  tyranny  and  military 
despotism  of  our  enemies." 

No  statistics  are  furnished  showing  the  membership  and  financial 
resources  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

There  is  no  Correspondence  report.

R.*.  W.'.  Brother  F.  L.  Parkes  answered  for  New  York. 

The  Grand  Master,  who  is  Archbishop  of  Perth,  speaking  of  the 
war  service,  said: 

"Our  Navy,  keeping  its  quiet  and  unceasing  watch,  has  done  a  deed 
which  will  remain  as  one  of  the  most  daring,  courageous  and  grand 
exploits  among  the  many  things  that  Navy  has  done  through  all  the 
long  years  of  history." 

£1,060  were  contributed  by  the  Lodges  toward  the  French  Comforts 
Fund  at  the  Front.     Substantial  shipments  were  sent  to  the  men  in 
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the  war  service,  each  package  bearing  a  little  label  with  the  legend, 
*'Gift  from  the  Freemasons  of  the  West  Australian  Constitution.*' 

Referring  to  the  history  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand  Master 
said: 

"In  the  year  1900  our  Grand  Lodge  commenced  its  career  with  a 
membership  of  2,000,  comprised  in  38  Lodges ;  to-day  there  are  08  Lodges 
on  the  Roll  .  .  .,  and  the  membership  has  increased  to  4,277,  which 
shows  a  gain  for  the  year  of  140.'* 

Christmas  cards  were  sent  to  the  Brethren  at  the  Front,  and  many 
of  these  expressed  their  appreciation  of  the  fact  that  they  had  not  been 
forgotten. 

The  request  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  for  fraternal  recognition 
was  courteously  denied,  on  the  ground  that  the  National  Grand  Lodge 
of  France  and  the  French  Colonies  had  already  been  recognized  as 
the  regular  Sovereign  Masonic  body  of  France.  The  hope  was  ex- 
pressed "that  through  the  war  events  might  so  shape  themselves  as  to 
bring  about  a  complete  reconciliation  of  all  the  divergent  elements  in 
the  French  Craft,  and  so  bring  it  into  complete  harmony  with  the  Free- 
masonry of  the  Anglo-Saxon  countries." 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  presents  a  well  balanced 
and  interesting  report.  The  various  reviews  are  signed  by  the  initials 
of  the  authors  thereof.  New  York  (1917)  is  reviewed  by  R.*.  W.'.

The  Grand  Master  expressed  gratification  at  the  success  of  the  War 
Benevolent  Fund  which  amounted  to  £12,000.  The  Craft  also  established 
a  Masonic  ''hutment*'  at  the  battlefront 

The  newly  elected  Grand  Master,  M.*.  W.'.  Bro.  Herdm an,  spoke  on 
the  character  of  Freemasonry  and  its  votaries.  Among  other  things  he 
said: 

"Above  all.  Freemasonry  is  a  loyal  institution.  Loyalty  to  the  Sov- 
ereign, and  obedience  to  the  laws  of  the  land,  are  some,  at  any  rate, 
of  the  pillars  upon  which  the  institution  rests.** 

The  question  of  recognition  of  alleged  representative  bodies  of  French 
Freemasonry  was  brought  before  the  Grand  I^djje  by  M.'.  W/.  Bro. 
J.  J.  Douoall,  Past  Grand  Master.  He  argued  warmly  for  recognition 
of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  but  the  idea  of  recognizing  an  atheistic 
body  as  Masonic  did  not  appeal.    At  one  point,  when  Brother  Douoall 
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advanced  the  flimsy  argument  that  the  original  constitution  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  England  had  laid  down  no  dogma,  and  he  added  that 
he  had  not  been  able  to  find  any  authority  for  considering  belief  in  God 
as  a  landmark  of  Freemasonry — a  brother  called  out:  "It  is." 

The  Grand  Lodge  adopted  a  resolution  putting  ofiE  action,  in  these 
words: 

"That  the  question  of  recognition  of  French  Freemasonry  be  referred 
to  the  Board  of  General  Purposes,  to  ascertain  the  policy  of  other  Grand 
Lodges,  and  report  to  the  next  Annual  Communication.''

FREEMASONRY  ABROAD 

The  hope  we  expressed  last  year,  that  we  would  be  able  to  submit 
a  more  complete  report  about  foreign  masonic  affairs  has  not  been 
realized.  We  regret  to  state  that  hardly  any  masonic  material  has 
reached  us  during  the  last  twelve  months  from  which  a  clear  con- 
ception of  masonic  conditions  prevailing  abroad,  could  be  obtained. 
No  protocols  or  other  publications  whatsoever  have  been  received  from 
Belgium,  Denmark,  Germany,  Holland,  Hungary,  Norway,  Sweden  and 
Switzerland.  We  are,  therefore,  unable  to  elaborate  on  the  work  of  the 
craft  in  the  countries  named;  nor  are  we  able  to  offer  an  explanation 
why  masonic  literature,  if  sent,  should  have  been  held  up  by  the  cen- 
sor's office.  Of  course,  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  war  conditions 
in  the  neutral  and  enemy  countries  within  the  past  year,  coupled  with 
the  restricted  mailing  facilities  have  made  it  almost  impossible  to 
continue  the  pre-war  custom  of  exchanging  reports  with  the  respective 
masonic  powers.  However,  upon  the  return  of  peaceful  times,  may 
we  not  look  forward  to  renewed  efforts  to  restore  the  work  of  the 
craft  to  its  former  standard,  willing  and  ready  to  help  and  assist  in 
the  construction  of  a  new  world  upon  the  never  failing  foundation  of 
the  craft's  principles?

The  Grand  Lodge  was  founded  June  12,  1844,  and  controls  35  Lodges 
with  4,204  members  (December,  1916)  ;  17  Masonic  Circles  also  enjoy 
the  protection  of  the  ''Alpina"  through  various  subordinate  Lodges.  UntU 
June,  1920,  corresponding  to  the  term  of  the  present  Grand  Master,  its 
reports,  proceedings,  etc.,  wUl  be  published  in  the  German  language  and 
i^  seat  will  be  at  Berne. 

The  present  Grand  Lodge  officers  were  chosen  at  the  Annual  Com- 
munication, held  at  Berne,  May  29  and  30,  1915. 


A  circular  letter  under  date  of  February  19th,  1919,  issued  by 
the  office  of  the  International  Bureau  for  Masonic  Affairs,  has  reached 
us.  It  is  the  only  communication  which  has  come  to  hand  from  this 
jurisdiction.  It  presents  an  appeal  for  financial  support  in  order  to 
insure  its  further  existence. 

As  is  well  known  and  has  been  referred  to  repeatedly  in  our  pre- 
vious reports,  the  Swiss  Bureau  was  established  in  1892,  for  the 
purpose  of  bringing  all  the  masonic  jurisdictions  together  and  to  create 
a  common  centre  where  full  information  could  be  obtained  regarding 
the  history,  ritual,  principles  and  literature  of  the  respective  jurisdic- 
tions which  were  to  constitute  the  centre. 

During  the  period  of  the  war  the  Bureau  has  extended  its  sphere 
to  various  charitable  channels,  such  as  the  location  of  prisoners  of 
war,  the  forwarding  of  correspondence  to  enemy  countries,  investiga- 
tion of  prison  camps  and  Red  Cross  activities  in  general.  During  all 
the  years  of  its  existence  it  has  contended  with  lack  of  funds  for  Its 
many  and  varied  activities.  While  heretofore  almost  all  its  deficits 
have  been  squared  by  the  Swiss  Grand  Body,  it  appears  now  that  the 
question  of  permanent  financial  support  must  be  decided  in  one  way  or 
the  other.  It  is  suggested  in  this  latest  appeal  that,  if  every  member 
of  the  craft  throughout  the  world  would  contribute  only  ten  cents  per 
year,  sufficient  funds  would  be  realized  for  all  necessary  require- 
ments. 
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It  also  stated  that  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  District  of  0>lumbia, 
Massachusetts  and  Maryland  have  heretofore  lent  a  helping  hand.  The 
Swiss  brethren  expressed  the  hope  that  all  the  other  American  Qrand 
Lodges  would  consent  to  perpetuate  the  work  of  the  Bureau  which, 
they  are  confident,  has  received  unanimous  approval.

MASONIC  CONGRESS  OF  ALLIED  AND  NEUTRAL  NATIONS 
The  following  is  furnished  in  this  report  simply  for  the  information 
of  our  brethren  as  to  matters  under  consideration  in  other  lands : 

Masonic  Congress  of  AUied  and  Neutral  Nations, 

The  Masonic  Congress  of  the  allied  and  neutral  nations,  to  which 
we  have  referred  in  our  last  year's  report,  assembled  on  June  28th  and 
continued  in  session  to  June  30th,  1017,  in  the  city  of  Paris,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Grand  Orient  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France,  as  in- 
dicated in  the  transactions  that  have  meanwhile  been  received.  As 
participants  of  this  masonic  convention  are  named  the  following  Grand 
Bodies: 

The  Grand  Orient  of  France;  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Grand 
Orient  of  France;  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France;  the  Supreme  Council 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France;  the  Grand  Orient  and  the  Supreme 
Council  of  Italy ;  the  Symbolic  Grand  Lodge  of  Italy ;  the  Grand  Orient 
of  Spain ;  the  Regional  Grand  Lodge  Catalano  Balear ;  the  Swiss  Grand 
Lodge  "Alpina" ;  the  Swiss  Supreme  Council ;  the  Supreme  Grand 
Priory  of  Helvetia;  the  United  Grand  Orient  of  Lusitania;  the  Grand 
Orient  of  Belgium;  Supreme  Council  of  Belgium;  Supreme  Council 
of  Servia;  the  Supreme  Council  of  Scottish  Rite  of  the  Argentine 
Republic;  the  Supreme  Council  of  Scottish  Rite  of  Buenos  Aires;  the 
Grand  and  Supreme  Council  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul;  each  of  which 
was  represented  by  one  or  two  or  three  delegates.  The  Grand  Lodge 
of  Arkansas  explained  its  inability  to  send  delegates  in  view  of  the 
great  distance,  but  expressed  its  best  wishes  for  the  success  of  the 
labors  r  t  the  congress,  with  the  hope  that  the  inestimable  results 
expected  therefrom  would  be  guaranteed  to  humanity.  After  the  con- 
clusion of  the  deliberations  of  the  congress,  letters  were  received  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio.  In 
these  communications  they  respectively  signify  their  support  and  ap- 
proval of  the  views  and  principles  of  a  League  of  Nations^  such  as  is  now 
being  formed  by  the  Paris  Peace  Council. 

The  two  principal  sessions  were  held  on  June  28th  and  29th,  1017, 
under  the  presidency  of  Bro.  G.  Cobneau,  President  of  the  Grand  Orient 
of  France  assisted  by  Bro.  Genebal  Paul  Peign^,  Grand  Master  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  France. 
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The  following  conclusions  were  submitted  to  the  Congress  by  a 
committee  headed  by  Bro.  Andb£  Lebey  and  then  were  adopted : 

L 

The  undersigned  countries,  in  order  to  spare  the  different  peoples 
as  much  as  possible  from  the  calamities  of  war,  decide  to  make  a  general 
treaty  for  the  purpose  of  fixing,  in  the  future,  their  mutual  relations 
and  to  submit  to  international  arbitration  all  difficulties  which  may 
arise  between  them. 

The  civilized  nations  are  solidary.  They  participate,  Jointly  and 
severally,  each  in  its  own  territory,  in  the  common  work  of  humanity. 
This  participation  comprises  an  equal  amount  of  Duties  and  Rights. 
From  now  on  they  intend  to  broaden  the  meaning  of  International 
Rights  and  Duties;  and  to  reach  this  goal,  decide  to  form  among  them- 
selves a  political,  economical  and  intellectual  union,  under  the  name  of 
"League  of  Nations." 

II. 

Considering  that  Humanity  is  one  great  family,  from  which  are  only 
excluded  those  who  violate  the  law,  individuals  as  well  as  nations  owe 
obedience  to  those  national  and  international  laws  which  emanate 
constitutionally  from  organized  powers. 

III. 
The  foundation   of   the   existence  of  the   nations  is  based   on   the 
supremacy  of  the  will  freely  expressed  by  the  populations. 

IV. 

The  unity,  autonomy,  and  independence  of  each  nationality  are 
inviolable.  A  people  that  is  not  free,  1.  e.,  which  does  not  possess  the 
democratic  and  liberal  institutions  indispensable  for  its  development, 
cannot  proclaim  itself  a  nation. 

V. 

The  international  representation  which  is  to  form  the  highest 
Tribunal  of  the  Society  of  Nations  should  be  formed  from  the  national 
representation  of  each  country. 

Every  seven  years  each  nation  should  choose  by  direct  votes,  from 
the  representatives  elected  to  its  legislature,  such  members  as  appear 
qualified  as  delegates  to  the  international  parliament. 

VI. 

The  international  legislative  power  should  be  vested  in  a  parliament 
and  each  state,  regardless  of  the  size  of  its  territory,  should  send  seven 
representatives.  Decisions  are  to  be  reached  by  a  majority  of  votes. 
The  international  parliament  should  meet,  automatically,  each  year  on 
the  first  day  of  the  mouth  of  May,  extend  its  session  as  long  as  it  deems 
advisable  and  call  meetings  as  often  as  it  considers  necessary. 

Its  first  task  will  be,  as  it  was  with  the  Constituent  Assembly  of 
1789,  to  lay  down  a  code  of  the  Rights  of  Man,  and  to  issue  a  decla- 
ration of  the  Rights  of  Nations,  as  well  as  to  define  a  charter  guaran- 
teeing individual  and  national  rights  and  duties. 
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vn. 

The  international  parliament,  through  its  appropriate  commisaiona, 
should  deal  with  vital  questions  facilitating  international  relations. 
For  this  purpose  collaborators  should  be  elected  and  approved  by  the 
national  chambers  of  the  diiferent  states,  so  as  to  settle  collectively 
and  internationally  all  universal  legislative  questions  and  creating 
thereby  an  association  which  will  bind  the  peoples  more  closely  to- 
gether. 

vin. 

In  the  international  parliament  the  executive  power  should  be 
vested  in  a  Ministry  or  Council  of  the  Nations  composed  on  the  basis 
of  representation  by  one  member  for  each  nation. 

Those  members  should  be  chosen  exclusively  by  the  body  constitut- 
ing the  international  parliament.  The  President  of  the  League  of 
Nations  is  to  be  elected  by  the  members  of  the  parliament 

The  elected  members  are  to  form,  in  some  way  to  be  decided  upon, 
the  international  Ministry  and  should  attend,  respectively,  to  the 
different  branches  of  administration.  The  ministers  thus  appointed 
should  be  responsible  to  the  international  parliament  and  they  shall 
not  promulgate  laws  or  decrees  without  the  parliament's  appro^nid. 

IX. 

The  international  parliament  likewise  should  choose  from  its  own 
members,  at  the  rate  of  one  member  for  each  nation,  a  judicial  power, 
thus  creating  an  international  Court  of  Justice,  before  which  are  to 
be  brought  for  decision,  all  conflicts  on  national  questions  that  may 
arise  between  the  nations. 

Those  elected  should  serve  for  a  period  of  three  years  and  should 
be,  as  the  aforesaid  body,  responsible  to  the  international  parliament 
and  are  not  allowed  to  publish,  any  decision  without  the  sanction  of 
the  parliament. 

X. 

No  nation  should  be  allowed  to  declare  war  against  any  other  nation 
because  warring  is  a  crime  against  humanity.  Every  difference  between 
states  must  be  referred,  therefore,  to  the  international  parliament.  A 
nation  failing  to  refer  its  grievances  would  eo  ipso  cease  to  be  a  member 
of  the  Society  of  Nations.  These  nations  would  have  the  right,  and  it 
would  be  their  duty,  after  having  exhausted  all  means  of  adjusting  the 
conflict,  to  economically  boycott,  to  sever  all  relations,  totally  blockade 
by  land  and  water,  and  absolutely  isolate  and  restrain  the  perverse  nation 
by  force  to  recognize  the  universal  law. 

XL 

The  international  parliament  should  define  the  diplomatic,  economic 
and  military  measures  that  will  have  to  be  established  to  insure  its 
executive  powers.  Its  ultimate  goal  should  be,  while  fully  safeguarding 
the  autonomy  of  each  nation,  the  limitation  of  armaments  until  uni- 
versal disarmament  can  become  an  established  fact  The  international 
parliament  should  only  maintain  the  armaments  of  each  of  the  countries 
composing  the  Society  of  Nations  in  the  event  that  these  military  forces 
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should   be   necessary   to   counterbalance   effectively   the   armaments  of 
those  that  remain  outside  of  the  League  of  Nations. 

YTT. 

The  international  parliament  should  select  the  place  of  its  meetings. 
That  city  should  become  the  capital  of  the  world,  and  its  territory 
should  be  international. 

xin. 

It  should  adopt  as  its  emblem  a  banner  on  which  the  orange  sun 
will  beam  on  white  ground,  surrounded  by  yellow  stars,  and  their  num- 
ber shall  be  equal  to  the  number  of  the  nations  that  will  have  adhered 
to  the  aforesaid  stipulations. 

It  was  also  decided  to  send  copies  of  this  Covenant  to  the  Govern- 
ments of  all  allied  and  neutral  nations.  Upon  motion  of  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Italian  masonic  jurisdictions 

The  International  Masonic  Gongbess  Pboolaims: 

That  the  war  which  drenched  the  world  with  blood  for  three  years 
has  been  provoked : 

by  despotiam, 

by  the  desire  to  subjugate  peoples  and  nations, 

by  the  placing  of  might  before  right, 

by  the  autocratic  aspirations  of  a  government  which  inoculates  the 
spirit  of  hatred  and  of  hopes  for  leadership  in  favor  of  one  people  and 
against  the  others. 

Nevertheless,  the  International  Masonic  Congress  firmly  believes 
that  the  present  war  must  bring  forth  respect  for  right,  liberty  and 
peaceful  progress  of  every  community.  Further,  the  Congress  acknowl- 
edges that,  although  universal  freemasonry  in  principle  is  against  all 
wars,  it  has  to  praise  highly  the  sublime  sacrifices  of  the  nations  when 
they  are  directed,  as  in  the  present  war,  to  repel  treacherous  aggres- 
sions or  to  create  conditions  that  will  establish  a  free  and  pacific  union 
of  the  civilized  nations.  It  furthermore  pronounces  that  the  action  of 
the  masonic  families  who  have  accepted  and  borne  the  painful  necessi- 
ties of  this  war  is  in  conformity  with  the  principle  of  universal  free- 
masonry. 

The  Congress  finally  asserts  that  the  unshakable  will  of  all  the 
masonic  powers  represented  in  its  conference  was  to  act  with  energy 
emanating  from  the  sublimeness  of  a  common  idea,  in  order  that 
the  sacrifice  of  innumerable  lives  to  altruistic  ideals  may  impress 
all  peoples  to  aid  generously  in  reconstructing  all  the  crushed  and 
oppressed  nations,  taking  in  consideration  all  the  elements  composing 
a  national  conscience. 

Before  adjournment  Bro.  General  PeionA  moved  that  an  address 
be  transmitted  to  President  Wilson  in  Washington  as  a  tribute  to  the 
greatness  of  his  services  rendered  in  the  interest  of  humanity.  It 
stated  that  the  eternal  principles  of  freemasonry  entirely  conform  with 
all  the  proclamations  by  the  chief  executive  for  the  defense  of  civilisa- 
tion and  the  liberty  of  nations.  The  masonic  congress  is  only  too  happy 
to  co-operate  with  Mr.  Wilson  and  to  help  him  in  his  efforts  for  the 
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realization  of  his  purposes  to  promote  international  justice  and  dem- 
ocratic brotherhood.  These  prini'iples  are  entirely  identical  with 
masonic  ideals;  and  in  transmitting  sincere  greetings  the  brotherhood 
expressed  its  sentiments  of  entire  solidarity  with  the  people  of  the 
United   States. 

A  fraternal  reception  was  tendered  on  the  following  day,  June  30th, 
in  the  building  of  the  Grande  Logc  of  France,  to  all  delegates  and 
was  largely  attended.  Extending  the  hospitality  of  the  French  brethren 
to  their  guests  a  luncheon  was  given  in  their  honor  and  a  solemn  lodge 
convocation  took  place  where  mutual  congratulations  and  acknowledg- 
ments were  exchanged  and  hopes  expressed  that  the  bonds  uniting  the 
allied  and  neutral  nations  might  become  still  closer  and  ever  more 
harmonious.

This  jurisdiction  was  lately  reorganiised  after  many  political  perse- 
cutions.

Its  Com- 
mittee on  Jurisprudence  is  composed  of  seven  Judges,  and  besides  these, 
there  are  eleven  Delegates  from  constituent  Lodges,  which  shows  that 
Ecuador  Masonry  is  growing.
